IT will be needlefs to trouble the Reader with a tedious Introduction, 
lhewing the ufefuinefs of this ibrt of Books, feveral others having 
already treated of that Subje£, no lefs Learnedly than Fully, fo that 
it would only be repeating what has been frequently faid already, 
and what moil Men are fufllciently convinced of; befides that, it is 
not defign'd to fill up this fmall Volume with Perfwafives to buy it; but 
rather to proceed direilly to the matter propos'd.. But, left the Defign 
fhould be mifapprehended, it will be neceflary, in as few Words as may be, 
to make all Perlbns fenfible of it. Nothing is more certain, than that ma- 
ny curious Pieces have efcap'd the fearch of thofe who have publifh'd Vo- 
lumes of this Nature, either becaufe they are grown extreamly Rare 5 or, 
perhaps, thofe who Tranflated were not Mailers of the Languages in which 
they were Writ, or elfe for want of fufficient Information; fince, as no 
Man can know all Things, neither can any be acquainted with all Books. 
Thefe are the Things now deiign'd to Entertain the Publick,with afiurance 
that nothing fhall be offerM,but what is valuable, and approv'd of by Lear- 
ned and Ingenious Perfons. it is needlefs, and even impra&icable, in this 
Firft Part to give a Catalogue of the Books intended to be Tranflated; need- 
lefs, in Regard that being very rare, few are yet acquainted with them ; 
and imprafticable, becaufe feyeral not yet known to the Undertakers, may 
hereafter come to Hand : As alfo,by reafon that fome which are not to be 
found in England^ are now fent for Abroad, and confidering their Scarcity, 
and the Hazards of the Sea, it is impoffible to determine when they will 
be had. Befides, it is not convenient to Publifh the Names of fuch Books, 
at a time when fo many are gaping to catch at any thing they can hope 
to make an Advantage of, tho* others have acquired fome fort of right to 
it, by declaring they have fuch a Work in Hand. Every Piece that is 
Publifh'd, will, it is hop'djRecommend it felf, and be an Inducement to the 
Buyer to purchafe the next, for which reafon it will be fuperfluous to add 
any thing in their Commendation. Neither is this Work confin'd to 
Tranflations, the Undertakers having already a profpeft of fome Original 
Manufcripts of the fame Nature, Written by Ingenious and Able Perfons, 
who have Travels, and not taken care to publifh their Obfervations. The 
.Tranflations will be out of all Languages, which can afford any thing an- 
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fwerable to what is piopo. ;\., thai i.s, excellent in it felt, and never before 
leen in EngHJb. 

As for the "Method here intended, it is to Pub'.ifh every Month, as much 
as will make &J±liAí of Twelve Pence, or Eighteen Pence, according as it 
can be contiiv'd, without breaking off abrupt ¡y, to leave the Relation 
maim'd and impcrftcl, for as fcarce any of -lie books to be Tranflated are 
ib imall as to come into the coinpafsof a Month; fo of neccifity they muft 
be divided into feveral Parts, according to their Bulk. Now each Month 
being Sold Stich'd, every Buyer may afterwards Bind them op when he has 
an Author complcat, and therefore great care fhall be taken, that the one 
may end, and the next begin, fo as tocaufe no Obilacle, or Confufion in 
Binding. All the Books íhaíi be adorned with proper Maps, and ufeful 
Cuts, that is, not with Representations -of Battels, or Draughts of Places 
made according to the Engravers Fancy, but with true Delineations taken 
upon the Spor, where any fuch are tobe had; the real Habits of the Peo- 
ple; Birds, Beafts, Plants, &c. Whether every Month will afford any óf 
ihefe, cannct be promifed, lince they are to be inferted in their proper Pla- 
ces, for fubfiantial Information, and not difpers'd at Will to embelJifh the 
JBcok, and divert the Ignorant. Therefore iome Months will contain more, 
others fewer, and fome perhaps none, with affurance that the Charge ihall 
not be fpar'd where they are rec t uifite, and fuch are to be had as can he 
vouched to be Genuine. Thus every Per fon will, at fo finally Price, as 
has been mention c d liave a Tafte ot the Author propo^d to be Tranflated, 
and of the Performance, before he launches out more Money to purchafe 
.ache whole, and has every Month fornething Kew to Divert and Inform ; 
which, tho c at firft it may look flight, as being a Stitch* d Pamphlet, will 
ioon grow upon into a Compleat Work, as if Printed all at once, and be no 
lefs becoming any Gentlemans Study, or Library. No Author is delign'd 
to be Abridg'd, but fairly, and carefully Tranflated at large; but if any 
Ihould hereafter be thought fit, for any particular Reaíbns to be fo dealt 
with, it fhall not be done without the Advice and Approbation of iufficient 
Judges, and the Publick ihall have Notice of it, that no Man may have juil 
cauie to Complain he is any way Impcs'd on. Every Author ihall have a 
particular Preface giving fome Account of Him, and his Work, with a fair 
Title, for the Binding of him up conveniently into a Volume, and every 
Month, as has been faid, fo conrrivM, that there may be no Cafma, or 
other Eyefore in the Book* A fmall number will be Printed on a large fine

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XI R Author •, Bartholomew Leonardo de Argenfola, 
was a Learned Clergyman, and as fuch employed 
by the Prefident and Council of the Indies to Write 
this Hijlory. He calls it, The Conqueil of the 
Molucco Iilands, without Enlarging any further 
in his Title, tho* at the fame time his Work con- 
tains their fir ft Difcovery, their Defcription, the 
Marnier s, Cuftoms, Religion, Habit, and Political 
and Natural Hifiory; with all the Wars, and o* 
tier Remarkable Accidents in thofe Farts, fincc they were firft hjiown to 
Europeans, till their Reduction under the Crown 0/ Spain. In Speaking of 
them he Occafionally runs out to give the fame Account of the Philippine 
Jjlands, and of fever al others in thofe Eaflern Seas. This is frequent in 
Spanifb B ooks, wherein we generally find much more than' the Titles promife, 
contrary to what is Pra&is*d with us, whoftrive to fill up a Title Page with. 
abundance of Inviting Heads, the leaft part whereof is Treated of in the 
£ody of the Work, or at bejt fo Superficially, that f caree any more can Ic 
made of them there, than was in the Frontifpiece, 

For the Compiling of this Work the Author, being Employed by the Au~ 
thority abovementiotfd, had the Command of all Authevtick Manufcript 
Relations, which were either in the Kings Cuflody, or in Private Hands ; 
tefides the Teflimony of fuch Per fons then Living, as had been Fye-Witnefje$ 
to any part of what he delivers. His Defign was only to Write the Conquefl 
of thofe Iflands, by King Philip the Third of Spain j but confidcring how 
few were acquainted with them, and that of Conference viojl Readers would 
be at a lofs to know where, or what thefe Moluccos were, he Judicioujly Rc- 
foWd to bring down his Hiftory from its proper Source. To this End he 
begins with the Antient, and Fabulous Original of their Kings ; then comes 
to the Difcovery of them by Europeans, and proceeds to the Wars 'hetween 
them, and with the Natives^for the Pojfejfion of thofe fo much coveted Do- 
viinhfis. 
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His Defcription of them is very Exacl^ That of the Cloves, their princi- 
pal Commodity, no lefs Curious j aad that of the other ProduS and Animals, 
Inferior to neither. The Wars carrying him over from one Place to another ; 
he gives a Jbort Account of the Ijlands Papuas, and that of Celebes. The 
Spaniards, to avoid pajjivg through the Portuguefe Sea, attempted to fettle 
Trade at the Moluccos,^ the way of the St) eights of Magellan, which gives 
occafion to Argenibla to entertain us with a particular Jccount of the Spa- 
Jiiih Fleet fent into the f aid Str eight, under the Admiral Sarmiento, which 
has been hitherto very Impcrfeñly Delivered in Engliíh, tho* very Remar- 
kable, and full of Surprizing Accidents. In Jbort, Ttot to Jlr etch out this 
Preface, with tie SubjcB of the Work, we /ball find in it a brief Defcription 
cfthelfand Sumatra; of the vafl Empire of China ; of all the Philippine 
J/lands, and thofe of Ceylon, Banda, Java, and many othejs of lefs Note. 
Nor does he omit to fpeak of the Dutch Voyages $ and Under takings of Sir 
Francis Drake, and other Engliíh Adventurers ; and Embelifies the whole 
with fuch variety of pleafing Incidents, that few Books of Travels afford fo 
much Profitable Entertainment, with fuch good Authority. , 

No Author ever had a better Reputation, among all that Under/land, and. 
have had the good Fortune to Meet with him\ for being fo Valuable, he is 
extraordinary Scarce, rare to be met with in Spain, and confeqnently much 
more in England. This may perhaps be the main Reafon why he has not 
yet been Tranfiated, and being J o Valuable, he cannot mife of that Reception 
which he has found in the Original. But it is not intended to prepo/fefo 
the Reader, who is left to make his own Judgment, and therefore a long 
Preface is defignedly avoided, that he may the fooner enter upon J o Ufe ful 
end Diverting a Work. It is not improper, never thelefs, to Advife the 
Reader not to take notice of fome RefieBions in Point of Religion, and in 
.other Cafes, confdering the Book was Writ by a Spaniard, and that it v^tt 
not proper to Omit, or Alter anything, where a Fair, and Entire Tran- 
slation is promifed. Befides, That thefe are very few, and inconfiderable, 
and confeqxiently not worth obferving, as indeed the generality of Judicious 
Readers will be fujficiently fatisfy'd, and this Caution is given for their 
Sake j whom perhaps Pajjion, or overmuch Zeal may move to conlem a Work 
en fuch an Occafion % when they can find no other matter to Carp at.

Write the Conquefl: of the Molucco Illands by King j llt hor € s 
Philip the III. of Spain, and the reducing of their : ¡ n t ro ¿ u l 
) Kings to their former Subjedion, to his PredeceíTors, g¡ on 
1 by Don Pedro de Actinia, Governour of the Philippine 
Iilands, and Admiral of the Spanijh Fleet; a Victory 
worthy the Forefight of fuch a Godly Monarch, the 
Application of thofe worthy Statefmen that compofe 
his fupreme Council, and the Valour of our Nation ; 
not fo much on account of the Wealth, and Fertility 
o£ thofe Countries, as for that it took from the Northern Nations all occa- 
iion of Sailing in our Seas, and Debauching the new Converted Jfiaticks, 
and the Inhabitants of cur Colonies Trading among them. The Celerity 
with which the Expedition was concluded, does not in the lead diminiih 
the Glory of the Event ; which, for that very Reafon, might rather defer ve 
a place in a more ample Relation. I am feniible of the Dangers I expofe 
my felf to; but am no lefs fatisfy'd, that I lhall find fome to itand by me. 
The moft famous Painters, and Carvers, have generally a great value for 
Heads, Arms, and other Limbs, which have been drawn to perfection from 
the Life, by which they compofe all the Parts, when they defign fome ex- 
cellent Piece* The ignorant in thofe Arts have no Efleem for fuch Frag- 
ments, being only taken with the entire Statue, or Pi&ure, confuting of all 
its Limbs, without examining the Defe&s there may be in each of them. 
The Relation I undertake to write of thefelílands will find the fame E- 
itceHi, and be expos tt to no lefs Contempt ; for the Judicious, who under- 
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Hand kow Hiilory is Compil'd, will value this part drawn to the Life; 
whereas thofe, who, as they fay themielves, Read only to divert the Time, 
will m.-ke little account o 1 " ir, as being more fond of lome Romance, tuJJ of 
Monilerous Events ; or of ibme bulkey Work, bearing the Title ot a Hi- 
ftory, treating of numerous Armies, and mighty Slaughters, and bellow- 
ing the Succefs, not where Providence gave, but where they would have 
it. This is the ReafQa why many Things, worthy to be known and pre- 
fcrv'd, remain bury'd in Oblivion ; becaufe being left for General Hifiories, 
there are only flight Sketches of them Drawn at the Time when they hap- 
ned, by thofe who had a fhare in them, fo that when thefe Manufcriprs are 
to be made ufe of, either they are not to be found, or elfe they reduce the 
Writer to a neceflity of fubfcribing to whatfoever either Self-Love, or any 
other PafBon dictated to the Authors of fuch Memoirs, without any pofli- 
bility of examining into the Truth. To obviate this Lnconveniency, in a 
matter of fuch moment as that ot Témate, the Capital of the Molucca 
Iflands, I was Commanded to write an Account of it, at a time when 
they were Hill living who a#ed in and direded it: And I have fuch 
full Information of all that is requinte for this purpofe, that I hope Truth 
will- make,amends for my want of Ability. This is as much as I have 
thought fit to Advertife the Reader, without entering upon the Advantage 
he will reap by perufing this Relation; becaufe, if he is well affetfed, ail 
I can fay for it will be fuperfluous ; and if otherwife inclin'd, tho' I en- 
deavour to fet him right, he will never conceive it* 
Kings of Among the fourteen moil potent Princes, who Lord it over the Jrchifc- 
the Mo- lago of the Molucco Iflands, under the Title of Kings, thofe oí Témate and 
lúceos, Tydore boaft of a Divine Original; fuch Liberty to be vain do Men take lip-* 
on them, or fo much do they afcribe to obfeure Antiquity. There is art 
ancient Tradition among thofe People, look'd upon as Sacred, That they 
were once Governed by a moft Ancient Prince, called Bicocigara, who 
failing along the Coaft of Bacbian,\>erceiv'd that among fome craggy Rocks 
there were grown up abundance of Rotas, fo they call a fort cf folid Canes, 
a v 17 r w ^i^h, when fmall, they make ufe of inftead of Ropes. He lik'd them, and 
Jt Fable of OT€ j er y ^y fhould be cut down, and brought into his Veilel* His Sub- 
their Un- j c ^ g j n g to fulfil his Orders, and having fearch'd all the place, return'd 
gvtal. tG t k c j r j\fefi erj defiring he would look again, leaft his Eyes deceiv'd him y 
for they could meet with no fuch Canes. Bicodgara, who faw them di- 
ítínftly from his Brat, was pofltive with his incredulous People, and or- 
dered them again to be brought ; but to decide the matter, went himfelf 
Afhore, where immediatly they appeared to them all. He commanded 
them to be cut down, and as they went about it, Blood ran from the Canes 
that were cut. Being aflonifhM at that Prodigy, he difcover'd clofe to the 
Hoots of them four Eggs, which look'd like a Snakes Eggs, and at the fame 
% time heard a Voice, proceeding from the hollow of the Canes cut down, 
which faid, Keep thefe Egg$$ for from themjball come four excellent Go- 
vet noun. He took up tho;e fatal Eggs, with Religious Refped, and car- 
ry'd them home, where they were kept in the beft place of his Houfe. In 
a fhort time, from the four Yolks proceeded four Rational Chickens, be- 
ing three Men, and one Woman, \vho afterwards Reign'd, the firit of 
them m£achian % the kcond ¡ñBvtan, and the third over the Iflands call'd 
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Paptas, lying Eaft from the Moluccas. The Woman was Marry 'd to Prince 
Loloda, who gave Name to the Country of Batochina^ not far from the 
great Boconora. This Fable has gain'd iuch Reputation, that they honour 
iicocigara cs a Hero, worfhip tile Rocks, and adore ihe Eggs, The truth 
of it is, that the cunning Man, by this prodigious Superfiition, San&tfy'd 
his own Race, and gain'd Kingdoms, and Refpe# for his four Children. 
So Greece feign'd, o«r beleiv'd, that Leda Conceiving of the Adulterous 
Swan brought forth the Eggs, from which came Gr^or, Pollux, and Helena* 
Fortune, when (he raifes Men to a high pitch, perfwades thofe ihe "defigns 
to Crown, to lay the Foundation of their Majefly on Fables, refembling 
true Mifteries, fo to perfvvade the Multitude that they are fomewhat Di- 
vine, and to diítinguiíh the Royal Race by a peculiarity even in the Uni- 
verfal Law of being Eorn into the World. Of this Race thirteen Idola- 
trous Kings fucceeded one another in Tydore r down to Sultan Tydore Bon- 
gue, the firfl that received the Mahometan Alcoran, tho c intermix'd with 
Idolatry, which laited above Eighty Years, and being confounded among 
the Precepts of that abominable Se&, bred Divifions, and Diítra¿Uons a- 
mong the People. Afterwards, when the Commander Brito arriv'd in 
that Ifland, as we fhall foon fee, he found a Caciz, or Prieft, taught them 
the new Superfiition, and that many oppos'd him, on account or the old 
Fable of the Eggs, which xhtPerfian Mor about could never Decry j fo great 
is the power of Error tranfmitt d from our Fore-Father?. 




fight of his Riper Years, that he came tote Honoured by his Subjefls as 
a Prophet ; or by the leaft Credulous, as a Perfon of fingular Prudence, fo 
that all Men gave Ear to him, as to an Oracle. Puffed up with this Va*- 
nity, he pretended to Fore-tell future Events j which when no particular 
Perfons, or fet Times are appointed, is a fafe way of Predicting, without 
Danger of being found Falfe; either becaufein procefs of Time fomethiug 
Accidentally happens, that may be adapted to the Prophecy, or in regard, 
that is always expeded which will never come to pafs. For this Reafon, 
-as in moft Countries there are feme current Notions ot future Expeilations, 
conceiv'd upon trivial Occaiions, rather than any Observation of the Scars ¿ 
therefore Boleyfe us'd to tell thofe about him, That the time would come, 
when Iron Men ihould arrive at Témate, from the remoteil parts of the 
World, and fettle in its Territory ; by whofe Power the Glory, and Do- 
minion of the Mohtcco Iilands ihould be far extended* 

' In the Reign of King John the firft, of Portugal, his Son, Prince Henry , p* r n £ *r 
having employed feveral Perfons on Difcoveries, John Gonzales, and coverki 
Trijlan Vaz found the Ifland of Madera, injthe Year 1419, and others 
ibon after thofe of the Azores, and Cabo Verde, and ran along the Coait 
of Guinea and Jfrick. Afterwards, in the Reigns of King Edward, and 
j/lonfo the V. thofe Difcoveries were continued, till under King John the IL 
they proceeded as far as the Cape of Good Hope, and a Hundred Leagues 
beyond it, along the CoaiT, calFd Rio del Infante. The honour of this 
Difcovery is due to that famous Seaman B artholomeiv Diaz, if we may 
believe the'Manufcript Memoirs of Duartc Refende, for the Hiííorian 
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Barros. This rais'd Emulation in the bpauijb Nation, already enyj^'d in 
fuch Voyages, as having Difcover'd the Wcfle;n Iílands, cal I'd Antilles, 
or Carihhee Ifland?. This Difcovery occafion'd a Controverfy about the 
Right to them, Portugal pretending to, and Spain defending its PolTeffion. 
After much Contention, the Difference was adjufted by Ruy de Sou fa, and 
Don John his Son, and Arias de Almada, CoanmiifionM by Portugal, who 
in the Year 1404. agreed with the Spanifo EmbaiTador, That, fince this 
inferior Globe, confining of Earth and Water, anfwers to the Degrees into 
which the Celeilial Sphere is divided, it ihould be equally parted between 
the two Kings, by a Meridian Line drawn through the North and South 
Poles, and comparing the Land and Sea, fo as to cut them into two halves. 
It was appointed, That the Share to the Eaílward íhould belong to the 
Crown ot Portugal, and the other to the We ft ward, to that ofCaflile ; and 
that it ihould be fo maik'd down on the Sea Charts; the Line pa fling 
through a fixt Point on the Earth, which was to be the Boundary of both 
Nations. This was by mutual Confent fettled 360 Leagues Weft froin 
Cabo Ver de , and fo the Line, or Meridian, fell upon the Country we call 
Brazil, about the moft Wefterly part of the Mouth of the River Maranhao, 
which difembogues there to the Northward. This Line cuts through 
that Country, and to the Southward runs offbeyond the River of Plate^ 
from whence the Spaniards begin to reckon their Degrees of Longitude 
Wefhvard, and the Portuguefes Eaftward, 180 belonging to each of them, 
for as much as the whole Circumference of the Earth contains three hun- 
dred and fixty Degrees. 
Vafeo de Vnfco de Gama^ employ'd by King Emanuel of Portugal \ to Difcover 
Gama ¿if- anc * Conquer India, profecuted this Enterprize, look'd upon by Ptolomy, 
covers In- as * m P ra &icable; he traversed the main Ocean, within the Portuguefe Di- 
dia. viiion, where he Difcover'd, and fince the Portuguefe Commanders have 

Conquered fo many Kingdoms, Nations, and Iílands, fo diiiinci in Cu- 
lloms, Manners, Laws, Languages, and Colours. They returning home 
admir'd what they had feen, and lay \i it down in Maps, but ftretching out 
the Longitude, that is the Diftance from Weft to Eaft, beyond what it 
really was* thus Craftily providing for the Controverfy which might arife 
upon this Occafion, as it foon happen'd, through the Falfhood of the Sea 
Charts. 
Portugue- By virtue of this pra&ice, and by the Pope*s fubfequent Authorizing of 
UsPreten- it, the Portuguefes pretend that the Molucca Iílands, and thofe of Banda., 
tionstothe and Amloyna,zxt within their Bounds, as they were jadjudg'd, and fettled 
Moluccos. by experience Sailers, calculating the Extent of that Meridian, and they 
even iiretcb it 1$ Degrees further. Rcfende complains, That 'Magalhaens % 
whom the Engliji) call Magellan, magnify \i the Opinion conceiv d of the 
Eailern Seas, when in the Year 1519 he went away Difgufted into Spain. 
Magellan grew up in the fervice of Queen Ellenor, then ferv'd King 
Emanuel, and went over into India with that Alonfo de Albuquerque, of 
whofc Bravery, and Conduit, we have written Hiftories, béfides what 
Fame, and Tradition have deliver'd. This Man, not fatisfy'd with the 
firft Conquefts, fent Antony de Abreu, Francis Serrano, and Ferdinand de 
Nagalhatns from Malaca, with three Ships, to Difcover the Molucca 
Wands* All thefc three Commanders íleei'd feveral Courfes. We lhall 
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foon fpeak of Magellan again. Antony de Abren anivM at Banda, and 
returning towaids Malaca, richly Laden with Spice of that Country, 
Serrano was parted from him in a Storm, and Shipwrack'd on the Iilands 
of Lucofmo, iignifying Iilands oiTortoifes, fo call'd from the Plenty and 
Eignefs of thofe Creatures. 

There the Tempeft left the Portugvefes, only their Lives and Arms fav'd, Serrano 
for their Junch, which is a fort of light Velfel, was Stav'd. The Luco fine cajl on the 
Iilands were Horrid, by reafon of their want of Water, and being Defert ; JJLmds of 
lor their Rocks lying under Water, and the many Sea Robbers that fre- Lucopine. 
quent them, and always keep Sentinels polled to difcover any Sailing by, 
that they may fall upon, and plunder them. Had not Hunger and Thirft 
threat ned the Portvgufes with fpeedy Death, they had reafon to expeft it 
at the Hands of thole Pyrats ; but that which had been the Definition of 
others, at this time prov'd their Safety. Thofe Mifcrcants had obferv'd 
the Shipwreck, and Rowing up in a VeiTel call c d a Caracoa, as it were to 
a certain Booty* drew near co thofe who had lb narrowly efcap'd peiiihing 
in the Sea 5 but the Malaca Pilots, and Mariners were not ignorant of their 
deiign. They acquainted their Captain with the Danger, deii ring him to 
taker fuch Meafures as might be for his own, and their Safety, Serrano, 
like a Man of Valour and Difcretion, having view'd the Shore, conceal'd 
his Men in a hidden Place. The Py rates landed to pur fue them j but as fcon 
as ever they were at fome diflance frcm the Shore, the Strangers ruih'd out, 
and poiTelVd themfelves of the Caracoa. The Barbarians thus iujpriVd| 
lefleding on their Mifmanagement, and perceiving they were loft Men, 
gave over the thoughts of Robbing, and had recourle to Intreaties, throw- 
ing down their Bows and Arrows, and begging they would not leave //< pr 
them in that Ifland, but rather take pity, and pardon what they had done j ltnti i ca 2 c 
and promifing, if he would carry them off, to conduit him to another place* 
where Strangers were well receive, and there was Trade, Serrano gran- 
ted their Requeft, and admitted them, and having repaired the ihatter'd 
Junck, and Embarking together, they direfted their Courfe to the Ifland 
of Amboyna, where they were well receiv'd by the Pecple of Rúentelo ¿ 
who were ancient Enemies to thofe of Ver anula, a Neighboring City of 
Batocbina, wit|i whom thofe of Rúentelo coming to a Battle, they oI>" Jmves at 
tain'd the Vidíory, through the Affiftance of the New-comers. The Fame Amboyna 
of this Succef* flew over to the Molucco Iilands, at the Time when Bolsyfe 
Reign'd in Témate, and Almanzor in Tydore, who were both not long be- 
fore Idolaters, and then Mahometans. Thefe two were at Variance about 
the Limits of their Dominions, and underftanding that the Portuguefes were 
at Amboyna, each of them defiring to Strengthen himfelf againft his Enemy, 
fent Embafladors, and Ships, to invite, and bring over to them thofe For- 
reign Soldiers ; thinking it alfo convenient upon other accounts, to enter 
into Alliance with thofe Pecple, whofe great Aftions were then fo freih in 
the Mouths of all Men. Bojeyfe was quicker than Almanzor, and fent 
ten Ships for Serrano , with a Thoufand well ArmM Soldiers for their 
Defence, the whole under the Command of his Kinfmaa Cachil Coliba: 
The Tydore EmbaiTadors return'd from Rúentelo difappointed. It is but a 
fcoit Cut between Amloyna, and Témate, and therefore Boylefe y s Ships 
loon return\l with the Portuguefes. That King went cut attended by his 
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Subjects, to receive the new Guelts; all of them concluding, That thef 
went to fee the fulfilling of their fo long expe&ed Prcphecy. Serrano 
Landed in bright white Armour, and his Companions in the lame man- 
Settles at ner- When the King faw them, he embrace every Man, with a Counte- 
Ternate. nance full of Pleafure and Admiration, (bedding Tears, and lifrirg up 
his Hands to Heaven, blefs'd God, and gave hearty Thanks, tor that he 
had granted him to fee that which had been Predi&ed fo many Years be- 
fore. Theft j faid he, my Friends, are the ¡Carriers you have fo levg wijh'd 
for, on account of my Prophecy. Honour them, and let vs all vie in Enter- 
taining them\ fince the Grandeur of our Country defends on. their Arms. 
The Portugueses, well pleas'd to be thought worthy of a Prophecy, the 
Beleif whereof was a Politick Invention, conducing to their Reputation, 
made no lefs Courteous Returns, expreifing their {ingular Affe£lion. They 
fettled Amity, and Trade in the Moluccos^ whence they fpread it to the 
adjacent, and remoter Iflands, wbich*it will be now requinte breifly to 
Defcribe, for the better Underftanding of this Hiflory. 
Archipe- The Eaftern Archipelago, not to fpeak of the Divifion of thofe Oriental 
Jago de- Parts into Northern, and Southern, Contains fo many Iilands, that the 
fcrib l d. certain Number of them is not yet known. Hence Modern Authors di- 
itribute it into five Divifions, being fo many Archipelagos^ under the names 
of Mohicco, Moro, Papuas, Celebes, and Amboyna. The Name of the Firit, 
in their Language, is Moloc, fignifying, the Head, becaufe it is the Chief 
of all about it. Others will have it to be Maluccó, which, in Arabick, im- 
ports, the Kingdom, as the Principal of them. It Contains five moil Re- 
markable Iilands, all of them under the fame Meridian, one in light of ano^- 
ther, their whole Extent being x$ Leagues; the Equinodial croiling them, 
To that the molt Northern of them has but half a Degree of Latitude that 
way, and the moil Southern, one Degree on the other fide. Near to them, 
-on the Eaft, is the Iiland Gilolo, by the Portnguefes call'd Batochina de 
Moro, and by the Moluccos, Alemaera. Among all the others lying about 
them, call'd alfo Moluccos, as we fay the Canaries, the Terceras, or the 
Oreades, thefe are the moa Remarkable, for their great Plenty of Spice* 
The Names of them, beginning with the Northermoft, are, Ternate, Tydore, 
Motiel, Machian, and Bachian ; by the ancient Heathens call'd, Cape, 
Duco, Moutil, Mara, and Seque. This laft, which is Bachian, is divided 
into many Iilands, feperated from one another by little Channels, Naviga- 
ble only in fmall Veilels; for which reafon, as alfo becaufe it is under 
one Soveraign, it has but one Name, and all the Molucco Iflands are Sub- 
ject to three Kings. They are divided by fmall Arms of the Sea, and fomc 
Defert little Iilands, as alfo by their Antient Enmity* The Coaft both 
near the Shore, and farther off at Sea, full of Dangerous Shoals; among 
which there are fome Inlets, where the Ships Ride in Safety. The Soil 
oí them all is generally Dry and Spungy, fucWng up all the Water, tho* 
it Rains never fo much, and in many Places the Brooks that run dowu 
from the Mountains do not ieach the Sea. According to that grave Hi- 
ilorian John de Barros, thefe Iilands afford an ill Profped, and are no way 
pleafantto behold j becaufe the Sun being always fo near them, fometimes 
pafling over towards the Northern, and lome times towards the Southern 
• ftoliiice, the natural Damp of the Earth fills them fo full of Trees, and 
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Plants, that it thickens the Air, and hinders the Sight; for by reafbn of 
the Earthly Vapours, the Trees are never naked of Leaves ; but before one 
falls another has fprung cut ; and the fame is among Herbs. Others af- 
firm, they are Pleafant to look to, but not Healthy, efpccially for Stran- 
gers, who are all fubjed to the Difeafe call'd Berber, which is common in 
that Countty. This Malady fwells the Body, and dn'ables the Limbs^but 
is cur'd with Cloves, the Wine "of the Philippine Iilands, drank with Gin- 
ger, 5iid the ufe of a certain Heib, known to the Natives ; and the Dutch 
do it with the juyce of Lemmons, a Remedy found by their' own Appre- 
heniion, and Experience. 

Providence has flor'd thefe Spice-Iilands with Bananas^ Coco-Nuts, ProduS of 
Oranges, LemVions, Lignum- Jloes, Sanders , Cin avion. Mace, Majlick-Trees, the Mo- • 
but above all, with abundance of Cloves, and other Plants ; all of them va- lúceos. 
luable for their Fruit, or delightful for their Ornaments. They have neither 
Wheat nor Rice\ but Nature gave them Induitry, and Matter to fupply this 
Defeft. They beat a fort of Tree, like the Wild-Palm, with Mallets made 
of itrong Canes; and thofe dry Trunks, fo batter'd, yield an extraordinary 
white Flower, coming from the bruized Pith ; which they mould up in 
fquare Pipkins, and this is the Sagu, or Landan, fo made into fquare Loaves r « 
like the Cajlile Sope. This Plant is about Fifteen Foot high, and from the gu; 
Top of it fprout out fome Branches, like thofe which produce the Tama- 
rinds. Thefe bear a Fruit like the Cyprefs-Nuts, in which there are cer- 
tain fine Hairs, which if they touch a Man's Fleíh, burn it. From the 
tender Branches of the fame Plant cut, flows the Liquor which ferves them 
for Drink, putting the Ends of the faid Branches fo cut into narrow 
Mouth'd VeKds, which are filPd in a Night, and the Liquor fo gather *d, is 
like Milk Whipped, and Frothy, which they call Tunc. When Drank new, 
it is Sweet and very Fanning; boil'd like new Wine it talles like Wine, 
and after grows iharp as Vinegar. The fame Advantage they reap from 
two other Plants call d Uif 0, and Coco ; the laft of them yields alio Oyl, 
Boards, arid Timber to build Houfes. They alfo Drink another pleafant 
Liquor, which Nature hasfhut up in the Hollow cf the Canes tney call 
Bambcoes,fo large that the Knots are a Yard a funder. They abound in 
FJeih; but the People are more affefted to Fiih; notwithftanding Hugo, 
the Dutchman,fays they want both. Providence afforded them no Mines, 
either of Gold, or Silver; whether it was a Punifhment, or Mercy we do 
not decide» Neither have they found any, of other lefs precious Metals ; 
but not far from them is Lambuco+axi Ifland abounding in Iron and Steel; 
whence, and from the Mines ofSula and Butva, the People of the Maluccos 
bring them, to make their Caampilanes, which are fhaip heavy Cymiters, 
and their Crifes, being fmall Daggers. The Portvguefes and Dutch have 
now furniih'd ihofe Iilands with fmall Fire-Arms, and Cannon of all forts 
known among us. 

Témate is the Capital City, and Court of that King, near to which a 4 burnh}* 
dreadful burning Mountain Flames out, about the Equinoxes, becaufe at Mountain 
thofe Times the Winds blow ; which kindle that natural Fire,on the Matter ¡ n Teníate 
that has fed it fo many Ages. The Top of the Mountain, which exhales 
it, is cold, and not cover'd with Aihes, but with afort of light cloddy 
Earth, little different from the Fomicc-Stone burnt in our Fiery Mountains* 
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Defcending thence to the Foot of the Hill, which ftretches out Jike a Pira- 
mid, down to the Plain ; it is all uncooth, being thick with Trees, whole 
Verdure is fpar'd by the Flames, and the very Fire, Waters and Moiftens 
them with Brooks, which it draws together in the Hollow of the Moun- 
tain, and forces it to Sweat, and pour out. 

The Natives Differ from one another, as it were through a Miraculous 
Bounty of Nature ; for it has made the Women Fair and Beautiful, and the 
Men, of a darker Colour than a Quince; their Hair lank, and many a- 
noint it with fweetOyls. Their Eyes are large, the Eyebrows long, which, 
and their Eye-lafhes, they colour Black. Of Body they are Strong, much 
addicted to War, and floathful for all other Employments. They aie long 
Liv'd-, grow grey earlie; and are as Aftiveby Sea as by Land; Ofluiouc, 
and Courteous to Strangers ; but when they grow Familiar, Importunate, 
and Troublcfome in their Requeíls j in their Dealings, all bent upon Inte- 
reft ; Jealous, Fraudulent, and Falfe. They are Poor, and therefore Proud j 
and to name many Vices in one, Ungrateful. 

The Chinefes poiTefs'd themfelves of thefe Illands, when they fubdu'd all 
thofe Eailern Parts ; and after them the Jave7icfes,andthe Malayespnd laflly 
the Perfians, and Arabs j which laft, together with their Trade, Introduce 
tiisJttabometan Superitition among the Worfliip of their Gods; from whom 
fome Families boafted they were defcended. Their Laws are Barbarous : 
TTiey have no limited Number of Wives. The King's chief Wife, caU'd 
in their Language Putxiz, enables and gives the Right cf Succeííion to 
which her Sons are preferred, tho' younger than thofe by other Mothers. 
Theft is not pardon'd, tho' never fo inconfiderable ; but Adultery eafily. 
When the Dawn appears, Officers appointed by Law for that purpofe, beat 
a fort of broad, flat Tabors about the Streets, to awake Marry'd People, 
who they think deferves this Care from the Government, on account of Pro- 
creation. Moil Crimes are puniih'd with Death j in other Refpefls they 
Obey the Will, or Tyranny of the Conqueror. 

The Men,on their Heads, wear Turkijb Turbantsof feveralCoIours, with 
abundance of Feathers on them. The King's ends above like a Miter, and 
ferves inilead of a Crown. For their other Garb they all wear Wafle- 
coats, which they call Cheninas, and Blew, Crimfon, Green, and Purple 
Breeches. Of the fame they make their Cloaks, or Mantles, which are 
ihort, Soldier-like, thrown over, or knotted on the Shoulder, after the An- 
cient Roman manner, known by the written Defcriptions, Statues, and 
other Monuments of thofe Times. The Women are Proud of their Hair ; 
fometimes they fpread, and fometimes they plat it, flicking abundance of 
Flowers among the Ribbons, which hold it together; fo. that in their 
Drefs, they are not encumbered with loofe Viels, Plumes, or Feathers. All 
that variety adorns them without Art ; they wear Bracelets, Pendants, and 
necklaces oí Diamonds and Rubies, and great Strings of Pearls, which are 
not forbid even the meaneft, no snore than Silks, wherein the Women 
particularly are Clad after the Perfian and Túrkijb Faihion ; and all this 
coftly Attire is the ProducT of the Neighbouring Lands and Seas. Both 
Men and Women in their Habit fliow their natural Haughtineft. 

The variety of Languages among them is great, for fometimes one Towa 
.does not underfland the People of the next 5 the Malay* Tongue is moil 
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us'd, as eafieft to- pronounce. Ihis Dive i fit y of Languages íhows, that 
thofe Iflands were Pe< pled by feveral Nations* In tliofe Parts ail Anti- 
quity, and the Art of Navigation are afcrib'd to the Chinefcs. Some affirm, 
That the People of the Molucco Iflands are Defcended from the Jaos, who 
fettled there, being invited by the Fragrancy of the Spice. They loaded 
their Veflels with Cloves, till then unknown, and holding on that Trade, 
carry'd it to the Gulphs of Arabia, and Pcrfia. They Sail'd about all thofe 
Countries, tranfporting Silks, and Porcelance, the Produd, and Manufa- 
cture of China. The Cloves were by the Perfians, and Arabs tranfmitted 
to the Greeks, and Romans. Some Roman Emperors had a defign of Con- 
quering the Eaft , till they ffcould come to the Spicy Countries 5 10 covetous 
were they of that Commodity ; and believing they all came from China, 
caird all thofe People Chinefes. The Spaniards formerly brought them a- 
mong other Goods from the Red-Sen. The Kings of Egypt for fome time jr 
poflefs'd themfelves of all the Spice, which they Tranfmitted from the ri oves 
Hands of the Afiaticks into Europe. This the Romans continue, when they 
redue'd Egypt into the Form of a Province. Long after, the Genoefes, ¡, ro7/ p/ jt 
Transferring the Trade to Theodofia, now Cafa, handed them about to all .^ % 
Parts; and there the Venetians, and other Trading Nations, had their Con- 
fuís, and Fa&ors. They afterwards were convey 'd over the Cafpian Sea r * 
snd TraHfond i but this Trade tell with the Eafiern Empire ; and then the 
Turks carry'd them in Caravans of Camels, and Dromedaries to Berytus, 
Aleppo , Damafcus, and feveral Ports on the Mediterranean. The Sultans 
of Egypt brought them Uack to the Red-Sea, and thence to Alexandria, down 
the Nile. - The Portugueses having Conquered the Eafl-Indie:, took them 
from Egypt , and brought them in their Fleets by the Cape of Good Hope, 
•finking and taking all Ships that attempted to carry any to Grand Cayro. 
For that purpofe they kept Squadrons on the Coafts of Arabia and Pcrfia, 
*nd at Cape Guardafu. By this means the Trade of Egypt was fuy.prefs'd,. 
and all the Spice brought on the Kings acco* nt to India, and thence taking 
a prodigious compafs, to Lisbon. He who is Mailer at Sea will be pofle- 
fs'd of this Wealth; by which, and other Commodities, we fee that is 
made good, which fome write Themijlocles was wont to fay, That he has 
all things who has the Sea. 

The Kings, Boleyfe, of Témate, and Almanzor, of Tydore, contended a- 
bout Entertaining Serrano, and each of them courted him to build a Fort 
in his Ifland. It is well worth Obfervation, To fee how eagerly thefe 
Kings fought after, and begg'd for that which they were fcon after to be 
averie to. They writ about it to the King of Portugal $ but Antony de 
Miranda coming to the Moluccos, befides a wooden Fort, or Houfe he built 
ixTalangame, ere&ed another at Machian, an Wand belonging to the two 
Kings, by which means he fatisfy'd the Requeft of both. Soon after 
Cachil Laudin, King of Bachian, made Application to Don Trijlan de 
Menefes, on the fame account. Don Trijlan was come to the Moluccas to 
Load Spice, and with a defign to carry away Francis Serrano, and to in- 
duce Boleyfe to confent to it, he perfwaded hiip, it was requifite that Ser** 
taño fhould go to Portugal, to prevail upon King Emanuel to order the Fort 
he defird, to be built upon Tanate, and not elfewhere. Boleyfe approved 
of his defign, and to that end, fent Grf/;i/j/cy as his Embaflador, with 
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Serrano. Don Triftnn fet out, and his Ships being difpers'd in a "Storm, 
was oMig'd to return to the Moluccos, and to Winter in the Woaden Houfe 
above mention'd; but as foon as the Monfou bkvr, he put to Sea agí in, 
and torching at Bacbian was inform 'd, That they had kill'd fome Poitu- 
guefeS) of Simon Corrects Veffel in that Iiland. This troubled him, but he 
diiTembled it, and proceeding on his Voyage, return'd to Malaca, by the 
way of Amboyna. 
Brito at # Antony de Érito^ appointed by the Governour dthidia to fucceed Serrano 
i be Mo- * n that Port, Sailed from Cape Sincapura, through the Streights oí Sab am, 
lucco's. v^iih 300 Men> and fome experienced Commanders. He touch'd at Tuhan, 
a City in the Iiland of Jaua, and went over to another, call'd Agazim, a 
Man in thofe Parts, oppofite to the Ifland Madura. Its nearnefs inviting 
him, he fent a Roving Veffel thither to get fome Information wh3t Couríé 
he was to Steer. Seventeen Men there were in the VeiTel Landed on the 
Coaft, and went up along the fide of a River, ccver'd with beautiful Tree?, 
whofe Fruit deceiv'd the Sailers; for they attracted with the pleafant fight, 
and unexpe&ed fatisfaétion, forgot to fecure their VeiTel. The Natives 
obferving the Opportunity, firft took the Veffel, and then all the Men, 
whofe Ranfom prov'd afterwards difficult, tho' the Lord of the City fa- 
. vourd it. Brito failM direftly for the Moluccos, and touching at Bacbian, 
fent Simon de Ahreu in all hafle to burn a Village, and kill all the Inhabi- 
, tantSj. in Revenge for Simon Correa's Companions ilain there ; that King 
^'Lauain might underfland, they ihould not efcape unpunilh'd, who wrong 'd 
the Portuguefe, and that fince his Ifland was the firft that took up Arms 
Xing of againit them, it ihould alfo be the firft that felt their Vengeance. He exe- 
Témate \fcuted his fe verity without any Lofs, tho' that King did not forget the ObJi- 
Diej* gation he laid on him. Brito went on to Tydorc, and was Inform'd by Al- 

manzor of the Diforders there were at Témate, becaufe Boleyfe was dead, 
and it was fuppos'd he had been Poyfon'd. He being near his Death or- 
der'd, That during the Minority of his eldeft Son Cacbil Bobat, or Boy ano, 
the Queen his Wife, who was Daughter to the King of Tydore, ihould 
Govern; and that Cacbil Dar oes , Natural Son to the faid Boleyfe, fhould 
A¿1 jointly with her. The Queen who was Crafty, fufpe&ing that her 
Father Almanzor might under that colour aim at fome Advantage, to the 
Detriment of her Son, call'd her Subje&s together and told them, That it 
was enough for her to take care of her Sons Education ; and therefore fhe 
laid the greateft ftrefs of Government on Cacbil Dar oes. 

The King, and the Governour Dar oes, expefted the Commander Antony 
Brito, as the Kingdoms, and the young Kings Protestor. They went out to 
A Tort :meet ^ m * n a Fl eet °f Carcoas,vjith the Noife of that Barbarous Muiick of 
Built at ^ ra ^ s Bafons, and Tabors. He Landed, ihewing State, and appearing wor- 
Ternate. thy of that Applaufe ; viiited the Queen, the King, and his Brothers; and 
after the Ceremony of Condoling the Death of Boleyfe, ordering Affairs in 
Conjunción with Dar oes, he approved of that Form of Government, and 
upon all occafions Defended his Province again!! that oi Tydore, To do 
this with the greateft Security, he pitched upon a proper fpot of Ground, 
according to the Rules of Fortification, which were not then very perfect, 
no more than Military Difcipline. The Foundation being dug, Brito, in 
the prefence of the King, and all the People, laid the firft Stone of the new 
Fort, with his own Hand, This happen'd on Midfummer Day, and there- 
fore 
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fore he gave the Fort the Name of St. John Baptijt i and tho it was 
built for the Defence of Témate, yet in Brno's mind it was Dedicated to 
the fervice of the Gofpd, and its Minifters. He us'd endeavours to fend 
away the Caeiz he found there fpreading of Mahomet's falfe Doctrine, as 
an Obflacle to the True ; but the War which is there always fettled and 
natural againft Tydore, obftructed thefe Defigns ; tho' at the fame time the 
Troubles of thole two Revengeful Nations increase the Revenues of Por- 
tngaljby contributing of their Spice ; and thedefire of Superiority brought 
them into Subjection. However, in Portugal Br i to had a Succefior 
appointed him, and he was inform'd, That the other was already failing 
for the Moluccas' and there was need enough of them both, and of dou- 
bling their Forces ; becaule Spain Hilt infifted upon taking thofe Countries 
as its Right, and Brit o began to be hated, on account of his. offering Vio- 
lence to the Royal Family. 

At the fame time Magellan having Sail'd <5co Leagues towards Malaca, Magellan 
was in ceitain Iflands, whence he correfponded with Serrano ; who having g 0es over 
thriv'd fo well in Teníate, with Boleyfe, fent his Friend word what Kind- tQ Spain, 
nefs, and Wealth he had receiv'd from him; advifing him to return to his 
Company. Magellan confenting, refolv'd to go to the Moluccos ; but m 
cafe his Services were not Rewarded in Portugal, as he expefled, he would 
take the way directly for Témate, under whole King Serrano grew fo Rich 
in Nine Years. He confider'd, that fince the Molucca were ¿oo Leagues 
Eaft from Malaca, which make 30 Degrees, little more or lefs, they were 
out of the Portu^uefe Limit?, according to the antieñt Sea Chart. Retur- 
ning to Portugal, he found no Favour, but thought himfelf wrong'd, and 
refenting it, went away into Cajlile, carrying with him a Planifphere, 
drawn by Peter Reynel; by which, and the Correfpondcnce he had held 
with Serrano, he perfwaded the Emperor, Charles V. that the Molucco 
Illands belong'dto him. It is reported, That he Confirm^ his Opinion 
with Writings, and the Authority of Ruy Faleyro, a Portuguefe Judiciary 
Aftrologer, and much more with Serrano's. 

■ Hereupon the Emperor gave him the Command of a Squadron, with ^ m 
Which he fail'd from Sanlucar, on the zrft. of September, 1 jip. He flay VI ^ i)jf cc ^ 
four days at the Canaries, where a Caravel overtook him, with private- J 

Intelligence, that his Captains went with a Defign not to Obey him. par- " /• 
ticuhtlyjohn Cartagena, who had the fame Commiflion as Magellan. He 
bravely feem'd to take no notice, and failing away with a fair Wind, be- 
ing pafs'd Mode Janeyro, in the Province of Santa Cruz, commonly call'd- 
Brazil, the Sea growing very cold, and much more the River of Plate, 
which is in 5 % Degrees of South Latitude, the Captains queflion'd him a?- 
bout the Voyage, fince they could not find the Cape, or Streight^ they 
went in fearch of. He anfwet'd, as to Men that were entirely Subordinate 
to his Direction and Authority, That they mvjl go on, for he knew what he 
was alout i and the Coafts of Norway and Ireland were in a greater Lati- 
tude, and yet Ships fail'd along than. Thefe Coateíís laíled almoít all the 
Voyage, and increas'd with the cold and dreadful Winds, and the hideous 
fight of the Mountains of Snow and Ice, grown old, which they met in' 
the Latitude of 51 and 5; Degrees. They magnify'd thefe Difficulties, 
slledging, That it rccjuir'd fix/or k\en Months to com? UomCaJ{h!e, 
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crofs the Line, and run all along the Coaft of Brazil, through fuch diver- 
iity of Climates, in each of which the Weather vary'd. That this was 
throwing away Men and Ships, which were more valuable than all the 
Cloves in the Mohicco Iilands. 

The Aftrologer, Ruy Faleyro, being Diftra&ed, was left in the Mad- 
//> d'f o- ^ ou ^ e at &w'; anc * * n h* s ^ ace went Andrew de San Martin, to whom 
tie ~ MfigtH* 7 * g ave ^ ar > as to w ^ at ^ e f 11 ^ °^ t ^ e Weather ; but not in other 
v J rs . i t r Cafes, as fome lay to his Charge, and with fuch Moderation and Integrity, 
¿Tlfame as becomes Chriftian Piety. Nor is it to be believ'd, That Magellan 
Should confult fuch a Deceitful a Science as Judiciary Aflrology, upon fuch 
difficult Points, or ihould prefer it before Aftronomy, amidft fuch dread- 
ful Dangers* The Hardihips became intolerable; and Difcord fo far pre- 
vails with the Captains, John de Cartagena, Gafpar Quefada, and Lewis 
de Mendoza, that they reiblved either to Kill, or Secure Magellan. This 
Confpiracy coming to his Ears, as he lay at the Mouth of the River of St. 
Julian, having contrive what was to be done, as John de Barros write?, 
he caus c d Lewis de Mendoza to be Stab'd, which was done by Gonzalo de 
Efpmofa. Next Gafpar de Quefada was Quartern Alive; and a Servant 
of his, who was concern'd, had his Pardon. Cartagena he condemned to 
a lingering Death, leaving him in that Defert Country, with a Clergy 
Man, guiJty of the fame Crime, which was High Treafon againfl their 
King. So fay the Por tugue fe Hifiories; but the Spanijb inform us, That 
they were privately proceeded againíí, and the Judgment was P^ead to them. 
This done he made fome Speeches to Juiiify the Fn¿l, and Comfort his 
Companions. Cartagena,zná the Clergy-Man, who were left with fouie 
Provifions, got away a few days after, in one of the Ship3 of the fame 
' ¡Squadron, which retum'd to Spain. Magellan overcoming incredible Dif- 

ficulties, found the Streight, andPaíTage, which makes the Communication- 
between the two Seas, and preferves his Name to this Day. He there took 
Giants above fifteen Spans high, who wanting raw Fiefn, which they u* ; d 
to feed on, foon Dy'd; then he parted the Streight fuccefsfully* But tho' 
he got under the Equinoftial, either by reafon of the Currents, or the Faul- 
tinefs of the Sea Charts, he SaiPd round about, and almoft in fight of the 
Molucco Iilands, yet could never come at them. He Touch'd at others, 
where he was obliged to Fight ; and went on to thofe oí Zebu, or the Ma- 
nilas. At this fame time his Friend Sen ano was failing for India, and tho* 
ithappen'd in feveral Places, yet they both Dy'd on the fame Day, and 
much after the fame Manner. 
> It would be fuperfluous to dilate upon the Story of Magellan, his tedious 

Navigation, and the many Difficulties he met with, before and after he 
pafs'd through his Streight into the Paci/ick, or South-Sea $ his Arrival at 
the Iiland of Zebu, and perfwading the Idolatrous King to embrace the 
Chriftian Faith, and the Battles he fought on his account, with his Ene- 
mies ; for befides that thefe things are Related by very good Authors 
who Treat of the Difcovery cf the Molucco Iilands, which was the irmn 
Objeft of his defperate Undertaking, we muft be brief in repeating them, 
to Ihow how eager feveral Princes, and Nations were for thefc Iilands, and 
ihe Notion they had of what great Confequence they would be to them. 
The King of Zebu was Baptiz'd, rather to make his Advantage of the 
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SpauiJI) Arms,than*outof any ZeaLor tlut he knew theí'aith he Embraced. 
He took the .Name of Ferdinand ii\ Baptifm, to flatter his Godfather, who H¿UMm- 
was Ferdinand Magalhaens, himielf. After obtaining feveral Viitories by der\l with 
his Afliftance, thinking he could fnake off the fecond Yoke he expected others. 
thofe Strangers might lay on him,he turn'd againft them. He contriv'd an 
Entertainment, in Honour of Magellan and Thirty five Spaniards being at 
it v he fell upon them at a time appointed, with a Multitude of Barbarians, 
and confounding the Feaft, murder'd his Guefts, who handled their Arms 
to defend themfelves, which only ferv'd to render their Deaths more Ho- 
nourable. The reft of the Spaniards, who efc3p'd becaufe they were at Sea, 
for their better Government under that Misfortune, prefently chofe Barbofa^ 
a Kinfman of Magalhaens, for their General, and Lewis Jlfonfo, a Portu- 
guefe to be Captain of the Ship, call'd the Vidory. The perfidious King, 
thinking to conceal his Treachery and Apoftacy, as if it were poifible to 
keep it fecret, femt to invite Barbofa, faying he would deliver him the 
Jewel he had promis'd for the King of Spain* John Serrano, thinking it a 
Raihnefs, to truft a Man again, whofe Hands were ftill Bloody with the 
late Execution, diíTwaded Barbo/a from accepting of the Invitation 5 but: 
was not regarded. Bar bofa, went with the other Guefts, and Serrano 
himfelf, who, to {how it was not Fear that mov'd hinr to give fuch Ad- 
vice, was the firft that got into the Boat. They were conduced into a , 
Wood of Palm-Trees, where the King expeiled them, with a fmall Retinue* 
the Tables being fpread in the Shade, amid ft the Mufick of Bag-Pipes. 
When they were featcd,and began to Eat, a great number of, Archers that 
lay in Ambuíh, rufh'd out, andihot our Men. They faved Serrano, whom 
they lov'd, not out of Kindnefs, for they fliow'd him bound to thofe that- 
were at Sea, demanding for his Ranfom, two Brafs Guns, and then he ! 

told them, the Slaughter that had been made. - Our Men, not trailing to * :w 

them, any longer, let Sail, and did not only fee the Indians carry Serrano ^ 

back to their Town, hut foon after heard mighty Shouts in it j and it was 
afterwards known that they gave them when they killed Serrano, and ran * 

to throw dov\tti a great Crofs, fet up before the New-Chuich, which they 
could not perform. The Spaniards wanting Men, burnt the Ships, calTd 
the Conception, and chofe John Car avallo for their General, and Gonzalo 
Gomez de Efpinofa, Captain of the Ship the ViSory. They came to Borneo,. 
on the Coait whereof they found thofe Peoples Fleet of Car coas, Painted,, 
and the Prows of them like Serpents Heads gilt. 

The Soldiers appear'd well Arm'd, who having fpy'd our Ship, acquain- s ijj ers p 
ted their King with it. HeorderM 2ocoof his Guard to go out, and re- ]g orneo 
ceive them, before they reach'd the City. Thefe Men came brandiihing ^¿^^ 
their Bows andpoifon c d Arrows, Trunks, Cymitars, andSheilds, and wore tion r* 
Ereaft-plates made of Tortois Shells, and encompafs'd an Arm'd Elephant, s PaD i^ r j Sft 
on whofe Back there was a wooden Caftle. When the Spaniards came up . 
the Elephant floop'd down, and fix arm'd Men coming out of the Caftle, 
put Gonzalo Gomez de Efpinofa, who was then General, into it. Thus at- 
tended, he went to Vifit the King, in whofe Prefence his Secretary fpoke to 
him through a Trunk, and Efphiofa gave him an Account of the King of. 
Zebu*& Perfidioufnefs. All condol'd the Accident, and our Men taking^ 
Leave Sailed away for the Molucca Wands, being relieve with what they 
wanted, and furniih'd with able Pilots, Not 
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Not far from Borneo, íhey ír.et i$o Sail, whereof they took two '}uñks t 
Spaniards j„ w hich they found an Hundred Men, five Women, a Son of the King of 
ctTydore. Luzon, and an Infant two Months Old. This they thought would be a 
fufticient Ranfoin to recover their Companions ; lb they let go the Prince 
upon his Parole, he promiiing to reitere tliem the Captive Spaniards. They 
had lome Storms; but arriv'd at Tydore, on the 8th of November ijzr, 
"When Almanzor heard the faluie of the Canon, he fent to enquire .what 
People they were, and prefently after he came to our Ships in a little Boat. 
His Shirt appear'd woven with Gold and Silk, a white Cloth which 
trail'd being girt over it. About his Head a fine Veil of leveral Colour?, 
made like a Per fan Miter': Being Aboard the Commodore,the Relations of 
that Voyage fay, he flopp'd his Nofe with his Fingers, either at the Smell 
of our Meat, or of the Ship. Mahomet anifm was newly come into his 
Iiland, and moft of his Subjects, efpecially thofe Inhabiting the Mountains, 
adoi'd Idol?. He bid our Men wellcome, gave them good Words, and af- 
terwads was as kind in his Actions; and being inform'd o^ their pall Sufter- 
ings, gave them leave to load Cloves. They prefented him with a Chair 
of Crimfon Velvet, a Robe of Y ellow Velvet, a great Loofe Coat of falle 
Cloth of Gold, a piece of Yellow Damafk, four Yards of Scarlet Cloth ; 
Handkercheifs, and Towles, wrought with Silk, and Gold; Drinking- 

. Chffcs, Glafs Beads, Looking-Glailes, Knives, Scizers, and Combs. They 

* gave his Son another parcel of Gifts, and a Cap, and did the like by his 
CacbiUi and Sangiacks. When they aik'd the Kings leave in the Emper- 
ors Name to Trade, he granted it, adding they ihould kill any that oftei'd 
to hinder them. He feriouily view'd his Majefly's Picture and Arms on 
the Standard, and defired to fee our Coin. And pretending to be an Artro- 
loger, or Soothfayer, or as others fay, having Dreamt, or Guefs'd it, of 
Alh xetth te'ng told ¿t by Chincfe Priefts, he faid, He knew the Chrijlians were td 
tbuKivsr cometo his La fids for Spice ; and def red that they would not leave him. 
** They treated- about an Alliance, and when they were agreed, two Ty dores 
brought fomething in their Hands to the Ships, which they afterwards 
underfiood was the Alcoran, tho' at firíl tliey did not, becaufe cover'd 
with Sifks, and Strings. Almanzor lay'd his Hands on it, and then on his 
Head, and Breáfl : and this was the Ceremony of his Swearing Fiiendihip, 
and Fealty to the Crown ofCaJtile, and that he would allow them Cloves, 
and all Commerce for ever. Then the General Efpinofa, in the Emperor's 
Name, before an Image of the bleffed Virgin, fwore to protect them both 

t in Peace and War, and prefented King Almanzor with Thirty Indians he 
had taken Prifoners. Soon after, as fome Authors affirm, Cora la, Prince 
of Ternat-e, Nephew to Almanzor, came to Tydore to fwear Fealty in like 

V manner, as did Luzttf. King of Giiolo, of whom it is Written, That he had" 
Six Hundred Sons, and that Almanzor had Two Hundred Wives. Thefé 
Kings Writ to the Emperor ; ratifying their Fealty, and Sebajlian del Cano 
fail'd away in the Ship, the ViBory, by the way the Portuguefes uie, with 
the Letters and [nílruments ; the General Efpinofa returning towards Va- 
navia, fa Cajtilla del Oro on the Continent of America, topafs thence to, 

At this time the new Governor, Don Garcia Henriauez, was under Sail, 
to fucceed. Antony Brito. and being come to Banda, waited for the JUw/bn

to carry him to Tannic. Monfon is the ísíame by which the Portugucfe f 

call the Wind, which blo\v¿¡ iix Months to carry them to India, and then AloniC ] n » # 
fix Months again to bring them back. There he furniihed himfeJf with what u u * 
aJi Necesarios for the Fort built by Erito. He had need fo to do, for he 
received Advice. That Sfanijb Ships were failing thro' the Bays, and open- 
ed Parts of the Archipelago. Ke lent to dilcover them, by the lndufiry of 
his Soldier?, and being receivM at Témate, view'd the Fort, and obferv'd 
the poílure of the Government, He propofed a Peace withCachil Almanzor, 
King; of Tydore. We ihall have frequent Occa'fion to repeat thefe Words 
Cacbil.zwá Sangiac'k. Cacbil is perhaps deriv'd from Katil, which in Ara- Cachiland 
tick is the fame as among us, a Valiant Soldier. In the Molucca Iilands Sangiack, 
they Honour their Nobility with this Title, which is fomething more than their fig- 
Don in Spain. The Title of Savgiack, which anfwers to that of Duke, nijications*. 
or Earl, might come from Senchaq j which in the Turkijh Language, im- 
ports a Commander; To conclude this Peace, he thought it convenient to íé- 
cure the Royal Family ; which he accordingly executed, and though he 
colour'd it with fair Pretexts, they plainly perceived this was an Intro- 




occaiion of all the enfuing Slaughters, as we often fee a great Fire rilé 
from one fmall Spark. 

Cacbil Daroes endeavour'd to obílru¿l this Peace, as Tutor, and Gover- 
nor, fearing the Trade of Cloves would be transferred to Tydore, to the 
DeftrucUon of the .Infant King's Dominions. But notwithilanding this 
Gppoiition, the Peace was concluded, upon certain Conditions, as, That More of 
the King of Tydore fhould deliver a Ship he had taken, the Canon, and fome *beir Out— 
runaway Portuguefe. Alvianzor, who Hood in need of a Peace, and the ytrg'es.. 
Friendihip of the Portuguefe, to gain the Affection of Cacbil. Daroes, pro- 
pose to Marry him to one of his Daughters, Don Garcia believing that, 
this Union among them would produce that of their Forces, and lefs 
Submiffion to- the Portuguefe' s Dominion, to obftruft this dangerous AJ-* 
liance, fent to the King of Tydore to borrow the Canon.. That íCing ex^ 
cus'd himfelf, alledging, that he had lent it a few days before, to the King 
oíBacbian. Cacbil Daroes complying with him, agreed to all the Articles* 
Don Garcia being difiatisfy'd, waited an opportunity to break all that Con- 
trivance, and be Reveng c d. Alvianzor fell Sick, and deíír'd Don Garcia to 
fend him a Phyfician ; who fent an Apothecary, and he either not under- 
Handing Phyfick,or, as was believ'd, by order of Don Garcia, kill l d the 
Patient. Manifeit tokens of Poyfon afterwards appeared. The Funeral was 
order'd, and at the fame time the Commander, Don Garcia, appear'd in 
the Morning, in a parcel of Carcoas, before Tydore. He fent Ealdaya, the 
Clerk of the Fort, to demand the Canon, threatning War, in cafe of denial.. 
The Regents excufing themfelves at that time, with juit Reafons, and 
particularly the Funeral Solemnity, when they were in the Height of the 
Ceremony of Burying their King, they heard the Shout3 of Don Garcia* s 
Men giving the Aflault. The Portugucfe enter'd the City, firing the 
Heufes, plundering and killing, which oblig'd the Tydgre: to abandon their 

King's 
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King's L ? Oily, and fly to the Mountains. During their Abfence, Don Garcia 
. feized the Canon, and carryM it away to Témate, Thofe who had fled 
return'd, with fome Afprehenfion, and found the City ruin'd hideous, and 
almoft reduc'd to Aihes;but recovering from their Fright; they procíaim'd 
Cnchil Raxamira, the Son of Almanzor, King. They committed the Edu- 
cation of. him to Cacbil Rade, his Kinfman,the War being declared between 
Témate and the New King of Tydorc, who was feafonably fupported hy 
the Spaniards that came to his Country. 
«; mífli Th e Ship ViBory returning into%/w, with the Letters from the King 

• v/ ;**>/? of the Moiucco Iiland?, which the Emperor receiv'd, he war. more fully 
rauni tie convince, that thefe Iilands were within his Limit?. Their Wealth, and 
World ' his Right to them were Co lively reprefented to him, that lie order'd ano- 
ther Squadron of four Ships, two Galloons, and an Advice Eoat to be made 
ready at Corunna, to be Commanded by the Commendaiy Fray Garcia ¿c 
Loayfa, a Gentleman of Bife ay, and under him, as Vice-Admiral, SefoJHan 
del Cano, and the Captains Don Rodrigo de Jcunna, James de Vera, &c. 
They Sail'd on the Eve of St. James the -Apoille, 152$, touch'd at Gomera , 
and running along the Coaft of Guinea, could not make Caps St. Auguflint 
for want of Wind. By reáfon of this Calm, all agreeing to it, he alter'd 
his Courfe to the Cape of Good Hope. A Portuguefe Ship guided them to 
A ntler trie Ifland of St - ^//¿¿n>, which is Defert, and fulJ of lofty Orange Tree?. 
V *J-L wliere the y faw Hens » the Track of wild Boars » and fome Portuguefe Words 
¥ ¿*\¿ cnrVd cn Trees, which fhewtf they had pafc'd that way. The Ships lea- 
í iioní vin g them » the y P afs ' d Ca P e St ' Au i u fl ine > making for the Streights of 
% el" J ts Magellan. In this Courfe they endur'd Storms, and tn'd in their Ac- 
6 * counts. Sebajliandel Grao ttnick on a Shoal; and was reliev'd. The Gal- 
loons and Advice Boat made New Spain. The Admiral, by the Advice of 
Cano> pafs'd the Equinoctial, upon information, That in « Degrees of 
South Latitude, he would find certain Iilands that were rich in Gold and 
Silver. All the Men fickn'd, the Admiral, and Cano dy'd, with forre 
others. The remains of the Squadion chooling Toribio de Salazar for their 
Commander, retum'd under the Line; but he dy'd at the Iilands de las 
Velas now call'd Ladrones, or of Thieves. After fome Strife, Martin 
Iniguez, and Ferdinand de Bvflamante fucceeded him, and agree'd to Com- 
mand by turns. Thus divided' they came in fight of Mindanao, and thence 
to the Moiucco Iilands, took in fome Refrefhment at Cope, a Town of the 
Iiland Moratay, whence they went on to Camafo, of Morotoja, whofe 
Sangiack is Subject to the King of Tydore. 
TV 7. They proceeded through the Gulph ot Camafo, where they were Informed

no ,*d the Spaniards. Firft the Portuguefe fent an Admonition, wherein he 
offcr'd them Peace, and Entertainment, as Subjects to the Emperor, who 
.wasfo near Ally'dio the King of Portugal ¡ proteíting, That the Molucca 
- Iilands 
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Iflands were within his Limits. This avail'd nothing, and Da> oes Embar- 
king in iz Carcoas, with Emanuel Falcao, lent that Proteflation in Wri- 
ting, and in cafe it was Rejeded, to declare War. The Spanijb Comman- 
der received the Lawyer that was to make the Proteflation, with much Ci- Portuguefe 
vility and Refpeci, and anfwer c d,That the Mólucco%lüzt\ás belong'd to the j»;/ -Spa- 
Crown of Caftile, and therefore he, in the Emperors Name, required Don nifli War* 
Garcia not to break the Peace eftabliihM between their Kings. After all 
they were oblig'd to have recourfe to Arms, Inlguez Landed on Tydorc 
(trengthen'd the Works, and furnilh'd them with Canon, The Portuguefe * 
follow'd, and both fides Firing, there was a great Slaughter j but thofe of 
Témate retired fo diforderly, that the Tydores remain c d Victors. However 
neither the Protections; nor the War ceas c d, the Spaniards urging Jlfa- 
gellatts D\fcovery, and the Portuguefe, Serrano's, and £rito k s* The Tydores 
and Spaniards took fome Car coas belonging to Gilolo, in which they kill'd 
a Portuguefe, and fome Temates $ as alfo a Champan Laden with Provifions 
for Talangame. 

In the Philippine Iflands they give the Name of draw to a fort of Carcoa?, 
VefleJs that ufe Oars, open, and bigger than our Barks, and are Steerd by what fori 
two Rudders, the one ahead, and the other aftern. The Ter nates call'd of Vc[Jels\ 
them Janguas, which differ from the Carcoas only in having two Half- and others. 
Moons of Wood, Tainted, or Guilt, riling above the Keel at the Head and 
Poop. About 100 Men Row in each of them, to the found of a Tabor, 
and a Bell* They carry twenty Soldiers, and fix Mufketiers. The reft aie 
employ'd about four or five little Brafs Guns. Both the Men that Row, and 
the Soldiers are Arm'd with Campilanes, that is Cy miters, and Shields, and 
abundance of Cal ab ays, and Sagus, being long Canes burnt in tH^Elre,' to 
harden them; which they throw, without tacking, as the Maori do their 
Darts. Their way of Fighting is to come within Gun-íhot, and as foon 
as they have Fir'd, both fides fly with all fpeed, till they have Loaded a- 
gain, and then return to the fame Poit. They fet three Men to each Gun f 
the one Levels, the other Charges, and the third Fires it. This is the way 
among the Iflanders; for when they have to do with Europeans, out Ex- 
ample has Improv'd them in the Art of War. But in their Carcocs they 
are always expotfd to be kill'd by our Cannon, becaufe they have no Fights 
to cover them ; and the fame is in the Champanes, which differ but little 
from the others» 

The Vi&ory we have fpoken of Encourag'd the Tydores, and with the p. George 
Afliflance of the Spaniards, they Aim'd, and falling upon Gaca, a Town of fe Mene- 
Ternate, Plunder'd and Burnt it ; but at their Return, they met with Mar- f es a tTtx~ 
tin Correa, whom they Fought, ply/ng their Carcoas, the Succefs remaining nate ^ 
doubtful. Whilft this War was at the hotteft, Don George de Mer.efes 
came from the Papua Y to Témate, to whom Don Garcia prefently refiga'd 
the Port, t.ho* the Hoflilities continue, with Burning and Slaughter on both 
fides, which it was expe&ed would be greater when the Portuguefe Suc- 
cours came from Malacajmd the Cajlilian from Spain. The new Portuguefe 
Commander inChief, and Martin Inniguez came to a Conference, and with 
much Courtefy, and defire of Peace ? concluded a Truce, which lafted not 
Jong, tho* not on account of the main caufe. 

• There were, many Battles between the Spanijb and Portuguefe Nations/ 

D from 
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from Giloh and other adjacent {Hands, about thePolleffiohof the Molnc:os, 
jmd they were under feveral Commanders, the Event whereof we ifaall fee 
in its Place. Therefore, and becaufe others have Treated of them Copeo ¿fiy r 
they fhall be now paisM by, that we may return to the Actions of thofe 
" Kings, which ought to.be difiincrly deliver'd now at the Beginning, for the 
better Underilanding of the Caufes why they came to be Loft. 
Ring of The King cfTydore was lei's Supported by Spain than he had been before, 
Tydore and was therefore oblig'd to fue for Peace, laying fome Burden of Tribute, 
make s on his own Revenue proceeding from the Cloves. He alfo prom'is'd never 
Peace, to admit of any Spanijb Succours j befides feme other Conditions, which 
pur an end to the Wars for a time. 

We have already obferv'd, That Cachi I Boleyfe, King of Témate, left 
Daroes tnree lawful Sons, viz. Cacbil Bay mo, Cacbil Day alo, ana Cacbil Tabarija. 
and the Tne Eldeft of them was not above fix Years of Age \ befides whom theie 
gueenzo- were feven Baftards, the Eldeft of them, Cacbil Daroes, was Governor of 
vtrn Ter- tne Kingdom, in Conjunction with the Queen. When Brito, in the Year 
Bai e 1511 j Built the Fort, to fecure the Subjection of theifland, tho* he.had ano- 

I * ther Pretence for ir, he took the Infant King, r.nd the Queen his Mother, 

into jr. She generouily refenting this Violence, as notable to endure, 
that they ihould oppofe the courfe of her Government, which fie manage, 
together with her Step-Son, loudly Complain'd, and Threatried, as a Queen,. 
and as a Mother. She wanted no Conveniences for the Education of the 
Children; but there being Wrong difguiz'd among all that fee roing Kind- 
Befs, neither her Family, nor the Nurfe, nor the Perfwafions of Great Per- 
fons, could appeafe her Anger. The Natives obferv'd the Difference of the 
Vortvgncfe Domination,and that ilnce their building of th.at Fort, they us*d 
intolerable Rigor, and confequently began to grow co!d in their Affection, 
Portuguefe and to ibeken in their Refpetf; efpecially when they perceiv'd that Brito*? 
hfolent. SucceiTor continue to keep the Royal Family under Oppreffion. The young 
King was bred up in the Fort, till he was of Age to enter upon the Go¿ 
vernment of his Kingdom;, and being 18 years old, foon dy'd, not with- 
out the ufual fufpition of Poifon, but it was affirm'd to be given by private 
order oi'Cacbil Darozs* O the wonderful Effects of the Delire of Rule 1 

Sultan Bayano being Dead, order was taken that the People Ihould ita- 

aiediatly Swear Cacbil Day alo; but Don George found alfo means to get 

' Iiim into the Fort; the Mother demanding him, as fearing his Death, by 

the example of the Elder. Don George condefcerided, not fo much in com- 

Tbey ia« pliance to her Fears, as to oblige Cacbil Dar oes, with whofe Government 

fídt the he was well- fatisfy'd; and it was he that had intervene in, and advis'd 

Natives that way of Breeding the Princes. Soon after there happeird an Accident, 

" ■"'■ which broke off their good Intelligence; for Daroes grew jealous of the 

Commander in chiefs Behaviour, obferving him much to favour Cacbil 

Bayaco, a Man of note, whofe Friendihip he was Fufpicioos of, and he 

with reafori fear'd, that the Commander would in time value Bayaco more 

than hiiB. This well grounded Fear grew up in his Breaft, till it turn'd 

to down right Hatred* and he qontriv'd to kill Don George. The Deiign 

eould not be carry 'd on fo private, as to be conceafd from him, and he to 

difappoint it, ntir'd into the Fort. Daroes pufied up with the Applaufe 

of the People, fent immediatly to require him to deliver up Bayaco, to tiy 

* rum 
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him upon fome Complaints lie had againft him, being his Judge, as Gc- 
vernour, and oblig'd to do Juiiice. Don Georgs was deCrous to lave Cachil 
BayacOj and to that purpofe affembled the Alcayae, and other Officers. Some 
laid he ought to deliver him, others advis'd toappeafe Daroes hy fair means, 
payaco, who hated him fo mortally, that he wcul'd chufe any fort of Death, 
father than fall into his Hands, being Iock'd up in a Room of the Fort, 
underftood that his Cafe was doubtful, for they Coniulted without any 
great Privacy. This made him Refolve what to do 9 and going to a high 
Window, he threw himfelf out with fuch Fury, that he beat bimifelf to 
Pieces. Don George was troubPd at the Accident, and thought hi mfelf 
cbiig'd to Revenge it i which he began upon finding a Sow killM, either 
tt> fpight him, or becaute the Neighbours were Mahomet avs t and had done 
it as íhe grazM, or went about the Courts of the Fort. This was á re- 
diculous Cccafion, but of Moment enough among thofe People ; Enquiry 
was made who hadkill'd her, and it appeai'd, or Don George would have 
U, that the Fault belong'd to Cachil £aydua 9 a near JCinfman to Cachil 
Daroes , very Learned, and Zealous in the Law of Mahomet, as alfo a Caciz, 
or Prieft, and of great Authority in the Kingdom, He was feiz'd by Don 
George , and carry 'd into the Fort, without regard to the publick Peace. 
t>aroes % in a great Confternatiou, went with the chief Men of the King- 
dom, to delire he would releafe that Sacred Períbn. Whilil they were 
difcourfing this Point, Peter Fernandez, a mean Fellow, Servant to the 
Commander in Chief, by his Mailers Order, or of his own Accord, in the R n dencfs. 
Prefence of them all, went up 'to Cachil Bay dua, and rubb'd his Mouth, 
and Face with a fat CoJlop of the fame Sow, neither the Oppofxtion he 
made, nor his Complaints to God, and the Commander in Chief availing 
him; but on the" contrary, the Portugueses laugh'd out aloud, approving 
the A&ion by their Applaufe. Daroes on his part, caft himfelf on the 
Ground, and Weeping, prevail'd to have Baydua reflor'd to him, whom, 
Don George being fattsfy'd, or appeased, and taking Security, fent to his 
Houfe, Daroes attended him, and all the Prime Men ; and Baydua, by. 
Reafon it is an Abomination among the¿n to touch Swines-Fleih, prefently 
ufed their Purifications; and the more to exprefs his Concern, voluntarily 
left the Ifland for fome Years, and travel'd about all the others in the 
Neighbourhood, preaching, and magnifying the Affront offer'd to one of 
Mahomet s Priefts, thus filming up the Natives, and perfwading them to 
Unite in Defence of their Honour. . 

Tfci? Accident, which as a Difgrace to their Religion, ex'afperated the p orfal ¿ riP 
People, was feconded by another mnch worfe, which quite rendered the r e jf g 
Portuguefes Odious. The contrary Winds kept back the Trading Galeón, *i * tcol ! ie 
that us'd to carry the Soldiers Pay, and their. Wants increaiing, they be- j¡° 2 ' S for 
gan to feek Relief, breaking into the Natives Shops, and Store- Houfes, ¿¿ 9 
and taking away their Proviofins, without Paying for them. Daroes, offen- 
ded at it, prder'd, That no Provifions Ibould be brought into the City to 
íell, and that the Shops which dealt iu them, fhould be fbut up. This was 
accordingly done, and reduced thofe in the Fort to fuch Diflrefs, that the 
Soldiers mutiny irg, rail'd at their own Commander, and the Governor of 
India, demanding Relief with their Arms in tlieir Hand?; Don George 
being hard prefs'd/and blaming the Avarice of his Country Men,ient fo-nV 

D * Carcoas 
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Carcóas with Soldiers, under the Command of Gomez Ariaz, to barter 
Goods in the adjacent lilands for Provifions. They Landed on an Iiland 
near by t where, being defperate with Hunger, they Plundered the Town of 
Tahona, the Inhabitants whereof, no longer able to endure fuch Affronts, 
and Robberies, running to Arms, fell upon them, and kill'd thegrcateft 
Number, and: moft of the reft being Wounded, were Difarm'd. They em- 
bark'd for Témate, where their Wounds and Nakednefs fpoke what bad 
befallen them, as much as their Words. Don George, who, belides his 
being naturally Paffionate, was now quite enrag'd, threatned Daroes, That 
if he did not deliver up the principal A#ors in this Mifchief, he would 
feek his Revenge other ways, ht was obey'd, and tho r Cachil Daroes 
knew that all the Fault belong'd to the Portuguefes, yet he delivered up the 
Governor of Tahona, and two other Chief Men of the Place-,, to Don 
George , thinking he would be fatrsfy'd with keeping them Prifoners for 
Barbarous f ome jp a y S# ^ s fo^ as t h e y ^^ brought before him, he order'd the 
Uuelty. JHTands of the two to be cut off, and that they Ihould be then íet at liberty* 
The Governors Puniihment was anfwerable to the Cruelty of him- that was 
his Judge j they ty'd his Hands behind his Back, and expofing him on the* 
Shore, fet two fierce Woolf-Dogs upon him, he having no way to with- 
itand their Furjr, made feveral vain attempts to flip aiide from them, and 
endeavour^ to defend himfelf with what little Power was left him in 
thofe Limbs that were not Bound, The Multitude with Horror beheld the 
Spedacle 1 touched with Compafllon, and admiring the Inhumanity of the 
Puniihment. The wretched Man attempted to Fly, but perceiving that the 
arm'd Soldiers, had ihut up every way, on the Land iide, he caft himfelf 
into the Sea, the only Refuge accidentally left him, to feek fome uncertain- 
Hope of Safety, However the Dogs being already blooded, left him not ;• 
but barking and howling, bit and tore him, tho r he ílill lwam with his 
l^tgs. At lafl, being defperate, and almoft in the laft Agony, he took a- 
horrid Refolution and fell upon thpfe fierce Creatures with his Teeth;; 
fbch was the Effeft of Pain and Defpair. Thus the unhappy Man took hold 
of one of the Dogs by the Ear, and holding faft, funk with him to the- 
Bottom. The like Barbarity had never before been feen hi any of thofe* 
Countries to which the Portugvefes Traded ; and by it they loft the Re- 
putation they had before gain'd, to their great Applaufe, that they infli- 
cted Puniihments, as it were by Compulfion, and Oblig'd to it, and that 
with Mildnefs, and Compafllon, to ihew their Generofity. 
CoTtfpiracv This A&ion brought them into general Hatred, and aB the People of the 
to ieftroy Molucco Iflandsbeing exited by Cachil Dar oes, contriv'd to kill Don George^ 
tie Portu- w ^h all the Portuguefes and Spaniards, and (b deliver themfelves from their 
guefes* Yoke. Dar oes undertook to Unite all the Kings of thofe Iflands in a 
, League againft the Chriilians ; fent away trufly Perfons to ftir up tbe Con- 
. ./ federates; and particularly to Cachil Catahruno, Governor of Gilolo, during^ 
th?t Kings Minority, advifing him, at a Time appointed, to rife in Arms a~ 
gainft the Spaniards inhabiting his Dominions, and then to kill the Infant 
King, and Ufurp the Crown j for the compiling whereof he Dromis'd his 
Affiftance, for they ihould both make that their common Caufe, becaufe he 
defign'd the fame Slaughter upon the Portuguefes, and upon the Infant King 
Sultan Day alo, whom he would Succeed in the Throne, and never fubmit 

to- 
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to any i>panijb i 1 yranny. At this time the Voice of the GofpeJ refounded in 
the Ears of the Barbarons Nations of the Jrcbipclago, by ihe Preaching of 
the Religious Men of the Orders of St. Jugujliv, St. Domivickj and St. 
Francis^ and of Father Francis Naverius % a Jcfuit, and his Companions ; 
Churches were built,, and therefore God, who was taught by them, would 
not fuffer the Mini iters of the Gofpel to be extirpated. Bon George was 
inform'd of the Confpiracy, and the Preparations that were making to put 
it in Execution, which he kept t<? himfelf. Dar oes, the better to di- 
fembleit, never abfeated himfelf, but reforted to the Fort, and paid Vifits 
to the Govemour ; fometimes when fent for by him, and others, of his 
own Accord. He fent one Day defiring he would come to him, and bring 
Cachil Tamarano, Admiral of the Iiland, and Cachil Boh 9 the chief Ju- Doroes 
ilice of the Kingdom, to treat about fome important Affairs. Cachil Da- and ether? 
roes knowing nothing of Don George's Defign, took thofe two Cachils put <to 
with him, and went away to the Fort. Don George received them cour- Death. 
teouily, and with a c hear ful Countenance; but being come into a Room 
where all Things were prepared for the Puipofe, they were feiz'd and 
put to the Rack, on which they difcover'd the Confpiracy. Immediately 
he pafs'd Sentence upon them in Form, and at the fame time caus'd a 
Scaffold tobe ere¿led, adjoyning to the Fort, on the Outfide, where the 
People were already gather'd in a Crowd. Then Cachil Daroes being 
brought out, and plac'd high on the Scaffold,, a Cryer proclaim'd his 
Crimes,, and the Penalty he was condemn'd to. His Head was cut off, 
and his Companions put to a lefs honourable Death ; but what that was, 
no Hi ftory or Relations inform us. 

The Queen and all the Natives, were fo terrify'd by this A¿Kon, that jj ¿-~: . 
they fled out of the City, to a craggy ftrong Mountain at the Town of „ a li)t: . 
Toruto ; Thence the Queen fent to demand her Son, whom the Governour -v' .£l u 
kept as a Prifoner; but he not anfwering her Letter, ihe was fo offended ■^''C/ ™ 
at, andjeaiousof his Silence, that ihe caus'd Proclamation to be made, JC ? l ~ 
forbidding all the People of the Iiland, upon Pain of Death, to fell any tu * ueIe ^ 
Prcviiions, or other ix eceflaries, to the Portugueses. Her Orders were 
readily obey'd, and the Portuguefes prefs'd by Hunger, found it a more 
poweiful Enemy, than thofe they had wrongM. Their Skins began to 
ihrivei, they grew Lank and Weak, and muft have periflTd, had not Gon- ' 
zalo Vereyra arrive! then with the Trading Galeón. Gonzalo Pcreyra 
came from Malaca to fucceed Don George de menefes in the Poft of Ter* 
12 j re ; and improving the Opportunity, touch M at Borneo, where he vifited 
the King, with whom, the Spaniards not obfl ruling, he r ett!ed perpetual 
Peace and Amity ; thence he fet out immediately for Témate, where he 
arriv'd in Safety. He prefently took Pofieilion of the Fort, and paid the 
«weak Soldiers The Queen fent to vifit him, and to complain of Don ^ ew q „ 
George, and demand her Son Cachil Dayglo, which was her greateft vcrnour ~ 
Concern. Gonzalo Pereyra anfwerM her generouiiy, promisM to do her V 
Juilice ; and to begin, iecur'J Den George in the Principal Tower, to ap- 
peafe the Queen, engaging i i. Word, That he would reftore her Son, as 
foon as the Fort was in a gocd Pofture. He fent to intreat her to return 
to the City, and former -Amity; that Juilice might be peaceably admini- 
fler'd. She feeing feme Effefts of his Promife, in the Impriionment of 

her 
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herHnemy, and the Lxpeflation of Releafing the King her Son, turned 
part Sorrow into Joy, returned to Court, and Gonzalo Pereyra -reformed 
Abufes, repaired the Fort, and built Baitions of Square Stone, which till 
then had been unhew'd, the Queen furniihing Workmen and Materials, 
Still Cachil l)ayalo was detained in the Fort, without being refiorM to 
his Liberty ; and the Queen and People heJp'd to build the Forr, as the 
fure Means of obtaining their King's Liberty. Gonzalo Pereyra, when he 
thought.it a proper Time, refolv'd to execute fpme Orders he had brought 
from Goa, which were the fame that had before endangered the Diftur- 
bance of thofe Kingdoms. 
Some Governours, fays the Portuguese Hiflorian, Cauto, only fludy to 
Frefb Up- enrich themfelves, impoverifhing the Provinces, and their King • for no 
roars Prince czn be rich, if his Grandeur depends upon poor Subjeftr. The Go- 

caus*i by vernour now perceiving that all Things were quiet, and he had little or 
tbeGover- no Depcndance on thofe People, made Proclamation, that none fhould buy 
now. Cloves in thofe Iflands, but the King, his Mailer's Fa&ors. At the fam? 

Time he order'd, that his Officers ihould enter theHoufes of mairy'd Men, 
which are the Richeft, and take away all their Cloves ; and this not only 
among the Natives, but in the Habitations, and Colonies of the Portugue- 
fes, paying for it after the Country Rate ; and that they fhould break all 
their Weights^ Scales and Meafure*, and other Implements of this Sort, 
all which he causM to be publickly burnt. The Iiland was again in aii 
Uproar, and the Portuguefcs were for quitting it, becaufe it was to no 
Purpofe to live there, if they were deprive of that Trade. Moil of the 
Portugueses repaired to the Houfe of Ferdinand Lopez, a Prieft, who was 
the Bifhop's Vicar in the Fort, and ought to have given them an Example 
of Modefly. There one Vincent Fonfeca, a feditious Fellow, heading the 
Mutiniers, they refolv'd to require the Governour to pennit them to Jive 
in their former Liberty ; and in cafe he ihould not Confenr, they would 
. . depart the Fort, and the Country, and go over to the Spaniards, or eik to 

the Mahometans, and Idolaters 1 owns. Some there were, who boggled 
at the.Crimeof abandoning the Service of their King, together with the 
Portugue- Fort j and voted it would be lefs Harm to procure the Governour's Death, 
&$ mutiny* by Means of the Natives. Whilft they were thus unrefolv'd; the Gover- 
nour fentto feize Vincent de Fonfeca, for fome difrefpedful Words he had 
fpokenupon this Occafion, to another Soldier who was viewing the 
Guards. The Multitude, who had already given themfelves up to the 
Direftioii of Fonfeca, were as much concerned at his Imprifonment, as if 
tvety on? of them had been put into Irons ; and as generally in fuch Mik 
tii)iesj they are not without fome fpecious Pretence, tho' it be butfuper- 
iicial, many of the Seditious being incens'd, and refolute, repaired to the 
Queen's Palace, where they were eafily admitted, and fome of them to 
more Privacy with certain Counfellors of her's.

The King was fo hated, that certain Natives went to the Governour, and 
being cortdu&ed into a private part of the Fort, becaufe they were Men of 
Quality, they affurM him that the King had been the Occaiion of the kill- 
ing of thofe Portvguefe s,grounding the Accufation on their own Surmifes, 
and aggravating the Offence with other Circum flanees, in fuch manner, 
that had Fonfeca lov c d the King, he could not but have belicv'd them. He 
prefently contriv'd to feize him ; but being impatient, and defpairing of 
fecuring him by Art, had recourfe to Force. The King did the like, tho' King f 
lenfible how little Aififtance he could exped from his People, however he Teníate 
arm'd a few VeíTeJs, and falling upon fome Chriftian Towns, took: feveral p C :. 
Prifoners. The Governour on the other Hand, without fparing Tcrnatc % 
attacked what Towns he could, fo that Cruelty and Rapine were again in 
ufe, even to aíTauIting of Cities, the very Sufferers approving of it, and 
pleased with their Lofles, that fo they might be reveng'd of their King. 
He fearing that the Hatred they bore him, might cccafion his being feiz'd 
and deliver*d up to Fonfeca, went over to Tydore, where that King for the 
prefent entertain'd and aífiíled him, as a Friend and Relation. The Go- 
vernour fent with Ipeed to call the King's younger Brother, named Sultan 
Talarija, who was fled with Tomé Maleeontems, and with the content of 
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_ all the reft of the People, who were before no lefs difTatisfy'd, proclaim 4 d 
¿Jultan Ta- ^ m King, with all the Forms and Ceremonies us*d in .that cafe. Many 
Xl }\' approv'd of it, yet fome were fcandaliz'd. The fame Divifion reign'd a- 
wad King, m0 ng t he Por tugue fes, remembring the unjuft Ele&iun ot Vincent de Fon- 
feca, and that he was the firit and main inftrument of the Death cf Gon- 
zalo Pereyra. Fcnfeea himfelf was not at Peace with his own Confcience; 
but fo full of Apprehenfions and Dread, that he was never unarm'd, dif- 
confolate, melancholy, and attended, by all thofe ill Symptoms, the Me- 
mory of Guilt produces in . the Mind ; and he could wiih he were dif- 
charg'd of the Burden he had taken upon him. The new King Tab arija 
fcegan his Reign íhewing Kindnefs to all Men, and cherifhing the Portu- 
■ guefesy which offended his abfent Brother ; and adminifler'd occafton to 
irritate the Kings of Tydot e and Témate again ü him fo haftily, that he im- 
mediately broke the Peace, and dcclarM himfelf their Enemy. 
T -n j At this time Trijlan.de Jtayde came to Tanate, whofe Prefence brought 
Jnitan ae ^ xhings into better Form. He ar-peas'd the Queen, and commending 
iUayae Tabarija^s Government, gain'd his Affection. Trade went on without 
Uovernour ^ obitruclion. . Vincent de Fovfcca imbark'd for India, and was. feiz'd 
o/lernate. ^ the Viceroy of Goa t for the heinous Crimes he had committed in the 
Molucca Illands, whence a full Account of them was fent with him ; yet 
he was notpuniiVd, .but liv'd quietly for the future. Témate flouriíh'd 
under this mild. Government; the King, his Subjeds, and.the Portuguefe, 
Officers being united; but all thofe Garriibns fo remote from the Head, 
being Receptacles of feditiousPerfons, ,who are. contriving Innovations to 
diilurb the Peace, and thrive by Difcord* there wanted not fome Promo- 
ters of fuch Changes, who perverted Trijlan deJtayde, and. divefted him 
of his former Mildnefs. About the beginning of his Government two 
Careóos of Earbárians plunder'd and. almolr deftroy'd the City Momoya, 
the Inhabitants whereof were Idolaters, in the Ifland Moro, The Lord of 
it a powerful Sangiack, and good Moral Man, tho' a Heathen, made his 
Efcape. Gonzalo. Vellofo, a Portitguefe,wzs then not far from his City ,fol- - 
lowing his Trade, and going thither, upon his paying a. Viilt to the &»- 
giack, he told him. the Havock that had been made, complaining of the 
dangerous Neighbourhood- of the other Wanders, and asking his Advice, 
tow he might be reveng'd and fecur'd for the future. . Vellofo, God direct- 
ing his Tongue, told him, That the fureft. way . was to fue for Peace to 
the Commander in chief of the Mohiccos, and entertain Amity with the 
Portuguefesfor if his Enemies once faw he was fupported by their Power, , 
no King nor Sangiack would dare to offend him., HeaiTur'd him that the 
King of Portugal fent them for that End,, being oblig'd to put down Ty- 
ranny and Qppreflion ; but that for the obtaining that benefit more fully, it 
was requifite he ihould become a Chriftian ; for by that means he would 
fave his Soul, and fecure his Efcape, which, was the lean important of the 
¿(Sangi- tW0t Vdlofo faid fo much to this Point, and the Spirit which directed, 
ack con- fuggeiled fuch important Truths, that the Sangiack at firft admiring them, 
verted. approv'd and fubmitted to them, and grew very earneft to be admitted to 
Baptifm. He defir'd Gonzalo Vello/o to be aflifling to him, and gathering 
fome of his Family and Friends, they fet out for Témate , the Sangiack 
iumfelf flaying behind for their Anfwer, The Heathens came with Velio- 
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fo to Témate, where they were generoufly received, and entertained by 
Trijlan d* At aide. Having heard what they came about, he put them all 
into the Chriitian Habit, appointing Clergy-men to inftruil and Cate- 
chize them. Being thus prepare, they receiv'd Baptifm with extraordi- 
nary fatisfctfion, the Commander in chief being their God-father. Then 
he commended the Sangiack's Refolution, ihewing how advantageous it 
would be to him to becon* a Son of the Church, and rejeét the abominable 
and foul Ceremonies of Idolatry, in which he had liv'd. He fent him 
word, to appoint the Day and Place for being Baptiz'd, and he would fea 
all performed as he íhould dire¿l,for which Reafon he left it to his Choice. 
The Mefiengers returning to Momoya, were not only proud of liaving em- 
braced the ChriiHan Faith, but of the good Ufage they receiv d^from the - 
Governour and other Chriflians,telling xhtSavgiack all that liad happened, 
and the Anfwer they brought him. The Savgiack,\tá by his own inclina- 
tion, and encouraged by their Account, imbark'd in fome Careóos with the 
greateft Splendor of Mufick and Gayety he was able. Being cqpe in Sight 
of Témate, Trijlan de Ataide went out to meet him with no lefs Pomp, 
lie Jodg'dand entertained him accordingly, and order 'd a Learned and Re- 
ligious Man to Catechize and inftruft him. Some Days after when the 
Cathecumens were fitted for it, they received Baptifm, with publick Re~ 
joycings, and greater Solemnity than had ever been feen in Témate, There 
was not a Chriftian but what brought Palm-Branches and Flowers front 
that natural Garden of the Illand ; befides Mufick, Dancing, Firing of great 
Guns, and even the very Barbarians repye'd. The Sangiack in Baptifm 
took the Name of Don John ; he ftay'd fome Days rejoycing and Feafling 
with the Portuguefes, and then returned home, taking along with him the 
Prieftthat inftrufted him, caird Simon Vaz % to improve him in the Know- 
ledge of the Faith. That Prieil liv'd with him fome Years in his City, 
leading an Exemplar Life, and exercifing himfelf in Works of Officious 
and pure Charity, by which means he converted great Numbers of Hea- 
thens, and particularly the Inhabitants of Momoya. But being alone, and 
the Number of thofe God was pleafed for his Glory, to bring to him in- 
creasing very fail, he fent to Trijlan de Jtayde for another Prieil to aífiít 
him in that Funáion, and he accordingly fent F. Francis Alvarez. They 
both in a ihort time converted the Infidels of that Part, throwing down all 
the Pagodes, fo they calPd their Idols, cleanilng thofe Places, and con- 
verting the Houfes of Abomination and Darknefs into Churches of the Ji- 
ving God. Trijlan de Atayde fo far favoured the new Den Join, as to 
fend along with him fome Portvguefe Soldiers to defend his Perfon and 
Fort, and this Prince maintain'd very- friendly Correfpondence with him» 
His End we ihall foon fee and admire in the Saquel of this Hiflory. 

The People of Teníate at the fame time took another Courfe, for they p 
hating fhiltan Tabarija, and defiring hisD^ath, talked with the Govern- ror j. u ~ 
our in piivate, and gave him to underftand that his Life was in Danger, ? es 
for Tabarija contriv'd to kill him, as had been done by Gonzalo Perjeyra, JjJ. ve ifjc 
that fo he might feize the Fort, turning out the Portuguefes The Go- *> 2n g* 
vernour hearing his Life> and the Fort were both in Jeopardy, and calling 
to mind the yet freih Example of his PredeceíTor,eafily believ'd the Deiign^ 
i»ut cunningly diflembicd. He contriv'd that lb«ie Poytugxiefes on account 
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of real or pretended Differences ihouid have Recourfe to the King's Favour, 
as fometimes they us'd to do, and fnould prevail upoji him to come to the" 
Fort to fpeak for them. He was apply'd to by fome, and like an innocent 
Man fufpeiling nothing, went to the Foit to intercede for them. He was 
immediately feiz c d and loaded with Irons, and being b< ought to Trial, the 
fame Perfons that contrive his Imprifonment, appeared as Witnefles a? 
gainft him. After a tedious Examination, or ihow of it, the Refult was, 
that he ihouid be fent to India to juflifie himfelf. He imbark'd with a iafe 
His Con- Confcience, and his Caufe being examine before the Viceroy Antony Bar- 
verfwn and Yet0 at g oa ^ ^ Q was de^^ anc j confeffing the Holy Spirit had taken that 
Death. method to draw, him to Salvation, was Baptiz'd in that City with great 
Satisfaftion, by the Name of Don Emanuel. In his Return homewards, 
expe&ingthe Monfon at Malaca to put to Sea, he dy*d y/ith extraordinary 
Tokens of a fincere Chrifíian j and having no lawful Heir,, appointed King 
John the Third of Portugal tofucceed him in all his Kingdoms. The Will 
was afterwards carry'd toTernate, where the great Ones and Commonalty 
accepted of it, owning King John for their Soveraign. This was per- 
formed with Acclamations in the Streets and publick Places, as alfo.in the 
Courts of Judicature, taking PoíTeíiion with the Royal Standard of Portu- 
gal difplay'd, and. all other ufual Solemnities and Ceremonies, In the 
Fear 1549, Jordan de Freytas carry'd the publick Inihuments of the Pol- 
feilion to Lisbon. 

To return to the Courfe of the Hiflory when Tiijlan de Aiayde had Im- 
bark'd King Tabarija for India f he fought cut for a Baftard brother of 
his call'd Aerio, born of a Javanefe Mother. The Lad was then ten years 
of Age, bred by his Mother in a retir'd manner, at a Pleafüre-Houíe en- 
compafs'd with perpetual Greens, the natural Difpofition being improvM 
The Me- by Art, which fo far pre vail'd that the Flower fo wonderful for its Fra- 
lancholy gancy and manner of growing caJPdTr^, or melancholy ; found only in 
Tree, and Malabar and Malaca, abounded in this Ladies Gardens. She ador'd the 
Flower. Sun, and brought up her Child in that Folly, that he might forget the 
Rudiments he learnt at Goa, when in the Colledge of the Jefuits. The 
Idolaters believe, or feign, that a moll beautiful Daughter ot Parif ataco, a " 
Sátrapa, or Nobleman, tell in love with the Sun, and that he after com- 
plying with, and obliging her, fetled his Affections on another, and the 
iirft not.able to endure that another Ihouid be preferred before her, kill'd 
her felf. From her Afnes, for in thofe parts they ilill retain the Cufiom 
of burning dead Bodies, fprtmg that Melancholy Tree, fay they, whofe 
BlofTbms or Flowers ilill prefer ving the Memory of their Original, have 
fuch a Hatred for the Sun, that they cannot bear his Light. This Plant 
is caU'd in the Canarine Tongue Parizataco, from the Indian Womans Fa- 
t ther, who was Metamorphosed like Daphne, tho' on another Account. The 
Malaya call it Singa di^ the Arabs, Guart ; the Perfians and Tufks, Gul 5 
the Decanines, JW'; and the Por tugue/e, Arvore Trifle ; that is, the Me- 
lancholy Tree. It ihoots out abundance of Hender Branches, regularly di- 
vided by Knots, from each of which two Leaves fprout, oppofite to one 
another,iike thofe of the Plum-Tree, but foit like Sage, and cover'd with 
a white Down. From each Leaf fprouts a Nib, or Nipple, whence five 
Heads ihoot out fmall at the end, each of them adored with four fmaller 
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round Leaves j from each little Head proceed five Flowers, the fifth in the 
midfl oí the other four • among them the white Flowers vifibly grow our, 
being bigger than Orange Flowers, and fo fail after Night fall, that the 
Motion of them is perceptible. This Fruit fulnefs lails all the Night, till 
the Appearing of the Sun renders it barren, and caufes all the Flowers and 
Leaves to drop off, the Boughs remaining withered. On a fudden all that 
Fragrancyceafe?, which enrich'd the Air with all the fweet Odours of 
Affia, included in this alone ; till the Sun leaving the Horizon again, the 
Plant again flouriihes in irs beloved Dark neis, as if it then retriev'd the 
Wrong it received from the Light. The Afiaticks are exceflively fond of 
Perfumes, which is an Argument of their Lafcivioufnefs. Great Taxes 
are laid in fei'eral Provinces, on all fweet Scents, 

The Por tuguefes came arm'd to that Houfe, where the aforefaidPrincefs Portugufcs 
bred her Son, and demanded him in the Name of Trijlan de Atajdo ; ihe fent to 
would willingly have hid him, but could not, and therefore began to ex- fetch 
cafe her felf. and beg they would leave him. It avail' d nothing, for the Aerio. 
Meflengers had Ordeis not to return without him, and to gain her Con- 
fers, fwore they would carry him to reign in the Head of Tabarija, and 
that as fóon as he came to the Fort, he Ihould be received as King¿ both 
by the Teníate s and Por tuguefes. Some* Relations tell us, that then the 
Mother^ ihedding Abundance of Te?rs, ftreightly embracing the Prince, 
cry'd out, faying, Were " 
without any Oppojition, 

Subje&s, and in fettled s.,v jr i,, >* j ¡ «,.„ v .iw., „ ^ .., v -*- 6 — -, ,*- ~<,i..„, ~ . 
I rather fee him grow up and. continue in a private Life,- without burden- ^P eec/ j/° 
ing himfelfwith any publick Concern, than that he Jbould reign to pleafe kee f hm * m 
your Humour 5 this was my Intention in retiring with him, and I would 
gladly conceal him from all humane. Conver fatten* If fo, what can I think 
of. what you now promifc me ? Will it be reafonable, that I deliver you 
vty Son to receive the Crown, and that you at the fame time defign him for 
hnprifonment and Fetters, from which nothing pall, or can pc0ly deliver 
him but Poifon and falfe Accufattens, which have brought his Brothers and 
Parents to their End? What Security have. I from Fortune, that fie will 
in this Child he reconciled to that Family, whlh fie has condemned to im- 
vicrtalEvviity with the Europeans, in Requital for having friendly enter- 
tained them 5 and decreed that r ivjlead of the Protection it hop^d to find in 
your Arms, you Jbould lay on it an int oiler able Yoke ? Leave us then, both 
Mother and Son, to employ our f elves about the Works of Nature, fince 
cofily Experience has fo fully undeceived ns as to the Effefts of Fortune. 
Permit us to divert the Thoughts of them y with the Quiet, and Improve* 
ments of thefe Gardens. Let us be allowed to want that which fo many feek 
after. James de Couto, in his Decades relates thisFait, and the Mother's 
Lamentation, and Words. The Por tuguefes, * no longer able to give Ear 
to thofe difmal Refle&K ns, which did not favour of a barbarous Woman, 
ran up to her, and fore'd afray her Son, whom ihe iiruggied to defend* 
He, fays the fame Author, observing his Mothers Tears, and the Rea- 
fons ihe alledg'd for not parting with him, and having íomé anticipated 
notion of the Sweetnefs ot* Reigning, which he had not yet taíle^f^íood 
gazing on her and them, full of -Confufion* Thf Rudeuefs, atá . Infi&nce 
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of the Soldiers put an End to all ; ioi tuo* the/ nad no iuch Orders from 
their Commander, being deaf to, and weary ot hearing the Complaints of 
The Por- a Difconfolare Woman ; they at the fame time feiz'd the Son, and Jayiii" 
-tuguefe hold of the Mother, call her headlong out at the Window.: The new 
mtirdcr King was carry'd to the Forr, and at the fame time that the Subjefts fwore 
l €Ym Fidelity to him, they with general Lamentation celebrated his Mother's 

Obfequies, which were perform'd with greater Solemnity, than even 
thofe of the Principal Queens. This Inhumanity exceeding even the Ca- 
vibals, and confequently unworthy the pretended Tor tugue pes Bravery* 
being bruited Abroad in the ]\eighbouring Provinces, produced that juft 
Hatred which was of Force to unite; and actually drew into a. Confedera- 
, cy all the Kings of the Archipelago, againil the Portuguefes. They alfem- 
Confedera- bled in Council, and in the Meeting concerted their Deiign, declaring 
eyagainft t j, at t he Oppreffion they were under, was intollerable, the Portuguefes 
sbey ** making and depofing Kings to tliicr own Humour and Fancy, inlulting 

thofe Crowns which had given them the Power they had abus'd, contrary 
to all Laws of Humanity, without allowing the Natives fomuch as a Vote 
in Ele¿iions. Having agreed upon the Enterpiize, they provided all 
Things for the Ex ecutipn, whilft the appointed Time came, which they 
diligently made as íhortas might be, and expefted with Diffimulation. 
The«S¡ptf72/)&aiKl Portuguefe Fleets at this Time continued their Voyages 
lYfoYence to t ^ ie Archipelago, their feveral known Ways 5 the Spaniards from }iew 
shout the S * ain to the Fbillippine Iilands ; the Portuguefes along the Coafts of 
Moluccos *f ric k* alK * f° to Malaca. Both Sides exerciled their Power, and carry'd 
between * on t * lc * r ^tade Wlt ^ Ambition, and, as fome fay, with Cruelty.; .but the 
Spain and mo ^ bloody Theatre of continual Tragedies, was Ternat* and all the 
Portugal Molucco's. There both Nations of Caflile and Portugal decided their 
s * Quarrel by the Sword, whilft their Kings in Europe only contended by, 
.Dint of Cunning, and Cofmography. At this.time the .Matter was not 
fo plain, as when the Cofmographers and Commiflioners on both Sides, 
lay d down the Meridian, whereby to aUign each of them one half of the 
•World to their King. For the Admiral Chrijlopher Columbus returning 
from his firft Difcovery of the Weft-Indies, in the Year 149^ Pope Alex- 
lender the Vlth. granted the Inveftiture pfthem, for the Crown of Caflile % 
to their Cattiolick Majeftie*, King Ferdinand, and Queen Jfabel, or Eli- 
zabetb ; and. to obviate the Differences that might arife between the two. 
Crowns, to the cbftruding the Propagation of the Gofpel, by the fame 
«Apoftolical Authority, whLh in that fpiritual Capacity is not limited to 
jany part of the Globe, he divided it betwixt thofe two Crowns, ordering 
a Line .to be drawn along .the Heavens. to cut both the Poles, diflant 
on the Earth, one hundred Leagues from the lila nds of the Azores and 
Cabo Verde* By Vertue of ihis Divjfion, the Emperor pretended that the 
Jlloluccolftznds were within his Limits, everíince Gonzalo Gomez de Ef~ 
¡pinofa, his Commander in chief, Sebajlian del Cano, and his Companions, 
.who went with Magellan, took PofTeffion of them for his Crown. Pretend- 
ing at the fame Time, that they were the firft Chriftians that arriVdatthe 
Moluccos, and that then he was own'd as Sovereign by Sultan Ccrala, King 
jpf Teníate, whoreign f d before Sultan Bovgue ; by Sultan Alma nzor, King 
of \T) f dere> by Luzuf> King of Gilolo, and other Princes, wjjo all fwore 
!" ■ : , - ' * * ' '* Fealty 
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Fealty by their Idols, and the Alcor an \ and that Gonzalo Gomez admitted 
them, and fwore to. the Obfervanee of what had been agreed on, in his j 
King's Name, before an Image of the BleiTed Virgin. He urg'd, that by /-, g *** 
Mathematical Demonítration, and the Judgment of Men learned in that ' ° Y ^P ai11 ' 
Faculty, it appeared, that the Moluccas were within the Limits ofCaflHe, 
as were all others, as far as Malaca, and even beyond it. That it was no 
eafy Undertaking for Portugal to go about to difprove the Writings of fo 
many Cofmographers, and fuch able Mariners; and particularly the 
Opinion of Magellan, who was himfelf a Portuguefe. And that in Cafe 
he might be thought partial, becaufe of his being difoblig'd in Portugal,. 
that Exception did not lie againft Francis Serrano, who was alfoa Portu-> 
guefe % and had been favour'd and cherith'd. That to fay the Sea Charts 
had been malicioufly contrive, was a groundlefs Objeción, and not pro- 
bable. Befides that, in Relation to the Article of Pofíeílion, on which 
the Controverfy depended, it was only requinte to ita?id by what was writ 
by, and received among Cofmographers. 

In Anfwer to this, King John ot Portugal^ dény c d the Fail of the Dif- 
covery, as to its Precedency ; for Serrano** was in the Year 15 n, and Portuguefe-.; 
that of Magellans Companions nine Years later,*in 1520. , He declar'd the ^ tt f irer * 
Globes, Aitrolabes,.and Sea Charts to be partial, and that in Cafe they 
were re&ify'd, drawing the aforefaid.Meridian,. according to Rules of 
Aitrology, his Limits would not only comprehend the Moluccos y but reach 
far beyond the Philippine Iilands., He ofFer'd King Tabarija's laft Will ou 
his Behalf 5 and faid, that if the Line were fairly drawn, obferving Eclip- 
fes> as had been done fometimes,_the Truth of his AfFertion would ap- 
pear. . To this they added, the Papers of the Geographer and Aftrologer, 
Jndréw de$. Martiiif by which it appeared, that he failing with Magel- 
lan, his before unattempted Voyage, had obferved feveral Eclipfes, and 
Oppofitions. Among the reft, on the 17th of December, 1519. He in 
the River -call'd Rio dejancyro, took an Obfervation of a Conjunción of 
Jupiter and the Moon j on the firft of February 1 520, another of the Moon 
and Venus; ibon after another of the &/wand Moon, after paffing the 
Streights, angther Oppofition of the Sun and Moon, and others at other 
times ; all which, tho* calculated by him to the Meridian ofSevil, availed 
nothing to his Defign, .which was to prove that the Molucco Iilands did •*•"• 
not belong to Portugal ; . for which Reafon he found Fault with John de 
Mont eregio l s Tables and Almanacks. . All thefe Papers were preferv c d by 
Edward RefendeYz&oi at t^e Moluccos, a learned and curious Man. They 
faid, that fince there was then a Treaty about the Pofíeílion of thofe 
Iilands ; ia a Cafe of that Conference it was not proper,: to avoid al- 
leging, and examining the Grounds of their Property, to prevent the De- 
cifion of the Sword, which was the Court where that Controverfy was 
pleaded ; and when once it comes to that pafs, there was no Poílibilfty of 
ilanding to fpeculative Writing, which not being made good by Experi- 
ence, muft at leaf! be looked upon as uncertain.. 

The PoflefTion of the Molucco Iilands was of great Con feque nee to the 
King of [Portugal, for carrying on the Trade of Spice, and being informed f 

of the War itill maintain'd between his Subjeils and the Emperor's, 
in thofe Parts, he daily us*d frefh Endeavours to bring that Bu iinefs to 
fqme Concluiion, that fojjie War might ceafe. The Emperor had not fo 

much. 
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much Intelligence of what his Commanders did in JJia j becaufe the Por~ 
tuguefe fufFer'd no Ships, but their o\vn to pafs by the Cape of Good Hope i 
and the way of New-Spaiii, that Voyage, was not much frequented, and 
therefore not fo well known ; and beiictes all this he then flood in need of 
& great Sum of Money. In the Year 152 j, there was a Treaty at f Segovia % 
The DiF~ ky his Majeures Order, for compofing of this Difference, and in 152Ó it 
f'renceid- ^ as h e M at &w7 f where the Par/ 7^//*:/* EmbafTador; and the Licencíate 
iullcd U -d? eve d° of that Kings Council, were met by the Biihops of Ofma, Preildent 
J ' of the Council of the Lidies, Do¿lor Laurence Galindez, of the fame Coun- 

cil, and Don Garcia de Padilla, firtt Commendary of Calatrava, on the 
Emperor's fide, as Comrfiiifioners, and Plenipotentarie5f,befides the Lord- 
High-Chancellór, and the Popes Nuncio, Mercurio Gatñara. After many 
Meetings, and much Strife, to which there were alio Civilians, Geogra- 
phers, and Mariners admitted j all which only puzzled the Caufe, whence 
enfu'd Law Suits, Arbitrations, and other Fruitlefs Negociations in Spain, 
and Wars in JJia between the Ships of both Crowns: After all this there 
was a Ceflation, and Quietnefs, the Emperor Mortgaging thofe controver- 
ted Iilands to the King of Portugal, for 3 joooo Ducats* This was con- 
duded at Zaragoza, on the 22Í of Jiigujl ^29, as his Imperial Maje- 
Hy was going over to be Crown'd in Italy. The Line of Diviíión was 
again examined, and what Parts of the Earth it is to run through 5 the 
Times of Payment weie fix'd, with other Conditions, and Salvos of the 
Right on both fides, that fo neither Oblivion, nor the Kindred between the 
two Kings might confound it* 
By Relations Written in thofe Days it appears, that the Emperor con- 
Spaniards fitting Petér Ruyz de Villegas, a grave and learned Gentleman, about this 
ugainfl Mortgage; his Anfwer was condemning it,and declaring, That his Majefly 
quitting had better to have Mortgaged any other of his Kingdoms, than that of the 
the Mo- Moluccos, T*\apolana, or Malaca, or any other in the Eaft$ all which, in 
lúceos, his Opinion, belonged to his Majefly ; and he grounded his Opinion on 
íime'5 calling Treaties into Oblivion, and the great uncertainty of State 
; Affairs. Many others advifed the Emperor to repay that great Sum to 
the King of Portugal^ and what is yet more, the Reprefentatives in the 
Corte j of Cajlile, propos'd that the Emperor ihould make ever to* them the 
Molucco Iilands for fix Years, by way of Farm, and they would' pay King 
3ohn the Mortgage Money, and bring the Trade of Spice to Coritna y and 
after the fix Years his Majefly ihould carry on that Trade. The Emperor 
Jiearing of this Innovation, ordered a flop to it, arid that no further Pro- 
grefs fliould \t made in fitting out the Fleet defign'd for the Moluccos, tin- 
uer Shnon de Alcazova, and forwarded by the Biíhop oí Ciudad Rodrigo. ■ 
Orders, and Letters Patents, were drawn and fealed, for both Nations 
to forbear Hoitilities, but the Emperor's Subjefts never received Commands 
from him to withdraw their Forces for any other Enterprise, nor did they 
Warceafes know what had^been agreed on in Spain, any other way than by the Ac- 
Betwezn count they had from the Por tugue fes who had received Orders from their 
Spaniards King, to conclude a Peace, and to Ship off the Spaniards by the way of 
end Porti*- In&J f° T SpJtn* This Agreement put an End to all Judicial, and Military 
EUcfcs. Contention. Since then the Viciifitude of Times has invefled all the 
Right, and Title in our King» So that, according to grave Civilians, he 

might, 
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mieht. as they lay, invert the Titles, or poflefs by them all, without con- 
founding the Right ; Heaven having defign'd him to be Sovereign i of fuch 
a vail Monarchy, and given him that Hereditary Zeal, which makes him 
offer his whole Power to oppofe Hereticks and Sedanes, and to fpread 
the Faith, and its perfect Politicks among fuch Multitudes of Souls as have 
received it, in fo many barbarous Provinces. For this fame Reafon it will 
be fuperfluous to examine any further into the Limits affign'd by that Law, 
which could never bé fettled. 

This Accommodation being concluded, the Fortugucfe Heets, without P° r « , 8 u J:- 
any. Qppofition from thofe otCaJtile, peaceably poiTefs'd themfelves of the ieslo/jej/i- 
Iilands of Témate, Tydore, Bacbian, and the others about them. From the on of the 
firft of thefe, as their Head in Spirituals, our Pnefts went Abroad to Moluccos. 
preach the Word of Tmih, which was recciVd by feveral Kings and Na- 
tions leaving but inconfiderable Remains of Idolatry, and other Seels. 
Who'le Cities, whofe Soveraigns chofe to continue in their Darknefs, not 
regarding their Prince's Example, which ufes to have the Force of a 
Law threw down their Idols, and confecrated Profanenefs, dedicating 
their Temples to tfieTrue God. The King*of Portugal built Garrifons, 
and Factories for the Chriftiansto inhabit; fending their Commanders 
and Officers, who curbed the Kings, and the Savgiach their Subject. 
"Some Governours there were, who befides the Care they took of propa- Convcrfi* 
gating the Gofpel, and maintaining Peace in thofe Parts, endeavour'd by ons, 
endearing Means to attract the Barbarians to love our Habits,' to affeft our 
Ways of Entertainment, and the European Affability and Conyerfation, 
and gently incün'd them to our Cuftoms and Manners, which in fome 
Places made them look upon that as a Sort of Equality, when it ?/as no 
better than Servitude. The powerful Union of juilice and Religion was 
however the moft prevalent; but the Commanders and Governours being 
defective in the firft of thefe Virtues, on which inward Felicity and Go- 
vernment depend j the Subjects loft the fecond, and return'd to their for- 
mer' Blindnefs, as appears by what has been already faid, and more fully by 
%vhat is to follow, fince wc are now come to the Election of Sultan Jerio, 
in whofe Days Teníate was utterly loft, and could never be recovered 
either by Force or Art, till the Reign of our Sovereign Lord the King ; 
a mil Reward of his Piety and Zeal. The lawful Queen, by thofe People 
call'd tutriz, was as much concern'd for AsrioH Mother's Death, as for 
any of her own Sons. She was prefent at her Funeral, and lamenting im- 
moderately, curs'd the Domination of the Portvguefes, calling it Tyranny. 
All the Machinations of thofe who ftudy*d Revenge were known to her, 
and fte forwarded them with her Advice j for as they faid, nothing now 
remain'd of the former Moderation of the Governours fent thither out of 
Etiro^e^ nor of that Regard and Refpectthey ufed to have for them. 

Tlie End of the Firft Booh 
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H E Alliance concluded betwixt the Kings of the Archipelago,. 

and particularly Yaygamano, Vaigeo, ÍQuibibio, and Mmcimbio t 

reigning in the Iflands Papuas, was foJlow'd by fuch an Ac^ 

cident, that tho' the Minds of the Confederates had not been 

already fo well difpos'd, nor the Blood of thofe Innocent Kings 

fb newly fpilt, it would have confummated the Hatred they had conceived 

againfl the Portuguefe Nation.. All the Ports of the Molucco ¡Hands were 

fo well fecur'd, and the PaiTage for Provifions fo wholly itopp'd up, that 

Triflan de Atayde despairing of Relief, fent Captain Pinto to Mindanao^ 

uno fent an ¿ the Neighbouring Iflands, to furniih fuch things as were abfolutly ne- 

for Relief, ceflary for the Support of Life, there being nothing to be had within his 

Liberties. Pinto failing in a good Ship, arrived at Mindanao, vifited the 

King, by whom he was well received ; and he having feen his Credentials, 

and confulted the Sangiacks of his Council, eílabliílf d Peace and Amity^ 

with him. He fold the Commodities he carry 'd at his own Rates, and 

buyiag and barterring, loaded with Provisions to his own Content ; 

thence he went over to the Iiland Seriago % where he was no lefs fuccefsful 

with the King. In this Iiland, ihat their Friendihip might laft for ever, 

they concluded thet Peace with a barbarous Ceremony, which when pra- 

¿Hs'din thofe Parts, they never break the Articles. The Parties being met, 

certain Officers appointed for that Purpofe, draw a Quantity of Blood from 

^ , their Arms, and each drinks the other's, as a Gage of Affeftion '5 believing 

rfarharous t j iejr conve y i t into their Souls, by that horrid Draught. This Contrae 

vnjtome. fo jatify^ produc'd fuch Confidence^ that their Ships repair'd to our 

« ' y Port?, 
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Ports, and ours to theirs, with all poflible Security, without any Let or 
Prohibition. Pinto perceiving what a Multitude of the Natives retorted 
to his Ship, refolved to make a Prey of them f and the laft Day, Forty ol 
them coming Aboard to Trade, he perfwaded them to go down into the 
Hold, on Pretence of lowing them its Bulk and Convenience, and as Filhvy of 
foon as they were down, fhut the Hatches upon them ; this he pradif ed ie- Fj:uo, 
veral times, till at Jail, tho' he obfenrd them clofe, one of them forcing 
his Way out, leapU into the Sea, and fwam aflioie. He went direftly to 
the King, whom he acquainted with the villanous" Pra&icc : The King 
juft : y enrag'd, to fee Friendihip fo newly contracted, and confim/d by the 
the moft faeredof Tyes, in his Opinion, fo perñdiouíly violated by the 
Portugitefes, thinking Religion affronted, immediately order'd a 1 ! the 
Ships that were afloat to be brought together, and fuch as were finiih'd in 
the Docks, to be launch'd • all which being well equipped, fior'd with 
Guns, and full of thofe furious Barbarians, encompafs'd the Portuguese 
Ship, attacking her on all Sides. Pinto was beginning to weigh his An- 
chors, having feen the Ships in Motion, and the Men hailing Aboard 5 
he defended himfelf with only 25 Soldiers, who had fcarce time to handle 
their Arms ; for the Natives dfSerhgo began already to Board, and thole 
who were Prifoners under Deck had prevaild, but that the Mariners loos'd 
their Sails. At this time there fell a dreadful Storm of Rain, with fuch 
amazing Thunder and Lightning, as if the Heavens had been rent afunder. 
The Serictgos quitted the Portugucfe Ship, endeavouring to recover the 
Shore in their own VefTels, with their Sails rent, the Hulls ihatter'd, and 
the Rigging difabled ; and to get off the better, they threw over- board their 
Cannon and Arms, being in danger of finking. This Tempeíl laited two 
Days, during which Time, Pi?ito J s Ship could not efcape, his Men and he 
being fo far fpent, that they had neither Strength nor Courage to (land by 
their Tackle ; they let the Ship drive with the Sea, and threw over-board 
their Provifions, Merchandize, Guns, Arms, Cloaths, snd all they could 
come at ; and being convinc c d of the Juflicc of the Judgment, for having 
broken their Faith, and folemn Engagement they had made, arriv'd at 
Témate aftoniifrd, dumb, and out of Countenance, thinking they were ftill 
in the Storm. Such are the Effefts of a guilty Confcience, which pre- 
sently provokes GodYWrath, 

All the Kings of the adjacent Iflands were foon acquainted with the Leagues 
Perfidioufhefs of thofe few Portvgnefes, that they had tranfgrefs'd the fa- agahijl tie 
cred Laws of Hofpitality, and always made a miíchievous Ufe of Benefits ; portu< j ue- 
whereupon they immediately concluded their League, to be exercifed like f e < % & 
defperate Men. Theyprefently made Proclamation, forbidding, under moil 
fevere Penalties, the convening of any Provifions to the Portnguefes, either 
by Sea or Land, that fo they mightbe redue'd to quit all thofe Provinces, 
and fly into India* and fince they could not batter the Fort, for Want of 
great Guns, they Ibould ftarve it out ; enjoyning all Perfons of all Ages, 
and both Sexes, to be vigilant in obferving this fatal Decree, that fo the 
Trading Galeón might not afford them the Comfort of hoping for Relief. 
Then confidering that the main Motive of their exercifing fuch Tyranny 
was the Spice of Cloves, wherewith Teníate, and all» the Mollueeos 
abound, the Natives íeíblv'd to fet Fire to all the Trees, endeavouring 

F z that 
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that the Conflagration ihould be fo Univer fal, as that the Moluccas might 
ever after remain barren. They well knew that this was contriving their 
own Ruin 5 but they look'd upon it as a pleafing and advantageous De- 
iiru&ioti, fo they might but be revengM of their Enen.ies. 
Mejlefiion. The Crop of Cloves makes the Wealth of the Molucco Kings, muck. 
more than the Taxes their Subjeds pay j and tho' Rage, and Dcfpair put: 
Fire into their Hands, to burn their Country, it might happen, as fome- 
times Miftakes prove advantageous, that what they defign'd to render their 
Fields Barren, might make them more Fruitful. It is well known that 
courfe Afiles mix'd, and fcatterM on the Face of the Earth often Fertilize. 
it. Nothing is more frequent in Europe than to burn the Stubble, and- 
Straw upon barren Lands; becaufe, either the burnt Earth gathers fome 
unknown Strength, and produces good Pafture,.or elfe the Fire confumes its 
Ranknefs, and exhales the Superfluous Moifture. Perhaps the intenfe Heat 
opens feveral Paflages, and dilates the clofe Pores, and hidden Veins, thro 1 
which the Nourifliment flows, and thence the Earth receives it in all Parts,. 
to make it capable of a new Produft ; or elle it hardens, and clofes the 
Vents which were open'd, that fo the thin Waters, or the continual In- 
tenfenefs of the Sun, or the piercing Cold of the North-Eaii Wind, which 
i$ chilling, may do it no Harm. Befides, Nature having chofen that only 
Part of the World reproduce this fort of Fruit, in which there has never 
been obferv'd any Failure, or Intermiifion, it could not be believing that a 
Momentary Violence ihould utterly caufe it to ceale.. However the Deiign. 
of thofe People was not to renew thofe Spicy Groves, but entirely to de- 
itroy them. This ihows how mifchievouÜy they were bent againft them- 
felves, and. againft all Nations. It will be therefore convenient in this 
Place to treat of the Cloves at large. 
Jlicowit cf ^e ^ r ^ ^ lat mac * e an ^ Account of it, were the Chinefes, who attrafled: 
Cloves* ky the Scent, began to load their Junks with it for the Gulphs of Perjia 
and At alia. Pliny was acquainted with, and defines it, faying, It is a long 
Pepper; and call? it Garyophillum* The Perfians gave it fince the Name of 
Calafnr, it does not belong to us to decide which of thefe Words was de- 
rived from the other. The Spaniards formerly called it Girofe,. and after- 
Wards Clavos, becaufe they are like Nails, which bear the fame Name. 
The Head of the Clove, having four fmall Teeth that crofs it, refembles a 
Star. The Natives of the Moluccas call the Tree Siger, the Leaf Varaqua^., 
and the Fruit Cbamque. The Plant is not unlike our Bay-Tree, but l>ears 
a greater JHead. When it begins to bloflbm, it fpreads a moil delicious 
Fragrancy, and on the very lop like the Myrtle, from one fingle Stock, 
produces an infinite Number of Cluflers, like thofe of Elder, or the Honey- 
suckle. At firfi coming out they are White, as they grow up Green, and 
~ the third Seafon, when Ripe, makes them Red ; this Variety of Colours, 
by, inward Virtue, ihowihg the feveral Terms that bring it to Perfection. 
Thofe that remain on the Clufters, which they call Mother Cloves, continue 
there a year, growing larger and ilronger. They either threfh the Branches 
to gather them, or elle ihake them with Cords they have made faí¡ above, 
drawing from below, after the Ground about isclean'd ; but it is natural- 
ly clear from Weeds, for this Sovereign Tree fufters no fort of Herb to 
grow about it. It draws all the moifture fo powerfully to it felf, that all

Roots about arc deihoy'd, or llaiv'd. It bears at eight Years Handing, 

arid iaite an hundred. Some fay it would hold longer, were it not fhip'd 

with fuch Violence, which it avenges by growing Barren; but they are 

mifiaken, for in the Iilands of Bachian, they lop the Branches, that they 

may produce more Cloves, and the low Branches bear leaih From thefc 

ti:ey gather the Cloves with their Handstand they only bear when the 

Monfon blows. They yield their Fruit trtm September to February every 

two Years. Others fay once in three ; becaufe when they gather the Clove, 

beiides that the Plant is much impaired, they break ofFthofe Buds, which 

produce the BlolToms of the Cloves ; but then they afford certain hopes of 

another Crop* The Truth of it is, that Nature allows them a Year's re- 

fpit, during which they reft like the OJive-Trees in Europe. They arc 

gathered when Ripe, and their Ripenefs appears by being Red. Being 

fpread in the Sun, in three Days they dry up, and contraft a blackiíh Aih- 

colour. Aticen, by his leave, w?s deceived, when he faid that the Gum of ^fi^ e °f 

the Clove Tree is anfwerable in its Virtue to Turpentine; for Experience Avicen. 

has prov'd the contrary; Beiides, that Trees exceffive hot or cold, yeild 

no Gum, but only thofe which are temperate between both. Sea- Water 

Feeds, and Freih does them Harm. A certain Hiftorian Writes, that they 

yield Fruit twice a Year ; if by it he means the middle Crop, which is very 

fmaU f \e grant itj but if he fpeaks of the moil Fruitful, as the Triennial, 

which with general Amazement produces enough to ferve all Nations, the 

Belief of his AiTertion will remain in the Author himfelf. Thefe Plants 

make amends for their delay in the Abundance of their Produft ; which is 

ibch T that after enriching all Nations with it, the K. of Spahi's Revenue out 

of i^Yearly amounts to two Millions of pieces of Eight,little over or under. 

It is generally reckoned that only the five Molucca Iilands produce all the 

Clove, becaufe of the prodigious Quantity they yield* They always amount 

to Four Thoufand Bars, each Bar of Témate being four hundred Weight, 

and three quarters, and this for that Ifland ; but the third of the whole 

taken for the King amounts to fix thoufand Bars, and every common Bar 

is better than five hundred Weight of ours. Perhaps»the Word Bar might 

come from the Greek Baros, fignifying a Load. The Cloves grow alfo in 

the fmall Iilands of Ires and Meyt arana, about Témate, thofe of Pulo and 

Cavali near Tydore, and in Gilolo, Sabugo and Gamoconorá, Towns of /fa- 

fachina j as alio in the Iilands of Amboyna and Ver anula, more in this lail 

than in all the others, but they are weak, and fmaller. The Clove Trees 

grow up without any HeJp of Art, like all Trees coming from Rocks, and 

they made the only Woods in thefe Iilands, which fucking in all the moi- 

tfure Heaven affoids, it is a wonder to fee any other Plant near. When 

they have a mind to Tranfplant a Clove Tree, they fet it where many 

Weeds grow, that it may thrive the fooner,- by the help of the Moifture, 

and Virtue it fucks from them, and as the Tree thrives thofe Plants periih. 

For the fame reafon Cloves are ill Neighbours to full Veffels. The Ring 

Doves, whereof there are great numbers in Gilolo, eat many of thofe 

Cloves which grow Old upon the Tree, then flying they purge in the Air 

with the Motion, and from their Excrements dropping on the Ground 

Clove Trees grow up. Heaven has given them fo plentfuliy only to thefe 

Iilands, abiiratfly from all the World befide; being at firft not valu'd, or 
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known by the Natives. This is what they would have deflroy'd by Fire, 
that it might be totally annihilated; becaufe the Flames gather more 
Strength among coaibuflible Matter, than other Violences, to which 
fijblunary- things are íubje¿L 

.. Since we are now upon the Defcription of the Moluccos, and in regard. 
>. 1 ^ thatthofe delightful Provinces are fo remote from us, we will go on with- 
■/•?* U 7V S what is remar ^ aWe in them, to fliow the defperate Fury of thofe People, 
ncjcrw a. w ^ Q j^ condemn'd them to the Flames All the five Molucca Iilands are 
almoil round, and of the fame Shape. The compc.fs of the biggeft is not 
feven Leagues. They have all Crags, of a wonderful Height, cover'd 
with an odoriferous Fragrancy of wild Cloves ; and about them feveral 
Cities^ Towns and Foits.. Their exa# Roundnefs is the Reafonthey have 
no good Harbours for both the Monfons of Norweft and South. Only Ter- 
cíate forms the Port they call Talangame, and a League from it f that of 
Toloco, where Ships ride fafe, and with their Boats clofe to the Shore; 
The Forts were not erected in either of them, becaufe they fhould not be 
remote from the King's Court. Both thefe Ports look to the Eaflward, and 
have ridges of Rocks that break oft' the Sea, and fecure the Veflels. That 
of Te.nate, oppofite to the Fort admits of Caravels, at high. Water- and 
Ipring-Tides, which being unloaded ride where they will. Th/s Ridge of 
Rocks is of a fort of Stone, that turns into Coral, which when old har- 
dens, and (hooting out many Branches, knits together, and turns again into* 
Stone, whereof excellent Lime is made. It is fo contrived that thofe who 
come to it by Sea, think they fee noble Structures ereded for the Defence 
of the Harbour. The .Mountain, which rifes in. the midii of Témate, two 
Burning Leagues in Height, and cover'd with Palm, and other rare Trees, has on 
Mountain. t^ e Top of it a Mouth or Cave, that feems to reach down to the very Cen- 
* ter. A Man can hardly be feen from the one iide to the other. Within 
it is a Square Spot, like a Threihing-Floor, made of Stones and loofe Earth* 
Some curious Perlons have view'd it, and among them one Gabriel Rebelo 
Faáor,and Alcayde of the Fort; who having founded it,tying together feve- 
ral long Fifhing-Lines, found it was 500 Fath. deep. At the Bottom guihes 
out a beautiful Spring, tho' no Man has dai'd to Tail of it, or try whether 
it is Sweet or Sower. The loofe Floor ihakes with the Fire in the Bowels 
of the Mountain ¿ whereof the firft Account was given by Anthony Galyaw, 
who Obferv'd it in the Year 1 558, when he was Commander in Chief o- 
ver thefe Iilands. He went up to fee that Wonder in Nature, at a fafe 
Time, for .he could not have dpne it in Jpril, or September, when the Sun 
moves from one Hemifphere to the other, and croffes the Equino&ial, 
■which cuts half a Degree of Témate, becaufe of the Winds then kindling 
the Flames. Had Pliny, when he went out of Curiofity to fee the Burning 
of Mount Vefuvius, in 'Italy, taken another opportunity, he had not been 
Burnt to Dtath, as his Nephew writ to Cornelius Tacitus. It ftinks, and 
cafts out Smoke, Sulphur, and Red-Stones, as it were out of the Mouth of 
a Canon ; ihewing the Mountain to be hollow at the Foundation. It caufes 
¡Earthquakes, and Noi'.e.; and the .Flames, and burnt Stones, have reach'd 
to the 'City, and Fort, and even to the Iilands of the Aleaos and Cafares., 
.twenty Leagues from Témate. The Smoke is of feveral Colours, becaufe 
.r.he Moifiuie and Corruption of the Earth exhales it thick, and divcrfify'd* 
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which is heip'd by the ill Quality of the Air, and that, with the falling of 
the Excrements the Fiie cafts out upon the Springs, corrupts the Waters, 
and deflroyjs Health. Going up this Mountain two thirds of the Height, it 
is all Green and Fruitful; but the Top is excefllve Cold, without, any fort 
of Fowl, or Birds, but abundance of Flyes. Thence is defcry'd a fpacious 
Sea, ahd an infinite Number of Iflands; becaufe the Purity of the Air, free 
from Exhalations, as is faid of the Top of Mount Olympis, repiefents curi- 
ous Objects to the Sight, and favours it without any Let, the gieater part 
of the Year. Where theThicfcnefs of the Trees Terminates, a Spring of 
frelh Water guihes out, fo very cold that there is no Drinking of it, but by 
Sips. At the Top, lome difiance from the Mouth, which cafls out the 
Flames, they at this time tore away a piece of the Mountain, whence for 
two Days abundance of Water flo'w'd ; great pieces of Rocks roul'd down 
the iide of the Hill, to the Sea; forming Concavities, and bearing down 
Tree5, and. Ruins. The fame Mountain, on the Top, has a fpacious fweet 
Pool, encompafs'd with Trees, wherein there are blew, and gold-Colour 
Alligators, above a Fadom long, who, as foonas they hear People flirring, 
plunge down to the Bottom. 

Thefe Iflands know no Difference of Summer and Winter ; nor is there Sea/o?is ¿ 
any fettled Rainy Seafon, but it generally Rains more with the North-Eaft, 
than with the South Wind/ The Molucco Iflands breed Snakes above ^Snakes* 
Foot long, and proportionably thick ; but they are neither Quick of Mo- 
tion, nor Venomous. Thofe who have feen them affirm, That when they 
wanp Suftenance, they chew a certain Kerb Nature has ihown them, and ' ' 
climbing the Trees by the Sea-fide, cail into it what they have chew'd • 
many Fiflies come toEate it, and being made Drunk, lye helplefs upon the 
Water; then the Snakes launch out upon them, and fatisfy their Hunger, 
till they are full of thofe ilupify^d Fifhes. The Crocodils on the Land are Crocodile 
the nerceil of Moniiers; the Ancients write almoft the contrary of thofe 
of the Nile. Thefe in the Sea are fo Timorous, that they fuffer themfelves 
to be bound under Water. A Crocodile has been taken that had four Eyes, 
and a very lictle Heart. Here are alio found certain Infers, which they -Infeir, 
call Cuzos, living on Trees, on whofe Fruit they feed : They are like Rab- 
bits, their Hair thick, harih, and curl'd, of a brightifh Brown ; their Eyes 
round and fprightly ; their Feet fmall ; and a very long Tail, by which they 
hang, the better to reach the Fruit ; and they fiink like Fo^es. 

In the Defert Parts there are Wild-Fowl; fome of the Tame are the 
fame we have in Europe. The Parots, in their Tongue call'd Nores y of fe- Perots* 
veral Colours intermixt, Cry exceffively, but Talk well. An Illander af- 
firms, That at this time, when the People were Confpiring, a Parrot in the 
Air cry'd, J Dye, I Die $ and beating his Wings, fell down Dead. A Rela- 
tion tells us of another, that came from Amhoyna^ on the Mail of a fmall" 
Veifel, when they wen: to take him, he cry'd out, Sebajlian, Sebajlian, 
who was his Mafter, and came to his affi fiance. There are great flocks of Brids and 
black Geefe, with Parrots Feet ; Martins, Swallows, Feldefares, Thrufhes, Filhes. 
and Sparrow- Hawks. The variety of Fiíh is infinite; the Sea-Cow, like 
that of Brazil^ a fort of Crab, one part whereof Eaten, kills in 24 Hours 5 
this is on the Sea-fhore, under certain Tree.-, whofe ihade fuffers no Grafs 
or Herb to grow ; thofe who Sleep in it Sickeiij and it dries and parches up 
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the very Ground. There is another fort of Crabs, no unlike Lobfiers,but 
with lefs Claws 5 they have íírong white Teeth, with whi<?h they break 
the Shels, to eat the Almonds; they breed among Rocks, are taken at 
Night with Light; their Body, Claws, and all the Flcfli, is like that of 
a Lobfter. Near the Tail they have a Bag, full of a certain Subitance de- 
licious to the Tail, for which they are as much valued as Pullets. 

All over the Moluccos there grows a fort of reddifh Sticks, which burn 
in the Fire, raife a Flame, and are like a burning Cole, without waitings 
They look to be of a Stony Nature, moulder away betwixt the Fingers, and 
are eafily broken by the Teeth. Not far from the Fort of Temare, is to 
be ieen the Plant calPd Catofa, from which there drcp Leaves lefs than 
the common fort; the Stem whereof, on a fudden, is form'd into the Head 
of a Worm, or Butter-Fly; the Body and Fibers coming from it, make 
Feet, and the Leafy Part, Wing?; fo that it foon becoms a perfeil Butter- 
Fly, and at the fame' time a Leaf. This Tree buds out every Year, like a 
Cheflnut-Tree, and from the Buds proceed thefe Worms, which run upon 
Threads faflened to the Leaves, Nature was profufe with thofe People ; 
especially as to the Cloves, which I diílinguiíh from the Long-Peper Pliny 
.perhaps fpoke of, when he nam'd the Garyophillum. But fince the Profit of 
that fo highly valu,d Product, was to occafton fuch bloody Wars, fuch in- 
credible Voiages, from all Parts of the World, that the real Dangers, are 
even beyond human Belief; it a ay well be controverted, whether it were 
moil for the publiek Tranquility, that this Spice Ihould be known, or ever 
conceal'd ; for its Plenty and Viitue, which awakenM the Avarice of the 
remotefi Nations, has glutted tho r e Seas with the Wracks of Ships, and 
Fleets, and calPd thither Armies of Rebels, making their paiTage through 
Streights before unknown, in the Sight of Mountains cover'd with blew Ice 
and Snow, as never reached by the Suns bright Beams; and yet they ven- 
ture at all, not out of any Zeal of promoting Religion, or Civility, I ut 
only to load with that Spice, which has occafion'd Difobedience and Su- 
perstition. This is the precious Commodity, which gives Power and 
Wealth to thofe Kings, and caufes their Wars. A Wonder of Nature., 
which plainly Ihows it has created nothing fo harmlefs,but what is. abus'd 
by human Malice. This is the true Fruit of Difcord, rather than the fabulous 
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Apple of the three Godeflfes, fince for it there has been, and flill is, more 
Fighting, than for the Mines of Gold, Had this happened in the Days of 
the Greek, or Latin Poets, how much more would thay have fpoken of our 
Moluccos, than they did of the IftzndsGorgones in the Ethiofkk Ocean? 
Let us flop a little to refleft on the Dangers Mortals expofe themfelves to^ 
xather, perhaps, to pleafe their wanton Appetites, than to confirm their 
Health, 
The People of Ternate,Tydore,Bac7)ian % and all tile Neighbouring Princes, 
" being impatient to put in Execution their defperate Deiign, chofe the King 
of ty dore for their Head, to joy 11 with him of Témate, that had been e:<- 
pelPd on account of the Death of Gonzalo Vereyra. Among the Relations 
ufually collected by the Chriflián Curiofity of the Religious Men of the 
Society, we iind that thefe Kings met in the little Ifland, which divide 
Ternate from Tydore, before they went each of them to his proper Poll for 
performing what was ilipulated in the Confederacy, and there the King of 
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Tydore, as Chief of the League, fpoke to them in this Manner. I cannot 
mention the Occafion of this our Union, without /heading Tears, for the Joy ¡fi v » f 
of the Succe/s r which we look upon as prefent, produces the fame Effefls it ^y& ol £ s 
would do, were we already Victorious. Our Forces a>e affembledto deliver ¡:^ €€ ^ 
us from the Spanifh Yoke, punifinng tho/e Men with the Hazard of our L¿ * 
Total Ruin, whom neither our Benefits could oblige, nor our Threats cor- 
re&. They are the great Robbers of the World, who ufurp it, by finowdivg 
tleir Avarice under fpeciovs and godly Presences. In vain have we endea- 
vour^d to moderate their Pride by Means of our Modc/ly and SubmiJJion. 
If they meet with Wealthy Enemies, the Portugefes /how themfeives Cove- 
tous, if with Needy, they are Ambitious ^ this is the only Nation thai 
equally feeks after others Wealth and Miferies. They rob, kill, and /uh due, 
taking away our Dominions under falfe Titles, and think they have no fet- 
tled Peace, till they have reduced the Provinces into Defarts. We poffefo 
the mqft fruitful IJlands in A fia, only to purcha/e Servitude and ha/e 6'ub- 
je&ion with their ProduS, converting this blefied Bounty of Heaven into 
Tribute paid to the Ambition of Intruding Tyrants. Experience has Jhow^d 
its, how odious our Valour has been to the Chri/lian Commanders, whom, for 
the fame Reafon, we viuft never hope to find more mode/l, or le/s our Ene- 
mies. Ajfure your fclves then, and remember, both Kings and Subjefts, 
both you who feek Glory, and you who provide for your Safety, that nei- 
ther ofthefe is to be had without Liberty, nor this without War ; nor is 
the War to be maintained without Courage and Unanimity. The Power of 
the Portuguefes is increafed^ and on it their Refutation depends. Having 
tlen di/c over 1 d the Myfiery, and Caufe of this Tyranny, who is there that _ 
will not prepare to try the utmeft of Fortune, to pur chafe the great eft of 
human Felicities,snljich is Liberty. Other Nations, which when they hear of 
our Refolution, will call it D cj pair and Savagenefs ; if they weigh it with 
the Occafion, will rather Commend than go about to find Excufes for us. 
Befides, every Man knows what is fit for his Religion, his Honour and his 
Country, better than thofe who judge of thefe Things at a Diftance. In 
Jtort, What is Life worth without Liberty ? 

Thoi'e incenfed Kings made fuitable Returns to thefe Words, and ha- 
ving taken proper Meafures to commence and carry on the War, went 
away in their VeiTels, without Jofing Time, or admitting of Delay; as 
well knowing the many Dangers agreat Undertaking is expos'd to, which 
depends on Secrecy^ and is imparted to many. 

On the Day appointed, all the .Natives departed the City of Témate, Témate 
with their Families, not in good Order, as in Tranfmigrations, but raging, Q¿y ¿¡ban- 
in Confufion, and Joaded with their Children, and a few Neceffaries, don'd and 
fiaving before fent away their Efre&s to other Iilands, To convince the burnt. 
Tortuguefes of their Defign, and that the People of Teníate abandon'd the 
Country, they let Fire to the City in feveral Places j the Flames began to 
take hold and fpread, till they met, and of many fmall ones became one 
general Conflagration, with hideous Noife and Cries; for not only the 
Koufes were burnt, which had for fo many Ages belong'd to their Fore- 
lather, and Ancestors, but all that attrafts the Affection to our Native 
Country, the Temples, all their worldly Treafure, and the Bounty of Na- 
ture .¿ for the open Country Legan now to fee] the Defolation, the Caves, 
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Lakes and Springs, the Rocks, and the very Sea it felf ihin'd, boil'd up 
andcrack'd, and the Fire receiv'd into the fubterraneous Caverns, lying in 
the hollow Mountains, pierc'd into the deepen Recedes, roaring and over- 
turning Stones and Trees. In the mean while, the People traveled to- 
wards the Defarts, looking back to view the Effects o? their Revenge. 
v r i t - Triftan de Atayde % ama¿'d to behold that dreadful Praftice, having arm'd 
ftT ^ omc Soldiers, fent Meflages to the Queen and Governour?, to propofe 
on of )C f ome Accommodation, and appeafe that inhumane Rage, Me prcmis'd to 
ieope. • ^akeSatisfaftion, and that all Things fhould be fet right, but it avail'd 
nothing 9 for they rather grew more, furious, and would not hear. en to 
any Propofal, or admit of Treaty, that might make them ilacken in their 
RefoJution. Being come to thofe Places which Nature has made frrong- 
among the P v ocks, they arm'd, and in Parties fell upon the Chriftian.% 
lying in wait for them when they went cur for Wood or Water, and ki Jing 
or wouilding them by Surprize. TheEdici was pur in Execution through- 
out all the Iflands at the lame Time, deilroying all the Portuguefcs that 
were in them* In the City Momoya, they kill d eiszht that wf?re with F,. 
Portugue- Francis Alvarez, but he fed to a Ship, a r ter receiving ['?verz\ Wounds*. 
fzsjlaugb- In the Ifland of Cbion, the Head of Jloratay^ they a j ib flew the Pneff, 
ter'd* Simon Vaz ;. an Infidel ruihing into his Chamber, broke in Pieces the 

Pifture of the Bleifed Virgin, he found there painted on a Board ; but Hea- 
ven fuffer'd him not to go unpuniih'd, for his Hands drop c d off on the 
Spot, and he dy'd a few Days after. It was further obferv'd, that with- 
in a Year there was not one left alive of all his Race, which was defiroy 'd 
in War,, and by other Misfortunes and Calamities j as the Jail of them 
was fiihing, a Needle Fiih fprung out of the Water, and ilruck him with 
the Snout in the Eye, whereof he dyed. The whole Town perifh d mife- 
xably within a few Years. Triftan de Ataydc foon receiv'd the News of- 
this Slaughter of the Portr/guefes,. and fo fucceflively of the others, 
throughout all the Iflands. He encouraged his Men, and kbour'd to hide 
jhis Concern for being fnut up among fo isany Enemies ; he regulated the 
Diflribution of Provifions j fent out feveral Spies, to get Information of 
the Enemies Motions and Defigns ; and order'd the Guard upon King 
Aerie, who was in the Fort, to be always watchful, for the more Securi- 
ty, leaving only the Nurfes, and ether Women that attended him. Then 
he again employ c d other Perfons to prcpofe a Peace to the Queen, and the 
King ofTydore, with ample Commiflion to offer advantageous Conditions, 
which were tobe immediately perform'd : but all prov'd ineffe&ual, for 
an Accident which foon happen'dconfirm'd the Enemies Obftinacy. 
CatabrunO) Governour of GHolo, and Tutor to the Infant King, finding. 
J&vg of his Ufurpation eftabliih'd by Time, and a good Difpoiition in the Minds 
Tydóre of bis Accomplices, poifon'd the King; and pofle fling himfelf of the 
foifon'J. Palace and Forts, afcended the Throne, making the Subjefts fwear Alle- 
giance to him. Tho' no Man in all thofe Eaflern Parts expe&ed any 
other Event, yet was it look'd upon as moil certain, that Triftan de 
Ataydc was confenting to the Poifoning, and his Ufurpation ; fcefides 
other Circumftances produced to prove his Guilt, it was notorious, that 
Ataydc fent Gaiabruvo a Robe of blew Velvet, which he wore the Day. 
he rebelPdj and was fworn King. God fo order'd it, that as foon as he 
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was poilefi'd or the Kingdom, he broke his Faith with Trijlan de Jtayde, 
and confederated with the other United Prince?, proving the greatcft tine- 
my the Portvgnefes had ; for he fitted out numerous Fleets wherewith he 
wair'd on all the Chriftians of thofe Iflands, thrcatning and tormeuring 
them that they might renounce their Faith. 

At this time the Gcvernour of India, tho' there were fotne Troubles at r „t 
Coa, and in other Places, fent Succours xoTerr.ate, becaufe it was towards J™* 70 
the End of. Summer, and one muft or" Necefiuy go to íbeceed the Covet- Je ":. r ^ c 
nour. Antony Galvam was the Man appointed, who laid out above icooo ¥™. 
Ducats of his own towards refloiing the Places that had been burnt, by J **° iüCC0A '' 
which it may be truly faid, he redeem'd the Moluccos. He was deiirous, 
not only to People, but even to enlarge Témate, and to this Purpofe he 
treated with fome poor marry'd Men, and needy Families, to go over with * 
him and their Wives and Children to thofe Iilands ; the fame he did with 
Men and Women, who were lewd Livers, that they might mend their 
Lives in another Country, and embrace the legal State of Matrimony ; to 
which End, he lentthem Money, and provided Neceffaries for their Voy- 
age. ^ In the meanwhile, the Tyrant Catahuno, afíembled his Forces, and 
niov'd againft the City Momoya, where the Savgiack of it liv'd, who had 
been before an ignorant Idolater, but then a Chriftian Prince. He finding 
hirnfelfinferiour in Power, retired into a Fort, with his Wife, Children M nmn •, 
and Family. Some Portugriefes fent him by Trijlan de Jtayde, net darin» f t°„ 
to truft themfelves ihut up there with him, withdrew into the Moun- 
tains, where they were loon kill'd, puriuant to the Ed id of the League. 
Catahuno enter«d the City, without any Oppofition, where he exercis'd 
Ins Cruelty, becaufe the wretched Inhabitants would not quit it ; and ma- 
ny new converted Chriftians recanted for Fear, or thro' the Violence of 
Torments. Being Mailer of the City, he laid Seige to the Fort, giving 
■it feveral furious AiTaults, which Don John withftocd, making a refolute 
Defence, and in fome Sallies return'd Victorious j yet his Example pre- 
vails not on his People, as it ufually dees where it meets with generous •* m - aZin g 
Souls ; fothat this Prince Toon difcover'd how faint-hearted moü of them A3:i ° n °f 
were j he torpeded that fervile Fear would degenerate to fuch Eafenefs £ n Indlart 
that they would deliver him up to his Enemy, and therefore like a brave* Convert * 
Man, he prefently bent his Thoaghts to fecure the Salvation of his Soul. 
He knew Catabruno valu'd himfelf upon, his Zeal for the Law of Maho- 
met % and therefore fpar'd the Lives of all Chriftians that Apoftatiz'd, put- 
ting to Death fuch as prov*d flanch and conftant ; he fear'd his Wife and 
Children, being pufilanimous, would fail in the Confeifion of their Faith, 
and being fill'd with this Spirit, drew his Cimiter, ran to them, and 
Ihedding Tears, which were not the EfT'ed of Cowardice, flew them one 
after another, firir telling them his Reafons forfo doing, and that tho* in 
the Eyes of the World he might appear inhumane, yet confidering tho 
Salvation of their Souls, what he did was a Religious Magnanimity, 
and therefore they ought rather to thank him for it. This was a miftaken 
Kotionj and to go through ftitch with it, he would, ftill perfifting in 
the fame Error, have kill'd himfelf, but that he was hindei'd by his own 
Servants, who to purchafe the Tyrant's Pardon, deliver'd up to him that 
Chriftian Prince, who had been to ill advis'd by his Zeal. Being brought 
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before Catabruno, who was-inform'd how crueJly he had flain his AVife 
and Children, he ask'd him, Why he had undertaken ib barbarous and 
inhumane an Action ? Don John anfwer'd him with great Courage and 
TJndauntednefs. At that Time, and in my Thoughts, I had more regard to 
the Salvation of their Souls, than to the pre/a zing of their Lives. I mi- . 
Jtrufled the Sex, their Age, andyour Torments, and would not hazard their 

HkVords. p e) .jijii n g ¡ n the true Faith. Souls are Immortal, and I rook nothing from 
my Children that they can feel the want of, or which Time, or your Swcrd 
would not have deprived them of '; the latter we fiord d all have been thank- 
fid /<?, as the Ivjlnivicnt of the Divine Will. But I much more dreaded 
your Pardon and Mercy, by which you might have perverted their Minds, 
with thofe Soothing s which pleafe frail Mortality. I being more refolute, 
tho 1 exposed to all your Fury, amfo far from fearing the Effetts, either of 
your Torments or Intreaties, that Lfiall look upon you as God i s Executioner, 
and were it his Will, that you fiord d take away my Life, I fiould receive a 
greater Benefit from your Sword, than from your Mercy. Catabruno, en-- 
lag'd at his Anfwer, order'd him tobe kill'd j but the Tyrant's own 
Friends, who lov'd Don John, the Sangiack, carry'd him out of the* 
Room, and contnVd he ihould have his Liberty, and be reiior'd. Their 
Intreaties prevailed on Catabruno, and he liv'd many Years after in his 
own Dominions, with a, Chriilian Con-flancy, con te fling his indifcreet 
Zeal, which had caufed his own Sword to deprive him of Wiie and Chil- 
dren. A Mind truly worthy the beft Part of Europe, and not to be the 
Prcduft of the moft remote barbarous Nations j and highly commendable,, 
had it been dire&ed by more folid Rules, to curb that Fiercenefs, ío oppo- 
fite to all natural and divine Laws, which looks upon fuch horrid Mur- 
ders, as a Piece of Fie ty. 

Trijtan de Ataydt v/as troubl'd at thefe Misfortunes, which were almoft 

*kveral under iiis Eye¿ ; tho' he wanted nor for others nearer, for the People of 

\a: \ u Ternate.being now Mailers of the Ifhnd,d)urut all the new and old Towns, 
belonging either to themfelves, or the Chriflians, and amongfl others, thole 
oiTrutnpalate, Calamata, and Ifico, yet they met with brave Oppofition in 
them all, and they coil much Blood, Twice our Men went out to Fight 
the Tydore Fleet, which came within fight of the Fort, and tho' they both 
times retired Shattered, and well Beaten, the Earbarians had not much 
caufe to Boail of their Vi&ory, for Abundance of them were kiird, and 
fcarce any went off unhurt. The Confederates fitted out other numerous 
Fleets, wherewith they much Streightened the Chriflians in the Forr, till 
Antony Oalvam arriv'd, who was at this time Saüing, But Relief came 
before, Don Stephen de Gama, fending a Galeón laden whh Provifions and 
Ammunition to Témate, under the Command of Simon Sodre. The Galeón 
arriv'd fafe, and with it the Support of thofe Difconiblite People. They 
took Heart, and ventured to go abroad, fpreading themfelves about the 
liland, and going into the Woods, met with ruin'd Buildings, the remains 
whereof flill fmoked,and when it was Dark, they obferv u che high Flames 

" on the Mountain?. However they made Incurfions upon the Barbarians, 

and throughout all the Iilands there were hourly Engagements, either with 
the Chriflian Inhabitants, or the Soldiers of the Forts; and at Sea they 
heard the Martial Mufick, which Sounded whilft they Sail'd, or Fought 
Manfully, and at that time- was dreadful. In 
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In the mean while Captain Alva) ado, a Spamjb Gentleman, fent by Fer- 
dinand Cortes to Temat e y that the Valour he had ihown in thofe Part , fer- Spaniards 
ving God and his King, might not lie idle, difcover'd the Iflands of the tit thc *¿- 
Papuas, and fought thole Barbarians with Refolvtion, tho' the Fortvguefe puas. 
Hiilories aflign the Honour of this Difcovery to Don George de Mevefes 
who arriv'd at them in the Year 1526, as we have feen. The great Com- 
mander Alvar ado alfo Difcover'd other Iflands, call\i Gelles, in one De- 
gree of North Latiu:de,andEaft from Témate, \z<> Leagues from B at ocbhia. 
The Natives of thofe Iflands are like thefe of the Moluccas in Colour, Ha- 
bit, and Cufloms, differing only in Language, which is peculiar to them- 
felves/ 

Antony Galvam fail'd from Malaca with the proper Movfon, with ~ 1 
the Men, and all Neceflaries to fight, and fettle Colonies. When he was ~* ^ ^, 
paft the Ifland Borneo, and the ridges of Rocks which lie under Water, in ¿ 
fight of that Coafl, as F. Marta, the [efuit, writes to the Governor Gomez 
Perez, and appears by his Papers, in Sight of Malaca he Difcover'd a great 
Fleet of Carcoas, and other Chhicfe Ships, with Sails made of Canes, and 
Palm-Tree Leaves wove together. He was foon fatisfy'd,that they were 
the Auxiliaries which had joyn'd the Janguas of Tydore and Catalruno, 
who, with the expeU'c King of Témate, were Cruzing to meet the Portu* 
guefes, or Spaniards, that ihould come into their Seas. Galvam ordered his 
JMen to be in a Readinefs, to clear his Guns, and prepare all Things, doing 
the Duty of a Commander, and of a Soldier. The Enemy drew, up in three 
Lines, each of its particular Nation, as if the rortuguefes had many Ships. 
He was himfelf in the Trading Galeón, and with it a Pink, and another 
imall Veilel, wherein, among the Marry 'd Men, and Families unfit for that 
Service, there were fome few that could take up Arms. The Infidels drew 
near, but without Artillery, the Gilolo Archers let fly a great number of 
Arrows upon our Men, and then one Line (hearing off, the other difcharg'd, 
the Air ¿¡founding, being peirccl by the Darts, and Calabays, or Staves 
hardned at the Fire. Galvam not regarding the Danger, tho' at firft he de- 
fended himfelf with Fights and Planks; when he thought they had fpent 
.¡iioft of thofe flying- Weapons, among which they fir'd fome Muskets, he- 
began to play his great Guns* tearing their Veflels, and deftroying the Men. 
He Sunk a considerable number, and Took feveral, becaufe they fought dif- 
orderly, 'relying, as it were a Land-fight, on the Multitude of their Sol- 
diers, as ours did on their Valour, ancT Experience. But Galvam, whofe 
Bulinefs it ^as to get to Tcrnate > held on his Voyage, and ariuVd knives at 
there as he deiir'd. His Men landed in that difmal Solitude, among Teníate. 
Smoke and Ruin?. The Joy of thofe who were in the Fort, and the extra- 
ordinary Relief, coming quite unhopM for, weie an Encouragement to 
them all. The Clergy came out to receive him, the Soldiers ihoutiug 
amidft the Divine Hymns, confounding the Proceflion, and their Satis- 
faction. It was a Pleafure to behoId,and they gazed on him as a Deliver- 
er fent from Heaven. Trifian de Ataydc : -fign'd his Poft, and Antony Gal- 
vam took PoíTeííion, enquire into th* Nature of the Confederacy, and the 
Fame of his Arrival bring fpread Abroad, Things began to mend. To this 
Purpofc he arrefied Trijlan de Jtayde, and afterwards ient him to Goa. 
He had Lefore fent. Mergers to the Qp:en, to acquaint her with hi:; Ar- 

■rivaU 
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rival, and the End oi »r 4 which was to icrve her, and retrieve all the Mif- 
chiefs an inoieinate "Dtfire of Revenge had occaiion'd. In the mean while 
he Legan to repair -the City, the Colonies, Chinches, Key*, and Houlcs, 
¿iftributing thofe Families he had brought with him. Nor did he negicft 
Husbandry^but planted Vines brought froin Portugal, which he foon Jaw 
grown up into fubftantial Vinyards. He deliver'd 10 the Clergy the new 
Co nil itutions drawn up by Cardinal Henry jsSiti wards thelaft K. of theHoufc 
of Portugal. He offcr'd Peace to all that would comply, fent Religious Men 
to inculcate to thofe who JivM like Outlaws, the Love of their Country, 
its re-eftablifhment, and how diihonourable it was to them to make choice 
of a Life like that cf wild Eeafts, only tor a crud Satisfaction. 
Snength The Queen, who not to fpeak oí her natural Fiercenefs, expelled to fee 
oftheNa- her Sonjreilor'd, and fet at Liberty, and to drive away the Portuguefes^ 
fives* would not give Ear to any Accommodation. The greateft Burden of the 

War lay then upon Tydore, where the Confederate Kings, with the depo- 
fed Day alo, a moil Fierce Man, gather 'd above Hfty Thoufand Fighting 
Men ; but they had not yet enclofed that City with a Wall and Ditch, be- 
ing fatisfy'd with having built a Fort upon high Rocks, whence they ipread 
abroad to pick up the Fifhermen, and other Port ugh eft s that went out from 
Témate to get Proviiions, and thence they in fe fled that dangerous Coafk 
Galvam fearing left the Prolonging of the War ihould redu e him to the 
former difficulties, fent other MeiTengers to treat of Peace, and perfwade 
thofe obflinate Kings, to Publifh an Oblivion of all pail Wrongs, without 
taking Notice of the late engagement, offering them mighty Prefents, to 
purchafeCommerce at the Price of them- They being puffed up with fome 
good Succefs, and their mighty Power; would not hearken to any Propofals 
Peace ; but on the contrary, as Majfttus Writes, they returned an Anfwer 
very abufive to liie Portugueses. Galvavi imploring the Afliftance of Kea- 
ven, fo managed the A flair, that it was look'd upon as amazing, even by 
fuch as view Things impartially. Nor would it be credible, unlefs con- 
r 1 m firm'd by other Enterprizes of his fuitable to this. He had only four Tall 
fails over Ships, and a few fmaller Vcffds in the Port; thefe he fpeedily fbrm'd into 
to Attack a Squadron, putting in 400 Men, 170 of them Portugueses, the reft to make 
them U P c ^ e Number, Slaves, and the common fort of Témate. He left Trijlan 

de Acayde with fome Men to defend the Fort, and fecure Sultan Aerio, and 
fail'd away himfelf for Tydore, without meeting any Enemy, the reafon of 
it not known, and lay by in a fafe Place, about a Musket- fliot from that 
Iiland. Being come to an Anchor, he took a full View of the Multitude 
that guarded the Shores, confidering the Nature of the Country, and Situa- 
tion of the City. Having called a Council of War, he refolv'd to Storm 
the Fort on the high Rock, then little regarded, the Confederates thinking 
themfelves íafe. He made a Speech to them in plain Terms, without any 
«Rhetorical Ornaments. Thefe are the fame People, faid he, v>e have ft new- 
ly Vanqutffd, to rejlore whom to the Liberty they defire, would be a matter 
of [mall vwment ¡did they vhcnfojftjftd of it allow the Freedom of preaching 
the Gofpel. This is the Caufe we are imbarVd in. Who then can doubt of 
Viüory, or not wijb to Die for the obtaining of it ? As theft Enemies are the 
fame we Defeated, ft are we the fame Viitors ; ft that I need not have Re- 
courft to Foreign Examples, to encourage yoiu Their Difobedience and 
;&cJÜejfnefs it of a long ¿landing \ it will be but reaftnable that our A>ms 

add 
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ttdd one ViBorious Day tofo many Turbulent liars, that f o we may lay the 
Ax to the Root of Rebellion. They call us T,rants; that does not at all 
trouble me ; lecaufe after the Viñory, we fia 1 1 have the Opportunity of 
diffelling thai Slander by our Moderation. 

They would not fuffer Galvam to put an end to his Speech, all of them The man- 
prefiing earneílíy to Fight, and he refoiving to make himlelf Mailer ver of the 
of the Rock, as he had contriv'd, pick'd out 120 Pcrtuguefes, and made out Attack. 
300 from aufong the Reft, leaving the Remainder to lecure the Ships, and 
Keep the Enemy h\ Play, if they ihould attack them; making ihow'of a 
greater Number, by appearing in feveral Places, and fhouting, by which 
fuch as fear are eaiily impofed upon. In the mean while, G.ilvam having 
taken a Native of Tydore, and oblig'd him to ferve for a Guide, fet out at 
the fourth Watch in the Night with his Men, through by-ways remote 
from the City, over-grown with Brambles, and fcarce practicable, and with 
the greateft iilence he could came to the Top of the Mountain. The Por- 
tuguefes had march'd the greateft Part of the Way by the firir Dawn of 
Day, and refiing them a little from the Fatigue, defcry'd the Enemy's ihi- 
ning Helmets and their Feathers on them. Galvam then beginning, ail the 
reft railed the Cry, To Anns, to Arms. The Confederates, with Horrid 
Shouts, which refounded on the Rucks, and in the Woods, made ready for 
their Defence, notwithilanding the furprize ; but foon perceived they ihould 
fall a Prey to our Men. The Fight began, and King Day alo, enrag'd for 
that he had been depos'd, appeai'd the fbremoil with fome Tioops, to fecure 
the PaiTes, and advanced to meet rhe Portuguefes in a Plain. They avoid- 
ed him net, and both Parties mixing, much Blood was fpilt. Day alo was 
viíible by his bright Helmet, adorn'd with Variety of Handing high Fea- K - f 
thers, and his Body cover'd with a Steel Coat of Mail, brandiihing with -f ng / 
bothj Hands aXance, as like a fmall Yard of a Ship, and charging with /-//', 
defperate Fury; but happ'ning to rulh in among our Pikes and Musketiers, 
unadvifedly, he receiv'd feveral Wounds on ¿11 Sices, and fell down raging. 
He was wonderful ilrong, and ilarted up immediately ; concealing his 
Wounds and Pain, and beginning a freih Charge in the firir Ranks, for 
fear of difcouraging his Men. He Fought a confiderable Time; but not 
being Drefs'd, and the Aclion caufing the Blood to run the faiter, his Eye 
fight fail'd him, and he dropt a fecond Time, laying to his Guards, Move 
hence asfajl as you can, and carry me carefully that the Dogs, fo he call'd 
the Portuguefes, may not have the t Sati;faclion of cutting my Body in Pieces. 
His Soldiers did fo, not without great Danger ; and he íbon after he liad 
been carry'd off, gave up his haughty Soul, ilia Forces daunted by this 
Accident, turn'd their Backs,hiding themftlves among the Rocks and Bram- The Iiku- 
bles, throwing down their Arms, and getting off through almoil inacceifi- alí ,- ; 0h \ € ¿ 
tie Ways. Others return'd to the City, and met ting lome Troops that 
march'd to their Affilhnce, made them return another Way. The Portu- 
guefes followed the Chace, killing fuch as fled, and Galvam came to the 
Fort, with the Lofs of only one Slave. This Victory, vhtch happen 'd on 
the Feaft cf St. Thomas, the Apoiile, in the Year 1537, humbled the Pride 
or the Confederates; was afcrJLM to the Interceilion of that Apoftle, and 
they obferv'd a folemn TbanV.fgiving. The Fort was fired with good 
Advice, fcr the Citizens and Traders, ¡ecing the Flames fo near, abandon'd 

their 
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their Houres, and departed the City with the flying Multitude., Galvam 
was now coming down from the Hill, having drawn together his Men, 
and fornrd them into fiiali Bodies, with found of Trumpets and Singing, 
to make his Victorious Entry into that City, now void or Defendants, and 
full of Wealth. Confidering that the Avarice of the Victorious Soldiers 
fpur'd them on to take Pofleflion of that incftimable Booty, tor all the 
Merchants had brought their Effects to Tydore, as the fafeft Place. Galvam 
order'd to fet Fire to the Houfes, all winch were onium'd with their 
harmlefs Treafure, in Sight of thofe who had hop'd to be Maimers of 
it* only the Provifions being providentially fav'd. 

bf the People of Tydorc as many were taken as did not in Time fave 
themfelves by Flight ; asalfo a Junk in the Port, and feveral other fmall 
Veffels. The Enemies afterwards periih'd in other fmalJer Actions. 
The daunted King, bailed Home to fecure their own Lands, dilblving 
the Confederacy, and being fufficiently . warn'd, j;ave Ear to, and 
■w, , -, *./,„ embrae'd Propofals ; of Peace .; taking leave of him of Tydot.e, and agreeing 
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with Galvam, whofe Vertue and Difcretion gain'd fo much upon 
Cacbil Hade, that King's Brother, that he came to a Conference with 
him and concluded a Peace upon certain Conditions. The King oJ¿ Tydore 
oblig'd himfclf to reftore Galvam the Cannon ; not to affifc the Enemies of 
Portugal ; not to permit the Clove to be difpos'd of into any other Hands 
than the Portvguefe Officers ; and to fell it as was ufual at Teníate. Gal- 
vam went over next to fubdue Gilolo, and the other Kings, all which he 
compafs'd fuccefsfully. The Queen aifo fubmitted, either on Account of 
the King oiTydoreH Fatihcod, or that, as íhe faid, íhe grew weary of the 
"War, or elfe becaufe the depos'd King was Yilld. Catahruno was ap- 
peased by Galvam's good Behaviour, and accepted of Conditions, among 
which the chieleft was, that Galvam fhould fet Sultan Aerio at Liberty. 
Thus the Confederacy was diffolv'd, and the Maluccot laying down 
Arms, fubmitted again. Provifions were fumifh'd as before, and the Crop?, 
and Trade of Spice were re ftor'd. 

Sultan Jerio attended by the Chriftians and Gentiles, Dancing, and ma- 
king other demonflrations of Joy, went from the Fort to his Palace, where 
■w? no r he remain'd with his Guard, and Family. Beforehe Marry'd, tho' he ne- 
TwLtí ver wanted for Concubines, he in Perfon took a Progrefs to the principal 
places in his Dominions of Témate, Moutil, and Macbian. Thofe in the 
Fort attended and affiftcd him, together with xheSangiacks, who went all 
about that Jrcbifcla¿o,ürñ on that fide they call Del Moro, that is towards 
Batocbina, and is diflant from the Moluccas 60 Leagues Northward, begin- 
ning at the liles of Doe, two Leagues to the Point of Bicoe. All thefe are 
Inhabited by Wild People. 

Batocbina is 250 Leagues in Compafs, and Subject to two Kings, which 
are-thofe or Gylolo, and Lolada. This laft is Ancienter than all thofe of 
the Moluccos, or in thofe Seas, and formerly was the moil Poweifuj.; but 
now the Weakefr. The Inhabitants of the North part of Batocbina are 
•Savage, without anv King, Laws, or Towns, living in Deferts. Thofe on 
the Eaft-fide have populous Towns, on the Sea Shore: and tho' they fp*-ak 
feveral Languages, yet they underiland one another. This Coait they call'd 
Jhrotia, that is, Land Moer. The other Mauds oppofite are call'd Morot.iy % 
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that is, Sea-Moor, and all thofe Hies breed deceitful, brutal and daiiardly 
Men. Only the City Moncoya is Warlike, It ever wanted Laws, Weights, 
Meafures, Ccin, Gold, Silver, and all other Metals, anda King; but it 
is overííock'd with Proviiions, Arms, Idols, and Devils fpeakicg in them. 
The Women Till the Land. Each of thefe Towns is Governed by a Magi- 
ftratechofenby the People ; they pay him no laxes, but have Regard to 
hisDefcent. The Molucca Kings conquer'dthern, and every one kept what 
he could get ; the better part belongs to him of Teníate, and lei's to the 
King of Jydcre, whole Dominions were enlarge by the Power of Spain. 
They went on to eflablilh their Poffeifions among the Papuas, or Papons, 
Eaft from the Moluccos, being ¡(lands little reforted to, becaufe many of 
them are all encompafs'd with Flats and Shoals. The Natives of them are 
Black, like the Cafres • they wear their Hair wound about in large curl c d 
Locks, their Vifages lean and ugly. The Name of Papuas in their Lan- Papuas, ov 
guage fignifies Blacks, being a item People, enur'd to Labour, and fit for Papous* 
any piece of Treachery. All their Iilands are fubjeft to Kmgs, and abound 
in Gold, which they do not Tranfport, becaufe no Man lays up any more 
faf it than is us c d in their Ornaments. Among thefe Black-men there are 
Tome as White and fair as the Germans; if thefe go cut in the Sun, they 
are ilruck blind, tho they do not look at it. Thofe in Spain are call'd 
Jlbinos ; yet ibme of them are ilrong,and can behold any Objeft. Among 
thefe Papuas there are many deaf. As to the Extent of this Country, if we 
may believe the Accounts of Spamjb Pilots, who have fail'd that way, 
thefe Iilands run along a vaft Continent, which terminates at the Streights 
of Magellan. Thefe Kings entertain Friendihip with Tem/tte, whither 
they fent EinbafTadors, and as much as was here fubjeft to the Moluccos, 
had no Share in the defperate Fury of the League. So did thofe of Cele- 
bes to the Weil ward, being many notable Iilands, the great Ifland Celehes 
it felf, as alfo Mindanao y fo thofe of Bifaya, abounding in Iron ; Ma[- 
caga, and Mask ate, which have much Gold, as well as Mindanas ; that 
of Sologo, and others producing Provifions, Spice, Sanders, Eagle wood, 
Cinnamon, Camphire, Tortoihell, Ginger, and Long Pepper. Some ot Other 
thefe Iilands are fubjeft to the King of Borneo, others to thofe of Ty dore IJfands, 
and Bacbian, but the moil to him of Témate. The People are generally 
treacherous ;-many of them go naked, painting their Bodies in FaJcage, 
and other Figures ; their Hair long, hanging on their Backs, or elfe knot- 
ted, and cut ihortover the Forehead,like our Peafants ; their Faces large; 
their Teeth well ihap'd and black ; and their Ears bor'd. The Natives oP 
Celebes are filthy, and vile in their Behaviour j the JEquinoftia'I V^ es Celebes 
-over their Ifland, which is full of little Towns ; a whole Race living in 
every Houfe. On their Walls they hang the Hair of thofe they have kill'd 
in War ; and the greateit number of them is moil Honourable. There are 
among them feveral foits of Monftrous Productions. One of thefe is a 
Tree beaiinga vail Head, the íhade whereof kills any Man that lyes down 
under it on the Weíl-íide, unlefs he immediately lye down on the Sail- 
fide ; the fame íhade at only a Yard diitance being an Antidote againft its 
oppcfiie Malignity. In thefe Towns there are horrid Stews of Sodomy j 
tho there are no fuch at Témate ; but they have gone as far ?s Amboyna, 
whiph lyes South of it. Among the Moluccas there are many Iilands fub- 
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je¿i to their own Chiefs, full ot excellent Waters, and delightful Uauks. 
Formerly they were free, afterwards conquered by the Kings of Terna:* 
znáTydore j againli whom they alfo rebclTd, and fubmitted co the Qjeei; 
of Japara , and many Chriftian Towns were fubjeft to the Portugueses. 
They yield above zcoo Hundred Weight of Cloves Yearly ; which ths 
Jaos are Mailers of, none being to obürucl them ; they go over and Bar- 
ter, and carry it away in their Junks. We fpeak elfewhere of iheir Fer- 
tility. Our Relations tell us, they produce a fort of Reeds, or Canes, a*, 
bove fifty fathom long, and no thicker than a mans little finger. South 
from Jmbeyna lye the Iflands of Banda ; and about 500 Leagues to the 
Eaftward;fomeaffirm,there is one which is all over an entire Mine ofGoId- f 
and the Natives not above a Yard high, if this be fo, and thefe the true 
Pigmies, who will look upon the Battels mentioned in Homer's 3d Iliad f 
betwixt them and the Cranes, as Fabulous. Thofe fcatter'd Dominions 
were again united and fubmitted to Sultan Jerio, whofe Marriage Solem- 
nities, Building of Mafques, Publick Feftivals, and other Works of 
Peace, we muit pafs over in filence, as not proper for our purpofe, they 
being only a pleaiing fort of Digreilious^ 

The Kings oí Portugal fern ieveral Commanders in Chief to Témate >, 
and Jail in the Year 1570, James Lopez de Mezquita, who had command- 
ed on the Molucco Seas, took PoíTeífion of the Fort. In his Time Sultan 
JeriO) a courteous and affable Man, continu'd in Subjeflion to Portugal, 
valuing himfelf upon being true to his Word iu all his Adions. Never- 
thelefs, there wanted not frme ill-meaning Perfons, who miflik'd his Go- 
vernment, and pretended that he did not exercife his Power legally. They 
faid, he had given way to thofe Vices,, into which luxurious Princes are 
wont to fall 5 thofe being generally the Fruits of a long Peace. They fan- 
cy c d, he retain'd the Memory of pail Tragedies j and particularly his Mo- 
ther's inhuman End, and therefore perfecuted our Religion ; tho at the 
fame Time the Memories of thofe Days do not charge him with any Tem- 
poral Difobedience, or want of Fidelity ; but they rather compar'd him to 
MaJ¡húffa % King of Numidia ; and fay the Portugueses ought to have refpe- 
<3ed him, as the Romans did the other. The Commander hearing of thofe 
Atufes, and fearing greater might enfue, fome Religious Men encreafin^ 
his Jealoufie, he endcavour'd to redrefs them by Friendly Admonitions, 
and other Contrivances. Thofe Methods had noeffeft on him, for hean- 
fwer'd, he was in his own Dominions, %vhere, without offence to the 
Fortvguefe Soveraignty, he might live as he pleas 4 d. Mezquita refolving 
to try hardier means, fince the others did not at all move the King, nor 
make him uneafie, as relying on his Innocency ; began to deprive him of 
his Revenue, and the Income of the Spice ; threatning alfo, that he would, 
in all other Refpe&s, execute the kit Will made by his Brother Tabarija, 
wherein he appointed the King of Portugal for his Heir ; or at left would 
treat him fo üke an inferior Per fon,, that he ihould fcarce be able toaiTume 
tíie Name of King; for fuch is the Punilhment they.are lyable to, who do 
Dot obferve that Decorum which was inviolable in their Anceftors. 

Cach'il Babu f Son to Sultan Aerio, taking a Progrefs about this Time, 
through his Father's Iflands, a Subjeft came to complain to him againft 
certain Portvguefes, who had taken away his Daughter ; for which fault 
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he ordeiM them all to be kill'd, as if they had been acceifary to the ravi- 
ihing of the Maid. He had no Directions, nor fo much as the confent of 
King Actio for this exorbitant Command, which took no.effelh On the 
contrary he afterwards fogeneroufly refented it, that he orderM the Prince 
to be feizM, and would have puniíh'd him feverely, had he not been hin- 
dred by thofe the wrong was qfter'd to. This plain Demonftration was jy^ p 
not fufficient to divert the Portuguefe Commander from imputing the Sons tl !* ue r '7 
Fault to the Father, contrary to all Reafon and Likelihood. All difcreet r f e % 
Methods us'd by well-meaning Perfons to reconcile them two, failing ; r^¿^ m 
James Lopez by his King's Authority, which generally is moft unreafona- ¡ 1 q nm 
ble, the farther it is from the Prince, from whom it is deriv'd, prefum'd ° 
to imprifon the Sultan ; being dragged away from a Pieafure-Houfe, 
where he was paffing the Heat of the Day, among his Women. His Sub- 
je&s lov'd him, and their Refentment for this wrong was proportionable 
to their Affe&ion ; nor did the Port ugue fes approve of the Fa¿L The 
Commander perceiving that all Men were againft him, and that after all 
Enquiries and Examinations, the King's Caufe lull appeared the better, 
and his Fidelity was more vifibiy made out, he gave him his Liberty, to 
the great Satisfa&ion of his Kingdoms,which were attentive to the Event; 
but upon Condition he íhould go to Goa to clear himfelf, where he expel- 
ed they would cut off his Head, upon the Informations he would fend a~ 
gainft him. The King fet out, and before he came to Malaga, the Vice- jhe V\ 
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roy writ to him, begging he would return to his Kingdom, for he was Yoy ac „ 
fully convinced of his Innocence, and promised to puniih the Caufer of ^uiti bin 
thofe Troubles ; but at that Time, for feme Confutations, was fatisfy'd 
with reproving him. The K. returning to Témate ^ the^CommanderJwas fent 
Prifoner to G^, and had been more feverely puniíh'd; but that Fortune pre- 
ferv c d him, to be an Inftrument of the lofs which has lafted till our Days. \ 
Within a Year after his Imprifonment he was reftor'd to his Command 
in Témate, where he again praiiic'd againft that King; for there are fome 
Difpofitions which never part with the Jealoufies they have once conceiv*d. entended 
Témate was as it were the Metropolis in Religious matters, and Kiiig^- Reconcilia 
rio had never ofFer'd any Affront to us either in Spirituals or Temporals, ation * 
for which Reafon there never wanted fome grave Perfons in his Court. 
Thefe Zealoufly reconcile them two, and that perfe&iy, as to outward 
Appearance, and that their renew'd Amiiy might be lafting, the "King af- 
fur'd the Commander upon Oath, according to his Seft, that he would 
never privately harbour the leaft Jealoufie of him ; but before he admitted 
of any, would difcover it to him, that fo he might either receive, or make 
Satisfa&ion ; to the end no Accidents might revive any Mifirufts. The 
Commander made the King the fame folernn Promife, both of them being Faljboodof 
thus pacify'd, and in the Opinion of all thofe who mediated betwixt them, Mezquita» 
fo Friendly, that none could imagine fuch perfect Amity could ever be dif- 
folvM. But there being nothing lefs permanent among Men than Recon- 
ciliation^ the Partuguefe Commander reaiTuming the Hatred which never 
was extind, or perhaps fo much as lay'd afide, refolv'd to deftroy Sultan 
Jerto, when only five Days were claps'd lince the Re-eftablifhment of their 
Friendíhip fworn toon both fides. This could not be kept fo private, as 
not to come to the Sultan's Earsj but the Confideration that he was a King, 
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his own Sincerity, and the freih Reconciliation, made him think he was 
fecure. But if the 2m ature of Man be fuch as not to forgive when it has 
done a Wrong, what can be lefs fecure than injur'd Innocence ? The Com- 
mander feigns himfelf Sick, and fends to defire the King, that fince he is not 
able to wait on him in his Palace, he will be pleas'd to honour him with a 
Vifit in the Fort, there to confer with his Highnefs about fome impon ant 
Affairs which concern the King of Portugal, his Mailer, and are not fit to 
be communicated to any other. All the Anfwer the King return'd, was to 
go himfelf to Vifit the Sick Man, tho* he had Information better groun- 
ded than on bear Surmifes, that Martin Antonio Pimentel, the Commanders 
Nephew, had Orders to murder him, as foon as ever he came into the Fort» 
Aetio's He could not prevail upon himfelf to believe a Treacherous Defign ; fo far 
Innocent does Innocence prevail over a generous SouL But when he faw that at 
Bravery, the Gate, they ftopp'd his Guards^ the Sangiacks and Cachiles^ that attended 
him,he then fceganto be convince of theViilany,yet went on without being 
diforder c d,and ihowing an undaunted Countenance. And tho* he could not 
forbear dropping fome Tears, when he took leave of his Sony, however 
he prefently compos'd his Countenance, fo that he was not at all difmay'd, 
tho* in the Commanders Nephew's Looks he faw vifibJe Tokens of his 
Unkles Commiflion. He would have complained to the Commander of the 
Difrefpeft of thofe who flopp'd his Attendance, but they would not iuffer 
him to go on. The Mask being now laid afide, and the true Defign ap- 
pearing, in Violence he calb'd out to the Sangiacks, but the Gate was ihut 
againft him and them. Pimentel came up to him with a Naked Ponyard, 
and begg c d his Pardon like an Executioner. The King, without ihowing 
any Surprize, or Diforder^ Bid him confider what he was going to do$ 
for there were many left to revenge his Death , beiides his Sons and Sub- 
je¿Is, all the Kings of the Jr chip t lago, as well the Sovereigns who were in 
alliance, as thofe who ow'd Fealty to the Crown of Portugal. This In- 
fiance y faid he, .will make them dread every Capricious Humour of a Com* 
viandcr in chief. Ifjlill that Jealoujie furvies, which has fo often leen 
Jprov'd groundlefs , I will deliver viyfelf up to the King of Portugal ; and 
if my Death le of fuch Conference to you, yet refpite the Execution but a 
m little^ for at my. JgeJTime will foon perforn^what your Swords are to do.Thcy 

y e j* m w- now began to fall upon him, and he feeing a Brafs Cannon, on which were 
eer a. t jj e Arms of Portugal, clafping his Arms about it, faid, Chriflians, at leafl 

Jbow fome RefpeB to thefe Arms ^ for you kill a King that has paid the 
great eft Deference to your Crown. This Jail Teitimony of his Innocence 
was of no Force to appeafe thofe Murderers; though formerly in Home, 
the embracing the Statues of the Emperors was fufficient to deliver Slaves 
from being punilh'd by their Mailers. It may be a Queflion whether his 
Soul was fav'd ; for there are thofe who affirm, he intreated the Murderer 
to permit him to be Baptiz'd ; who anfwering, It was then too late, with- 
out granting his Requeit, or any Refpite, ran furiouily upon that Antient 
Prince, who made no Refinance, and ilabb'd him in feveral Places. They 
carry'd the Body into a Vault. The King's Kindred and Servants heard 
the N< ife, and fufpe&ing the woril ; went away in great Diforder, to the 
City, where there was already a confufed Rumour of what had happen'd, 
and being Diftrafled, ran fhrieking about the Streets, where nothing was 

to 
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to be heard but Weeping, Threats, Complaints and Di (order. 

The Principal Queen, with the Kings other Wi v. 5, and Slaves, his Sons, 
and Brothers, laying a fide all Stare' came out of the Palace, alit-ady fur- 
rounded by the Mukitude, in Confufion and Difpair, and being follow'd by 
moil of the Portuguefes, who nolefs abhor r'd the Fa#, ran to rhe Forr, 
crying out to let them fee their King, as fiill doubting of what they heard. 
The Commander appeared in Armour on the Wall, and faid, They Aw/^Mezqui- 
fee him'immediatlyi and then came up a Soldier, bringing the Kings Head tl * s J n J JU - 
with the Royal Turbant on it. After him came others, wth his Arms, m ¿ n ity m 
Legs, and Body cut into f mall pieces, all which they hung upon the Bat- 
tlements in the fight of his People. Afterwards they Salted them, as if 
the perpetuating of the Wrong had been requifite. This was what moft 
provok'd the injured People, who no longer able to behold fo inhumane a 
Spedtacle, and being befide themfelves, and fearing more Mifchief, return'd 
with their Family. The Sons out of Refpeft to their Fathers Body, went 
away from Témate to feveral Iílands, tho* i a Reality they departed to ex- 
cite others by their Prefence, reprefenting the Hideoufnefs, and Horror of 
the Fart ; and to difpofe their Revenge. For the prefent they were fatis- 
fie with fending to complain of the Commander in Chief. 

Their EmbaflTador arriv'd at Goa clad in White, which is the Mourning Com- 
of the Molucco Iílands, and upon the Faith of his Credentials, acquainted plain* d of 
the Viceroy with the whole matter; proving the Innocency of the Mur- at Goa. 
derM Sultan ; reprefenting the Wrong done to, and the Sorrow of his Fa- 
mily, and Kingdoms, who fo pailionatcJy Lov'd him; and Lefeeching him, 
in the name of them all, to Right them againft the Man, who with the 
Power and Authority of the Port uguefe Arms,had Violated the publick Faith 
and the Laws of Nature. The Viceroy gave him a favourable hearing^ho* 
by that Time the matter was otherwife reprefented at Goa, at leaft among 
the Pertuguefe Nation. They faid,That King Jerio going to vifit the Com- 
mander in Chief, Martin Antonio Pimentel went in with him, and they Falf* P'f- 
contended in Words upon fome Point,when the Portuguese anfwering him tences of 
angrily, they fell to their Weapons, and the King wasjull'd in the Quar-*^* Portu- 
. rel. They added, That he was Ad vis'd fo to do, by fome of our Religious güefes. 
Men, who were offended at the Perfection of the Chriftians, and the Ob- 
ilrufting of the King of Portugal's Service* Pimentel made his Defence 
with the Original Letters, of thofe who perfwaded him to commit the 
Fa#, and who afterwards fav'd him. However the Viceroy did not Rejc¿t 
the Plaintifs;but promis'd to Right them; and to fr.ew that he defign'd them 
farther fatisfaction than a bare Promife, he fent away the neceifary Sup- 
plies for the Security of the Fort of Témate, and Nunno Pereyra de la Cerda, 
a Gentleman of Courage, and the neceflary Sagacity to fucceed the other 
in a Port where all things were in Confufion. He alfo writ to King Sebajlian 
of Portugal, acquainting him with the Death of King Acrio\ how Cruelly 
and Unjuitly he had been kill'd ; what a Revolution there was caufe to fear 
it might produce; whom he had fent to fucceed Mezquita^ the Orders he 
had to Secure him, as alfo Pimentel, if he could find him. Perevra 

Nunno Pereyra arrived at Malaco with the Molucco EmbafTador, whence, * ¿¿^ 
at the proper Seafon, they Sail'd to Témate, where as foon as they Landed, * ' it 
order was taken lor Correcting the Infolency of thofe in the Carnfons, who * J 
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robb'd, and obitru&ed Trade. When be bad fettled thefe Affairs, he ieiz'd 
the late Commander in Chief, James Lopez ; but did not punniih him there, 
in the fight of thofe who had been wrong'd, which would have appeas'd 
them. The new Commander foil ici ted the Kings Sons to return to témate , 
.and endeavour'd to give them, and the Kingdom Sutisfaftion. He eafily 
couvine'd them, that the Publick was no way guilty of their Fathers Death, 
but only the Commander Mezquita, who íliould be feverely puniih c d. That 
Jle fawns, he deiiver'd them the Kings ííody, to be Bury'd with due Honour. That 
they ihould fettle the Succeffion, offering it to Cacbil Guárate, Jerio\ 
Eldeft Son. He told them, the King of Portugal did not fend his Comman- 
ders to be Enemies, but Prote&ors of the Royal Family and State of Témate , 
and therefore they fnould make ufe of his Arms, as their own.They return'd 
apparent Thanks for what Pereynaáiá, and being indifferently fatisfy'd with 
his Promifes, took the Kings Body. A few Months atter, on the Day ap- 
pointed for the Barbarous Obfequies, Embafladors from the neighbouring 
Kings, and Kingdoms landed at the City, who all repair c d to the Palace, 
clad ¿n White, with the dead Kings Sons, and Brothers, the Sangiacks and 
Revenge £ j<ji erSf an d the Chiefeft of them, going into the Room where the Coffin 
vovfi. was k e f ore t | ie Mourners, who are Officers of the Grave, began their La- 
mentations and Cryes, they all fwoie upon the dead Body, to take a Re- 
venge fuitable to the Wrong; but becaufe this Resolution requir'd a more 
deliberate Preparation, they lhfpended it for a Year. It is reported, that 
Heaven anticipated them within that time, puniihing Pimentel, (hiking 
him to the Heart with the Difeafe callSi Berber, whereof he dy c d Í Veiling 
Up, and raving. 
Mevibly The Funeral Rites being perform'd, the Prince took leave of Nunno Pe+ 
of the In- re P' a t t0 g° over t0 ^ e Ifl an ¿ ires, where they have a moil (lately Coun- 
dians to try-Houfe, and the principal Molque. There they all met on pretence of 
content ¿ Diverting themieives after their Sorrow, tho it was now almo ft two Years 
# fince the occaiion of it happened. The Cachilas and Savgiacks repaired thi- 
ther under the fame Colour, and without loofing any Time, they propofed 
the Uniting the Forces of their Kingdoms, and lhaking off the 'Portuguese 
Yoke, What pall we, faid they, value the Portuguefe?, if once rre come to 
be fenfible of our own Strength-? What can we Fear, or not Dare to attempt? 
The Portuguefes value him who Robs mojl, and is guilty of the great efi 
Crimes and Enormities. The forcing away of our Produñ, their one lewd 
Pleafures, and our Wrongs, are Occafwn for tf.evi to make War\ ours are 
our Country, and the Defence of our Parents, our Wives, our Child) en, and 
our Liberty. It is necejfary to expedite the Execution, becaufe a Secret is 
not lajling among many, and in Affairs of this Nature, there is more Dan- 
ger in Conf tilting, than even in Execution. We have been already too long 
in Confufion, without a Head. No Man contradi&ed j but neither Cacbil 
Guárate, the Eldefl of the Brothers, nor the Second, durft take upon them 
. fo difficult an Enterprize. Cachile Babre, the Third, undertok it, with the 
ufual Ingagement, either to Conquer^ or to Dye. They prefentiy lifted him 
up, with general Applaufe^and hi.s Eleftion being made publick, the King- 
dom eaiily fubmitted to him, through the defire of Revenge- tho' accor- 
ding to the Cuftom of the Moiucco lilands, as foon as the King has arty Son 
torn, they fwear him his Succéffor, in his turn, and there was then no need' 
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ofanyothei Oath, yet they again fwore to Cocbil Babu. This done, they 
went out to their Mofque, in Proceffion, to offer Sacrifice. A Boy went 
foremclt with a naked Sword on his Shoulder, and with the other Hand Sacrifuc. 
leading a Kid, which was to be the Victim, with the ]i tie Horns' Gilt. 
The Alcoran forbids Sacrififing; but thele lilanders receive the Rites of 
Mahomttanifmío confus'dly,that with them they alfo retain thofe of their 
ancient Idolatry, and intermix the Ceremonies. He that conducts the Sa- 
crifice, is, according to their Cufio:vi,foJ!ow'd by part of the Kings Soldiers, 
. with their Pikes advanc'd, and after them goes one holding up on high a 
fmall Gold Veflel, or Pan, with burning Coals in it, the Frankincenfe they 
throw in Smoking, Next to him was the new King^ ever whofe Head 
they always carry an Umbrello, made ot* Feathers of leveral Colours, in 
Ibape of a large Semicircle, The King was encompafs'd by tiiofe Soldiers, 
that are given him by his Su! je&s by way of Acknowledgement, like the 
Turkijb Janizaries. In this Order they came to the- Mofque, at whofe Gates, 
whenfoever they are to enter, they find Kettles and Pots ful i of Water, to 
waih their Hands and Feet before they go in. As foon as the King was up- 
on the Threshold the Mufick play'd, and they fpread Milk-white Carpets, 
as is the Cufióme: Kneeling on them, they mutter out their vain Prayers, 
Lowing their Heads down to the Ground, In the midfi of the Mofque 
fiands a Pulpit, cover'd with white Cloth, Inftead of a Bell, there hangs 
up the holy great flat Drum, which they beat with Sticks ; tho each Mofque 
has a great Bell, without a Clapper, which they ftrike with a Stone, or 
piece of Iron, when requifite. All that hear it, of what Condition foever, 
repair to the Temple, with Pikes, Shields, Cymitars, and Muskets, Tin: 
proface Sacrifice being ended, they conduded the new King to the Harbour; 
he went into his Carcoa, with his Family, and the other Savgixcks , and 
great Men, into many others. The King's is fo contrived,, that theie is a jj jc #;,,,- 
^Jang-way all round it, made of Canes. There are two Slaves to each Oar ; c arcoa ° 
others do the Service of the Veffel, and near every one lies a Number oí 
Arrows. Inftead of Oars they ufe a fort of great Paddles, like Spoons, with 
which they alfo lade out the Water the Veffel takes in. On the upper part 
they make Mufick with their Tabors, and Sounding-Bafons of Metal, ac- 
cording to which they Row fatter or flower, as we Dance to our Mufick. 
In the fame Place there are feven Brafs Guns; a confiderable number of 
Pikes advanc'd, longer than ours, and. a Bed adorn'd with Quilts inter- 
woven with Gold, and by it hung the King's Helmet, Breaft, and Back- 
Plates. He fat, or lay on that rich Bed, the Servants of his Bed-Chambei 
Fanning him with a large Wing, made of various coloured Feathers of the 
Birds that fly about his Iflands; thus he Coafted about, the Sea and Shore 
«founding with Guns, Shouts, and Barbarous Inflruments. 

At the fame time that they feem'd to be wholly taken up with Sports j¡r ar p rC 
and Diverfions, in the Iiiand Ires y they Vow'd an irreconciliable Enmity ,./*•„,< ** 
to the Portvguefe Nation, with the fame Solemnity as they had fworn Al- 
legiance to their King; arid this Secret having been inviolably obferv'd, 
when the new K. thought convenient he caufed it to be Publifh'd through- 
out all his Dominions, which confifts of feventy two Iilands in that^rr/;/- 
fekgo, betwixt thofe of Mindanao^ on the North ; Bima and Corea on the 
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Dominions South ; and the Continent of the Jty>w.?r, or Papons, ctherwife call'd J\Vn> 
•c/Ter- Guinea on the Eaft: The Inhabitants whereof pay him their Tribute in 
Gold, Amber, and Birds of Paradife .; all which Provinces have been Ufur-

pedfrom other Kings, on whofe Ruins las Pride is fwollen fo high, that 
he flilcs himfelf in his own Language, Emperor of the Archipelago. In 
mofl of them there were at that Time fo.r.e Chriflian Towns, Churches, 
and Preachers, and the Goipel \vas receiv'd in the eight principal Nations. 
Idolater and Mahometan sEmbafTadours came from them all to acknow- 
ledge, and fwear Fealty to Cachil Raht. In this great AiTembly the Deiire 
of Revenge was made the Caufe of Religion, and in it began the longeit 
Perlecutión the true Faith has undergone in our Days. It will be there- 
fore requifjte, diftincTIy to defcribe the remote, and neighbouring Countries 
and Nations that carry u it on ; and the Strength, and Handing Forces, 
they have ready at all times upon any Occaiion. 




Median, the fame way, 500; thofe of Gazea, twelve Leagues ttovaCaioa, 
3 co; thofe of Xula, fi'ty Leagues from Témate , 4000 ; thofe of Burro,. 
feventy Leagues diftant, 4000 5 thole of Ver amula eighty Leagues from 
Miboina, and are the fame Number of Leagues in compafs 50000; thofe 
of Buaro, and Manipa, lying betwixt thofe of Ver anula and Burro, 5000; 
thofe of Na, Nolo, and New Guinea, which are many, and very populous, 
fifty Leagues Eafl from Termite, fend no certain, but numerous Forces ; 
that of Ire s, where the King then was, 400 ; and pays Tribute in Amber, 
and Birds of Paradife. Thofe of Meaos and Tafure, on the North, 400. 
Thofe of Doe, diflant thirty Leagues fome way, 900. Thofe of Rao and 
Saquita, feventy Leagues North, leco. The great Batochina, or Giiolo, 
four Leagnes from Témate, iooco. The large Iiland Matheo, contains fe- 
veral Kingdoms, thirty Leagues to the Weíhvard, each of them fubjeel: 
to its own King, and all of them to him of Témate ; fend him Arm'd 
Troops. Tot oh end Bool 6000 Men ; Guaydnda 7000 ; Gorontano and Hi- 
loto, icooo : Tontine, izceo; Manado, 2cco; Dondo, 700; Labagve, icoo; 
Fulo, and Jaaua, iccco ; Gafe, Tohiquo, and Butu are all fubjefl to him, 
and the 'number of their fupplies is uncertain; but Sanguien and its King, 
40 Leagues from Temare, ictvt him with $oco Men. This was the ftan- 
-ding Force, which without adding to it the uncertain number, nor the 
multitude of llaves, amounts to 1203 co Men. This particular P. Martin 
fent to the Governor Gamez Parez, and the original was dehver'd to me. 
Since then, that Kings Power is increafed, and becaufe more Formidable, 
by reafon of his Alliances wiih feveral Princes, entering Amity with fome, 
and Oppreffing others-, and prattling the Rules of Tyranny among them all, 
as Artfully as was formerly done by Greece, Rome, and Carthage. Or_ their 
Game, Fifh, Rice, Sagu, and other Stores of Fruit and Spice, and the Royal 
Mines, we (hall fpeak when the Subject in Hand requires it; and fo of their 
Weapon^ of which laft it is to be obferv'd once for all, that thofe they 
•Dart, are all poifon'd, and the Fire-Arms differ not from ours.

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For managing of this great Defign, the King privately fent about his Brothers, 
and Sangiachs ; bcit fo great an Army could not be contracted from ftich diftant * Wyra 
Parts, without being heard of by the Chriftians, and particularly T{unno Terey- 'pitres /»/> 
ta m Heliifpeftingthat theDeíire of Revenue flill prevaiPd in the irjur'd Par- Defer.-jc. 
ties, and that the f.rft Effefts of it would fall upon his Fort, tho* the Saltans 
Murderer was not ;hen in it, ftrengthned it proportionally to the Siege he ex- 
pected. Prudence ljupplies the Place of Prophefy. The Port v/as not then ertft- 
ed, which is fince to be feen in Ternate, on a high Ground of difficult Afcenr 9 
next the Sta, and the Back of it defended by a Lake, next the Mountain ; being 
three Miles diftant from the firft Fort : It was afterwards built to defend them- 
ítlves againft great Fleets ; not fatisfy'd with that they had before*on the Plain, The Por:^ 
next the Sea, made of dry Stone?, without Mortar ; which being fince improved ruefe far 
in all Refpetts, is now built with Lime, the Walls a Yard and half thick, and 
Fifteen in Height ; Forty in Length next the Sea, with a round Tcwer at each 
Angle, like the ancient S/wu/ft Fortrefles. JXfywno Vereyra endeavour'd with all 
pofiible Diligence, to ihut up in it the greateft Number he could of all the Chri- 
flian Families, and to be in a Readinefs to ftand the Siege, which foon enfu'd. 
He lent Advice to India and Tortuga! of the Intelligence he had receiv'd, de- 
manding Succours, as in a certain Danger i but it could never have come in 
Time ; for fome Par: of thofe Forces being aflembled in the Ifland Ires, the Reft 
ftayin? on Botochina, in that Part which is properly call'd Gilofa, and is remote 
from the Vortuguefes, they there began to perfecute Chriftianity by publick 
Decree. 

Tire Apprehenfión of thefe Mifchiefs, had much perplex'd all the Governours 
of thoie Provinces, becaufe it was daily confirmed by viiible Proofs of an open In- 
iiirreAioiu fames Lopez, de Marquita was already kept Prifoner in the Fort of 
henaftarim at Goa, thofe confinM, and the Viceroy expefted Orders from Spain 
rodifpofeof him, and the Forces; becaufe it was fearM the King of Témate 
might make ufe of the great Supplies which cou'd be fent him from China $ ef- Vrojecl of 
pecially if that were certain which was then difcourled in Spain. It was reported, abandoning 
That the Council of State, obferving that the Vhilippinc Iflands were rather the Philip— 
anExpence, than an Advantage to the Crown, being many, and hard to be main- p] n $ 
tain'd, had propos'd to King Vhilip % to quit them, arid withdraw the Court of iñands^ 
Juftice, and the Garrifons that defend them. They added the Example of the 
Chine fes 1 who abandon'd them, tho* they are fuch near Neighbours, arid can re- 
lieve them with as much Eafe, as if they were joyning to their Continent, That 
as Spain governs them, the Lofs they orcafion is confiderable, without any Hopes 
t that it can ever be altered for the better 5 a vaft Quantity of Silver being fent 
thither from ?{e w> Spain, both for the ufual Expences, and to buy Commodities ; 
that Hall that Treafure is conveyed by the Hands of the Chine fes into the Heart _ r 
of thofe Dominions, render'd intratable by the Severity of their Laws, by jv**/*'« f** 
which they ?re trended in, as it were with Fortification, againft all Commerce lt% 
with Strangers. They alledg'd that a Monarchy difpers'd, and divided by fo 
many Seas, and different Climates, could fcarce be united ; nor could humane 
Wifdom, by fettled Correfpondence, tye together Provinces 10 remove from one 
another by Nature. That thefe Arguments are not the Ofspring of Wk % but of 
Experience, and Truths obvious to the Senfes. That all fuch as might be urg'd 
againft them, were only grounded upon Honour, and full of a generous Sound, but 
difficult in the Execution ; and therefore the beft Expedient, was for the King 
to ftrengthen himfelf in Europe, where his Forces can be ready to meet all Dan- 
gers, without being expos'd to the Hazards of the Sea, and the Dominions of 
others. Each of thefe Arguments was fo fully reprefented by the Officers of the 
Revenue, that the Propofal was thought worthy to be debated and confider'd 5 
and had God permitted the King to exclude the Thitippinelüands his Monarchy, ' "~- 
leaving themexpos'd ro the firft that would take Poíleflion, the Malucos had fo 
far been ftrengthen*d, as to become unconquerable. 

The fame Thing has been proposed at other Times, and in the Days of King 
Tbi/ip the llld. who flicking to his Fathers Anfwer, ha* always rcjefted that 
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mifchievous Advice- Thar moft prudent Monarch anfwer'd, Thar the Thiltppine 5 
Kni£ Philip fh uld be mainuin'd, in the fame Manner they were, and the Court flioiiÜ be 
tejen'* it. inverted with more Authority, that Juftice might prevail, for lie laid the Seréis of 
Government, on its being upriuht, and impartially adminiftcr'd. That in the 
fame manner the Troops fhould be kept up there, and^ maintaiiiM out of the Re- 
venues of 2{ew-S pain, or any other of his Kingdoms, iince all the Treafures dif- 
cover 4 d, or ft HI hid in the Bowels of the Mine<, ought to be apply'd ro the Pro- 
ffls P^eafons pagation of the Gofpel. For what would the Enemies of Chrifi fay, if they per- 
ceived that the ThUippine Iflands were left diftittue of the true Light, and .its 
Minifters to propagate it, becauie they did not produce rich Metals, and other 
Wealth, like the Reft of the fruitful Iflands in jifia and America) That all the 
Power of Kings, ought to be fubfervient to this Sovereign End, as becomes Sons of 
the Church, and Promoters of the Apoftolical preaching, which is continued by 
SucceiTion. That fince he had refufed to mitigate the leaft Point of his Severity 
towards his Northern S:ibje£te, or to grant them Liberty of Confcience; why 
ihoukThe remit any thing among Heathens, and Mahometans, which were the 
Harveft Godhadaflign\fhim,to enrich the Church with thofe Children, ib re- 
mote? Thus the Projeft was put down, and tin's has always been the glorious Re- 
folution, when miftaken Zeal, or worldly lnterefts have proposal the quitting or 
thofe Dominions. This items to have been a peculiar Providence of Heaven, 
which knew how foon they were all like to belong to the fame Mafttr, and that 
the Right and Conquefts ihou!d be all United in his Perfon, the one being the 
Means to recover the other, as has been feen in o'ir Days. 
Trodufl of King Vhilip was govern'd by this Religious Motive ; but there were others urg\l 
Aiie. by fuch as were acquainted with the Riches of sAfia, which are chiefly Diamonds, 

Rubies, large and Seed Pearl, Amber-Greece, Mibk, Civet, Camphir of Borneo and 
China, Vermillion, Coral, Quick-Silver, Copper, fine Mufl!n5,and Calicoes of Cam- 
buja and Be//£rf/d, Carpets, Coverlets, :;nd fine Quilts. Terfian Silks, Brocard, Ivo- 
ry, Rheubarb, Cardamome, Laffia FtftuU, Frankincenfe, Benjamin, Wax, China- 
^Arguments Ware, Lake for dying* and Phiiyck, Cloves, Mace, Gold, Silver, Medicinal Plants, 
again/} Aloes, Eagle Wood, Calamba,Ebony, and very many more rare Trees,Dru;j;&,Spices, 
quitting and Orn.ments. All this they faid, Venice loft, when the Trade was removM to 
the Philip- Tortuga/ • and this fame ftirM up the Sultan of Egypt* as well knowing therein 
pines. confifttd all fubftantial Wealth, to enter into a Confederacy with all the Kings of 

Iiiia$ who were already alarm'd by the Torta gucfe Fleets; fo that they at the 
common charge fitted out a Navy of Galleys, and other Veifels ¡n the Port oí Suez. 
furniih'd it with Cannon, and put aboard 3000 Mamelucki,betides a great Number 
oí Venetian and Genos fe Renegadoes. With this Power the Sultan enrerM lndia^ 
in the Year KoS, and tho* the King of Camhaya aííifted him, he was v.-inquiihM by 
the Tortuguefes in the Port of Chant m They~ urgM, That at prefent thefe Riches 
are ÍH11 more valuable, and that if the Trade or them were once broueht into the 
Way of the ThUippine Iflands, it would fave all the Dangers mejt with, by the 
way of Amhoyna, Randa, Borneo, and the many Shoals about them, as alio the 
inany Storms thofe narrow Seas are fubjefb to. For the Clove particularly was 
brought by the Tortuguefes, in their Trading Gakon, which goes from Goa to the 
Mo/uccos,, to pay their Garrifons. In this Ship they every year carry'd away to Ma- 
laca and Goa, 24000 Quintals, or Hundred Weight of Cloves, Jittie more or lels. 
At thofe Ports it was dealt to Terfians, Turks, Chinefes, and Africans, fo that fcarce 
the third Part came to Europe. The King of Mhem, in Sumatra, ftcur'd another 
Part, whence it was fent to Alexandria. All thefe Commodities -when f;ey come 
to Ma/jca, pay ? ight per Cent. The Spice that comes into Spain is diftributed in- 
to all the Kingdoms oí Europe- and it might be eafily contrived, fay thefe People, 
to bring the greateft Part to Spain from the ThUippine Iflands ^ which would be 
one of the nobleft Projects, that will be thought of for the improving of the Re- 
venue, confidering what a great Price Clove bears in Spain, and how cheap it is 
in the MoUcco. This was the Opinion when thofe Iflands belonged to another 
Mafter, and it was no ealle Matter to divert the Trade of Spice, and other Goods* 
from the u/iial India Voyage. JJeiides the Religious Men of the Orders of St; 
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1/ i«nfiin and St. Dominicl-, hnd already propagated the Faith in thofe and other 
liKnds, whence thac which 'flaurifli'd, and advane'd in Témate and Tydore was 
Fed 

Cathil Bah* fail'd with his Brothers, and a great Number of VdTels from Ires "p ort0 o ue f s 
for Témate, with much Jov, and forebodings of Viftorv; greater Forces concmu- Tnrt ¿ e . 
slly jovning him, through the (arneil Defire thev l^d all of delivering thofe Parts fi c «'d. 
from che Vorttt%uefc Domination. As 'oon ns ever they arriv'd at Tentatc, they 
landed, and immediately inverted the Fort, which they call'd the Seat of Servitude. 
They afúulted the Houfes of the Tort H-yiefes,. and that io fttddenly, that though 
they had Notice before, and lived in Fear, they fcarce ftood upon their Defence. 
Rage and Succefs made a more than Darbarous Havock. They fet Fire to the 
Houfes with Fury, and popular tumult; fo that whatsoever was not within a 
Wall and Ditch, perifhM thac Day. Thofe in the Fort attempted to fucccur 
their People ; hue greater Nu-nbers of T ensates coming on, kill'd fome of thofe, 
who had fally'd out, not only with Darts of folid Cañes, which tley caft moft 
dexterioufly, with Arrows, Cymiters and Shields, which they us'd when Idolaters; 
but with Muskers and other Fire Arms. The reft of the Turtugutfes routed, fled 
to their Fort; for thofe who had gain'd Reputation by fo many brave Exploit?, 
were that Day deprived of their Courage, by the Injuflicc of the Action they had 
been concern'd in. They fent again to G™ to defire Relief, and to reprefent the Deflation. 
Diftrefs, not only of the Fort of Témate, but ot all the others the King of Tor- 
t»%al held in thofe Eaiicrn Parts; for they had cart offSubieftion to him m moft 
ofthem. They forgot not to mention the perñcution of the Religion, and the fear- 
city of Arms and Provifions, of both which the Temates had deprived them. 
Thtie News were tlown into India and Spain by other Ways; and all the while 
the Siege laited Goa fent Succours to the Moluccas, in their trading Galeons; but 



the vaft Diuance, the many Shoals, and the violent Storms thofe Seas are ÍUbjeft Tuí ] nrPíín 
to, occafionU the Lofs of thofe Ships, or put them by their intended Voyage. -fer nate 
The Commanders in thofe Eaftern Ports, who follow d the Example of thofe * , - 
oCTernate were not Idle; for the Tortuguefes, tho' the reducing of thofe Rebels ™ . ' 



fucceeded not at that Time, did not mils of obtaining other Victories, which mi • 
fhould we relate them here, would make this look more like a Hiitojy of all India, 
than of one fmall part of it; beiides that the Tortnguefes Nation has not wanted 
Learned Authors, who have tranfmitted them to us, where they may be feen at 
large. The Spaniards have alio done the like, in a much more lottier Stile than 
mine. We muft therefore circumfcrlbe our felves, and return to the Mo/uccos, 
where the Befieged, as it were forfaken., and abandon'd by all the Earth, endure 
the Hardfliips and Perils of Places fo ftreightned. „ 

Thus all their Hopes, under Heaven, depended on their own Valour, and the 
inviolable Friendfhip of the King of Tydore, fo implacable an Enemy to him ot 
Témate, that neither the Neighbourhood of the Kingdoms, divided only by an 
Arm of the Sea, a League and half over, in the midft whereof is a fma I Defart 
liland, which almoft joyns them, nor the ancient and reiterated Alliances, do in 
the leaf} abate of their Hatred, which feems to be fatal, and conlcquently una- 
voidable betwixt thofe two Kings and Nations. ■ . 

However, the Tcrnates being always intent upon War, and thinking no 1 ra«ice <p ra {i; cc; 
unlawful, that may fecure their Succefr, they ply'd their Weapons on one Hand, r ¿ a()U 
and on the Other, carry'd on their Intrigues, for a Pac.ncation with the King ot ¿ ¡th T 
Tydore-. not fo much out of any Defire of coming to a Conclufion with him, as to dore> 
the End that being-amazed with the Hopes of Peace, he might grow llaoe in l\e- 
1 eving and Afliftin? the Befu?ed. They offer'd to reftore him fome Places, 
taken from him during the late Wars; and to give him thole and others, as a 
Portion with a Daughter to the King of Témate-, befides other Advantages, of - ■ 
which Accommodation the King ot Banian- was the chief Manager. To thtie 
fair Offers, t!v y added Threats ; and both the Kings and their Nations agreeing 
5n Religion, and it being eaiy to cover any Oecafion of War under fair Irctenccs; 
it h3ppen'd that the Tydores, at leaft while this Politick Game was playing, did 
cot affoid their Succours with the fame Zeal as they had dene at firit ; and that 
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King, who till then bad been a conftant Friend, upon another Confideration, d*- 
Toltcl of ferr'd hiscoming to a Relolution. H^ waited, as well as the Beiieged, tiie Arri- 
ihe K. of val of the Vortuguefc Succours and levcral of his Carcoas often touched at the 
Tydore. Iflands of Borneo^ to enquire whar Ships pifs'd that Way from India. They ex- 
amine every VefTel they met, and every fight Intelligence puff M them up, or 
guitecaft them down. In fliort, both Parties protracted the Time, with fo little 
¿gardto any other Principles, that all their Courage and Fidelity, depended on 
it alone. 

This is fo certain, that the King of Tydwe being juft at the Point of accepting 
the Wife, andLaridsoffer'dhim by the imemy. fell off upon the News brought 
him, that a Galleon was feen failing for the Molucca Iflands, and he reje&ed all 
the Propofals. It was afterwards known to be bound for the ThHipplne Iflands, 
and belongM neither to the Vortuguefe nor Spaniards * but to Venetian Mer- 
chants, who traded between Manila and China, with feveral Commodities of 
their own Country, and other Parts of the Levant i íó that the King of Tjdorc^ 
and th$ Beikged themfelvcs began to make freih Reparations, like Men that íhaí- 
pen their Weapons, and fit their Armour. 
Thefe Succours encourag'd them to feveral bold Attempts. The Beiieged made 
Sallte< % a Salley, to pail up the Enemies Cannon, and the/ few in Number, ieveralTirms 
and the aiTaultcd their Camp, ftill returning Victorious, without any confiderable Lois. 
Length of They dismounted all their Cannon -from the Walls, their Works nothing availing 
the Siege, them, becaufe they were not made according to Art, The Siege lafled five Years, 
the Vortuguefc fuftaining it with notable Reto! tit ion, and the Indians preying with 
no lefs Obftinacy $ nor would the Hunger, Thuri!, Nakednefs, and the Hard- 
ihips of theSeafons have been tollerable, had not they been common to both Par* 
ties. Extream Want, was the Occafion of feveral fignal Exploits of that Valour, 
wherewith they defended their Lives, and the Fort. This produe'd Rage and 
Admiration in the Enemy ; and an affectionate Companion in the Women of the 
Ifland j among whom th^y found Advice, Secrecy, Intelligence and known Fa* 
vour. So great is the Power of Perfecuted Virtue, that it prevails, even upon 
thofe Enemies, who harbour the Memory of a Wrong, to convert it, iift into a 
Delire of forgetting it, and without long Interpofuiou of Time* produces a -Zeal 
to fu^port that Valour they firft hated, 
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BOTH Sides now took the Breathing of a fbort Ceilation : ad- n -. . 
vantagious to Témate for the Liberty of Trade, and to the Vor* Le / att0 * 
tuguefes, becaufe it gain'd Time to their Hope of Relief, °f<* rms * 
which they concluded muft be near at Hand, by Reafon it had 
been long expected. They were not difcouraged by Events, 
thofe having prov'd alternatively Succefsful and Unfortunate, and Victory 
was tofs'd to and fro ; befides that the Interruption of Commerce had knit 
lome the clofer together in Friendihip. I could mention feveral Inflances 
of this Sort, contain'dm Letters, and other Spanijb and Portuguefe Re- 
lations, fent by Religious Men from the Molucco:, to the Governours of 
the, Philippine Iflands, whofe Papers have, Upon this Occafion, been lay'd 
before me, for my better Information, for which Reafon we mav make Ufe 
offome of them, without departing from the .main Subject The graveft 
of the Greek and Latin Hiftorians fometimes intermix private Adventures, 
as it were fhort Epifodes to divert the Reader. The Example of great 
Mailers is a fufficient Authority for Learners, for which Reafon I may 
well be allow'd this Freedom. 

One Duarte, a brave Enfign, had contracted ltria Friendihip with Cachil 
Tudura, which was no way obftru&ed by the Difficulties of the Seige, nor -^ Love 
fo much as interrupted. Duarte was wont in the dead of the Night, to go St0 *y* 
fafely into the City in the Habit of the Country, and by the Help of the 
Language being Mailer of it, where he was privately admitted into his 
friend's Houfe, and well rcceiv'd there on another Account by Tudurifa t 
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his only Daughter, who, being prevailed on by the Love ihe bore Duarte, 
imbrac'd the Chriflian Religion. The Father was not unacquainted 
with their Love, but he alio knew that it was attended by Modeiiy 
in Tudurifa, and true Courtefy jn Duarte. Returning to the Fort, he 
ufed to be taken in the fame dangerous way, by thofe Perfons who had 
Jet him down with a Rope. He brought with him fome Intelligence 
and Provifions; but he came nor fb entire himfelf, for the Indian Wo- 
man, who was to be his Wife, had rcbb'd him of his Heart. Nuno Pereyra 
going the Rounds mifs'd the Enfign at his Pon, and enquiring into it, un- 
derilood the Caufe of his Abfencc; in Refpeft to which, confidering 
>thc mighty Power it often has over great Souls, he conniv'd at the 
Breach of Martial Difcipline^ affigning that to the Pailion, without^ 
reproving the Lover. Whether he followed the Example we read of* 
guintus Falius Maxhmis, in the like Cafe, or xm* Account that Expe- 
rience ihows, there is Nothing can hold a Lover fo fall as the Pre- 
sence of the lov'd Objeft j Pereyra enjoining all Perfons to keep the Se- 
cret, contrived, without offending Tudura, that his Daughter llould come 
privately into the Fort, which ihe confented to, without many Perfwafi- 
ons. Having fo done, the Commander in Chief, calling his Enfign, faid 
to him, I am informed, that at certain Times, and that when the Danger 
isgreatefl, you for fake vs 5 hit that it is not for want of Affeñion, or not 

knowing the Duty of your Pojl^ iho* we were not confined to thefe narrow

what may befall you: Here is your Wife, and then ihe appear'd, brought 

hither without any Force, or Oppofitionfrom her Father. Take he? to you 

lovingly, and do not fufer the Honour of Portugal, depending on thefe few 

Men, to want the Bravery of fo able an Officer. Duarte was amaz'd, ge- 

nerouily out of Countenance, full of Love, and knew not what to fay 3 

but was excus'd by his Friends, and even by Nunno Pereyra. 

Hopes and It was now the Year 1*575, when the Befieged began to conceive 

Defpair of fome Hopes of their Deliverance ; becaufe the Saugiacks and Cachils of 

ihe Bejieg- the King ofTernate's* Race were divided into Faftions, and there wanted 

*d. not fome among them, who endeavour'd to draw the Portvguefes over to 

their Party. Thefe Mifunderfiandings made them a& lefs vigorouily ; and 

did not they look on theirs as the Common Caufe, the Defign had fuc- 

ceeded. The Portuguefes in this Condition, defpairing of all Relief, the 

Natives of Témate on the other Side of the Iiland, next thofe of the 

Meqos, difcover'd a Galeón coming from Malaca, having coafted about 

Borneo ; they concluded it was that which brought the Succours from 

Portugal, and being affur'd it was fo, they became unanimous again, and 

prefs'd on the Seige 5 but Force little prevailing againlt the Refolution of 

r ; the Eefieged, Cachi I Tulo, by Permiifion, propos'd fome Terms, which 

Frepofais |hc Commander in Chief had long liilen'd to from the Wall. One Day 

cfJcconr rmz ^ lg feveral Overtures, Tulo told him, That the King, his Brother, 

wodatiov, vas willing to put an End to that tedious Seige, ujon any Conditions* 

and Rea- j^ at %Q ^ E fr e # ^ had concluded a Peace with the King of Tydore, that 

font for u* j^ mi ht not re ]j m x \ Km f or t he Future.

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joyn'd him for the fame Purpofe; to the End, that fince they were all con- 
vinced that was their common Caufe, they might with their joynt Power 
ma!<e their utmoft Efforts. That the CeiTation which had Jafted till then, 
tho' advantages to the King, as encouraging the Trade with the Javanefes % 
and Runic*) who came to Load Clove, muit of Neeefilty ceafe. He aik'd 
how long they would expofe their Lives to the utmoft Dangers, only to 
gain an empty Name of Loyal Subjetts, which, perhaps, would never be 
known to him that was to reward it. He bid them confider the ViUany 
of his Father, King ¿erio's Death, and that by their "Obftinate holding out 
they made the Murderers Caufe more Criminal, That they thus fhow'd 
they approv'd of anothers Treachery, whofe Puniihment they would com- • 
pafs by other Means. That they ought to be very thankfull,that the King 
would not involve them in the Guilt of that Wretch, who contrary to his 
folemn Oath, to the Laws of Friend (hip, and the Honour of the Portnguefc 
Nation, or rather to Nature it felf, had Murder'd that King, who moil in- 
violably obfervM the Faith he had engag'd to him. Befides, that they were 
fenGble how little Comfort uncertai n Hopes could afford amid ft real Wants ; 
and how impra&icable it was for Relief to come from fo great a diftance, 
through fuch boifteious Seas, caufing fo many Shipwrecks, and which 
feem'd to have confpir'd againft thofe who had cpprefs'd and injured Témate. 
He concluded his Difcourfe requiring the Commander in Chief, to deliver 
tip the Fort, or expeft the utmoft Rigour j for if he once refused the Terms 
offered, and provok'd them, they would Í pare neither Sex, nor Age, The 
Befieg'd were not free from Jealouííe, that there was Fraud in thefe Offers; 
yet, perceiving that the Succours never came from India % either becaufe re- Thel!eJ¡eg\ 
tarded by the Afvican^zx t in which King Ssbajtian had engag'd himfelf, ed Sun en- 
or by the Difficulties of that dangerous Voyage; and believing that the der. 
two Kings of Tydore and Teriiatc were reconcile, as Tula told them, think- 
ing he of Tydore, without whofe fupport they could not fubfift, had for- 
faken their Friendihip, the Propofals were accepted by unanimous Confent* 
after Nano Perevra bad return'd a refolute Anfwer, fuitabie to that Part of 
Cacbil Tulo's Words, which contain -d any Threats, fignifying.to him, how 
little they mov f d himfelf, or his Men ; and that he would hearken to no 
Conditions to the difíervice of his God, or his King, or to difparage the 
Bravery of his Soldiers* which had been fo often try'd to the coll of the 
Natives of Tcrnatc ; neverthelefs upon fome other Confiderations, he would 
Turrender the Fort, provided that all the Pórt7:guefe: might march out in a The Capí- 
Body, Colours Flying, with their Wives, Children, Slaves, and all their mixtion. 
.Good.*, having firil Hoftages given them to their content/ that no Harm, 
or Injury ihould be done therii. That the King ihould fecure them their 
p2ÍTage to Jwboyva, and find them VefTels: and that fuch as Ihould -happen 
to be left in his Dominions for want of them, ihould have no Ranfome de- 
manded of them, either then, or at the time of their departure, That the 
Fort and Guns ihould be deli ver'd to King i?.i/-;/, upon exprfcfs Condition, 
That he (hould hold it for the King of Portugal» and in his Name, to whom 
ha ff.ould refriare it, whenfoever he etTeiiuaHy punifo'd the Murder of King 
Jaio. The King eafily Granted, and Swoie & perform all thole Conditio 
ons, HUv* eager to p-ffels himfelf of the Fort, lerbre the Succours arrived, 77, • rvj 
vrhich were wow near at hand. On the Day snrointed, which was Saint #/.V* " k ¡ 
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Stephen's, the Ternates took up all the advantageous Ports to view the /b?- 
tvguefes, who march'd out as if they had been Conquerors 5 and no fooner 
were they out of the Fort, than the Natives running in, pofifefs'd them- 
felves of the Guns, with loud Laughter and Shouts, Scoffing at thofe that 
left it; for the third Day after the Galeón arriv'd, well Mann'd, and fur- 
nifhM with Guns, and all NecefTaries, and James de Jzambuja in it, as 
Commander in Chief. They had thoughts of Recovering the Fort, but it 
was too late, becaufe the Enemy was poffefs'd of all Things, xvithout any 
Oppofition. Pereyra then perceiv'd how great an Obftacle Precipitation is 
to thechuiing of the fafeft Advice, and how infallibly it is followed by 
fruitlefs Repentance ; lince had he delayed but never fo little longer, tho* 
it were only to weigh the Enemies Propofals, who ought never to be 
fuppos'd Sincere, he might have fav'd himfelf and Defhoy'd them. For 
this Reafon, tho' he wanted not an honoyrable Excufe, he refolv'd not to 
return to Goa, having private Intelligence that the Viceroy would not fail 
to fecure him, in Order to cut off his Head* Azambuja prote&ed him in 
his Galeón, and he went over with many others to Amboyna. The reft 
fpread themfelves throughout the Neighbouring Iflands, in Veffels thtj 
kegg\L Some returned to Malaca, and only fifteen Poriuguefe Families 
remained in Témate for want of Shipping; who at firft fubmitted to the 
change of their Fortune : but could not afterwards comply with the Dif- 
Portugue- ference there is betwixt Domination and Servitude, The King of Tydore a 
its fettle moil trufty Friend to the Spaniards in their greatefi Affli&ion, ofFer'd them 
at Tydore* his Iflaiids, Houfes, and Trade of Spice, He fern them a good Number ©f 
Canoas, which carry'd them over to his Dominions, and foon after aíiígn'd 
them a convenient Place to build their Houfes and Churches. This Co- 
lony was increafed, and the Number of its Inhabitants augmented by San- 
cío de Vafconfelos, who fent others from Malaca, being Commander in 
Chief of Goa, and afterwards of Amboyna, in the Year 1578. At laft he 
came thither himfelf, and ere&ed a Fort, a quarter of a League from the 
Citv of Tydore, which gives its Name to thelfland. 
Tydore Tydore, in the Language of thofe Parts, which was formerly fpoken, fig- 

defcriVd. nifies. Fertility and Beauty. Europeans generally give it this Name; but 
its King, as appears by his Arabick and Per fian Subfcriptions, Writes Tu- 
dura, and not Tydore. It is not inferior to Témate for Früitfulnefs, and 
Delight, but far exceeds if ia Magnitude and Populoufnefs; and yields the 
fame Aromatick Produft. Curious Perfons have there try'd to improve 
the Clove, watering and pruning the Tree at proper Seafons, and it ap- 
pears to embrace the Helps of Art, by growing bigger, more aftive in its 
Vertue, and the Scent ftronger. The white Sanders here come to more 
Perfeftion, than in any other of the Eaftern Parts, In this, as well as the 
* other Molucca Iflands are found thofe Birds, they, in their Language, call 
Jfirds of Manucodiatas, fignifying Birds of Paradife, from a Fable, credited by thofe 
Vcradice. fuperftitious People, that they came down from Heaven. The Fort here 
was afterwards enlarged by Nuno I'treyra, not far from the Port, and then 
by James de Jzambuja. The latter did not only contribute with his In- 
Fbrt of duftry, but with his Labour, carrying the Materials himfelf, when it was 
Tydore. requinte to fet the Soldiers an Example, and forward the Work ; which 
the King often view'd, and was well pteas'd to fee the Fortifications. He 

difcours'd 
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difcours'd familiarly with the Officers, advts'd with them in his Wars, 
and comforted the Chriftians, and they fat'd beft, for from that Time for- 
ward, there being none in Temare, and that Fort in the Hands of the Na- . 
tives the Heathens and Mahometans feem'd to be Superior and Conquer- 
ors throughout all thofe Provinces. They ftrengthen'd themielves with 
Works and other Preparations, erefted Forts on high Places, and benamg 
their Minds againft the Chriftians, put many to cruel Martyrdoms ; that 
fo the Foundation of our Faith may be in all Parts cemented with the 
Blood of the Faithful. They difmember'd the Bodies, and burnt the Legs Per fecit- 
and Arms in the fight of the ftill Living Trunks. They impal'd the thn. 
Women, tore out their Bowels, and they Curving themfelves, beheld their 
ftill moving Fleih in the Hands of their Executioners. Children were 
pull'd Piecemeal before their Mothers Eyes, and Infants (till in Embrio 
were rent from their Wombs. It has been made out, that above 6ooco 
Chriftians fell by the Sword in only the King of Ternate's Dominions. 
This is aflerted in the Annual Relations of the Fathers of the Society, 
who preach'd in thofe Parts. They give an Account of this diana! Per- 
fecution, with all the Circumftances of the Cruelties 5 as how the perfec- 
ted Perfons fled to the Mountains, feeking for Companion anr.ong the wild 
Beafts, others caft themfelves into the Sea, where they penfh'd, either de- 
vourd by its Monfters, or fwallow'd by the Waves themfelves, not being 
able to reach the other Iilands. A confiderable Number of thefe religious 
Fugitives, as they fwam met a Portvguefe Ship, coming to the Relief of 
thofe at Jmloyna, and with difmal Voices cry'd out, /*>//>, Rehev e us, for 
we are Chnfians, They carefully took them up in their Boats, and having 
view'd them at Leafure, found that none of them were above 11 Years of 
Age. Yet at this fame Time, when cruelty advanc'd God«s Glory, Provi- 
dence feern'd to aft Counter in the very Cities, and Deferís. Idolaters and 
Mahometans were converted, and our Religious Men preach'd and catechis'd, 
without any Fear of Puniihment, which they rather coveted, and thought 
themfelves unworthy of it; encouraging one another with the Examples 
the Tyrant made, for feveral Purpofes. But all thofe People looking upon 
it as their Duty to feek Revenge, their Cruelty gaining Applaufe under that 
Name, and Eurofe being involv'd in Difmal Troubles, they met with no 
Oppofition in the Execution of their Vengeance, and the Calamity ran fo 
high, that in the fpace of thirty Years, they either qmte obliterated, or 
much obfcured the Name of Chriftianity in thofe Eaftern Parts, defbroy'd 
our Churches, and, like thofe who prepare to hunt wild Beans, arnVd . 
themfelves againft the Faithful who UVd in more fecunty among thofe 
favage Creatures, or in Deferts never penetrated by Men, feeding on Herts, 
and gaining Time, by that lawful Retreat for the fake of the Golpel, tor the 
Wrath of Heav'n, whofe Executioners thofe Men were, to pais over. 
Above 
and 
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Cauripanat in that ofBachian, whofe King and his People were Sons of 
the Church; in the «lands of Amboywt, where Forty Towns worihipped 
CHRIST, in the Bofom.of his Faith, and in thofi of Tydot<> which were 
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not without this Light ; in all thofe Places they fell off from Chriftianity, 
and were utterly loii ; firit through the Infolency ot the Pcrtuguefe Com- 
manders, and Jaftly on Account of the Death of Sultan Aerio ; who, as was 
prov'd, had given no real, nor fo much as a likely Token of Falihood, for 
which they might be provok c d to deihoy him. However the Chriflians 
dy'd with fuch Refolution, that the Perfecuters took not away 3ny Life but 
what became a frefh Example of Magnanimity, and perhaps Providence 
might permit that Accident of Aerio, with a Deiign to advance the Churches 
Glory. 
Auguftin Sultan Babu making his prefent Vi&ory an Inflrument to obtain others, 
lilintzfent Ship'd his Men, in Order to befiege Tydore and Bacbian ; and tho' he met 
to Com- with a vigorous Defence in both Places, and the .Port ugu efe Auxiliaries 
viand at made fome Amends for his Superiority of Power, yet they (ubmitted to 
Amboyna. the Tyrant. This Revenge made him flick at no Cruelty, In Novevu 
her, this fame Year, a Galeón came to Malar, 1 from India, to car- 
ry Succours for the Moluccos, commanded by Captain Auguftin Nunez, 
the Eldeft and Braveft Commander in thofe Days, as he made it ap- 
pear in the Expedition of Cbaul, when it was befieged by Niza Moluc- 
co, when Bon Luys de Atayde was Viceroy of India, in the year 
1578. The Galeón was flor'd with all NeceiTaries, and in it James 
James Lo- Lopez de Mezquita, the Murderer of Aerio, defign'd for Puniihmenr, in Sa- 
pezdeMez tistadion for the Wrong done. He was fo flrong, and fierce, that to fe- 
quita fent cure him,hewas fetter'd with a great Chain,the End wjiereof was made fail 
Prifonerto to a heavy Piece of Brafs Cannon, Auguftin Nunez had Orders to convey 
Ternate. him to the new King of Témate, to be deiiverM to him bolted, like a Cri- 
minal, that he might pafs fuch a fentence of Death on him as he thought 
fit, which Ihould be executed in his Prefence, purfuant to the Orders ienc 
by the King of Portugal. They put him on double Fetters, Manacles, and 
Chains, and kept him in the Steeridge, Auguftin Nunez went to fucceed 
Sancho de Vafconcelos, in the Fon ofAmhoyna ;but a ftorm rifing, he was 
forc*d into the Port oí Japara, of Sunda, in the greater Java. The Galeón 
Wanting water, and Refre&mertr, he there fent for it 5 which the' Native 
Javavejes brought hiai in 40 Veflels, Among them came 150 Soldiers in 
the Habit of Peafants, and Fifhcrmen ; who making many words as is ufual 
among Buyers and Sellers, drew the Ponyards they brought conceaPd, and 
furprizing the Portug uefes, fell on with fuch Fury and Cruelty, thai they 
We Mm~ küPd them all. Among them dy'd James Lopez de Mezquita, but fighting 
iererkilPd with extraordinary Bravery, tho' held by his Chain, hindered by his Fet- 
terr,and other heavy Encumbrances, and reftrain'd by the Cannon, to which 
his Chain was made fail. However he got a Sword and a Buckler where- 
with he cut down ten Javr.nefes, revenging on them the Death of the ft r/** 
gnefes, and they on him, that of King Aerio oí Témate, which had occ¿- 
fion'd fo much Slaughter, Seventy three Chriftians weie kiiPd and above 
the fame Number of Jav:iuefcs % and their Veflels had been taken, but that 
others came to their AíllLance from the Shore. in the l-leztui the A ¿lion* 
in which tr.ere wese ¡slew v/iih Five-Locks and L&nces,fi\* Yards and a Quar- 
ter long, the Points &£ them poif nV* The Galeón was taken wiihciK' 
any Succour, nor was the Cannon of any XJfe. 
it is hit rí-aíbn.:í-lo that fo manly and honouiable a Death ihouM, as ¡3' 
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ufual,render all this Gentlemans Life honourable : and that his Fetters, and ,. ., 

Sufferings joy n'd to ir, excite Ccmpaffion and Afiedion in the minds of the / n " 
Reader.*, io to blot out the Hatred they have conceived" againil him en Ac- catmu 
count oí ''Suit an Aerio's Death, It is to beobfeivM, for his juflification that 
it does not appear, nor is it reported, he was incens'd to perform that A& 
through Intereft, Ambition, or any other private Motives ; but was mov'd 
to it by Informations which pcrfwaded him it was convenient, for the 
Eftablifliing and Advancement of Religion, and the publick Peace. Very 
brave men muftalfo be allowed ibme ExcefTes of Fiercenefs, which proceed 
from an extraordinary Force in the irafcible Part of the mind, and wherein 
Valour is fubdu'd. When thefe Perfons find themfelves encompafs'dby 
great Numbers, and ftreightned by wrongful Violence; if they are not to be 
daunted and overcome, it comes to pafs that Patience often provok'd turns 
that Courage into Fury and Ragc,whichcaufes them to make mighty Slaugh- 
ters, and Examples of Cruelty ; led to it not only by Paífion, but alfo by 
Judgment and Thought,which dirc¿ts them to caufe themfelves tobe drea- 
ded even to Aflonifbment,to lave themfelves and their People from other 
great Cruelties which ufually mean Souls attempt and practice upon thofe 
they iland much in Fear of. Let this Refle&ion ferve for a general Excufe 
to other Offences of this fort mentioned, or blam'd in our Hiftory. 

This Accident, in as much as related to the Death oí James Lopez de Peter Lo- 
Mezquita, was forgot, or at leail not known for many Years, for in 1605 pezdeSoi:- 
the King of Témate demanded Juflice of our King, againft that Man not f a r cn t to 
knowing that God had fummon'd him before a more upright Tribunal. Moluccos* 
The News being brought to Malaca, the Commander Arias de Saldana im- 
mediately fentaway another Galeón, he calPd & Peter and S. Paul, for the 
Moluccosuxider command of Peter Lopez dc Soufa, and a Galley with ijo 
Soldiers to relieve Sancho de Vafcovcelos at Amloyna, where he wanted 
Provifions, and was ftreightned. They faild in May 1579, to touch at 
Borneo, there to take in all NecefTaries for the Dcfign. He arriv'd on 
that Ifland in June, and found it in an Uproar, occafion'd by the Spaniards Spaniards 
Mrko came thither with Dotfor Sandia Governour of the Philippine Iilands at Bomec* 
in 30 rowing Veflels. He took the City, and put the King to flight, who 
was a Lover of the Portvguefes, and from that time Manila began to be 
Jook'd upon as a place of Arms, for the recovering of the Mohicco IJlands^ 
and if Sandi had then employ'd thole, he carry'd to this other Expedition 
againil them, he would have found the Tyrant kfs fettled, and confequently 
his Revenge more eafy* Vafe one elds died at Amloyna, and James de Azam- 
iuja fucceeded him, fo that nothing came now from India but fair Promi- . 
fts. In the Philippinelüznds they had no Orders at that Time to intermed- 
dle in thofe Wars, bécaufe they then belonged to another Sovereign, and 
therefore they were only Lookers on to thofe Martyrdoms, and Revolutions 
and employ 'd themfelves as they us'd in Camhoxa % Mindanao , Japan and 
ChinajLTid then particularly in#0ñí£0,without regarding thofe other Succetfes. 

Borneo lies between Malaca and the Molnccos, and according to the Opi- p orneo ¿¡,„ 
nion of Gerard Mercator f is that which Ptoloviy calls, the liland of Good r n j¡^ 
Fortune. A Point of it lies under the Equinottial, and the greater Part*' 
flretches out to 6 Degrees of North Latitude, taking up the two firft Paral- 
lels .Thus it appears to be above ¿}co Leagues in Ccwpafs* It abounds 

in 
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iaPiovilions, and all other NeceiTaries for the Support of humane Life* 
And producei abundance of Camphire, Agarick Diamonds, vail Numbers ot 
Horfes, fmaller than the SpAnifb ; but it has not fuch plenty of Sheep, or 
Kine : There is a general P^efort of Trade in all its Populous Cities and 
Ports* The Capital i¿ Borneo, which gives Name to the Ifland, built 
on a Spacious Lake the Sea Forms, like Venice, and faid to contain 
zjeco Houfcs; The King is a Mahometan ; no man fpeaks to him 
but by the Inteipofition of an Interpreter. The Natives worihip Idols. 
They are White, good Natur'd and iharp Witted. They have no certain Fa- 
lhion of Cloaths. Many, of them wear Cotton Shirt?, and others of white 
common fingle Tabby, with red Lifts. 
~. f Sircleh, Brother to this King, came to Manila, where Do&or Sandi be- 
King of j n g t j len ¿overnour, he laid before him his Pretenfions, and forne Means 
Borneo i ^ j^j f or Ringing his Defigns to bear ; but he put the main Strefs upon 
mi * lls ^ av ^ n o a greater Party there, than the King his Brother. He promifed 
at Manila. w hj C h would be no difficult Matter, in Regard of the Hatred the People 
bore the King, that he would make the Kingdom Tributary to the Kings 
of Spain. The Governour having taken fufficient Precautions, condefcended 
to his Requefl, and arming as many Spaniatds, and Philippines as he 
thought convenient, with all NeceiTaries for a great Enterprize, fhip\i 
them, and arrived happily at Borneo. He attacked it in feveral Places; the 
Spaniards beil of the People immediately declared for the Brother. The King think- 
overthrow ing himfelf weakeft at Sea, referv'd his Forces for the Land, and being de- 
that King. ceivMin his Expectation, was fore'd to fly, his Army being routed, with- 
out any Remains to attend him in the Deferts, and Retreats of the Moun- 
tains, where he liv'd miferably. Shelela 'attended the Throne ; the Victo- 
rious Spaniards returned to the Philippine Iflands loaded with Booty ; and 
among other Things, if we may believe Relations, brought ¿oo Pieces of 
Artillery.

Thus the King, with the Affiftance of the Portugufes, 
J # recovered his Throne, calling down his Brother, and defeating him, till he 
was utterly deflroyVL Hatred is frequently no lefs intenfe than Love 
among thofe whom Nature has moft cloily link'd. In the Molucco Iilands 
the War did not ceafe, nor the genera] Malice againít Chriilians. 

The News of what had happened there was not known in Europe ¡where, 
and in Jfrick greater Dangers were apprehended; of the Event whereof 
A Prodigy. Providence thought fit to inform our free Wills, by ilupendious Prodigies. 
On the 1 5th of June 1 580, about the declining of the Day, there appeared to 
certain Sailers a La*ge Crucifix in the Body of the Sun the Foot of the 
Crofs ilanding on Mount Calvary, as we fee in common Piftures ; on the 
Right Side of it a Figure clad in White, and another on the left in a deep 
Red. The Crucifix afcended upwards, and was ilill feen to mount till the 
Sun Setting, the Day fhut in. This was feen by all thofe who came in a 
Caravel, from theliland of St. Michael ten Leagues before they came to 
that of St. George, the Biihop whereof refiding in that oí Angla, fent the 
Affidavit of it to King Philip the Second, which was receiv'd and much 
talked of by the Judge Freytas, a grave Perfon. All the Men of the Cara- 
vel fign'd it, as Eye-WitnefTes,who affirm, That being touch'd with it»

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liiey contels'd their Sin- a: the Sight otthe l^odigy, begging Mercy with 
Sighs and Tears. Our Undeiíhndings ou¿ht r o it and arnaz'd, and praile, 
him that produces both what is Natuial, and Miraculous, and who by ib 
many Warnings (hows u*, that he has refeiv'd Timer, and Moments in his 
own Hand-. . 

King Scbajlian, at that Time had other Conquefís iu View, The Lcfe j{¡ VJ r$ t ^ 
or the Recovery oí Témate and the neighbouring Ahinceos concerned hi m ft la ^ p yc 2 
alone; but he referr'd that to the Goveinour of India ; whilft he himfeJf, p jr es' for 
folicited by the Xerif Muley Mahomet, whom he defign'd to fet upon t^ thejÁr hi 
Throne of Morocco, tho* with a ^ood Defign, joyn'd the African Army, \f r ] c ij 
with another of Catholkks, confining of the Portj/guefe Gentry, of Spani- * 
ards, Italians, and Germans. And, if we may beiieve thole who commit- 
ted that Expedition to writing, he went over into Afi ick, contrary to all the 
known Rules and Maxims of Maitial Prudence, which Proportions the 
the Strength to theUndertaking,to afcertain the Succefsand forecafts,in Cafe 
Things profper,to fecure and preferve them. This he did upon the A.fliirances 
the Xerif gave him, that as foon as ever the Portiiguefe Forces appeared, the 
People would fubmit to him. But God permitted that moil Chriltian Prince /j Kitl'd 
to be kili'd, the Xerif perishing with him ; and their Armies to be routed, there. 
Muley Moluc the third Períon remaining Vi&orious, tho' he alfo dy'd in 
the fame Batte],. and was bury \i in triumphant Manner. The Prodigies, 
and Fears of the wifer fort were verify 'd in the King of Portugal, and 
particularly that which happen'd before his Birth. It is certainly reported, 
that the Princefs Joanna his Mother, one Night fa w a great Number of 
Moors come into her Chamber, in the Palace at Lisbon, clad in feveral Co- p ,. 
lours j fne belicv'd or fancy'd they might be thofe they call Alonaros, who Lr0ai 2y* 
are fuch as do the Duty of Guards in the Royal Apartment. Some went 
out to enquire, and found them alL flill f as huíht as at other Times. The 
Princefs feeing the imaginary Moors come in again, fwoon'd away in her 
Ladies Arms. Afterwards at the proper Time, ihe was delivered of King 
Sehaftiari, whofe Angular Virtues, lupported by the Loyalty of his Subje&s, 
might have ihin'd as bright as his natural Magnanimity, had not that 
haiten'd his End. That was mourned for and lamented by sil Chriftendom, 
and brought Trouble to all its Princes, who began ferioufly to. difcourfe 
about the SucceíTor to the Crown of Portugal. There they prefentiy fwore Henry tic 
Henry, the Prince Cardinal, Unkle to the late. King, then Eighty Years of Cardinal 
Age, and the laft Lawful Male of that Royal Houfe, which began in ano- King. 
ther of his Name. Antony, Prior oiCrato, Son to Prince Lewis, pretended 
to fucceed him, and th^ declared illegitimate, there was a Party that fol- 
low'd him. This Revolution, and the Hurry in fuch difficult Exigences, 
were the Occafion, that Care was not taken to fupply other Places, much 
nearer than Témate. Befides that difmal Accounts brought 5000 Leagues^ 
tho' they were reprefented by Demojlh enes, would come cold from his Mouth 
and fcarce move the beft difpos'd Prince, when never fó much at Leafure; 
and King Henry, had no Power, but only his Zeal for Religion, ro oppole 
the Tyranny pracHs'd in the Archipelago of the Aloluccos. The Cardinal 
King thought all his Forces little enough, and neceifary confidering the ex- 
traordinary Jealoufiehe had conceive, upon our King Philips declaring 
hinifelfa Pretender to thofe Kingdoms, and having orderd a confiderable 
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Army to make up to the frontiers, which he had drawn together during 

the faid Cardinal's Lite, The Generals were the Duke of Aiva, and the 

Marquéis de Santa Cruz, the firft at Land, the other at Sea ; and in the 

mean while the ablcft Divines and Civilians of Europe, in all the Schools, 

and Parliaments writ concerning his Right.

Sir Francis va -> in ^ e ^ ear x 5^, added fome more Ships. He fet fail from the Port 

Drake his of Plymouth, tor the South Sea, and to find out that Strei^ht of Magellan^ 

Voyage. fcarce believed by the Vulgar, and declar'd by fcveral Cofmographers. He 

^ t<s * promisM to fail as much as might be to the Northward, and to take rich 

Prizes, infeiling all thofe remote Seas, and to return Victorious into Eng- 

land, through the. fame Streight. This prefumptuous Hope he grounded 

en his own Valour, on the Negligence of the Spaniards, who are intruded 

with the Places of Strength ; on our want of Ships j and above all on that 

Opportunity, or Seafon fo full of fundry and extraordinary Commotions. 

He toucfrd on the Coa ft of Africk, and refitted all his Ships at Cape Boja* 

¿or. The Moors took two of his Men, and a Portuguefe Ship pay\d for 

it, he robbing her at Calo Blanco of an hundred Quintals, or hundrtd 

Weight. of Bifket, befides much Fiib, and many Arms, Hetouch'dat the 

Iflands oí Cabo Verde, where he took another fmall Portuguefe Veftd,xichly 

Laden with Wine, Cloth, Holland, and feverai other Commodities, with 

Sylva, the Pilot in it, who was well acquainted with thofe Seas, and better 

on the Coaft of Brazil. But fix or feven Days after the Veifel funk, and 

not a Man was fav'd except only the faid Pilot. Drake went on to the River 

of Plate, and Winter'd for fome Months in 1?. Julians Bay, which is not 

well fhelter'd, butexpos'd to exceffive cold Winds, in $0 Degrees of South 

Latitude, where he loft fome Men. 

One Thomas Haughton rais'd a Mutiny there, in order to Debauch the 
Squadron, Drake laid hold of him, and itruck off his Head. Here they 
tGisnts. & w eight Indian Giants to whom the talleil Englijhman JookM like a 
Dwarf. They fhow'd their Bows and Arrows, and an Englifoman, who 
valu'd hin.felf upon his Dexterity at thofe Weapons, breaking the Peace 
eftabliflrd with thofe People, let fly an Arrow at one of them, which pier- 
ced him through, and hedropt; the others in Revenge difcharged theirs, 
and kill'd two of the EngliJJj. The reil then afTaii'd the Indians, but they 
fled fo fwiftly that thev feem'd not, to thofe EngUfl) who faw and writ this, 
tofet tlieir Feet on the Ground. They departed thence, as foon 25 the 
North Winds they had eype&ed began to blow, and holding on their 
iCoutfe to tlio- Southward, in. fifteen Days came to the Mouth of the Streight. 
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From thence to the fecond Narrowing they fpent five Days, by reafon of the 
Currents and Shoals ; at a fmall diftauce from them they found no Bottom. 
They met with fome Calms and Stonm, and being come into the South- 
Sea had one which lafted forty Days, and in it loff'fbme Ships. The \ ice- 
Admiral return'd through the fame Sn eight into England where the Queen 
ordered him to be Hang'd for having for fake h his Admira! ¿ but he was 
reprieved till Drakes Return, and then Pardon'd, at his Requeit. He went 
on with only his own and lome other Ships, but wanted not Men, Provi- 
fions, nor Ammunition, he took fome belonging to private Ferfons, and the 
Kings, loaded with the Plate they were bringing for Spain, a Robbery of Drake 
great Confequence, not fo much for the Quantity of the Treafure, as ior takes the 
the Ufe it is apply c d to in our Monarchy, which is the Advancement of 'Kings 
theCatholick Church, and which thereby ceas'd, and deplorable for the Plate.- 
unjuft Abufes it was to be apply M to in Scifmatical Kingdoms- Having 
wander 'd, Steering various Ceurfes, in which his Pilots made their Obler- 
vationsby Sounding and their Charts, he touch'd at fix Iilands, to fomc 
whereof he gave Names, in Imitation of the fabulous Heroes, and even of 
true Catholicks, who affign fuch Karnes according to their particular De- 
votion. One he call'd S. Bartholomew, anoiher S. James, and a third, which He *hcs 
he thought larger and more fruitful, New Albion, from the Ancient Name Karnes to 
of England, this is California.

ting his Ships, and failing thence to thofe called de los Ladrones, or of 
Thieves, in nine Degrees of North Latitude, kill'd 20 Indians, becaufe they 
atttck'd him with ico Canoas. Twenty Days after, he came to an Anchor 
at the Molucco Iilands, having before touch'd at others, without any A&ion Arrives at 
worth remembering. His Cruellies, and Robberies might well gain him the Mo 
the Title of the greatefl oí: Pyrates, in thofe remoteit Parts, as he had it in lúceos» 
Europe. He came to Ttrnaie^ but fuccceded not at firit, that People being 
War-like, and at that time Arm ci by their own Malice, and an implacable 
King. He attempted to barter for Clove, without his Leave, was inform'd 
how fevetely he handled fuch as Tranfgrefs'd, and flighting the Advice, 
the King came to hear of it, and order'4 him to be Kill'd. It came very near 
the Execution ; but Drake, whofe Genious well experienced in Frauds was 
no Stranger to DiiSmulation, retir'd to his Ships, to make his Efcape by 
Flight. Thence he contrivM to appeafe the King, which was no difficult 
Matter, by means of fome Prefents he fent him» With them he purchase 
the good Will, and an Audience of that cunning Tyrant, and going aíhore 
feveral Times to vifit him, agreed he ihould enter into Amity with the 
Queen, and Nation of England, and that Factories ihould be fettled out of 
Hand. The King confented, and Drake promised him the Protection and 
Arms of England^ and taking with him, among other Gifts, a rich Ring 
the King gave him for the Queen, he fail'd homewards, with a great quan- 
tity of Clove. He met a Partnguefe Ship eroding the fmall Channel of Ty- 
dote, but either durft not, or thought not fit to attack her, whether it was 
for being Inferior in Strength, or out of a Defire of fecuring the new ac- 
Cjtiii'd Wealth, Scarce was he got clear of Témate, before the Winds be- 
gan to tois him, in that Sea full of Flats, whence they fore'd him, in order Js in a 
to deliver him quite up toTempeils.

and the Sea he had taken that new oftenfive Booty. Drake went on to the 
greater Java, where he laid in Provifions of Cazabi, Flantcns, and Flzul % 
in exchange for Cloth. Next he put into another Iliand, in four Degrees 
of North Latitude, where he flay'd fix Weeks. There he left a Woman, 
and two Men, all Blacks, that belonged to him, giving them Fire, Rice, 
and fome Grain, that they might People the Place. An Heroick Founda- 
tion of a Colony. Then he continued his Voyage, turning in and out to 
feveral Places, with unexpected Dammage to all thofe he touch'd at. 

It is to be obferv'd, that it being poflitively believed in Spain and the /;/- 
Reflection ¿¡ es ^ t h a t none had ever pafs'd the Streights of Magellan, fince the firft 
of the Spa- Difcoverer, except >F. Garcia de Loayfa, and one of the Ships fent by Don 
mih Au~ Gutierre de Vargas, Bifhop of Falencia, to the Spice-Iilands, it was look'd 
thot. U p on 2S incredible, that any Pyrates were come into the South-Sea, efpe- 

ciaily through the Streight, and to the lilands of Témate, and that Archi» 
felago. This Man was the firft that opened the Paffage to the Sectaries 
Hi/gonots, Lutherans, and Calvinijls, who afterwards piere'd into thofe Sea*, 
with Ship I oads of perverted Texts, Heretical Bibles, and other Books oír 
unfound Do&rine; but the Divine Providence has given Proofs, that it is 
fo much Offended at this Helliih Innovation, tho c it permits Idolatry, and 
Mahomet anifm, that it has not fufFertt- thofe Souls which through its pro- 
found Judgments, lie involv'd in the Shades and Darknefs of Ignorance, to 
imbibe that Poyfon, till it fent them the Gofpel in its Purity, It has Op- 
pos'd thofe new Apoftacies making ufe of,as Infiruments of Spanijb Religious 
Men, giving Strength to our King* who proteos them, his main Defign 
being the Support of Religion, This Truth plainly appears in the. many 
Victories the Church has obtain'd through his Officers, and the Armies 
maintained in the remoteft Parts of the Monarchy, for the Propagation of 
the Faith preach'd to the moft diftant Indians. 

But the better to demonftrate this true Forecaft and Care, I think it a 
Re a fon for neceflary Digreifion, fo far from being fuperfluous, to relate ,the Preparati- 
zhis Di~ tions made by the Viceroy Don Francifco de Toledo, direéHng his Actions 
greffion. to this End,as became a Minifter who follow'd. his Princes Defigns, in Order 
to fecure himfelf againft Drake's furprizing Celerity and Boldnefs.; for as 
much of this as concerns the Molucco Iflands, obliges us to write it, and 
,we will ilightly run over all the particular PafTages. 
.Preparati- ^e Viceroy of Peru was of Opinion, That in Order to fecure the Indies, 
ons of the x ^ eit Peace and Religion, and for the removing, at firft, of all Obftacles 
Viceroy. to its Exaltation, and making Examples for a Warning, it was of the 
greateft Conference toerecil Forts, as divine and humane politick Pre- 
cautions, and to Arm againft that Pyrate, fo to give a Check to the Nor- 
thern Parts by his Punifliment. To this Purpofe, and in Order to his De- 
itruftion, a more exaft Obfervation was to be taken of the PaiTes into the 
South-Sea, and. more particularly of the Way he was to take, to return 
-into his own Country, He was egg'd on by Pear, or the Lafs.of Repu- 
tation 
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tation, becauíe lome Engliíh Ship;, Part ot Drake's Squadron, ran along 
the Cozfts of Chile and Anca, obliging the People to Arm ; it being ap- 
prehended that Drake had ere&ed Forts to fecure the PafTage, fcr carrying 
on the Trade of Spice and Jewels, and the bringing in of pervtr ing Mi- 
niilers with their poifonous Dc&rines. For this ¿fleet, he pitched upon 
Peter Sarmiento de Gamboa, a Gentleman of Galicia, who had twice al- 
ready engag'd with that Pyrate. The firft in the Port of Callao near ¿2-. 
vrn, where he took from him a Spanifo Ship, laden with Commodities of 
Spain ; the feconda few Days after, purfuing him as far as Panama. The 
-Viceroy refolv'd he fhould go to dilcover the Streights of Magellan, an 
Enterprize look'd upon as impraftable by the South oea, by Reaícn of the 
many Mouths and Channels which obftrtid the Accel's to ir, where ma- Difficult ie 
ny Difcoverers fent by the Governours of Peru and Chile have been Jolt, of the 
Others have attempted it, entering from the North Sea, and mifs'd of the Streight of 
Streight ; fome were call away, or beaten back by Storm, and all gene- Magellan. 
rally defpair'd of finding it. But now that Terror being removed, they 
can take a fix'd Latitude, fettle a Rumb, and (leer a fafe Courfe to the 
Streight, foto fecure the Pa.fTage before an Enemy poiTeffes himfelf of it. 
The Viceroy made Choice of two Ships, which he took Care to fee well 
rigg'd, arm'd and provided. Sarmiento calPd the Bigger, Our Lady of 
Hofe $ which was Commodore ; the ether being fubordinate, had the 
"Name of S. Francis. Two Hundred Seamen and Soldiers were put into 
them, with virtuous and learned Religious Men, fit for that Employ. Sarmiento 
Captain Join de Villalobos was appointed Vice-Admiral, Ferdinand La- fa** tifrer 
viero Head Pilot, and under him Ferdinand Alonfo and Antony Pablo, all Drake with 
of them very able Pilots in both Seas. Thefe took an Oath of Fidelity, tWQ Ships. 
and the Viceroy gave the Admiral particular lníiru¿Hons, the Purport 
.whereof was, That they fhould purfue the Pyrate, fight him till taken or 
kiird^ and recover the great Booty he had taken upon the King's Lands His Injtm- 
and Ships, whatfoever the Hazard might be, fince they had fufiicient Men, ¿lions. 
Arms and Ammunition to overcome the Enemy. That they fhould fail 
into $0 or 54 Degrees of South Latitude, as might be moil Advantage- 
ous, about the Mouth of the Streights of Magellan. That both Ships 
fhould have Lights out at Night, that fo they might not lofe Sight of 
one another in the Dark> but always keep together. He charg'd them ta 
be unanimous in their Confutations, particularly the two Commanders; 
which Dire&ion was not fo well obfervM, as it ought to have been, thro 4 
the Vice- Admiral's Fault. They were commanded to lay down the Ports, 
and Seas in exa# Draught?. To take PofTeflion of any Country they landed 
on for his Majefty. When they met with any Towns of Indians % to mol- 
Jify and endear them by difcreet Courtefy, and gain their Affefttons with 
fuch Gifts, as fhould for that Purpofe be delivered to the Commodore, be- 
ing SiiTars, Combs, Knivc s, Fiihing-Hooks, Buttons of feveral Colours, 
Looking-GlafTes, Hawks- Bells, Gíafs-Beads, &V. To carry with them 
fome Indians to ferve for Interpreters ; and fo provided difcieefly for all 
other material Points. Then to encourage them he made a Speech, inter- 
mixing it with Hopes and Exhortations. The Commodore having conferred 
with his Vice- Admiral and Pilots, concerning the Defign of their Voy- 
?ge 5 they agreed, That if any Strefsof Weather Ihould happen to part the 
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one Ship from the other, they ihould carefully leek one another oat, or 
make the Mouth of the Strti^ht in the South-Sea to the Weil ward, there 
to wait for one another. The ne>:t Day bt-ing Sunday, the nth of 03ober, 
1579. when they had allconfefsM and received the Holy Eucharift, they 
embarked in order to introduce the Faith into thole Nations void of all 
Worihip. On Board the Capitana, or greater Ship, 'the General, or Com- 
modore Sarmiento, F. Antony de Guadramiro, of the Order of & Francis, 
and Vicar-General of this Expedition • the Eniign John Gutierrez de Gue- 
vara, Antony Pablos, and Ferdinand Alonfo^ Pilots, with 54 Soldiers. 
In the other Ship, with John de Villalobos, F Chrijlopher de Merida, of 
the faid Order of S. Francis, Ferdinand Lamer 0, chief Pilot of that Ship, 
Hk vrith whom, and the Seamen and Soldiers, they made 54 • and the whole 

Srength. Number in both Veffels as was faid above. 

They iail'd from the Port of Callao, belonging to the City of Lima, and 
that Night came to an Anchor at the Ifland, two Leagues from Callao, in 
Httvoyage IZ Degrees and a half of South Latitude. On the fir ft of November they 
pafs'd in Sight of thofe they call Unfortunate, in z$ Degrees, zo Minutes, 
"which were accidentally difcover'd by the Pilot John Fernandez, being 
bound for Chile the fecondTime, immediately after Magellan's Difeovery, 
iince the Year 1520. They are now calKd, the Iflands of .*?. Felix, and 51 
Ambor. Here Sarmiento obferv'd the Difference, betwixt this Courfe,, 
which he calls the True one, and the Imaginary. This he noted down 
His Care ^ith extraordinary Curioiity, employing all the Care and Art of his Pi- 
&nd Capa- * ot5 > anc * his own, which was not inferior to theirs, nor to others in any 
< ¡ t y 9 Martial Knowledge > as will appear by his Treatifes, if publiíh'd, of Na- . 

vigation, calling great Guns and Bullets, Fortification, and Knowledge in 
Aftronomy, for failing in all Seas. They never quitted the Lead, the 
Aftrolabe, and the Charts, either in the Deep, in Ports, Bays, or among 
Mountains, and Currents, which produce a very ample Relation he fent 
toKing Philip, whence we took this Abridgement. There he fets down 
the Points in the Heaven anfwerihg to the Earth, the Dangers, Iflands, 
Promontories and Gulphs, Geographically and Corographically, He lays 
¿own the Rumbs that are to be folio w c d, and thofe to be avoided ; and 
thus diftináHy leads us into and thro' the Streight, giving vifible Signs, 
andalfo invifible of the Winds for all Ports. At the firft unknown Land* 
-where heanchor c d, they found the Latitude to be 49 Degrees and a half 
Land at South. They faw no People, but Tokens of them, as the Prints of Mens 
tie Mouth Feet, Darts, Oars, and little Nets. They climb'd up vaft hi¿h Moun- 
cfthe tains, above two Leagues in the Afcent, over Stones, fome of them fo 

Strcivbts. iharp, that they cut their Shoes. Others, to avoid them, made their 
"Way on the Boughs of Trees. From the Top they difcover'd great Chan- 
nels, Inlets, Rivers and Harbours, and all the Land as far as \ heir Sight 
could reach, feem'd to them cut and rent afunder. They judg'd it tobe an 
Archipelago. It is to be obferv'd, that our Difcoverers give the Name 
of Archipelagos, to Seas in the New Word, which are flrew'd thick with 
lilands, as it were gre3t Stones, like the Archipelago oí Greece, fo Wei] 
known to all Nations in the Egean Sea, which contains the Cyclades, tho' 
the Name is not ancient. They perceiv'd the Channel to run on, Wide., 
Spacious, Open and Clean ; and -were fatisfi'd that Drake came out that 
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Way into the South Sea. They found the Latitude by three Aftrolabes 
to be jo Degrees. The Harbour they call 4 d of, Our Lady of the Rofary, 
and the Ifland oi* the moft Holy Trinity. 

The next Sunday, Sarmiento ordered all the Men to land, in order to Sarmiento 
take Pofleflion, and performed all that is contain'd in the Aut hen tick In- takes Pof- 
ihuinent of what happen c d that Day, the exprefs Words whereof are fefthn of 
thus, fi ;e L¿i7id %

' Name of his Majefty Philip the Second, cur Lord, King of Caftile and 
4 Aragón , and their Dependencies, whom our Lord God long preferve, 
4 with the Addition of greater Kingdoms and Dominions, for the Ghry 
4 of God, and Good and Prufperity of his Subjects 5 and in the Name of 
4 the moft Potent Kings his Heirs and Succefibrs for the Time being • he, 
4 as his Commander in chief, and Admiral of this fame Navy, and by 
4 Virtue of the Order and Inftruftions given him in his Majefty«s Royal 
4 Name, by the faid Lord Viceroy of Peru, took, did take, feiz c d, and 
4 did feize the PofTeilion of this Land on which he is now afhore, and 
4 which he has difcover c d for evermore, in the faid Royal '>am*r, and of 
4 the laid Crown ot Caftile and Leon, as has been faid, as being his own, 
4 and ieally belonging to him, by Virtue of the Donation and Gift the 
4 Holy Father Alexander the Sixth, Pope of Rome, pift'd Alotu froprio, 
4 in Favour of their CatholLk Majefties Ferdinand the Fifth ano 1 fab el 

* his Wife, King and Queen of Caftile and Leon ofg.orious Memory, 
4 and to their Heirs and Succefibrs, of the one half of the World, being 
4 i8o Degrees of Longitude, as is more fully contained in he faid Bull, 
4 dated at Rome, on the ^th of May, 149} • By Virtue whereof, thefe 
4 faid Lands fall, lye, and are included within the Limits and Meridian of 
4 the faid Partition of 180 Degrees of Longitude, belonging to the faid 
4 Roval Crown oí Caftile and Leon. And as fuch he takes, and did take 
4 Poííeílkm of thefe faid Lands, and their Territories, Seas, Rivers, 
4 Creaks, Ports, Bays, Gulphs, Archipelagos, and of this faid Harbour 
4 of the Rofary, where at prefent this Navy is at Anchor. And he fub- 
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jeds, and did fubjecHhem to the Power, PciTeflion and Dominion or die 
faid Roya] Crown, as has been (aid, as being their own Property. And 
in Token of PoíTe ilion, or as it were, drawing the Sword he had by his 
Side, with it he cut Trees, Branches, and Grafs, and removed Stone.*, 
and walk'd over the Fields and Shores, without any Oppcfition; requi- 
ring fuch as were prefent tobe WitncíTes thereof, and me the under* 
written Notary, to give him a Teitimonial thereof in publick Forra. 
And immediately, taking up a great Crofs, and the Men belonging to 
the Navy Ueing drawn up in martial Manner,, with Muskets and other 
Arms, they carry'd the Crofs in Proceflion, the Religious Men, F. J,r- 
tony de Git adr amir 0) the Vicar and his Companion, iinging the Litany, 
and all the others anfwering. And the faid Proceflion being ended, the 
faid Lord General planted the Crofs on a hard Rock, and rais'd a heap of 
Stones at the Foot of the Crofs, in Token, and as a Memorial ot Pof- 
feflion of all the Lands and Sea¿, difcover'd, adjacent, and contiguous. 
And he gave the Name of Our Lady of the Rofary to this Port, as has 
been faid. Andas foon as the Crofs was fet up, they worihipp'd it a 
fecondTime; and they all pray'd, beleeching and intreating our Lord 
JESUS CHRIST, would be pleas'd that what they did might be for 
his Glory, and to the End that our Holy Catholick Faith might be ex- 
alted and dilated, and the Holy Gofpel preach'd and fpread abroad 
among thefe barbarous Nations, which have hitherto been remote from 
the true Knowledge and Doílrine ^ that it may defend and deliver them 
from the Frauds and Dangers of the Devil, and from the Blindnefs they 
are in, that their Souls may be fav'd. And then the Religious Men 
fung in Honour of the Crofs, the Hymn Vexilla Regis. Next the Father 
Vicar faid Mafs on an Altar there erefted, being the firft that was 
ever faid in that Country, to the Honour and Glory of .our Almighty 
Lord God, and for the Extirpation of the Devil and all Idolatry. And 
he preach'd to that Purpofe, and fome confefs'd and communicated. And 
as foon as the Mafs was laid, the General, for a more abfo!ute Token 
and Memorial of PoíTeffion, caused a large Tree to be trimm'd, and on 
it caus'd a very high Crofs to be made, and on it plac'd the'moft Holy 
Name of our Lord JESUS CHRIST. J. N. R. L And under 
it^Philippus Secundas Rex Hifpaniarum. Of all which, I John de Ff- 
quivel, Royal Secretary to this Navy and Admiral Ship, do give Affida- 
v t and true Teilimony, that it was fo done as is faid» Then follows 
EfyuiveFs Subfcription. 

Four Days after, Sarmiento, in the Vice- Admiral's Boat, with the Pi- 
lots, Pablos and harnero, and ten Sailors and Soldiers, with Muskets, 
Bucklers and Swords, and four Days Provifion, fet out of this Port to 
difcover the Channels they faw, that, they might not endanger the Ships* 
Going out by the Ridges of Rocks, he run along theGulph, clofe to 
the Shore, all which he obferv c d, and founded the Harbours, giving Names 
to them and the Mountains, according to their Shapes, fuch as Sugar- 
Loaves, Pitchers, Guinea Peppers, and the like. He obfetvM the Trees, 
the Plants' and the Birds* At one Place on the Shore he found feveral 
Trafts of People, and two Poniaids or fuch Weapons made of Bone, with 
a Crofs on the Handles, near a fmall Stream of freíh Water, whofe 
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Sands are Red, and therefore he call'd it the Red- River, which falls into 
a Barbour, and that alfo took the fame Name. They faw abundance of 
Fiih, and among the Shells thrown up by the Sea, vaft Quantities of 
Oyilers andMuflels, and in thofe that were left upon the Rocks above the 
Water, great and fmall Pearls, fome Grey, others White. This Sjrt of 




Dew. If they receive it pure, they produce them white ; if diilurb'd, 
they are of a Dark,ror other Muddy Colours- Sarmiento defcribes the Vex- 
ation that tormented him and his Men; for being eager to fatisfy their 
Hunger with OyÜers and Muffels, and they being unfit to Eat, because of 
the nardnefs of thofe Pearls they found in them, they threw them away, 
curfing the Inventors of putting a Value on thole Productions, or Horny- 
neffes of Fifhes, which Nature had trebly hid in the Waters of the Sea, 
in Shells, and in the Fiih it felf. They faid, that true Wealth confifted 
in tame Cattle, Fruit, and Corn brought up by Tillage, as they had in 
Spain ; for that precious Obfiacle to feeding, then not valu'd, depriving 
them of the Suftenance of the Shell-Fiih, and being fore'd to live ten 
Days on the Provision they brought for four, the Fail made them all Phi- 
lofophers. From this Red Haibour, he was obliged to return to the Ships 
- left in that of the Rofary\ no Day pafling without violent Storms; when 
they had run backward, and forward, above 70 Leagues, landing on Iflands, 
and taking Pofleflion of them. They were Fruitful and Habitable, but till 
then UntilTd and Defart. From a very high HiJl, he difcover d the main 
Chane! t which runs out into the great Ocean, and fo many other Chan- 
nels and fmall Iflands, that they could not be reckoned up in a long Time. 
Whilft he itaid, he founded Harbours, Deeps, Channels, Creeks, Inlets, 
Fiats, Roads and Bays, making Draughts of, and giving them Names. 
He fettled the Latitude, and certain Courfe to be fieer'd, in the Prefence, 
and with the Opinion of the Pilots, Seamen, and Soldiers, in order to re- 
concile thofe diiagreeing Perfons by examining all that were prefent. 

Here the Vice- Admiral began to caivl, faying, They were imbay'd, and v . .. 
that it was impoflible to hold on their Voyage tiiat Way ; and would have '?*'. ■ Z 
quitted his Admiral, as he did afterwards. From Red-Port they held on miral "*f~ 
their Courfe, trying thofe in other Iflands. Sarmiento came to a Bay, a K re f CS ^ 
which he call'd S. Francis's, where, as they were taking their Station, a mt . ~ 

Soldier fired a Piece at fome Birds, and in Anfwer to the Gun, certain mierit0 * 
JW/¿ttj, near a Mountain, on the other Side of the Bay, gave horrid 
Shouts. Ey the firft Noife, the Spaniards thought it had been made by Sea- 
Wolves, till they difcover'd the naked Red Bodies, They afterwards Tainted 
found the Reafcn of that Colour, for they daub'd themfelves from the Indians. 
Head to the Feet with a glutinous Red-Earth. Sarmiento took feme of 
his Company into a Boat, and coming to a Thicket, found them in the 
clofeftof the Tree?, without any other Cloathing but that Clay as Red as 
Blood, -- Only one old Man, who talkM to, and commanded, and was 
obey 'd by them, appeared cover 'd with a Cloak of the Skins of Sea 
Wolves. Fifteen Youths came out upon the open Shore, near the Sen- 
and drawing near, with peaceable Demonilra'.ion*, very earneTHy points*, 
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lifting up thtir Hands towards the Place where the Ships remained. Th e 
Spaniards did the ¡ame. The Indian: came clofe, and Sarmiento giving 
them two Towels and a Night-cap, ior he had nothing elle then, and the 
Pilots fome other Trifles, they were well pleas'd. They gave them Wine, 
which they tailed and then threw away. They eat of the Bisket, tut all 
this did net fatisfy them ; for which Reafon, and becaufe they were on an 
open Shore, in Danger of loiing the Boat, they return'd to their Station, 
1 making Signs to the Indians to go to the Boat. They did fo, and Sarmien- 

to yoüzá two Sentinels for the more Security, then forcibly fei//d one of 
the Indians for an Interpreter, put him into his Boar, embraced him loving- 
ly, cloath'd and fed him. This Place he call'd, The Point of People, as 
being the firft where he found any. Thence he proceeded to Three fmali 
lilands, lying in a Triangle, and lay there* They went on, taking 
Draughts of the Lands, and being before a very craggy Country, the In- 
dian who had never ceas'd Ihedding Tears, throwing eff a Shirt they had 
put him on, leapM over-board, and fwam away. They held on their Way,, 
^uite weary of feeing fo many lilands, containing ft range Produ&ions of 
Nature, but without any Inhabitants. Only in one of them, which they 
call'd, The Cleft Rock, near a deep Cave, they found much Tra# of Men's. 
Feet, and the whole Skeleton of a Man or Woman. They went on thence 
with Storms through incredible Solitudes, which it would be too much to 
defcribe, tho $ our Defign were to treat only of this Voyage. At another 
Land, where they arrived full of Uncertainty, as it were by Accident, 
in the Bay they call'd, Our Lady of Guadalupe, thinking to difcover whe- 
.p. ther one Channel ran to the Eaft, and another to the North ; they faw a 

. nragua* p¡ ra ^ ua ^ fojng a VeíTel made of Planks put together, without ¿ny Sides,, 
* and Tome times of Rulhes, and of Calahajhes> and properly a Float, coming 

along on the Water, and in it five Indians, who getting to the Shore, hit 
the Piragua, and ran up a Mountain in a Confternation. The Pilot went 
into the Piragua, with four Soldiers, and the Boat proceeded further. 
Coming to another Point, where they thought there were more People, 
4 Cottage ¿hey on ty f-und a low round Cottage, made of Poles,, and cover'd with 
and what broad Barks of "trees, and the Skins of Sea- Wolves. In it were little 
in it. Baskets, Shell -Fifh, imall Nets, and Bones for Sticking of Fifh, like Harp- 

ing Irons, and Scrips full of that Red Earth wherewith they dye their 
Bodies, iniiead of Cloaths. This is all the Gayity and Habit they ufe, 
inftead of the Gold and Silks wotn in the Courts of Princes. Sarmiento 
left the Phaguct, and retum'd to the Ships with only the Boat, becaufe his 
Provifions were fpent. In this fmall VeiTeJ, and a Brigantine, he found 
newly built by his Company, whilft they were viewing thofe moil defart 
lilands, with the Advice of the Vice- Admiral, he went from the Red 
Harhour, and finding no other fafe for the Ships, return'd to the fame. 
Then in the BoatcallM Nuejlra Señora de Guia, or Our Lady of the Guide, 
he went, away to make Tryal of the Mouth which appeared to the Eail- 
Snor* of warc * under a mighty long Ridge of Snowy Mountains, fo various, that 
feveral ^ ie V ^ aw f° me Tops cover'd with white, others with blew, and others 
Colour:. with black Snow. Sarmiento calls that the Continent, There is no Num- 
ber of the lilands he took PoiTeffion of, and thofe he difcover'd, being in- 
acceiBble in other jírcbi$eIagos y from the Top of a Mountain rifing above 
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thofe about ir f and cover'd with blew Snow, which he compares to the 
Colour of the Tvrky Stones. This Heifihthecaird^ww Nuevo, that is, Keip 
ITear, becaufe he found it on the iirft Day of the Year, 1 580. He left no 
Saints Name, or the Refemblance of any natural Thing, but what he ap- 
ply 'd todiilinguifh thofe Iflands he toiTch'd at, ereíling CroiTes on them all, 
andwritingashedidinthefirft. He fawMen,only in thefe here mention \i. 
. He ran again in his Eoat through thofe Seas, where Nature feem'd to fet 
up new Iflands every Day ; and Anchored in a Harbour, where, among iSarmi<*n- 
other Precautions for Navigation, he drew a Meridian Line on the Earth, toV Indi- 
and mark'd the Magnetick Needles, refrefhing them by touching, again, Jlru 
becaufe they had receiVd fome Damage by the Storms and Damps* How 
weak a Guide have Men for mighty Enterprizes i He profecuted his Dis- 
covery of little Iilands, and taking PoíTeíTion ; and cbferv'd an Eclipfe forthe 
Benefit of Navigation, in the Port of Mifericor diet fix Mercy, zs he nam'd it* 
The Vice- Admiral not coming to him, he fuppos'd he was returned to 
Limn, however he waited for him ten Days, and five more in another newly 
difcover'd,and call'd, Nuejlra Señora de la Candelaria, or Our Lady of Can* 
dlemas,t\ixzt Leagues from the other. This Time having been agreed upon 
between them to expeft one another, which when expir'd,each was to make 
the beft of his Way into Spain ; Sarmiento being pdfitive, contrary to the 
Opinion of the Pilots, that there was the Streight otMagellah. 

On St. Agnes* s Day he Anchored at the Ifland which forms that Harbour, 
for which Keafon he gave it that Saint's Name* From the Ridge of a 
Hill, which hangs bending like a Bow over a River, he perceiv'd five Na-* 
tive Indians, who with Cries and Signs defired him to come to them ; 
¿eS^wMr^anfwering them in the fame Manner, the Indians held up a Indians by 
white Scarf, and our Men^another* When they were come down to the Signs jhor* 
¿hore, they feem'd to requeft they would draw near. Sarmiento fent /¿¿/Drake 
them bis Enfign, and the Pilot Ferdinand Alonfo, with only four Men, that yaftdlhat 
they might not fear; however they durft not come near the Boat* One j¡r eí y % 
Df our Men went aihore, and yet they would not truil him, yet drawing 
nearer becaufe he was alone, he gave them Chaquiras, that is, Glafs^Beads, 
Hawks-Bells, Combs^ Ear-Rings, and Hempen-Cloth. Obferve what 
mighty Defigns were couch'd under thofe Childifh Gifts* Then the En- 
fign and Pilot came aihore, cherifhing and giving them other Toys, and 
Ihow'd them what every Thing was for, by applying it to the Ufe be- 
fore them» This pleas'd them extreamly, as did fome little Linnen Flags, 
or Bannors, our Men carry 'd, made of narrow Slips of Fnnch Linnen, 
Canvas, and Silejia Cloth. This made Sarmiento judge that they had be- 
fore feeu Europeans, and they, without being ask'd, fignify'd by intelli- 
gible Tokens, that two Ships like ours had pafs'd that Way, or were 
itill thereabouts, pointing to the South Eaft, and in them bearded Men* 
clad and aito'd after the fame Manner. This was the firft Intelligence 
they found of the Englijb Ships under Drake. The Indians with fmiling 
Countenances promised to come again. They went up the Land, and our 
Men aboard the Ship, which not being far off, Sarmiento came aihore to 
take PoíTeíTion, with the ufual Religious and Civil Ceremony . 

The next Day the Enfign and Ferdinand Álonfo were with fix Soldiers by 
break of Day in the Harbour, carrying a considerable Quantity of Toys, to 
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Süaniards § ain the Affeflior.s of the Natives, who came alio; but would not draw 

ca> ch thee near OUr Men# They n,ade the fair,e Si ^ ns ^ had the Da y before - The 
Indians $P antará * * ü be tetter inform 'd of what Courfe the Englijb Steered, ran at 
the Ind¡an\ 5 and took three of them, every two Soldiers holding one of them 
andtho* they gave our Men many Blows and Bangs, ftruggling to get loofe* 
they could not prevail, and yet were very ilrong. The Spaniards put up all 
that they might get them to the Ship, where Sarmiento receive, and treat- 
ed them Courco ;fly. They Eat and Drank, and Kindnefs fo far prevail Yi, 
that they Jaid afide all Fear, and Laugh'd. Being fhow\d the narrow Slips 
of Linnen, thty pointed wiih their Hands to a Bay, where the Ships had 
Anchored, with the bearded People, who had Arrows, and Partefans. One 
of them fhow'd two, and another one Wound they had receiv'd fighting 
againft the Men of that Fleet. 
l r ice-Ad~ The Vice- Admiral was now gone back to Chile % and among other Acci- 
miral re- dents w ^ ich happened in his Return,he was wont to tell,that being come to 
turns to ^ lC ^ anci Mocha, he fent his Boat thither to ask fome fupply of Provisions 
Chile. and underftanding how Friendly they behav'd themfelves towards Drake 
and that the Hatred thofe People bear the Spaniards might be an Obftacle to 
him, his MeiTengers, by Order, conceal'd their being fuch, pretending they 
were Lutherans. The Wanders gave Credit to the Fidion, being desirous 
He de- to gain Friends, for preferving of their Liberty. Accordingly they fent them 
ceives the Fleih, Bread, and Fruir, with a Letter, in anfwer to theirs, the Superfcrip- 
Indians* tion thereof in Englijb run thus, To the very Magnificent Lords, the Luthe- 
rans, in the South Sea. Our Men anfwer'd, That fince.they Jiad fupplied 
them with fuch plenty of Provifions, they defied they would come and par- 
take. About 30 of the Prime Caciques accepted of the Invitation, and came 
very Joyfully, in a Canoe, to our Ship. No fooner were they Aboard, than 
the Vice-Admiral, not regarding their Complaints, gave order to loofe the 
Sails, which were ready, and carry'd them away Prifoners to Chile. Some 
things that befell him, might juftify his deferting his Superior, but they 
mutt be left to thofe who write a particular Hiftory of tho/e Aftions, 
Sormiento ^° re * urn to Sarmiento. In the aforefaid Port of Candelaria, or Candle- 
prefs'd to ma f s <> the Pilots prefs'd him hard, with Intreaties and Protections, to do 
go back. as llis Vice- Admiral had done,reprefenting how much his Men were har- 
rafs'd, and his Ship difabled, and that he had done more than all the Dif- 
coverers before him. That they wanted Anchors, Cables, and Rigging ♦ 
that the ^SVinds oppos'd him, without which it was impoifilje to proceed! 
This was a Dangerous Tryal, becaufe amidft the Complaints, and almoft 
Threats of the Pilots, there was a mixture of Flattery, commending him 
r for that no other Difcoverer had ventured fo far; fo that Sarmiento was no 
Jieurejo- j e f s mov 'd by their Praifes than by their Anger. However he bore up 
lute, and agai nit both, and feverely checked the Pilots: Who knows but he might 
goes on. conceal the fame Fears they urg'd ? And in íhort, he appeared fo Refolute 
againft all they could fay,that he brought them to his Beck. He fail'd thence, 
keeping the Channel,and about a League to the South-EafljtheiW/dHJÍhow'd 
him the way the Bearded Men took, of whom, after killing many, they, as 
was afterwards known, fav'd one Catherine, and a Boy, both - Englijb, who 
account of ilill liv'd among thofe wild Beafts, which they were more like than Ratio- 
Drake'* nal Creatures. Somewhat farther in another liland, which the Indians 
Pfifagc. faid was calFd Vuchachailgua y full of extraordinary high grey Rocks, the 
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bearded Men again fought the Natives without Succefs. They went on to 
another Iiland Nam'd Capitloilgua, on the Coaft call'd Cayrayxaxiilgua. 
Sarmiento did not change the Ancient Names of Countries, when he could 
learn them. They were fufiiciemly difma> 'd in the next they came at, 
thinking they were Imbay'd ; but prefently after they took Heart again, at 
the Sight of the Channel," which begins at the Mouth call'd Xaultcgua, and 
it widened, bringing them out to a tuoft ipacious Sea, hill of thousands of 
Iflands. Failing by, in Sight of one of them, they perceivM high Smokes - 
2nd the Captive Indians began to Weep, and they faw it was for Fear of 
the Natives, expreííing that they were Giants, and fought defperateiy. Our 
Men encouraged them, giving them to under iland that they fhould be able 
to deal with thofe People. They went aíhore on that Country, which is 
call'd Vinqiiichifgua. Sarmiento alterM it, in Honour of the Crofs he Several 
ere#ed there, calling it, the Iiland of the Crofs. There he faw Abundance Ifands. 
of Whales, Wolves, and other Sea-Moniters, and great Clods of Snow, on 
the Waves. He made ready his Cannon, and fmall Arms, providing 
again ft Loth Pirates and Natives, for he expe&ed to find the Englijb poiTef- 
fed of the Land. From that Time he Hood upon his Guard, and no Man 
quitted his Arms. They went on to a third Iiland, which is the biggeft, 
heard Humane Voices, and faw fome Piraguas , with the People that cry'd 
out, ivho were cro fling from one Iiland to another. Our Men drew near 
in the Boat to take a View, and all of them put into a clean Harbour, 
whence they difcoverM a Town, not Barbarous, but Decent and Lofty, like 
ours in Europe, and abundance of People, who having funk the Piraguas % Populous 
and .Handing on the Mountains, with their Arms in their Hands, call'd to Ijlands. 
our Men from a Wood, to Land, as ours did them to draw near the Sea. 
Among the Trees appeared many more of thofe Iflanders, with Bows and 
Arrows, as if they intended to fall on. This made our Mendifcharge fome 
Muskets at them, the Noife whereof fo terrify'd the Indian Women, that 
they fet up hideous Shrkks, and therefore the \ Spaniards foibore Firing, 
for fear of lofing all hopes cf gaining their Affections. By this time the 
Ship which had been Cruizing up and down, came into the Harbour. 
Sarmiento made a Gun ready, and the Boat came Aboard, Towing a Pira- 
Pua after it. Having writ the Inflrument of PoíTeíIion, tho' he had not 
inquir'd into the Government of the Inhabitants of that great Town, he 
Landed on the Shore, whence is difcover'd a vail high Mountain, all white 
with aged Snow, andLencompafs'd with Rocks. Ancient Relations call'd 
it Orlanro's Bell, he being one of Magellan's Companions. He SaiPd on 
to J4 Degrees Latitude, at the Point he call'd of S. Ifidorus.. Near to it the 
Natives call'd out to him, and coming up to our Men, Embrac'd them fa- traSahle 
miliar ly. Sarmiento, beíides Hawks- Bels, and other Toys, fent them Bisket Indians. 
and Fleih from the Ships. They fat down toConverfe, by Signs, with the 
Enfign, the Pilot, and Eight other Chriftians, íignify.jng, that they were 
pleas'd with their Friendfhip^ and thofe rich Gifts ; and gave fuch confufe 
Tokens of the Englijb having pafs'd that way, as the others had done.* 
Then they return'd to their Huts, and the Admiral having taken PoíTeíIic u, 
and found the Latitude to be 53 Degrees, and 40 Minutes, advane'd in fight 
of the Coaft, which eight Leagues from thence lies flat with the Sea, and 
forms a Shore of white Sand. Before he came to it he Difcover'd a pro- 
digious high burning Mountain, covered with Snow 3 where the Fire and 
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the Snow íéem, out of natural Courtefy, to Refpeft one another, and to 
confine within themfelves their Force, aud Effe¿ts ; for neither is the one 
Quench'd, nor the other Melted by their near Neighbourhood • The Chan- 
nel carry 'd him to the Point he caJl'd of S. Anne, in 53 Degrees and a half 
of Latitude. He took poíl'eífion, and rais'd a heap of Stones, at the Foot of 
a Crofs, and left a Letter written with Charcole-Düft, which he thought 
incorruptible, in the Shards of an Earthen Veffcl, well Pitch'd, among thofe 
Stones. In it he declared to all Nations, That thofe Lands and Seas be- 
long'd to the King oi Spain, and by what Title he held them. In the fame 
Letter, he left Orders for his Vice- Admiral, to return to Peru, and give 
the Viceroy an Account of all that happen c d,till they difcover'd the Streight* 
indianl'i*- The Ship iieer'd off with the Ebb, and the Irdians when it was gone came 
fints. down with their Wives and Children, and a Prefent of great pieces of Sea 

Wolves, (linking Meat, Sea Foul, call'd Minnos, which are White and 
Yellowiíh, Murtina, a fort of Fruit like Cherries, and bits of Flint, bor c d 
through and Painted, in a fmall Box of Gold and Silver. Being z¿k% 
what that was for, and they anfwering, To fir ike Fire, one of them took 
fbine Feathers he brought, and with them lighted it, as if it were Tinder* 
A little before, when our Men made a Fire to melt the Pitch, for fecuring 
the Veffel the Letter was in, which was left ftoppM at the Foot of the 
Crofs, the Flame fpread upon the Mountain, and ráís'd a Smoke. The In<+ 
dians believing they were Fires made by thofe fo much dreaded Enemies of 
theirs, went away- and could not be flopp'd by any means 5 nor was their 
Fear groundlefs, for they anfwefd immediatly in the oppolite liland, with 
great Smokes* The River which falls into the Sea at the Point Sarmiento 
caird S. Jobn's\ and the Streight dividing thefe Iflands, which is the ve-* 
ry Old one of Magellan, look'd and fought after with fo much Danger, he 
-nam'd of The Mother cfGod, changing its firil Appellation, that through 
this Devotion (he may obtain of her Son the Salvation of thofe numberlefs 
Provinces, extending the Voice of his Gofpel to them, that it might reach 
the Ears of fo many SouIs,moft of which are Ignorant of their own Immor- 
tality, without knowing any more than common Nature has taught them; 
Tojfejjion Sarmiento was fo well pleased with having thus e'Xprefs'd his Devotion, 
teken. that when he returnM to Spain,\\t intreated the KingN, to direft that Streight 
to be generally fo call c d, and his Majeilies Orders. The Pofleifion of this 
ib remarkable Place was taken with extraordinary Joy, inferting in the 
InUrument the Claufe of ?o^ Alexander the <5th's Bull, the Title that gives 
the Kings otCaftile, and the Limits aifigned by the Line he drew through 
both the Poles of the World, as Gods Vicar* E Guadr amino faid Mafs, 
and they all heard it devoutly, conlidering it was the fir ft offered up in 
that Place by Man to his Creator. It was intended as a Thankfgiving, and 




Holding on their Courfe along the Channel, with exceifiive }wt Weather, 
they came into a Bay, that was cover'd with white Weeds, and Anchor'd 



it the Point, on which a Company of Giants immediatly appear'd, who 
.rall'd out to them, lifting up their Hands Unarm'd ; cur Men imitated 
their Anions, which denoted Peace on both fides. They being come to 
?!'- B™t. which was Guarded hy ten Musketeers, the Eniign lesp'd Aihore, 
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. ivith tour others* The Giants made Signs to him to lay down his Leading- 
Staff, and then they withdrew, to the place where they had hid their 
Eows and Arrows. The Enfign did as they dire&ed, and then fhew'd them 
the Toys and Gifts he defignM for them* This withheld them, but flill 
they were jealous % wherefore our Men fuppofing their jealoufy proceeded 
from what they had fufter'd before, and pie fling they had receive fome AGiint 
dammage from the Evglifh Pyrate, to be the better enfoniTd of it, ten of f a h en 
our Men fell upen one of the Giants, whom they took ; but had enough to 
do to fecure him. The others running to their Arms, returned ío quick 
upon the Spaniards^ that they had fcarce time to get into their Boat. They 
fhot their Arrows, which flying thick, and our Men taking care to avoid 
them, they dropt two Muskets. The Steward of the Ship was {hot in thá 
Eye with an Arrow. The Indian they took was a Giant even among the 
other Giants, and the Relation fays, he loók'd to them like one of the Q>- 
clops. Other Relations aiTure us, each of thefe Giants is above three 
Yards high, and they are proportionably fpread and brawny. Being 
brought into the Ship, he was extraordinary frielancholy, and tho 5 they 
offered him the beft they had to Eat, he would take nothing all that Day. 
They fef Sail, crofEng Channels, and páffirtg by Iflands, in moil of which 
they faluted them with Smokes. In the nárrtnvefl Part, which they call'd 
of Our Lady of Grace , through which they mufl pafs of Neceífity, and is Otfar 
in S3 Degrees and a half Latitude, Sarmiento was of Opinion, Forts might Indians. 
fce ere&ed on the two Capes to fecure the PaíTage. They made hafte thro' 
ir, and again faw the Natives on another Point of Land, calling out, and 
ibaking their Cloaks, or Woolly Blankets. Sarmiento went to them with 
eighteen Soldiers, Only four Indians appear'd with Bows and Arrows, and 
making Signs of Peace with their Hands, faid, Xiitotc y which, as was after- 
wards known, fignifies Brothers. They polled themfelves on a rifing 
Ground, and when the Spaniards were landed, made Signs to them for one 
of our Men to come to them* One went unarm'd, with fome Gifts, as 
Glafs-Beads,Hawks-Bels andCombs,which they receiv'd pointing to him to 
go down again. He did fo, and the Enfign went up in his ilead, obliging 
them with other Prefents. They accepted of them, and yet neither they, 
nor any Courtefie could difpel their Jealouíle. Sarmiento left them, to 
avoid provoking them, and going up the Mountain another way, to view 
the Ridge* Plains, and Channels, the four Archers appear'd before him, 
and without any Provocation receive, but on the contrary after receiving 
the aforefaid Gifts, they furioufly aíTaulted our Men, wounding the Gene- 
ral with two Arrows in the Side, and betwixt his Eyes; and another Sol- 
dier had an Eye put out. The reft of the Spaniards covering themfelves 
with their Bucklers ran at them, but the Giants fled up the Country fo 
fwiftJy, that a Mufket Ball would fcare over-take them. This Aftion 
feems to verifie the Cowardice the Authors of Fabulous Books, commonly 
call'd Romances, afcribe to their Giants. Sarmiento view'd the Land, calTd 
it Nuefira Señora del Valle, or Our Lady, of the Vale, difcovering betwixt 
two fpacious Ridges, fome delightful Plains, numerous Towns, lofty Build- 
ings, Towers and Pinacles, and to his Thought fimptuous Temples of fp 
Majeftick an Appearance, that he fcarce bfeliev'd his own Eyes, and judg'd 
it an imaginary City. 

The End of the Third Booh 
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BOO K. IV. 

HESE Endeavours us*d by Spain to fhut out the Monfters of 
Herefy, difpell'd the Dread fpread abroad by Drake, and his 
Example in the North and South Seas. And ft nee his com- 
ing to Témate, oblig'd us to write all thefe Particulars, we 
could not, once they began to have -any Place in this Relation 
forbear making it perfecl by delivering the Succefs of them. A complcat 
Hiilory is the Witnefs of Times, the Light of Truth, the Life of Memo* 
ry, and in fine the Mi lire fs of Life. Therefore, to perform the Duty in- 
cumbent on it from fuch important Employments, it is not to fpare any 
-notable Digrefiions; efpecially when they deviate but little from the main 
Subjed, and have fome Connexion with it. This here is due to a moft 
prudent Action of King Philip Hd. and hisMiniflers; and ihows his Ca- 
-tholick Indignation againft Seclaries, and his Zeal for. preferving the 
Faith ml of his Indies untainted, and improving the Difpofition in the Souls 
of Idolaters, towards drawing them to the Faith. It demonfirates how he 
compal's'd the whole World by Means of his Commanders, thit he might 
introduce the faid Faith in all Corners thereof ; to the Reputation of his 
Watchlulneis inthe Service of this Miflical Empire, which is now Mili- 
tant, in order to its being Triumphant. - For this Reafon it is abfolutely 
Necefl'ary, not toconceal S^jw/tw/o's Refolution, nor toleave hiiri in thefe 
remote Seas, till we have brought him back to Spain, 3nd then we will re- 
turn to the Molucca lilands, which were in the mean while bufr about 
their own Definition. . 
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Sarmiento did not go up to the great City he dilcover'd at a Di flanee, 
becaule he would not depart from his Ship, to which he return'd, leaving 
us itill defirous to be throughly fatisfi'd or' fo it range a Thing. By the 
Way he found two extraordinary Jong Cloaks, or Barbarian Blankets, 
made of Sheep-Skins with the Wooll on, and a pair of Shoes made of raw 
Hides to bind about the Feet, which the Indians could not carry off, thro* c f 
the fearful Precipitation of their Flight, They continu'd their Difcovery, U ^ 
and the Wind oblig'd them to ftrike over to the Southern Coaif, five ^°^' 
Leagues diilant from Our Lady of the Vale ; and tlw 1 the cold V< inds blew, 
they found this Country more Temperate than the others. It is inhabited 
by proper People, has wild and tame Cattel, and Game, as was declared 
by Philip, fo they call'd an Indian they brought over, in Honour to King 
Philip. It produces Cotton, a certain Sign of its being Temperate j and 
Cinnamon, by them call'd Catea. The Air is very ferene, and the Srars 
appear bright, fothat they are plainly to be obferv'd, lay'd down, and 
defcrib'd. Sarmiento Cays it is ufeful in thofe Parts to obferve the Crazier, 
which is %o Degrees above the Jntartick Pole, and that he made ufe of it, 
for taking of Latitudes, as we do in our Hemifphere of the North Star, Ohfervati* 
tho' with another Sort of Computation. And in Regard that the Crozier ontfor 
does not ferve all the Year, he fought out another Polar Star, nearer to Sailors. 
the Pole, of a ihorter Computation, but general and perpetual; and he 
us'd fuch Induíhy, that he difcover'd, and afcenain'd it by Obfervations, 
and Experiments of feveral clear Nights. He fettled the Stars in the Crozi- 
er ^ and two other Crazier t t and two other Polar Stars, which take a very 
frnall Corr.pafs ; this he did for the common Benefit of curious Sailors. 
Notwithstanding ail thefe Tokens, and the Ineouragement of humane Cu- 
riofity, no Man has ever gone to thofe Towns, which had fuch promising 
Signs of Civility 5 tho' thofe rude Giants did not feem to conHrm thole 
Appearances of a well-fettled Country. Sarmiento ran along the Streight, 
never ceafmgto found, and Jay it down till he came to a Cape, he call'd, Sarmiento 
OftbcHolyGbolt, from which to that of the Virgin Mary, there are n cmcs int0 
Leagues/mm the South to the North Sea. Here they began to order their the Nort/j 
Courfe with due Difference. They faw Whales, and on the Shores, Sea * 
Thickets of feveral unknown Plants. They ran thro* Storms and Dan- 
gers, furprizing even to fuch experienced Sailors as they were. They all 
vow'd Offerings to Churches, AJms, and Pilgrimages to Places cf Devo- 
tion in Spain, with other folemn Engagements, on which fearful Mortals 
in Danger, devoutly ground and encourage their Hopes. The Tcmpeft • 
ceas'd, and on the ijth of March, about Midnight, Sarmiento faw a low 
white Rainbow, oppofite to the Moon, which was moving againf. it; 
and it was occafio.nU by Repercuífíon of her Ray», which Sell by Refracti- 
on en the oppofite Clouds. He fays, That neither he noi any other Per- 
ion, everfaw, heard, or read of the like; but by his good Leave, in M- 
terieui Vefiujitti*s Epitome of Voyages, we read that the fame happen'd in 
toe Year ijoi, in that fame Place, where both of them taking the Sun's 
Altitude, they found hiin in it, Degrees large, which is as good as i j 
League?. This Day they were within the Tropick of Capricorn. Pro- 
ceeding forward, they loft their Reckoning, and the Hopes of recovering 
*t, for Want of Mathematical Inirruaients $ but on the firft of jtpr¡¡ % 
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1580, at Night, they difcover'd, and obferv'd the Polar-Star of the 
j mJ t Triangle in zi Degrees 5 and on the 10th of the fame Month, they law the 
i!in*'d Mandof the 4f''*niion, at eight Leagues Difiance. They anchur'd there, 
sue jiana foun¿ Watej ^ aml faw ievera i Crofies, erected by fome lortugiiefes, who 
Aiceimon. in thdf Vvay tobidla^ were eaft away there by a Storm, and the living, 
out of Devotion, fet them up on the Graves of thole that dy 'd. On one of 
them they found a Board nail'd, with this Infcription, Don John de Cartel 
Rodrigro, Commodore, arrived here with five India Ships % on the \-\th of 
May, 1 576. Near to it, Sarmiento fet up another, as a Memoria], that 
thefiril Ship coming from Peru, touch d there, having pafs'd thro' the 
Sreight from the South to the North- Sea, on the King's Account, with 
the Occafion of his Voyage. This Iiland abounds in Sharks, which are 
Sea-Monfters, Fifb, and a Sort of fuch greedy and troublefome Fowl, that 
Ravenous they make at whatloever they fee. They took the Enligns Hat off his 
Birds. Head, to fnatch away a Letter he had ftuck in it* He fav'd his Hat, by- 
clapping up his Hand immediately, but loft the Letter, which they puJFd 
away by force j and afterwards they faw a Fray in the Air 7 the others 
endeavouring to take it from that Harpy, which firft fnatch'd it away* 
Thi¿> Iiland lies in 7 Degrees and a half oí South Latitude, and it is ve- 
ry obferveable, that tho c the Spaniards were very attentive to their Com- 
pafs, and took fo many Precautions for their Security* yet fuch was the 
Force of the feveral Currents, that when they thought they were 60 
Leagues from Pern ambuco Eaft and Weft, at the River of Virtues, on the 
Coaft of Brazil, they found themfelves 400 Leagues to the Eaft ward ^ fo 
that the Currents deceived, and drove them 340 Leagues from the Point 
they had fettled by the Degree of Latitude. Sarmiento dicouríes largely 
upon this Effeft, charging the Sea-Charts with Faliho; d, and being ig no- 
xantly laid down* Dreadful Tempeftsenfu'd, till on the 28th of April, or 
the Coaft o) Guinea he difcover'd Sierra Liona, abounding in Gold, and 
Blacks* Then the Iilands they call of Idols, and beyond them thofe of 
Vixagaos, inhabited by ftout Black Archers, who ihoot poifon'd Arrows, 
wherewith, fuch as are wounded, prefently dye raving. On the 8th of 
May they all dl fick on the Coaft of Guinea, of Fevers, Lamenefs, Swel- 
lings, and Impofthumations in their Gums, which in that Country prove 
Mortal, by Reafon of the Exceifive Heat, and then for Want of Water ; 
but Heaven rehev'd them with feafonable Rain. When they labour'd 
to make the iilands of Cabo Verde for fome Refrefhment, the Winds drove 
them off. They bore up without finding Land, or any Ship, till on the 
zidoi May % being in 15 Degrees 40 Minutes of North Latitude, they 
defcry M two SaiL Sarmiento believ'd they had been Portuguefet, and was * 
defirous to make up to ha.e them ; but upon better Obfervation perceivM/ 
the one was a Tall Ship, the other a Sloop, both of them French, who 
purfu'd and endeavotn'd to get to Windward of him. The Sloop came 
fcremoft to view our Ship, which made good its Advantage* When they 
Fight with were come in Sight of thelfland of Santiago, the French held up a Naked 
the Sword, and then iir'd fome Shot. The Spaniards anfwer'd with their 

irench Muskets, which was thendone by both Sides, and feveral French Men fell^ 
tho* on our Side never a Man was kill'd, but fome wounded, and then 
they fled more fwiftly than thev had purfu'd, Thofe on the Iiland beheld 
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tíieín;:i S v.iitnt, and thinking it had been Counterfeit, and both the. Ships 
/ V?ji h, they flirr'd not out to Succour either. When the Pirate was 
quite fled, z Caravel of Mgarve arrived coming from Portugal, which dif- 
cover'd the Pirate's Name, andStrength; declaring he had 85 Men in the 
Ship, and 15 in the Sloop, and among them a Por tugue fe Pilot. That he 
had plunderM four other Ship.?, and the faid Caravel, at Cape Blanco f on 
the Coaftof Jfrick j and at the Ifland of May, not tar from Santiago, had 
funk another Caravel, belonging to the Royal Navy, which was failing 
for Brazil, in order to People Paraguay ; where the Englijb had of late 
Years built Towns, intermarrying with, and being attradei by the Love # 
and Children they had by the Tatuyer Indian Women. 

. Sarmiento Landed at Cato Ferde^itie Cuilom-Houfe of which City yearly § arm ¡ e " nt<| 
is worth to the King iocooo Ducats, There are always in it zocco Blacks, ^ q^ q 
becaufe of the fettled Trade for them. Before he Anchor 7 d,there came Boats y er j e 
from the Shore, to view his Ship, and he telling them, he came from Peru, 
through the Streights of Magellan, they were amaz'd. They returned to 
give an Account to their Governor Gafpar de Jndrade, and told him, That 
thofe that came in the Ship, were Men of feveral Shapes, Deform *d, and 
Ili-look'd, and others with Jong tangled Hair and Locks. Thefe were fome 
Indians oí Peru and Chile. As for the Reft Sarmiento has thefe Words, 
A s to our being lll-look^d, they did not wrong us ; for be f des that we had 
no effeminate Countenances, the Powder and Sweat of 'our Volleys of fmall 
Shot, a little before, hadnotfet us of to any Advantage^ and, in Jhort, 
we had more mina to fomeWater than to look like Beaux. However, neither 
he nor his Men went Afhore, till they had fatisfy 'd a Pratick Mailer that 
none of them were infe£ed with the Plague. The next Day they Landed 
bare- Foot, in ProcefEon, withCroíTes, and Images, repairing to the Church 
of our Lady of the Rofary , where they gave Thanks, Alms, and other effefts 
of their Vows, with extraordinary Joy j for every Storm is fo much Ho- 
nour, when recounted in fa'e Harbour. They Confefs'd, and receive the 
Blefled Sacrament at a Mafs they had Vow'd to caufe to be faid. The 
Governor, Don Bartholomew Leytao, Entertaiii'd, and made much of them, 
tho* at firft he would not believe they had pafs'd the Straight* The Sick 
were Cured, and the Ship and Boat which were much ihatt r'd, re-fitted. 
The main Defign of this Voyage, which was to Fight Drake, and provide 
the proper Defence againft the Defigns of the Enemy, had not been com- 
pa&'d; and therefore Sarmiento, having tought the French Ship, and Sloop, 
whichappear*dagain,alarming thatCoaft,and both of them flying back with 
all fpeed, after being Shattered ana Beaten, to the Ifland Mayo, or of May, 
the common Shelter of Robbers ; He redoubled his Watchfulnefs, and went 
on to get Intelligence of the Englijb, as well thofe that pafs'd the Straight 
with Drake, as of thofe new Planters in Brazil, or Paraguay ; as alfo of 
the Inclination of the Subje&s of the Crown of Portugal, to fubmit to 
King Philip, or Don Antony. A Filotof Algarve informed him, That the Inteltz- 
Year before, betwixt Ay amonte and Tavira, two Englijb Merchants, fpea- gence le 
king of the Indies, allured him, that Drake was gone thro' into the South receives* 
Sea\ and by the Tiine, the News agreed with what the Indians of the 
Straight had fignify c d to him by Signs j and that he arrived fafe in England, 
with two Ships fraught with Gold and Silver of that notable Robbery, 
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which he preferred to the Queen. Sne fitted out five orher Ships, with 

three Years Provifion, to return to the Streights of Magellan, to feek out 

thofe that had been loft there ; and Drake eight more. That the firft five 

were already gone in DecewKhft. That the Merchants had entrufled him- 

with that Secfet,taking him for a Portuguefe, and who, a5 fuch, would not 

difcover it to the Spaniards. By the French he was informed, That as foon 

as they had brought off fome Ships with Blacks from Cajlro Vedre, they 

would go over to the Ifland Margarita, and thence to the North-ward, 

from the Ifland oí Santo Domingo to Yaguana , whence they came not above 

four Months fince, Loaded with Hides, and Sugar. That they had kill'd 

Captain Barbudo, in the Ifland Margarita, in Revenge for the Englift he 

had flain. That having taken the Governor of Brazil, they again fet him. 

1t Liberty. That all their Pilots are Portuguefe*. He was alio told by o- 

thers ^.vho came from thence, and by Captains of Reputation, who were 

Englifh in returning thither, that in the Bay of Paraguay, near Rio de Jnneyro, which 

Paraguay- is in z* Degrees,! z Minutes South Latitude, there had been for eight Years 

Jaft pail, Colonies of Englijb among the Tapujen; with whom for the 

three laft Years, the Portuguese were at War, and had kill'd moil of them*. 

That it is fuppos'd the Natives, who are Man-Eaters, had devour 'd moit 

of thofe that fled up the Country. He picVd up other Intelligence from 

England, concerning their Navies, their Colonies in thofe Parts, and De- 

iign of Ufurping the Molucca Iflands with all their Strength, and to render 

themfelves Invincible Mailers of the Spice. They difpatch'd a Boat, with 

thefe Advices to the Viceroy of Peru ; for Sarmiento could not return bim-*- 

ftlf by the way of Brazil and Paraguay, becaufe the force of the Currents 

had drove him away into rhe Main Sea, Eaft-ward. Before his Departure, 

Sarmiento he cau ^d his Enfign to be Strangled, as a Tray tor to his King, to the Dif- 

Sn angles honour of his Poit, and an Obftruftor of the Difcovery. Two other Sol- 

'¿is in fan diers he Bannifh'd, one of them from the Indies, and fhew'd Severity to 

andPunifíh ^ ome °f the Company, on Account of the fame Crime, which, it was be- 

cs others. J iev 'd, had not been fo fully provM upon them, as is requifite for inflifting 

the ufual Puniihmenr.

Thofe 
continued, and feven more broke out, cafting forth as many Rivulets of Li- 
quid Ffre ^ one of which ran round an Hermitage, and nine Men running 
to fave fome Bee-Hives from being burnt, another Mouth open'd, which 
fwallow'd feven of them, and fing'd the other two. So much Aíhes fell 
like Rain upon the Earth, that it was covered a Span deep, and in ihort, all

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the Iflai.d was on Fire S.nmiento held on his Courfe, and on the 18th of 

June, arriv'd at the City Jvgra, on the Iiland Tercera, rhe Chief of the 

Azores, where alio came in a Ship from the Town of Benumb t/co, 3nd 

another from Baya ¿e todos of Santos, in Brazil, Thei'e being aik'd, What 

they knew of the EvgliJJ;; afiur'd him, That in November láft paii there 

came five White Men, with fifteen Indians, who were going to Ijlecs, and g Qme £ 

the Portugvfe Towns by Land j and going along the Shore, they on a fud- ufainüíai- 

deir, at Rio de las Cuentas, lighted upon an Evglijh Sloop. Seven of the ^ 

Men were ¿inore drying their Sail?, and as foon as they fáw the Travellers 

they fled. .The Portuguefe perfifted purfuing them; but the Evglijb letting 

fly fome Arrows, held on their Flight, two of them up the Mountain, and 

the other five along the Coaft, till they got into the Sloop. They cut their ' 

Cables, and left behind them two large Carriages for Guns. 

The Travellers defir'd them to come aihore, and offer'd them Mear, and 
all other NeceiTaries, alluring them they meant no Harm. They anfwer'd, 
they would not come, and íh owM Mulkets, Crofs-bows and Pikes, pointing 
a fmall Gun, to fire at them. It was then Ebb, and they departed fix Lea- 
gues from thence, to fail near the River de las Cuentas. That at the Iiland 
Cape, pver-againft Camaimt, another Portvguefe Ship, that knew nothing of 
this Sloop, lighted on it, when there were only three Englifl> Men left in 
her, the reft being kill'd aihore, with Arrows by the Native5. In ihorr, 
the Sloop was caft away, five Men of it being taken, who declar'd, that it ^«Englifli 
came with a Squadron of ten Ships, in which a certain great EngliJIman Squadron. 
pafs'd the Streigbts of Magellan. That they return'd thence Coafting a- 
Jong, to plant a Colony in the mod convenient Place for their Purpofe,.the 
Admiral having 500 Men aboard for that End. Four Hundred of them 
were Soldiers, the reft Seamen, and other Mechanicks. That all this Squa- 
dron Anchor'd in an Iiland of Cainbals,ot Man-Eaters, and a Storm rifing, 
nine of them fail'd away, but the Admiral not being able to get from her -,, ... 
Anchors time enough, was Caft away, none being fav'd but thofe that came , i *" 
in the Sloop,and they efcap'd by being then gone to Water. One of thefe ™: CtJ 
five was 35 Years of Age, and an able Mathematitian. He aftirm'd, That *' 
thofe who efcap'd the Storm, would foon return to the Coa ft of Brazil, 
with a numerous Fleet. Among other Particulars, he told them, that they 
found an Infcription with the King of Spain's ¿rms, in that part of the 
Iiland Cananca, where they were, which their Commander in chief took 
away, and fet up in the Place of it another, with thofe of England. Be- 
fides all this, three of thofe Ships that efcap'd the Stoim, coming before 
the Portvguefe Town of Rió de Janeiro, to make the Cape, and find out the 
other fix, the Governor of that Place, fent out four Canoes to take Cogni- 
fance of them, which on a fudden fell in with another Long-Boat belong- 
ging to the Evglijb, who, as foon as they fpy'd the Canoes, made away, but 
could not do it fo fail as to fave all. They took Thiee, and the Governor 
fent them to Babia ; but the Ships made away with all their Sails. The . 
Prifoners own'd, That in cafe they met with their Ships at the Cape, they Enghfh at 
were refolv'd to go to Pavayba, or Pernambuco. In other Relpects they a- Brazil. 
greed with the Account given by thofe in the Sloop. The Engtijb arriv'd 
at Brazil about November , 1579, at the fame Time that Sarmiento was fee- 
king 
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king for the Straight; and this agrees with the confufe Signs the Brutiih 
Indians of thofe Parts made to him, as he Touch 'd on their Coaftr. His 
chief Care being to enquire into thefe Matters, he was inform'd by the 
Ship of Corregidor, that is the Governor in Civil Affairs of Angra, that on the 
theirs caft- fecond of November', that fame Year, another Englijb Ship was Caft-awáy 
cway. at Gualva^ a Town two Leagues diftant from that City, with fix Men in 

it, two whereof, and a Black were fav'd. It appearM there had been 500 
Men in the Ship, and much Wealth, which was thrown into the Sea, du- 
ring the Storm. That they were going to plant Colonies in India, and 
moft of the Men dy^d on the Coaft oí Guinea j and perhaps this might be 
one of the nine Ships aforefaid. The People oiGualva drew out of the 
Sea fifteen heavy pieces of caft Iron Cannon, but could not get out feveral 
others; The fifteen are of an extraordiary Magnitude, as it were for fome 
fettled Fort. To conclude, he was informed, and Time has fince verified 
it, that they were preparing in thofe Northern Parrs to rob us of the Trea* 
lure of Metals, and Spice there is in thofe Countries, and in exchange to 
Introduce their Se#s. The final Succefs of both the Spanijh and the Eng~ 
lijb Admirals, was that they arriv c d fafe in their refpeftive Countries, for- 
faken by the Vice-Admirals. Drake returnM to London, with an immenfe 
Treafure, which the Queen feiz'd, ¿Hedging, That Don Barnardino de Me- 
noza, then the Spanijh EmbaiTador at that Court, demanded Reftirution, 
as belonging to his K. and the reft of it taken from his Subjects; but ihe ad- 
jüdg'd it to her ownCofers,in Recompence for theDammage fuilain'djWhen 
the Spaniards fupported her Rebels in Ireland. Drake was not enrielad 
by his Robberies, nor did he gain any Reputation by his Actions; but on 
the contrary he was flighted in England, either becaufe they knew what 
he did was not Honourable, or that generally a Man's own Country is 
ungrateful to him. Sarmiento departing from Angra with a fair Wind, 
difcoverM the Coaft of Spain on the yth of Augufi % and arriv'd at Cape 
S. Vvicent 9 fiü\ of Intelligence and News from fo great a Part of the World, 
and of the Defigns of feveral Nations, and the Crown of Portugal His 
Arrival, and Account produced the fitting out of other Fleets, and^ freib 
Preparations in Spain, and in the Indies, which extended to the Relief of 
the remoteft Parts. One of them was the Reducing of Temare, and the 
fending over one hundred Spanijb Families, arm'd, provided and examin'd, 
as to Quality and Virtue, to be the firft Inhabitant of thofe Defarts upon 
the Streight. They carry'd Tools,, Arms, Inftru&ions, and all NeceiTaries 
•to fortific the narrow Parts of it. Sarmiento went as Chief, and Gover- 
nor of thofe Dominions. This Projeft prov'd unfuccefsful, and in the 
general Opinion of all Men, it was through the Fault of the General Sancho 
Flores. Afterwards Sarmiento was taken, and fet at Liberty in England 
where he had Conferences with the Queen and Drake upon this Subje# f 
whence he drew Information for the Execution of greater Defigns. 

This Year King Henry Dy'd in Portugal, when he had Reign'd but thir- 
ty of Por- teen Months. Five Governours had the Adminiftration during the Inter- 
tugai dyes, regntnv, and were difturb'd by the Arming of Don Antonio, within the 
Kingdom,and byKing Philip's Forces already advancing into the Frontiers. 
So that neither Government could do any more than coufult about the pre- 
fent Exigencies ; which at that Time were neither pevfeft Peace nor open 
War, there being Hopes that they would lay down their Arm?, and joyn 
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villi their true Prince, whom the Portvgueje is wont to Love, as a Father, 
rather than as a King, However there were fome Troubles, and Commo- 
tions. Private Difcord is an infeparable incident to all Governments, and 
that draws the Thoughts of Men after it, and is often the Original of ge- 
neral Calamities, tho c it be moderated, or juflifry'd by a fjncere Zeal. 

King Philip enter c d Lisbon fipporting his Right by his Power, and ^ phi-' 
whilii the other Provinces, which compofe that Monarchy in Spain, Jfrick, y *j je jj^ 
Jfia, and the Eajl- Indies fubmit; cd to liim, he beftow'd Favours, gave Laws, a ¿ j iffacfir 
confirm *d the 01d,ratified Priviledges,and gain'd Affections by his Prefence,. 
and a General Pardon, which he extended to thofe who had offended him. 
On the 15th ot November I58z,he fwore to cbferve thofe Laws eílabliíh'd 
by his Predecefíbrs, and particularly by King Emanuel, as then next Heir 
to the Crowns of Spain, for himfelf and his Son, Prince Michael, whom 
God took to a better Kingdom in his Infancy. Thofe Laws were afterwards 
fwom to by King Sebajlian, and all of them imported, that all Honours, 
EmploymentSjBenefices, and the Management of the Revenue of the Crown, 
with all other Commands by Sea and Land, in Portugal, Jfrick, India, 
the Iflands and all other Parts already conquered, or to be conc]uer\i by 
that Crown, ihall be in the Hands of Natural born Portugucfes. And by 
the 24th Chapter ofthefe Lawsuit was eítabliíh'd, that in fitting out Fleets He Swear* 
for India, or otherwife for Defence of the Kingdom, or fupprefling of Py- to wain- 
rates, the King ihould take the neceflary Meafures with the Kingdom of tain the 
Portugal, though he ihould ufe the Aíliítance of his Majeilies other Domi- Laws. 
ñions. They were fenfible that this favourable Law, without infringing 
the Antient Laws, inade way for employing the Forces of the Crown of 
Cajlile, in the Recovery, or Prefervation of the Kingdoms of the Eaflern 
Archipelago, whereat that Time the Chrifiians fufFer'd Martyrdom, with- 
out any Oppofition.. And the King for the Recovery of Témate, efpecial- 
ly confider'd the Conveniency of the Philippine Iflands, which lie more 
opportune than India j the Juflnefs of which Reflection has been confirmed 
by the Event. 

India at this Time was govern'd by the Viceroy Fernán Tettez, to whom 
•King Philip the fecond Writ, representing how favourable an Opportunity 
he had to do God good Service, to fecure the Tranquility of Chriflendom, 
and fettle Peace, which ineflimable Advantages would be owing to his 
Fidelity and Care, if through them thofe Provinces ihould be united to the 
Monarchy, without any Trouble, by continuing Loyal, and providing that 
the Tributary Kings ihould do the fame. He put him in Mind that Ser- India ful- 
vices become the more valuable by the furmounting of the greateft Diffi>- viits to 
culties, and gave him good Hopes of a Reward, which would have been him. 
fulfilled, had he come home to fee the FfFefls of them and his Services. 
But Fernán Tellez had no need of any fuch Promifes, or of the Perfwafions 
which are as good as Commands, contain'd in Letters from Miniiiers of 
State, and fent with the King's Letter. Thefe being fent over Land, came Tellez tJjs 
to his Hands in fix Months, and he either preferring, or gaining their Viceroy 
Affections had fo much Forecaft as to confirm the King, Princes, and San- Loyal. 
giackt, who, in thofe remote Parts, pay fubje¿tíon to the Crown of Portu- 
gal; before he knew any thing of the Orders fent him, or of the additio- 
nal Eflate the King was pleas'd to confer on him. By his Authority he 
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diíappointed lome Pioje¿is of Confederacies, fet a foot for the recovering 
of their Former Liberty, hoping by the Example of the King of Témate t 
that the Revolutions in Europe might turn to their Advantage, But i\\ 
defpight of thele Contradictions and Changes, Feman Tellez fo far prevail- 
ed, as that the Religious Mendicant?, and the Jefuits, continu c d the preach- 
ing of the Gofpel, with fuch Fervour, that they defy'd even Tyranny it 
felf. The Converíions of Idolater Princes are truly and elegantly related in 
the Writings and Books of the Miflions of the Society, and other Ecclefi- 
aflical Hiilories ; fo that they excite, and inflame Devotion in the Breafts 
of fuch as read them. There may be feen, how the Truth was embrace, 
with all poffible Afie&ion ; how haftily, and eagerly they learn'd the 
Catechifm ; what Rejoycings the Catechumens made on the Day they 
were baptiz'd • Queens, and Princefles worfhipping the Images of Saints ; 
and fweeping the new Churches, and Chappels with their own Hands; 
with what Attention, and Exaétnefs they honour c d the Ceremonies of 
the Church, and laflly, how they frequented the Sacraments, and im- 
prove in Chriílanity* 

All this was Perfecuted, and Extirpated by the King of Témate \ who 
was now fo far from enduring any neighbouring Empire, that he ílruck a 
Dread into the remote!! ; infomuch, that tho* they were all fenfible they 
ought in all good Policy to fupport the Kingdoms of ty dore and Bachtan % 
yet they became lookers on, as it were on a Stage, to tehold the A (Faults 
given, and the Cruelties ailed at the Sieges. And in the latter of them, 
whilft throughout J?ji/rf the Standards were diiplayM in fubmiffionto Spatn t 
the King of Témate entered Bachiav> and prefs'd on fo vigoroufiy, that he 
took the Forts by main Force, and made the principal Sangiacks Piifoners. 
At the Taking of the Cky o\JBachian % the King of the Iitand was flain in 
Fight, with all the Portnguefes that affifted him; and the Prince, his Son, 
taken, »who was then aChriftian, but foon after, having taken an Oath of 
Fealty to the Conquerer, and Apoflatiz'd from the True Religion, he was 
miferably Reftor'd to his Kingdom, exchanging the Hopes of his Souls 
Salvation, for the Pernicious Fables of the Alcor av, to which he has ad* 
heaj'd till this time 5 tho* in Temporals he now owns the fovei^ign Do- 
minion of our King. The War with the Ty dores lafted longer, the two 
Navies fighting with indifferent Succefs, and Viftory changing fide?, ac- 
cording to various Accidents. Thefe Princes method of making Waf de- 
pends on Ambuíhes, and Stratagems, where Subtilty fupplies the place of 
Fighting* Strength* It is rare that either fide is much weakned j becaufe as fcon as 
fenfible of the others Advantage, the Weaker fiyes, and referves himfelf for 
better Fortune ; nor do they look upon it as Diihonourable to fly, for in 
thofe Parts they have but rude Notions of the Laws of Honour. The laft 
A&ion, after they had fuflain'd the Siege with extraordinary Magnanimity, 
was a Sally made by the Portuguefe and Ty dores from the Fort, with much 
- lfi r. Order and Conduft, Attacking the Enemies Camp with fuch Bravery, that 
fatue oj t k Q < t j ie y weT€ muc h f U perior in number, they could not fiand the Furv of 
lydores lhe King of fydore. Th« Temates being put to Flight, imbarXM after a 
great Slaughter of their Men, and never hoppM till they'came toTalaiu. 
game^ fo they call the Harbour of Témate on that fide. The Tydores pur* 
lu\J, and Ixing jluib'd with Victory defpis'd the Succours the Temates bad 
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ready in that Place, which Addition made them renew the Fight with 
freih Vigour, and wreíí the Vi&ory which then inclined to the Tydores. 
Thefe without breaking their Order, rctii c d and imbark'd ; and halting 
back in their Carcoas came to Tydore, where they fortify'd themfelyes 
againft what might happen. The King of Témate returnM to this City 
in Triumphant Manner, making a Show of fome Prifoners. 

The News of the Union of For trigal to Cajl He , was now known 
throughout all thofe Eafiern Parts, and fo well receive, that ioftead of 
offering at any Oppofition, they all joyfully fubmitted, hoping they-fnould 
be protected by a more powerful Arm, than they had been before. Nor 
were they deceiv'd in their Expectation, for, purfuant to what the King 
had fworn at Lisbon, concerning the Fleets, for fupprefiing of Pyrates, 
and Garrifoning the Coafts of Jfrick, he granted his Royal Order, for ail 
the Governours of the Philippine Iflands to take Care to relieve the Mo~ 
lúceos, and all other the Dominions in India, . belonging to the Crown of 
Portugal, making ufe of New Spoilt, and all other Kingdoms fubjeci to 
the Crown of Cafóle, there being moré conveniency for fupplying them 
from thence, than even from Judia. . 

The King of Témate, being fenfible of the Change of Times, and how .^¿yqut* 
much greater Forces threatned him than before; and that he ihould not be £ m i 7 jr a .. 
fuffer'd to reign, without fubmitting to a Superior, he grew better ad- ¿ 0Y f r 
vis'd, and fentan Ambaffador to Lisbon. The Ambaffador was Cachil $pmu 
Nay que, well known for the Antiquity of his Family, and brave Actions. v # 
Nayqne fignifies a Tribune, or Commander, He embark'd with much 
-Wealth of thofe Parts, asPorcelane, Chine fe Silks, Calico's and Muflins, 
Spice, Fruit, Aromatick Woods' and Barks, and Preferves of the fame ; 
and pafling between the lilands ofPavgicaz and Manado, near to that of 
Celebes, keeping off from the Equinpftial, coaffed it and crofs'd the Line 
again, till he came to Borneo. There he vifited the King, who was at Tay- HUVoyage, 
aopura, and delivered him Letters from his Mailer, attempting by Word 
of Mouth, to unite him to the Molucco Nation againft the Crown of 
Spain. Contenting himfelf with the firft Hopes, he pafs'd on betwixt Cre- 
viato znáSurato, and crofs'd the Iflands Pub and Linga, in fight of the 
greater Java, thence thro c the Streight of Malaca, by the great Ones of 
Sanca ma Bint am, intheTort whereof were then the zo Ships, which 
are fent from Sumatra every Year, loaded with Pepper. He barter'd away 
much of what he had in his own Ship, and propos c d a general Revolt to all 
Nations. There are two Streights there ; the one of Simapura, fo cali'd Strcfahu 
from that City built on the Cóaft of Malaca ; and the other of Sabao, from ofSincz- 
anllland of that Name, and this leads to Sumatra. Nay que fteer'd this pura aVf $ 
Courfe, and foon put into the Harbour which lies going out cf the Sabao. 
Channel» 

This great Ifland, oppofitc to Malaca, and divided from it by a Bay full 
pf Ridges, of Rocks and Shoals, and above a thoufand fmaller IJlands,^ u ^}\ z 
was formerly a Peiiinfula, and contiguous to Malaca, as Sicily is faid to defcrib d % 
have been to Italy, Ancient Geographers call'd it Trapobana, the Mo- 
dern Sumatra. The Ancients alio callM it, the Golden Cher Jone fa, and 
the moft curious Searchers into Antiquity, Ophir, whence Solomon ga- 
thei'd that vaft Mafs of Treafure^ According to the Portuguefes it is 80 
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Leagues in Length, and ;o in Breadth. ( Here feems to be fome Miflake 
in the Author, for the Wand is well known to be above 80 Leagues in 
Length. ) Italian Writers fay it is 210c in Circumference- The Dutch, 
who have traded and made War there, do not contradict it, and all agree 
it is the largeft in all the Eaft, and the moil fruitful we know of. It Iks 
thwarting from Ncrth to South, in the Torrid ¡¿ore, and the Equinoccial 
Line cuts it in the Middle; fo that one Part falls to the Northern Hemif- 

}>here, and takes up five Degrees, and the other to the Southern, extending 
even Degrees. Thisliland is, according to fome, divided into four King* 
doms ; others fay ten, and fame z$ ; but we know of eight, which are, 
Pedir, Pacem, Jchem, Camper, Menancaho % wealthy in Gold Mines, and 
Zauie j and up the Inland the other two of Jndragide, and Juru, the 
Natives whereof are Idolaters and Man-Eaters* They devour, not only 
Strangers, but their cwn Brothers, and Fathers. In ihort, among theie 
barbarous People, Hunger produces the fame Effe&s as Pailion, The King 
xÁAchem is the moil Powerful of them, and they all pay Homage to the 
Crotvn of Portugal. Nayque entered the Court of Acbem, attended by his 
own Men, and follow'd by the Multitude of Cbinefe, Japonefe, Malay, 
, Perjian, and Twkljb Merchants ; all of them flattering themfelves with 
the Expectation of new Commotions. He firft woríhipp'd the King in a 
Temple, where there were monflroas Idols, notwithftanding thar the Peo- 
ple are Mahometans. He had afterwards private Conferences with him at 
Court, and in a few Days brought him over to his Party, Math his 
Wealth, as if he had been a j)oor Man. After delivering his Mailer's 
Letters, he told him, that before he went over into Europe, whether he 
was fent to difcover the Power ot Spain in its Origin, or Source, at a 
Time when it was diftra¿led by fuch Revolutions, it was convenient that 
moft wealthy Part of Jfia Ihould be reftor'd to its former Condition, a 
jMatter of no Difficulty, if they were firmly united among themfelve^ 
That none were foable to overthrow the Neighbouring Monarchy, which 
from Malaca had, as it were, fetter'd fo many Provinces, as the Kings of 
Sumatra, if they, confidering of what Moment it was to them, would 
iland by one another. That fince he had fuccefsfully befieg'd that hateful 
City, aífaulted its Walls, and Forts, and valued himfelf on being an Ene- 
my to the Portuguefes, he ought not to let flip fo favourable an Opportu- 
nity, which offered him compleat Vi&ory* That he ihould remember the 
feveral Expeditions of the Viceroys againit Sumatra, and that they always 
breed up Adelantados, or Lords* Lieutenants, with their Soldiers in Pay 
againfithofe Kingdoms. And that lince, till then they had not been able 
to make him uneafy, it was too much Forbearance to fuffer a perpetual 
Threat 01 Thraldom to fubfift fo near him. The King of Acbem, liflen'd 
to him with Satisfaction, as one, who, with all his Nation, hates the 
Haughcinefs of the Portug u efe Behaviour; yet he neither promis'd, nor 
performed any more than obftrufting the Trade of Malaca, till he had 
reduced it to Want* Nor did he keep the Secret^ for they had foon an 
Account at Malaca and Goa of thefe Contrivances, He farther promis'd^ 
That whenfoever the King of Témate ihould make a greater Invafion, or 
go about to extend, or enlarge himfelf, as far as he pretended he had a 
ftight, he would continue to give the Diverfion, as far as flood with his 
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Conveniency, and that he ihould have the Liberty of his Ports, and all 
Supplies for his Ships in his Kingdom» Nay que returned Thanks, and ex- 
tended his Negociation, endeavouring to bring in the other Tyrants of 
Sumatra, as for the Publick Good* Then failing away through the 
Straight of Sunda^ focall'd from the Name of a City in the furtheil Part 
of the Province, beyond the Line j he proceeded to the greater Java 9 no 
lefs Fertile than the other in the fame Medicinal, and Odoriferous Growth, 
at the Time when Thomas Candijh, an Evglijb Commander was arjiv'd 
there, coming from the North-Sea, by the Way oí New Spain. 

Nay que went up the Country to vifit, and found him in a populous City, 
where he was loading Pepper, which is excellent in Java y with that King's m 

Leave, he being a Friend to the Engl ifi ¡who had already fettled a Fafíoijr. Candiín in 
He. found him on the Banks of a River of fijch a Nature, that it prefentiy J ava P r *~ 
converts any Wood whatfoever cati into it into Stone, as fblid and hard ft**** *y 
as our Pebbles. He bore the Englifiman Company to the Port of Sunda Ca- Nay que* 
lapa, view'd his Ship, and made as much of him as he could . Among other 
Things he prefented him a Pavillion, artificially wove all with fweet fcen- 
ted Cloves, and not black, which was not only fit to keep out the exceflive 
Cold of England 9 büt even to dry up oyer moift Bodies that flept under it* 
There is daily Experience of its atra&ive Virtue at Témate , by placing 
great Veflels full of Water in the middle of the Rooms where the Cloves Clove a~ 
are kept, and in the Morning they find the Heaps of Cloves damp, and the trails Wa* 
VeíTeJs empty and dry. The fameEiTential Heat is in the Skeins of China terras does 
Silk, which therefore thofe who deal in it keep at a fmall Diflance from China Silk 
the Water, yet they fuck it, without touching, and by this Fraud .they 
weigh the heavier. Captain John Lopez de Ribera carry'd fuch a Pavillion 
of Cloves, as is above mentioned, and prefented it to the Earl of Coruna, 
who was then Viceroy. Nay que , like a Flaíh of Lightning which burns 
all that flandsinits way, endeavoured to üix up thofe who before were 
kept peaceable by the Valour oí Fernán TeUez, and to encourage the Tur- 
bulent, but without ílaying to fee the effeél of his Negociation, he made 
diredly towards the Cape of Good-Hope ¡ yet it is more Jikely, and even 
politive, that he went firft to Malaca, and thence in the India Ships to 
Sp/iin. 

WhiLft Nayque was at Sea, the Marques de Santa Cruz hod in the 
Ocean fought the Fleet Commanded by Philip Strozzi, in which was Antony 
Antony the Ballard, Pretender to the Crown of Portugal^ and deftroy'd it, theBaftari 
Chaílizing the French^ who with Teal, or counterfeit Commiflions from Defeated, 
their King, had oppos'd King fíñlijfs juít PoffeíBon. He arrived victori- 
ous at the Iiland of 5". Michael^ cut off the Heads of the French Gentle^ 
men, and condemned the Reft to the Galleys. Strozzi dy'd of his Wounds, 
and Don Antonio efcap'd in a Boat, and return'd to Ze alandro folicite frefh 
Succours in England and France. In the mean while, the King of Achem 
performed his Pjromife» His Kingdom lies next the firft Promontory of the Kingdom 
Ifland, in four Degrees and a half of North Latitude, and confequently his of Achem; 
Ships eafiiy made thexnfelves Mailers of all the Streight between Sumatra 
and Acbem, which they fo entirely poffefs'd, that they fuffer'd none of the 
Ships to pais to Malaca, which brought Merchandize and Provifions from 
China,Japan 9 Camhoxa, nor even from the Moluccas, obliging them to

Coaft about feverU lilands, to the gríat Lofs or the Merchants. But the 
Portuguefe Dealers in the City of Pedir, eight Leagues from Achem^n- 
ftain'd much greater Dammage. Mali of them fled to Malaca, and tho' 
Fernán Telicz was then upon his Departure, he gave the naceflary Orders 
at Goa for their Relief. He funk fome of the Enemies Snips, and took one 
loaded with Daggers, they call Crizes, made at MenancaVo, and a numer- 
ous Artillery, a Thing well known, and caft in Sumatra, many Years be- 
fore the Europeans brought them into thofe Parts. This appears by th- 
Victory the Portuguefes obtaitfd over that Nation, during the Blockade 
of Malaca. 
The King of Achem fending a Daughter to be Married to the King of 
Monflrous Zor, not far from Malaca, in the Country oiSiam, among other rich- Gift* 
Piece of by way of Portion, prefented him a Biafs Cannon of fuch a bignefs, that 
Camion, the like had never been fee n in Europe. This prodigious Gun, and the 
Princefs that was to be Queen of Zar; fell into the Hands of the Portuguefes. 
The taking of this Prize, and fome others, clear 'd the Sea of that Fleet - 
and that extraordinary piece of Cannon, which ferv'd to Ballaft a Ship* 
v/as brought as a Prefent to the King of 'Spain, for its Monftrous Size, buc 
a Storm oblig'd them to leave it in the Iíland Tercera, where it is now 
leen and admir'd. The City Zor was alfo Taken by the Portuguefes, and 
in it they found isco pieces of Cannon, Artificially Caft, with curious 
Figures and Flowers of Rais'd-Work on them. .The Molucca Embaftador 
Molucco ^""g come to Lishon, obtain'd Audience of the King ; who, tho' he was 
Emhaffa- ^7 inform 'd of the EmbaíTadors Falíhood, and the Practices of his >ia- 
¿oratLis- t í on > ? et gave him a favourable Hearing, after he had ihcw'd his Creden-' 
l olu tialsto the Miniflers of State. He in a long Speech recounted, from its 

Original, the conftant Fidelity of the Molucco Kings, and how particularly 
HhSteecJ}, Remarkable it had been in Sultan Aerio, and that the wicked Commander 
' in Chief in putting him to Death, had equally wrong'd the Crown of Por- 
tugal. That fince the Murderer was not punifh'd, to fatisfy the dead Man's 
Children and Kingdoms, it might well be concluded, that fo Cruel and 
Undeferv'd an Execution had been by the Direction of fome higher Power 
than the Governor Mefquita, and that even in cafe the Crime had been 
Notorious it had been more Prudence to charge it upon fome private Perfon. 
That King Cacbil Bal u intreated his Majefty to puniih the Offender irt 
fuch manner as might give Satisfaction, and be an Example and Security 
to all the Jfiatick Kings, that own the Dominion of Spain, In Return for 
that Favour, and Juftice, he promifed to Reftore the Fort of Ternate, and 
his other Kingdoms, which were Alienated, and that they would return 
to their former Subjection, as they had prom is'd to the Governor Pereyra 
de la Cerda; fo remarkably correct their Behaviour, that there fhould be 
vifible EfTeds of a Royal, and Humble Gratitude, both in refpeft to his 
Majefties fervice, and the fecurity of the Garrilbns, and to the Advan- 
tage of the neighbouring Provinces, belonging to other Kings, who were 
his Subjects, about Malaca, the Philippine Iilands, and Parts Adjacent. He 
alfo ingaged to Reftore theXhurches, and Clmftian Religion, and much 
more than had been agreed upon with Pereyra. The King having heard 
his Requeft,as if he were ignorant that the Ternates did not deferve the íá- 
tisfaftion they requir'd, fince they had taken it themfelves fo fully, that it 
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exceeded even the bounds and examples of Revenge, he Anfwer'd, That 

all the Acccflaries to that Fact (hould be found out, it being proved that The Kings 

the Principal was already Dead, a^d none of them íhould efeape rnpunifVd, Anfvcrl 

as would have been done by liing ^ebafiian, had he Liv\J. Thst Cachil 

Babu mu ft prepare to Reftore all Things into the fame Pofture they were 

in before, ir he intended to partake of the general Amnefty, which blotted 

cut all paft Offences throughout the Dominions of that Crown. Nay que 

•had Tome private Audiences, and lome Minifters of State had Conferences 

with him, with a Defign to find out how the People, of India weredifpos'd. F r 

At this fame Time Don Gonzalo Ronquillo, purfiant to the Orders he j^M 71 
had receiv'd from Spain, fent the Enfign, Francis de Dueñas, from the í\ Uen ñ 5 - 
Philippine Iflands, where he was Governor, to the Moluccos, to pry into \ Gm * il *~ 
the Inclinations of the Kings, and People, Go vernors,and other Por tugue fes / P¿l le f to - 
at Teníate, Tydore r and Bachian, as to fubmitting to the King of Spain. t/je ^ 0lUQ ^ 
He fet out in the Habit of a Chincfe, and was much aífífíed by his Know- cos * 
ledge of thofe Countries, and their Languages, and much more by his bold 
Spirit, fufticiently try'd in thofe Wars. He artfully Learnt what Hopes 
there might be of the Recovery of Témate, and how firm the People of 
Tydore flood. He iirft inquired what Leagues were carrying on in the Ar- 
chipelago, what Intelligence they had with, and expefled from the Northern 
Fleet?, with whon) they had now familiar Correfpondence* He Travel! 'd 
about the Iflands, like a Savgley, or Chinefe, in the Janguas, or Trading The Intel- 
Veffels of the Malay, and Philippine Merchants, and had the Opportunity ligence he 
of viewing them all, fo far as to take the Dimensions of ftrong Places, got. 
compute what Stores and Ammunition the Barbarians had, and difcover 
the Humours and Inclinations of the Portuguefes who Traded, or Go- 
verned there; and returning to the Philippine Iilands, his Account, and 
Relation, firic Encouraged and gave Hopes that more Advantageous En- 
terprizes might be undertaken in thofe Parts, than about Malaca, tho 5 it 
were but only Supporting the Portuguefes. and Tydor es, then hard prefs'd 
by the King of Témate. King Philip received this Intelligence at Lisbon 
whence the Molucco EmbaiTador was then gone, ill fatisfy'd with the An- 
fwer he had ; but Sultan Babu, on whom the Word of fo great a Mo- 
narch, and the Authority of his Promife might perhaps have had great Sultan t\¿- 
Effeft, dy c d long before the faid EmbaiTador could come to his PrejTence. bu Dies. 
Thefinall Remains of Chriftianity ftill left in hife Kingdom, took a little 
Heart, and had our Arms but appear c d upon the Revolution caus*d by his 
Death, the only Noife of them might have gain'd the Viflory. It is Re- 
ported that furious King Babu dy'd by the excefs of his Love, cr rather of 
his inordinate Lull, in the Arms of one of his MiftrefTes, Some fay ihe 
JcilPd him with Charms, or Poifon, which is the Tyrant-Slayer among 
thofe Nations,impatient of one Mans long Rule. He was Succeeded by his 
Brother, who was Illegitimate, as we are told by Cachil Tulo % in the Letter 
which, as we ihall fee hereafter, he writ to the Governor of the Philippine 
Iilands.

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f cings in one of the greateft Squares of Témate, and attended to a mighty 

lofty Arbour, provided to offer Sacrifize in, a (Chappel fuitable to the 
Priefthood) and there to decide Controverfies, and give Audience to his 
M der ^ubje&s. When the firil Complements were over, and the King of Tydore 
1 ;/l «r. * ieaft fufpeded any thing, the Témate Guards, hearing the Signal given by 
¿TvA*^ t ^ leir K. drew their Campilanespx Cymiters,and without allowing the Gueft 
c/ íyaore. t ¿ me tQ qry out ^ ^\ upon, and cut him in Pieces ; tho' he was the Man 
thro* whofe Means the K. of Témate had the Crown given him, contrary to 
the Opinion, and Deiigns of his Unkles. But whenfoever great Returns are 
due to a Favour receiv*d, Ungrateful Souls convert the Obligation into 
Hatred, and nothing can occur to them more odious than the Sight of the 
Benefa&or. Next he turn'd his Fury againft that murder'd Princes Family, 
and fuch of his Servants as could not make their Efcape to Tydore y were 
either Kill c d, or remain c d Prifoners at Témate, or abfconded wherefoever 
Fortune, and their own Confufion lead them. This cruel Fa#, which fowie 
affign'd to his Father, Cachi) Babu 3 Reconciled the Murderer and his 
Unkles. But he immdeiatly acquainted them, how he expe#ed to be In- 
vaded on two Sides ; that it Was of the utinoft Confequence, that Subjefts 
ihould own their Sovereign* and fortify his Iflands, efpecially all the upper 
Parts 5 and that lince he had fuch Powerful Unkles, it was Reafonable, and 
Convenient, the People ihould be acquainted how firmly they were United 
to their Nephew. - Then extolling their Valour, he with the fweetnefs of 
their Commendations fo blinded and amufed them, that they could not per* 
ceive the profound Jealoufie he ihrouded under diem. Thus he divided 
them, that they might attend the Fortifications in diftant Places ; whilft 
New King he in Perfon carry'd on the War againft the Tydores. They prefentJy fet 
t>/Tydore. up a Brother of their late King m his Stead ; who, the* he govern'd with 
Bravery, and ftuck clofe to the Portugucfes } yet had fome ftrong Places ta- 
ken from him by the king of Témate, which were afterwards reftor'd, in 
our Kings Name, by Don Pedro de Acuna to the King now reigning. 
This Prince lived but a ihort Time, yet fo long that CachUMole, who 
was a Child when the King his Father was murder'd, grew up, and in 
him the Revenge of the Injury received. He never thought, or talk'd of 
any other Thing, till he brought it to Execution. 

In the mean while the new King of Tydore^ aíliüed by the Spaniards he 
had in his Forts, provided to oppofe, and attack his Enemy. They all ex- 
pe&ed Succours from India, where it was certain they muft think it ne- 
cellar y to fupport Tydore, in carder to recover Ternate. Their Behaviour 
was lb brave, as to defend themfelves, tho* ill furnifh'd with Arms and 
Proviiions againft thofe who attacks them with Plenty of all Things* 
fíe h taken He&or Brito was come with a Galleon from India to their Afiiftance, and 
by him of *t being known « Tydore that a Storm had oblig'd him to ftay on the far- 
Ternate. ihcr Coaft of Borneo, the King fitted out four Carcoas, and went to meet 
him, hot was forced back to his Wand by contrary Winds. He of Témate 
watchM to improve all Opportunities againft his Enemy, and therefore 
would not let this Slip, nor truft to any other ; but Man'4 out jaine Car- 
coas, and going in Perfon fell upon him. The tydore s wanted not Courage 
to defend themfelves, and the Fight began with that Fury, which always 
.arms thofe two Nations againft one another 3 but tho* the Tydore fought 
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defperately, he was taken, and his Men either kill'd, or dangeroufly woun- 
ded. This Misfortune grieved the Portvguefes no lefs than the Indians, 
becaufe they all lov'd him. For this reafon they gathered the Remains of 
that Difafler, and all the other Forces they could make, offering their Ser- 
vice to Cacbil Jieazen, Brother to the Captive King, a very hopeful Youth. Fidelity of 
He thank'd them, and was ío dexterous in gaining the Affe#ions,andcon- tie Tydo- 
firming the Fidelity of the Subje&s, that thtough his Care, no Man was res. 
wanting to his Duty. This Indufhy was of gocd Ufe, for the Conqueror 
did not return immediately to Témate ; but went about to his Enemies 
Iflands, perfwading the People in each of them to take an Oath of Allegi- 
ance to him, ihowing them their Captive King, whofe Life was at his dif* 
pofal; but the Tydore Towns, being furniflTd with all Neceflaries, and be- 
lieving they might with Safety pra&ice that Hatred and Rage Nature has 
fiU'd them with, would not give Ear to his Propofals, though they we*e 
mix f d with Intreaties, and Threats, and on the contrary difmifsM hirq 
with their ufual Fiercenefs. He perceiving that the Oftentation of his 
Vi&ory, and the Sight ot the Captive King availed him but little, Sail'd 
away for Témate. At his Arrival, he was received with Trumpets, Kettle- 
Drums, and Batons they beat on, and with Songs they mpke for fuch like 
Occafions. The Heads and Limbs of the Ty dores flaiu in Battel, were fix c d Cruelties 
upon the Spears they have advanced in the Canoas on thePcops and Prows, f Terná- 
#and other high Places of them, and particularly the Kings. This is their tes* 
way of ere&ing Trophies. Of the Skulls they make Cups to drink out 
of; like the Scithians> who, according to Herodotus, pra&ife the fame; 
or like the Germans, as Tacitus tells us, of the Heads of the Uri they 
Hew, and that was a Token of Nobility. He would not truft the keep- 
ing of the King in any of his Forts; but turn'd a.ttrong Houfe into a 
Goal, and appointed him a Guard of Gilolo Wanders, well arm'd. Some- 
times he ihow'd Severity, and otherwhiles Tendernefsj but all Men 
knowing his Di fpofition, expeled the End of the Captive King; tho' at 
the fame time they believ'd, he would mitigate his Revenge out of Refpeft 
to his Sifler, the Princefs of Tydore. H*8or Brito, Commander of a Galeón, Hector 
came now toTydore ; but his Arrival did not much mend the Pofture of Brito at 
Affairs, tho* thofe in the Fort were Encouraged to hold out, and at leaft Tydore, 
he added fome Reputation to the Caufe, and inclin'd the Temates to liften 
to fome Overtures. However what could not be compafs c d by force of Arms 
nor Treaty, was effefted by the Refolution of an Amorous Soul.

This made not his Rivals difmay, and the King of 7Vr- 
nate, upon thefe profer'd Hopes, offered to give her Brother his Liberty. 
However he was not regarded, becaufe ¿¿ttijayra was as averfe to be be- 
holding to him, as ihe was defirous to be oulig'd by Ruy Diaz. This 
powerful Paifion informs barbarous Minds. Her Difdain caused the King 
of Ty dore tobe more clofecontin'd, and his Body to be loaded with heavy 
Chains, being more narrowly obferv'd than before.

ting into it five Tydore Soldiers, he could confide in. Thus he crofsM over 
the Channel to the Leeward, and landed on Témate ; where he left the 
Boat ready, but hid on the Shore. Then Cachi! Salama, conceal'd among 
the Croud of trading People in the City, went to the chief Part they call 
Limathas, and fet Fire to a Houfe in that Ward he thought flood moil 
convenient for his Purpofe. The Flame, which had taken hold of the 
Roof gathering Strength, threatned a greater Conflagration. Having done 
this Mifchief, wliilft the People flock'd together, and endeavour'd to 
put a Stop to it with Water, and other means, Cachi! return'd to his Boat, 
on the Infide the Ridge of Rocks there is about the Illand, and went away 
to the other Side of the Fort, where he began to beat an Alarm, to caufe 
the greater Ccnfufion. This done he went afhore again, with only his 
Campilan, ox Cimiter, ordering three of his Men to follow him at fome 
fmall Diftance. He found the King's Prifon almoft abandoned, the Guards 
being gone to help at the Houfe that was a Fire, He went in boldly, 
r breaking open Doors, and Bolts, till he came to the Prisoners Chamber, 
j } Jl cneS r who fcarce believing what he faw, ask'd him, with much Amazement, how 
the King of ^ e c?me either, and whether the Fort oí Tydore was loft ?

Then laying hold of the end of the Chain, and the other three Ty doves be- 
ing now come up to them, they forc c d their Paifage out of the Houfe, ma- 
king way with their Swords and killing fuch as offerM to oj-pofe tliem.

She would willingly have made her Complaint 
to Ruy Diaz himfelf, either to ihame, or provoke him to Paffion. ? bne 
eafily compafs'd to meet him at her Aunt?, where, as foon as Ihe began 
to Difcourfe, there was nothing but Tears, Complaints, Excufes, and Con- 
trivances to murder Salama, to conclude a Reconciliation. Rocaut I mheyro 
the Commander's Nephew, and a Soldier of reputed Valour, was prefent at _ 
this Difcourfe. guifayra trailing him with her fecret Thoughts, he Pmheyro 
boldly and with Ait, gave her to underiland that his Unkle was as flack as undertakes 
before ; and fince he had been fo in the other Affair, what could be ex- t0 murder 
pefled from him in what he now promis'd. He faid, if ihe could prevail bimandhis 
upon her felf to be fenfible of the Ingratitude of Ruy Diaz, and to fubfti- own Unkle.

The Portuguefe Galeons arrived at Malaca, and in them Cachil Naique 
returning from Spain, and having ftay'd there fome Months for the Mon- 
XYayque fons,he had a good Voyage, and arrived life at Témate, when he had by 
return: to t jj e wa y follicited the Jav anejes, and the People oiAchem and Borneo, not 
Témate. t0 a( j m i t f the Spanijh Domination. He brought no acceptable Anfwer 
from King Philip, and found the King who had employ 'd him Dead, 
••• and in his Place another, fo different from the Former, that he en- 
tertainM no Thoughts of restoring the Forts to the Portugueses, but on the 
contrary, aimM at cafting off all Obedience, and obliterating their Name. 
To this effeft he Confederated with the Englijb, who, with other Northern 
Engliih at Nations, Lorded it in the Ifland, Five Leagues from it lay at Anchor an 
Témate, Biglijb Ship, waiting for two others that came out with her. They An- 
chored in the Port, and went aihore, as if they had been in London, being 
well received by the Sultan, with whofe Leave they fettled a Factory in 
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the City, where they left Officers, who ynder the name of Trade, were 
more abfolute Matters of it than the Natives. They difpers'd to gather 
in the Clove for the Goods they brought to Barter ; and on the zifh of 
Augujl difpatch'd their Ships, loaded with that Spice, and with thofe Nuts 
they call of Molucco, and excellent Preferves of them both. In thefe Ships 
went Embaifadors to Queen Elizabeth, and to the Prince of Or avge, carry- 
ing Prefents fuitable to thofe Perfons, of the moil valuable Things in India. 
They were order'd to offer the Queen his Kingdome in Vaffdage, and his 
Friendíhip to the Prince of Orange- The Advantage of thefe Émbaflies 
afterwards appéar'd ; yet he did not on that Account give any hopes of 
Reftoring Chriftianity ; for befides that the Perfecution grew more violent, 
he had at that time brought over into his Kingdome, a great number of Mahóme- 
Arabian and Perfian falfe Prcphets, all of them Mahomet's Priefts and Mi- tan P yea ~ 
mfters, to ilrengthen that Scth Befides, being informM by his Spies, That c ? jer ' at 
it was given out in the Philippine Iilands,That they would make War on Témate» 
him that way, and that in Spain the King promis ( d the Union of the two 
Crowns fliould produce the Conjunción of their Power and Arms, for the 
puniihing of difobedient Tyrants, he flighted no Alliance, nor contemn'd 
the Weakefl Enemy* For thi s Reafon, he gave Entertainment» and aljow'cl 
the planting of Colonies to Europeans, and Leagued with Idolaters anji 
Mahomet ans, who hate Spain , as their common Enemy. T\ie'EMrliJ& Ships 
now frequented India, facilitating the Paifage, and (hewing an Example to 
the French and Dutch \ which encourag'd them all to venture out far from 
their Countries, andfeek for Treafure in ftrange ones. 

Sultan Cafabaguna did not long enjoy his Liberty at Tydorc* He was King of 
taken ill at an Entertainment* Some believe he had a flow Poifon given Témate 
him ; becaufe he was very moderate in Eating, and thofe motions of his die** 
Arms, the gtiafhing of his Teeth, and loling of his Senfes, which attend 
the Falling-Sicknéis, and are Simptoms of Apoplexies, could not naturally 
proceed from his Temperate way of Living j but are always caufed bjr 
much Excefs, which Occafipns this violent Diftemper. He came to him^ 
felf after that firft Fit, but his Vigour wailed, and he linger'd on to the 
end of his Life. Cachil Cotta flioula have Succeeded him, but they were 
fufpiciousof his Correspondence withthe Temates^ and they all fa openly 
favourM his Brother Cachil Hole, that there was not the leaff Difficulty 
made about the Succeflkuu He often rememberM his Fathers unfonunate 
Death, and in Regard that this r ging Delire of Revenge^ might p ove in- 
llrumental for the Recovery of T*:ate\ as foon as his Unkle Dy'd, which 
was on the 24th of April 1*99, the Portuguefe Commander in Chief, Ruy 
Gonzalez de Sequejrao repaired to his Palate, and by Means of the Portu- Cachil 
guefe Power and Arms, caufed Cachil Mole to be fworn King, as being a Mole King 
moft faithful Friend to his Nation, and no lefs an Enemy to the Temates. f Tydore* 
He immediatly difpatchV Captain Palma with this News to Manila, and 
with it an Account of the Molueco Iilands, of their Neighbours, and of 
their Preparations; becaufe they were then providing in the Philippine 
Iilands for this War, to exfiipate this Receptacle of Sz&s, where all forts 
of Apoftafies are admitted, and particularly the vile Doctrines oíjilrhqmet.

This is 
verify'd by the Remains of fumptuous Structures ; and not only in Ruins, 
wherein their former Magnificence isilill apparent, but even in Cities, 
which Time has preferv'd, tho* not inhabited, and yet to befeen in the 
Provinces they have excluded their Limits. There are many which take 
there Denomination, and own their Original from China. For that im- 
menfe Empire finding it feif labouring under its own Power, and over- 
burden^ with its Magnitude, like a judicious Patient, to prevent more 
Harm, it breath'd the Veins, and brought down the Redundancy of the 
Body. The fame we read the Carthagenians did, when in the like Con- 
dition, and for the fame Reafonsw It confin'd it felf to a narrower Com- 
pais, proportionable to the Extent of humane Providence, that fo their 
Prince's Light might reach to fhine over, and be communicated to them ; 
•which cannot be, when the Circumference is too great for the Darting of 
r the Beams* They publilh*d indifpenfable Decrees againft fuch as go out 
Chmefes f China, without leave from the Magiftrates, They abandoned vail Pro- 
contraft vinces, which being left expos'd to Tyranny, and Infidelity, after tedious 
their Em- Wars, fubmitted to the mod Potent. Hence the Kings of /^//i took their 
fire. Original, being oblig'd never to lay down their Arms, nor keep any Faith,

Neither is any among fuch a nu- 
merous Multitude of Men allow'd to live idle Tdknefs is net only expo- nj e „ e f s 
fed to private Contempt, and the Scoffs of Neighbours, but pumfh'd by fl aJK >*rf. 
publick Cuftome and Law. Thus the Peafants leave not the leaf* Spot of 
Ground untill'd.. The Hills and deep Bottoms produce Vines and Pine- 
Trees • the Plains, Rice, Barley, Wheat, and other common Grain. Tho s 
theydo not prefs the Grapes for the Wine, as we do, yet they keep them TtoduW, 
toeat • and of the Herb call'd Chia % they make a wholefome hot Liquor. Tea. 
This they drink, as do the Japonefis, and it preferves them from Colds, 
Head-Aches, Rheums in the Eyes, and makes them live long and healthy. 
Some Parts of the Country want Olive-Trees, but they are not deflitute 
of other Plants, which yield a Liquor to anoint them. There is a perpe- 
' tual Abundance of Pafture, Fruits, Flowers, and all the Producís of Gar- 
dens. There are many Navigable Rivers, carrying Ships of great Bur- /¡¡ vers 
den, and full of excellent Filh ; the Banks coverM with perpetual Greens, Pori &c ^ 
fpacious Harbours, and a Trade in them of all Things necelTary for humane 
Life. The Fowl are of various colour'd Feathers, and pleafant and ncu- 
rifliing to eat 1 great Numbers of large Deer; vail Lakes, "Woods and 
Mountains, and Mines of Gold, Silver, Iron, and other Metals ; belides 
Pearls and precious Stones. Its Purcelane, or Earthen Ware, is not to be 
imitated in the World ; and it affords rich Furs againft the Cold, Silks, 
Wool!, Cotton, and Fbx ; nor is there any End ot its Sugar, Honey, Am- 
ber Vermilion, and Lake. Musk, whereof no mention is found among 
Greek and Latin Authors, is more plentiful, in China than in other 

The Peogie aíe moll pafBbnately addicted to Delight, and Lafciviouf- 
nefs. Theyalone always fell all Things; they buy nothing that Nature TheFeotfe. 
or Art affords, either for Suilenance, or Cloathing, except fome Perfumes 
for their Cloath?, and- Pepper out of India \ nor would there beany Place 
for Foreign Trade, did not an iniatiable Avarice of Gold and Silver predo- 
minate among the Cbinefes. What they draw out of the Bowels of the 
Mines, they conceal as carefully as if it were Hill in them ; and even 
that they bring from remote Provinces, they heap up, and bury.. Their, 
publick and private Structures would make up a Narration of ex- 
traordinary Length. We are told of 200 Cities of an extraordinary Mag- Q t ¡ es% 
nitude, and many more of inferior Degree, befides Towns, Caftle?, 
and Villages, containing above 5000 Families each, built of Bricks made 
of the fame Clay as our Purcelane,. or China Ware, and thefe encompaf&'d 
■with continu'd Woods, Springs and Rivers. In all thefe there are Towers 
with ftately Pinnacles, Pleafure-Houfes, and Temples, tho« hideoufly. 
painted, yet coftly, with Variety of deform'd Images, through which the 
Devils give their Aniwers. But thefe are not in all Parts, for many of 
them know no God, nor Religion. Life, they fay, was from Eternity 
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common to, and alike in all living Creatures. That at firft Men drank 
humane Blood, and eat raw Meat. That afterwards the Ufe ,of Reafon 
provided for Neceffity, and Pleafure; inventing the Ways of drefling, and 
feafoning Meat at the Fire, in VeiTeis and other Utenlils. The fame, they 
fay, happened in Regard to Man's Naked nefs. So that Man is indebted to 
himfelt aione for what he enjoys, and therefore whofoever lay'd on him 
the Burden of Religion, and the owning of a Caufc Superior to Nature, on- 
ly aim'd at the dejecting him, and exercifing a Tyranny over his Liberty. 
With thefe impious Notions, and defiruclive Atheifm, they oppofe their 
Eternal Salvation, which our Arms, and our Preachers invite them to. 
They only regard Generation ; but net without Diftin&ion. Lawful Ma* 
trimony entitles Women to be Miilrefles of their Families; The Matrons 
value themfelves upon being highly Chalí. Concubines are kept in Houfes 
apart. They do not want for Plays, and fuch Reprefentations ; and they 
delight in feeing their Traditions, whether true or fabulous, aded on 
the Stage. They ufe Entertainments, and have Tables and Chairs of Eh- 
ny ? and other precious Materials ; as alfo Shipping, Shows, Carts, Hurfe- 
Litters, and the Exercife of Arms, and Riding. 

It were no difficult Matter to give an Account here of their private 
Cufioms and Manners, were they to our Purpofe. Something ihall be 
faid of the Publick and Political, for the better Undemanding cif fome 
Things thathappen'din the Philippine Iilands, fibm whence the Recovery 
of the Moluccas, in our Times, had its Beginning. They call their great 
Men Loyties % from among whom the King chufes his judges and Coun- 
cilors. There is almoft an infinite Number of inferiour Ma^iftrates, who 
exercife the Regal Power and Authority , even in the moft xnconfiderable 
Cafes. In every Town there are live, that have the greateft Power, and 
thefe are Strangers in the Place, that they may be free from Partiality* 
The Head of them all, is caird Tut an, being the fame as a Viceroy in 
Europe. The next in Dignity is the Poncafio, who has Charge of the King's 
Taxes, and Royal Trealure, with a great Number of Cl&ks^and other' 
Officers ; and he pays all Salaries and Penfions. Next íqllows the Ancafio r 
who is chief Juitice, in Criminal Cafes of Confequénce/ The Jit an has 
the Infpeflion of all Martial Affairs, he mufiers the Armies, builds the 
Ships, and his principal Duty is to obferve the Guards, that no Stranger 
may pafs into the Inland Country, The Luitifio is next to the Ait an in 
Dignity, and is to be expert in War, in which he is employed by the 
Ait an. I know there are other Magittrates, and their Names and Digni- 
ties, which I muft pais over in Silence. All of them except the Luitifio^ 
keep great State. There are tenchofen Perfonsof .the Council, tho' not 
*qual in Authority. Five of them fit on the Right, the others on the 
Left. The King often thrufts in among the Judges and Parties in Dif- 
fpize, to piy into the Caufes, and their Decifions, and be certainly in- 
torm'd of both. When he thinks fit, he fometimes makes himfelf known ; 
and the Moment he difcovers himfelf, they all fland Mute, full of Re- 
fped- and Aíloniíhment, Jifleniog to what he ihall command. Then he 
commends or reproves either Party, and rewards, or puniihes before he 
Manda- departs the Court, His Mandarines, and . Prirre' Miniflcrs are fo hiahly 
jiness refbeftcd, that no Man dares look them in the Face, and they always look 
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. fo Stern, that it would be thought a great Diforder to 1 jfe the leait of their 
Gravity, tho' it were but with a modefc Smile, This they obferve, when 
they pals thro' the Streets, in Sight of the People. The greateit Honour 
among them is to wear a Cy miter with a go!d Pommel, and a vellow 
Hat. 

When the Prcfident of the Council Dies, the eldeft Judge fucceeds him. — . 
Thefe go Circuits thro 1 the Provinces, and reform Abufes, and all of them * u £ e: * 
wear the King's Badge on their Shoulders, and Bieafts, being a Golden 
Dragon wove in the Cloth. When they go thefe Progreifes, they fave, or 
leiTen the Charge by circumfcribing the State. When iirft eleded, at their 
taking Pofíeífion of their Ports, they generally go out attended by Troops of 
Horfe and Foot, with all Sorts of Mufick, and Splendour. Their Pomp 
appears in the Hanging, and other Ornaments or : the Streets and Houfes. 
All the expence of Law Suits, Courts, and other Perqiiifites is allow'd ot:t 
of the King's Exchequer. The Mandarines are Governors, and Viceroys. 
In China there are no Dukes, Marqueffes, or Earls, nor do they own any 
Dignity, but what is derived from the King's Authority^ Though in the 
Parts next to Scythici, or Tartary, fome People are Mahometans ; yet in aH ¿wv r 
others they are either Idolaters, or look upon the Notion of a God as a ** 10 ? ' 
rtieer Jeih They believe the Life and Death of Men and Beafts are alike. 
There is nothing they are more attentive to, than the obfiruding of any 
foreign Religion, and this under the politick Pretence, that they are jealous 
of Innovation. But above all they oppofe the true Religion, hating that they 
know nothing of ; and are as much afraid of it, as if its Minifters went 
arm'd to preach it, and with the Noife of Drums, and Trumpets, and regu- 
lar Armies. They are frighted at a few bare- foot, and almoft naked Men 
who profefs Poverty, and preach up Morality, and fupernatural Virtues, 
grounded on Humility and Peace. They have fuch an Averfion for them, 
that were it proper to our Subjed, or were there not printed Relations 
thereof already, we would recpunt feveral Inilances, to fhow their unreafon- 
able Hatred. Hence may be inferred, how much more Need of the fpecial 
Grace of Heaven thefe Nations ftand in, with thofe in the Neighb urhood,. 
which areexpos'd tothe Infedion and Danger of their Obflinacy. The 
Reader ought alfo to confider, that tho fometimes, the Avarice, and other 
Crimes of our Commanders, and Soldiers interfere with the Preaching 
of the Gofpel, yet their Offences do not kffen the Iuftice o" the Caufe. He 
is alfo to refled, that, allowing his Majefly, for weighty Reafons of Staie 
fhould, as we have laid was propos'd, refolve to abandon thofe Parts of Afia y 
as the Chinejes did, and ciicumfcribe the Compafs of his Monarchy ; yet 
the Caufe of Religion would not permit it. Our Kings are its Minifters, 
and Sons of the Catliolick Church, arid any War made for the Propagation 
of the Gofpel, is of thegreateft Confequence, and highly gainful, tho* it 
be to acquire, or recover defert Provinces. Befides that the Philippine IÍ1- 
ands have ihown us how tradable their Natives are, and how much they 
improve with the Example, and Society of the Spaniards^ and how affedio- 
nately they have imbrae'd the Faith, and aifift the Religious Men, who 
dilate, and carry it over into China f Japan, Camhoxa, Mindanao, the Mo~ 
lúceos, and other Iilands, where ilill Idolatry continues, or the Friendíhíp 
with the Devils left them by their aptient Mailers, when they excluded 
. . . them 
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them their Dominions, or eJfe the Mahometan Fidions, which they have 
lince imbrac'd. 

This is the Principal End of keeping thofe Provinces ; and the Revenues 
and Wealth which is confum'd upon them, and feveral others, are laid out 
upon the Forces, and Preparations Spain makes lor the Preaching and Se- 
,jm curity of the Minifters of the Church. Befides, that as Times have alter'd, 

fCt\' ÍX f fo they have often in China changed their Opinion, and ihow'd they re- 
/ «meie p Cnte ¿ t ^ e j r h av i n g diminiffrd their Empire, No Year pafles over with 
¿nvajions. out j hreats fCbinefe Armies ; of their Lifting Men ; of building Ships ; 
of their folemn confecrating, or dedicating them to their carv'd Gods, or 
to the Sun, Moon, and Stars, which are ador*d in fome Parts, begging Sue- 
cefs in their vain Prayers againit the Spaniards, who are poffefsM of thofe 
Countries they abandon c d, thro 1 their own Indifcretioiu ThisfhortAc- 
count of the Chine/es, or Saygleysjs hereinfeited, for the better undemand- 
ing of thofe A&ions we ihall loon treat of. They not only oppofe the 
Truth ; but tho 1 they are wholly addicted to their Inteieft, and Siavcsto 
Gain, and tho 1 it be fo absolutely requifite for the attaining of thofe Ends 
through their Induftry and Trade, to maintain Amity with their Neigh* 
bours, yet there is nothing lefs tobe reliy'd on than their Faith, or to 
give it a more proper Name, their Diflimulation. Happy thofe People,, if 
when China withdrew its Dominion, it had alfo with drawn the Errors 
of its Worfcjp. 
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HE Iflands Luzortes, or Manilas, which are both of them ant/- 
ent Names, having been difcover'd by Magellan ; after his

SehaJlUn Cano, was born in the Town of Guetaria f on the Ty) ene an Moun- rj¡»j 
tains, as we are told by Maffeus, in his Latin Hiftory, where he extols y 0un ¿tj JC 
Catio's mighty Refolution, and skill in the Art of Navigation. He tells us jy 0Y j¿ 
with what Refpeil and Admiration all Men look'd on him, as the firil that 
went round this Globe, which is the Habitation of Mortals. And in Truth 
what value fhall we henceforward put upon the Fabulous Argonaut s, Tiphys, 
Jafon, and all other Sailers, fo much celebrated by the Greek Eloquence, 
or Vanity, if compar'd with our Cano? He was the íirít VVitnefs of the 
Communication of the two Seas, to whom Nature difclos'd what íhe had 
till then referv'd for his Difcovery, fuffering herfelf to be entirely lay c d 
open, as a Beginning of fuch Bold Enterprises of that Law which ferves, 
and renders us Immortal. 

. Magellan being dead, the Iflands Lufones, which ought to have inherited ]n an ¿ s r u _ 
his Xame for being his Place of Burial, as the Streight did .lor his difco* i Qnes ca [rj 
veiing and pafling it, in the year 1565, chang'd theirs for that of Philip- pj^jjp^ 
fives, thof thofe of that Eailern Archipelago bear the fame. The Adelan- P i nes 
iado,ot Lord Lieutenant Michael de Legafpe, fent from Neiv-$pain y by the 
Viceroy Don Lewis dc Velafca, with zSpanijb Fleet arrive at thefe Iflands. Le^afpe 
He firll conquer* d 'that of Zebu, and its Neighbours, where he fpenr fix t ^f Z$ 
Years. Thefe Iflands, as there are feveral Names given to divers of thofe Comirror 
Farts, are call'd Pintados, -becaufe then the Indians went naked, and their " * 
Bodies wrought and painted of feveral Colours. He left a Garrifon there, 
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Luzon and went over to poii'efs himielf of Luzon, 150 Leagues from Zebu. He 
JJLrnd fnb- fought the Barbarians, who after the firft Surprize, caus'd by our Arms, 
¿ud. Ships, and Countenances, differing from theirs, was over, were encouraged 

by that very Novelty. Legafpe ran into a Bay, four Leagues over ^t the 
Mouth, where is an Iiland now call'd Marivelez. The Bay runs* thirty 
Leagues up to the City Manila, and is eight Leagues over, lying North- 
Weft, and South^Eaft. The Inhabitants of this City cppos'd him with 
more Bravery than the Pintados ; becaufe they had Cannon, and a Fort 
but as foon as they faw that taken by the Spaniards, they fubmitted. This 
was done fo expeditioufiy that the Country had not time to come in • and 
thus he enteral Manila, a Place ftrong by Nature. At a Point of it, which 
is íhut in by the Waters of the Bay, a confiderable River empties it felf 
which rifes in the Great Lake call'd Fay, five Leagues Diftant. This Point 
which at firft is narrow and iharp, prefently widens, becaufe the Sea-coaft 
Manila ^^ aw *y t° ^ e South South-Eaft, and the River Weft, leaving a moft 
C;7j\ fpacious Spot for the City , which is all encompafs'd with Water, except 

that part which lyes to the South- Weft. Legafpe then built it cf Wood, 
whereof there is great plenty in thofe parts. The Roofs he covered, or 
Thatch 'd with the Leaves of Nip a, which is like our Sedge, or Sword- 
Grafs, anda fufficient Fence againft the Rains ; but a Combuftible Mat- 
ter, and the occafion of Great Conflagrations, which have often hapned. 

Luzon is more Populous than any of the other Iilands, which in Ho- 
nour of King Philip the Second, were call'd Philippines, and which fome 
affirm are in Number 11000. The Compafs of Luzon is 3 50 Leagues. It 
runs without the Bay 100 Leagues to the Northward, as far as New Se- 
govia ; and from where this Province commences, which is at Cape Boj a- ■ 
dor, and 70 Leagues from it, turns to the Eaftward, to the Promontory 
¿el Enganno ; from thence along the Coaft to the South, 80 Leagues ; 
then turning again to that they call Embocadero, or the Mouth, being the 
Streight againft the Ifland TanHaya, 40 Leagues, and this is So from the 
Bay* So that it bears the fhape of a Square,' and in it feveral Bays, and 
few good Harbours. It lyes in 160 Degrees Longitude, reckoned from the 
Canaries, the Southermoft Part in 14 Degrees of North Latitude, and 
the Northermoft in 19* On that Side of it lyes China, feparated from it 
by the Sea 60 Leagues over ^ and the Iilands of Japan, Z50 Leagues di- 
Ihmt. On the Eaft is the Vail Ocean ; on the South is the great^ft cf 
all the Archipelagos, divided into five, and thofe again rent into fo many 
Iilands, Kingdoms, and Provinces, as if Nature had refolv'd that Man 
lhould never determine their Number. The moft known are the two Ja- 
vas, our Moluccas, Borneo, and New Guinea. On the Weft of Luzon, at 
300 Leagues, and greater Diftances, lye Malaca, Siam, Patán, Camboxa, 
Cochin-china, and íéveral other Provinces on the Continent of Jfia. The 
Chinefes forfook their Habitations in our Philippine Iilands, but not the 
Trade. Neither did the Worihip they had introduce ceafe, nor their Fer* 
ProduB ri^ty^ They produce plenty Ot' Corn, and other neceiTary Grain ; Deer^ 
andTraSe. C° ws > buffaloes, Goats, and Wild Boars j Fruit, and Sweets; and ifany 
# be wanting the Chincheo Chinefes bring it, as they do Pprcelane,and Silks* 
The Wine they ufe, and always drank, is drawn from the Palm, or rather 
Coco Trees, cutting off the Clufters of the Fruit they produce, when Greer, 
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and taking off the Nipples of them, they gather the Water that runs from 
them, and Boil it in Jars, til! it becomes fo ftrong, that it makes Men 
drunk, in the fame manner as the fttongeü Spanifi Wine. Of its Natural 
Growth, thelflandhas Oranges, Lemmons, and moft delicious Citrons; 
■oíSpaniJb Fruit, Figs, and" Pears. There are Numerous Breeds of Spar- £;,<&. 
row-Hawks, Birds like fmall Herons, and Eagles, beiides fundrjr Sorts or 
Parrots, and other large and fmall Fowl. In the Rivers and Lakes there 
are many Monilrous Crocodils, or Alligators. Thefe eafily kill the Indi- jn¡ ga ¡ m 
ans. and efpeeially Boys, who happen unadvifedly to come where they 
are, and the Cattle that goes into the Water to drink. It often happen?, 
they lay hold of their Snouts, or Nofes, and draw them under Water, 
where they are drown'd, without being able to defend themfelves ; then 
they drag the Carcafs to the Shore,and devour it. An Alligator being kill'd 
a whole Buffaloes Head has been found fome times in the Belly, and yet in 
that Country they are as big as the largeft Ox in Spain. The Alligators 
lay Eggs as the Tortoifes do, about the bignefs of Goofe-Eggs, and fo 
hard tl.at they will fcarce break, tho* flruck againit a Stone with main 
Force. They are Hatch'd by burying in the Sand, near the edge of the Wa- 
ter • the moifture whereof, with the Heat of the Sun forms the young 
Ones. There are fome Indians fo brave, that as fierce as thefe Creatures How the 
are, they kill them with their Hands. They arm the left up to the Arm Indians 
•with a Glove of Buffalo's Hide. They hold in it a Stick, or fuiáll Stake, fight the 
fomewhat above a Foot long, and as thick as a Man's Wrift, and iharp- AMgatorti 
ned at both Ends, with which they go into the Water up to the Waffe : 
The Crocodile makes up to the Indian, gaping to fwallow him, and lie 
holding out his Arm that is arm'd, and the Hand with the Stake in it. 
for the Monílér to bite at, claps it acrofs his Mouth, fo that he cannt 
ftut it, or make ufe of his Teeth to hurt him. The Alligator feeling the 
hurt of the ihaTp pointed Stick, is fo difmayed that he neither makes re- 
mittance, nor offends, nor dares ío much as move, becaufe the lean ftrug- 
Jing gauls him. Then the Indian holding fait the Stake, with a Ponyard 
he has in his other Hand, Wounds the Creature fo often about the Gills, 
till it bleeds to Death. Then he drags it afhore with Ropes and Noozes-, 
many Indians joyningto draw, and there is need of many, confidering the 
Bulk of thofe Crocodiles. They are ihap'd like Lizards, but arm'd with 
fuch ftrorig Shells, that a Musket-ihot makes little Impreílion on them, 
and they are fcarce to be hurt, but only about the Gills, and under their 
ftortLegs, where Nature has plac'd a fort of fwéet Odour, which the 
Indians make their Advantage of. Thefe íílands, beiides the Cattel, pro- 
duce all that is found in Jfrick, as Tygers, Lions, Bears, Foxes, Mon- ^^ 
keys, Apes, Squirrels, and fome of them Abundance of Civet-Cats, which J ' ' 
are much Hunted, in order to be fent into feveral Countries, with other 
Commodities of China-, Callicoes, Silks, Porcelane, Iron, Copper, Steel, Conmodt* 
Quickfilver, and many more Yearly Traniported from thofe Countries. /;>*. 
The Religion and Government is now the fame as in Spain ; but in thofe 
which are not yet fubdu'd, they follow an Extravagant Idolatry ; belie- 
ving the Soul Immortal, but wandering from one Body to another, accord- 
ing to that ridiculous Tranrmigration invented or publi' 'd by Pyrfkigorat. 
They are much addi£ed to Trade, and forwarded in it by the Commerce 
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with China. The Philippine People are braver than their Neighbours ¿ the 
Spaniards and their Breed do not degenerate from their Original. 

An Army was now forming of all thefe Sorts of People, by Order of 
the.King, to attempt recovering the Forts of the Moluccos. Don Ronquillo 
Konquil- ¿ e p enna j f a was thenGovernour there; and tho' he had received lome In- 
Jo sFref>a- telligence brought him thence by Spies and Traders ? yet not fatisfy'd with 
rations for j tj he fent thither another Soldier. He difguifed himfelf, and being like 
the Mo- the Natives in Countenance, and fpeaking their Language to Perfe&ion, 
lúceos. got to Tydore. He found our People very earneft to forward that Enterprize, 
and that King ready to fupport it with all his Power. Thence he pals \i 
over XoTernate, among Merchants, where he viewed the Forts, the Shoals 
of the Harbours ; obferv'd their Correfpondence with the EngliJJj, and took 
notice how they Landed, and Traded in all Safety, or rather with Autho- 
rity. Nor was he unacquainted with the Numbers of concealed Chriiii- 
ans, who would take up Arms when a feafonable Opportunity was offer 'd, 
or any other Particular, which belonged to a Judicious Spy to enquire in- 
The Forces to. Hereupon Ronquillo gather'd about }oo Spaniards, and above ijooNa^- 
fent under tives of the Phil ippines, with Ammunition, Provifions, and Seamen, and 
Sarmien- at the proper SeafonXent them for the Moluccos in three Great Ships, and 
lo # . a confiderable Number of Small Ones. .Peter Sarmiento, a brave and expe- 

riene'd Officer, Hill living in thofe Illands, when this was writ, went as 
General. He had Courage, and Force to deftroy any of the Enemies that 
th n frequented thofe Seas. His Majefty had fome time before beftow ? d 
Paul de the Government of Témate, if it were Conquered, on Paul de Lima j and 
Lima rich 'allow'd his Brother Franch de Lima to make two Voyages to the Moluccos, 
in the in Confideration of their Services, and thofe of Henry their Father. Paul 
Moluccos* was Marry'd to a Chriflian, and devout Lady, tho* a Kinfwoman to the 
"King of Témate , who was not fo.

Tet nates ; but Night put an End to the Fight, and both Parties retiring 
to their Faftneffes, our Cannon was landed, and planted in the Place, and 
after fuch Manner as Paul de Lima dire&ed, and ever iince he commanded 
itintheFortof7yior^. The King of this Ifland was willing to joyn our 
Camp, as had appeared by fome of his A&ions, and his Promifes to the £/*«§" °f 
Enfign Duennas 5 but he mi unified the Fortune of the Spaniards, as if he *ydore 
had not had fufticient Experience of it. The Opportunity and Fidelity now tlubiQus^ 
invited him, and yet he forbore ; his Doubtfulnefs is thought to have been 
prejudicial to the Succefs. Sarmiento having planted his Cannon, in- 
trench^ himfelf, and taking fome Prifoners, of whom he learn'd what 
Provifions and Amunition the Beiieged had , began to prefs on, and batter 
them furioufly ; yet they were not difcourag'd, but anfwer'd boldly.

on, which he was to tranfport at a fit Seaibn to that Point of England^ 
where the Thames falls into the Sea, to march thence to London, and 
there Arm the Catholicks, But it was firil requifite to beat the Englijh at 
Sea, wfcere they were then powerful, and well acquainted with the proper 
Times to fail and keep at Home. At the leaft they were to be terriiy'd, 
that they might not dare to obftrucl the Parage of the Troops, the Prince 
of Parma Jiadin readinefs at Dttnkirk and Newport, or hinder their em- 
barking when the Spanijb Fleet fhould come thither to waft them over, 
this fleet feil'd from Lisbon on the apth of May, 1588, and as foon as out 
fufferd much by the Weather, fo that three Gallies were caí! away, on 
Ttey ñiffer t * ie ^ oa ^ ofBayonne. Abundance of the Powder blew up ; and the Gene- 
hvStoivis lal wasobligM to return to Cornnna % to Kñi$ whence he could not get 
' ' out till the zd of July.

/¿dLizard. Guzman to give Advice to the Prince o; Parma, and on the Jail of the fa:ne 

Month arriv'd himfelf at the Lizard, in Corn-rail, where he lay by. and 

was certainly inform 'd, that all the Enemy's Ships,, being fifty in number, 

lay in Plymouth* The Englijb Admiral at Break of Day difcover'd ours¿

" L ' modal us in the Rear, tú the Catholick Fleer, a great Ship of GidpufcoA 
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blew up, and another ot Andaluzia fpent her Main-Maft,in which Diftrefs, 
two Englijb Ships attacking her, and thoie afterwards ieconded by others, 
in one of which Sir Francis Drake was, they took her* There Don Pedro 
¿e Vcldcs, a Spanifb Commander of known Valour, and then Lieutenant 
General, was made Prifoner, with whom they fent to Plymouth, a great 
Quantity of Crown Pieces, and fifty Great Guns. About 4C0 Spaniards 
were kill'd, and taken. On the id and 4//; of Jugujl, the Lord Howard, and 
Drake joynM their Squadrons, fome write they had an hundred Sail, all 
well Mann c d, and light, with which they infefted ours, which were heavy, 
and encumber'd, particularly the Portuguefe Galleon, call'd the S. John, be- 
ing the greateft in the Fleet, and in it were John Martinez ¿e Recalde, the 
Count dé Paredes i the Marques de la Favara, and other Commanders of Note. 
However they got to the lile of Wlgbt, whence the Duke fent away two 
Mefiengers to the Prince of Parma, who was then at Brujfels, defiring he 
would fiirnifh him with Powder and Ball, for the Defence of the Fleet, and 
imbark what Troops he had ready. But he, either prevented by invincible 
Obihcles, or for other Keafons, which have left that Princes Reputation Difap- 
expos'd to Cenfures, mov'd fo ilowly, that what had been fo maturely con- pointmejit 
certed took no Eft'eft. The Enemy boaííing, that the Sea and Winds had of the Flees- 
fought againft us, in Vindication, as they faid of their Caufe, made pub- 
lick Rejoycings, Sting their Cannon ; and foon after the Queen put forth a 
Proclamation to the fame Effeft, againft which a certain Englifo Religious 
Man writ learnedly, by the Name of Andrew Philopator. 

The Dutch who were in Confederacy with Queen Elizabeth, feeing this 
Succefs, were encourag*d to afpire to greater Matters, renouncing their Re- jj je rj utc u; 
ligion, and their Sovereign, attempting to ufurp the Treafures of the Eaft, rl> 
Mines, Spice, Drugs, and Silks, as appears by tneir bold Voyages, wherein J * 1 * 
they have endeavour'd to follow the frefh Examples of the Evglijh, and the 
ancient fet them by Columbus, Albuquerque, Magellan, Gama, and Cortes, 
as we ihall ice hereafter. But, both they and the Englijb, if they try the 
Juftice of their Caufe by the Succefs of that Fleet, muft be obliged to pre- 
fer the Caufe of the Gentiles, when God for his Secret Judgments permit- 
ted his own chofen People to be over-thrown. Deftru&ion is more glori- 
ous than Profperity ; and a religious Soul will rather chufe tobe caft down 
than Victorious, if an angry God is to give it the Victory. 

After this Santiago de Vera governed the Philippine Iflands, and by fpe- j no tf je r 
cial Order, arm'd againft Témate, where the Englijb from that Time tra- Expedi- 
ted ,with all poffible Security. All Nations had fettled Faftories except t ion front 
the Javanefes and Lafcarines. Above 1500 Mahometans from Mecca ptezch'd t ]^ e pj^. 
their Abominations. They fear'd nothing from Portugal, all their Ap- ji pp i ne5 . 
preheníion was from the Spaniards, who were newly ingag'd to feek Re- ll 
venge. The King of Témate well knew that Sarmiento and Ronquillo 
would have taken it, had not Difeafes prevented them. When the News 
of frefh Preparations came to Tydore, it was carry 'd over by Spies to 7>r- 
vate. That King prefently call'd together his Subjefts, efpecially the 
Iflanders of Machi an and Homer, who came in 40 Carcoas, becaufe their 
Iflands were very populous. The Number had been greater, but that the &*£ °f 
King would- not fufFer more to be fitted out than he demanded, for he could Témate 
net conceal his Fear that they would rebel, thofe Parts being full of Chri- t u t ara ^ 

. ftians, 
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ftians, and the Taxes he laid on the People intolerable. Saiitiago de Vera 
appointed John Morones General, who wanted not for Conduct, nor hisMeii 
* tor Valour, nor the Fleet for Cannon and Ammunition. Eut whether Na- 
tural Ambition, or any other Accident was the Occafion of r, there were 
fuch Divisions among them, that they had fufficient Grounds to miflruft 
the Event, before they left Manila. They fet fail with fair Weather, and 
pafs'd the greateft Dangers of the Sea, and when they thought themfelves 
fafeft, all the Elements i'eem'd to confpire againft the Fleet* They loft the 
Light, and their Reckning, the Veflels were ihatter'd, and the greateft of 
Spaniih them funk, and all the Men loft. This was the Galleon S. Mellen, which 
Fleet lofes carry'd the Guns to batter the Fort, and many other Neceilaries and Stores, 
a great For all this, they infiiled upon proceeding, and the King of Bachian affifted 
Galleon, them with what Forces he had rais'd, under Colour of clearing the Sea of 
fome Enemies ; and being a Chriftian baptiz'd,Iamented his departing from 
our holy Faith, on Account of Perfecution, and promis'd the Reilitution of 
his Soul. 
Spaniih The Weather growing calm, when they were in Sight of Ternate, the 

General Canoas durft net ftaiid them, but fled at the iirft Difcharges, which they 
refufts the can do without receiving any Damage* Therefore the two Kings, and Paul 
beft Advice & L/;;;/7,advis'd to fall on in feveral Places. Ferdinand Boto Machado. Cap- 
tain of a Galleon, was of the fame Opinion; but the General fufpefting 
the former, on Account of his Affinity, and the latter for the Friendihip he 
had lately contra&ed with the King of Tydore, whom he was not well 
fatisfy'd with, would not follow their Advice ; al!edging,That it was not 
convenient, by dividing the Forces, to weaken them more than the Storm 
had done. He laid Siege to the Fort, but the Befieged being acquainted 
Eejieges w * £ h ^ le Condition of our Troops, opposed all their Aflaults courageoufly, 
the Fort of anc * fcoff'd and laugh'd at the infigniticant Batteries. However oar Men, 
Témate, whom the Storms had depriv'd of Necedades for that Work, vented their 
Spleen upon the Javanefe. Thefe valu'd themfelves upon fallying out to 
Skirmiih, being diílinguiíhable by their Arms, and manner of drawing up. 
The Spaniards handled them fo roughly, that they did little more during the 
War. Some Months v/ere fpent in Fruitlefs Attempts, and if they had at- 
tacks the Country, but a Culverine-Shot fhort ot the Fort, at the Bay of 
Limathao, and march'd thence to attack the Fort behind, as the 
moft underííanding defir'd, it had been of good Confequence. But the Ge- 
neral Morones, putting all upon Experience without Forecaft, was fatisfy'd 
with fronting next the Sea, doing much Harm, which was causM by that 
firil, and obilinate manner of attacking ; and that gave Way for Succours 
to go into the Natives, at other landing Places, tho* thirty Men at a fmall 
Diiiance might have prevented it. This both the Kings maintained, whofe 
Valour, which ought to be commended even in Enemies, if our General 
had pleas 'd, might have given Succefs to this Undertaking. Befides that ex- 
perience has ihown that fifty Spaniards have done as much upon Occafion, 
as whole Roman Legions well arm'd and difciplin'd.

Thofe in the otter Fort, tho< they made 
little ufe of Fire- Arms, being compeled by Neceflity, venture to faijy out 
to the Shore, To draw them to this Refolution, fome of our Max on a 
fudden let 
ens had come

their Weapons. They were in all about ?ooo fighting Men, icooof them 
had Muskets, whereof zoo were expert at them ; die reft neither Pikes, nor 
Lances, nor any other long fort of Arms, but only thofe they call Toranas, 
about a Fathom in Length, like Darts, and fome like Arrows, which 
they call by main Strength, with Canes and Strings, wherewith they un* 
expefledly wound unarmM Men in Fight; becaufe they fly not out of a 
Bow, but are thrown ftrait forward, or over their Heads, Others had on- 
ly their Camfilanes, cr Cymiters, and Shields, Many of them fought the 
more obflinately, confiding in their Coats of Mail, and Head-Pieces, 
bought of the Portugueses \ but as foon as they clos'd with our Men, they 
broke their Order, and loft Courage, This Accident prov'd a very great 
Obftacle, becauie it diverted our Men from their double Defign of preiling 
both Forts at the fame Time, fo that the very Commanders were fore'd to 
ingage. Morones knew how to behave himfelf upon all Occaiion-, and the Bloody 
Spaniards made fuch a Slaughter, that almoft all the Javanefes lay upon Victory 
the Spot. Thofe in the Forts had not the Courage t<? fall in upon the Ktár 9 gahi\i h 
tho* they pour'd a Volley upon the Forces of ty dore and Bachian^ but with the Spani- 
Jittle Harm. This Victory was not gaintt without Effufion of Blood, yet ards. 
they took Heart to hope for one more compleat, at the Arrival of the Ga- 
Jeon ftomlndfa, and believed that Addition of Strength wou'd make amends 
for what they loft in the Storm. 

The Galeón arriv'd at Tydore 9 better provided to carry on the Trade, The $ie?t 
than the War. For this Reafon, and becaufe many of our Men were Sick, or raised. 
Wounded, Morones was obliged to raife the Siege, and difmift thofe Kings, 
to whom he afterwards fent Prefents of Spanijb Commodities, fome Horfes 
and Silks. It wasfince known that tho 4 the Témate: will endure much 
Hard fhip, they were then lb near prefs'd, that Hunger muft hav^ fubdu'd 
them, could our Men have ftay'd a little longer. They emlark'd in Sight 
of the Enemy, who prefently appeared in the Field rejoycing, with Mufick, 
and other Tokens of Viflory. The Jfiatkk Traders reforted to their Ports, 
and others from Europe, but particularly their new Friends the Englijb % with 
whom they communicated the Joy of their Succefs. 

They never made a good ufe of Peace and Quietnefs atTernate } zs foon zs Notaltc 
that was now reftor'd, the King was again at Variance with his Unkles j Praftices* 
which Fortune fo improv'd as to furnifh an Opportunity that might have 
been advantageous to our Defigns, had not ihe thwarted it. Cachil Mandra- 
**j was the nobkft of 5ultan Jerio*s Sons, as born of the Queen ihey call 
Putriz, which is the Chief. His Father would have had him fucdeed in 
the Throne, but was difgufted at a Boldnefs which does not ufe to be mil-

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lik'd among Politicians* Cachil Manir ax a was defperately in love with 
Filóla, his Niece, Daughter to the King his Brother ; and that Princes did 
not refufe her Unkles Counihip. The Father one Day found them talk- 
ing together, in the Apartment referv'd only for himfelf ; and tho 4 he was 
fatisfied their Converfation was within the Bounds of Decency, took fuch 
an Averfion, that he deprive him of the Succeilion. The illegitimate Ne- 
J*!**)* °f phew ReignM, againft the Will of all the Unkles, who were near confpi- 
the King of ring to kill him ; but the fubtle King knew how to difappoint their Defigns, 
leniate. an d f eC ure himfelf without difcoveriug the Contrivance* He called Cachil 
Maniraxa to him, and repeating all paft Diftates,told him,how defirous he 
was to remove all manner of Jealoufies by a perfect Reconciliation, which 
he thought might be done by means of the Priflcefs Filóla, and fince there 
was fuch a good Correfpondence between then), all the Reft would be eafie„ 
However before he gave her to him to Wife, he mufr refk& that £he was 
J>romis'd to the King of Tydore, to whom he was not willing to adminifter 
treih Caufes of War, or to be the Occafion of interrupting that fhort Tran- 
quility they enjoy 'd. That finceall they difcours'd there would remain in 
their Breafts, he would have him to take his Advice. Maniraxa was be- 
fide himfelf, with that unexpected Satisfadion, and yet had he been truly 
Mailer of himfelf, he might eaiily have feen thro' the Fraud of that plea- 
His crafty flng Change in his Condition, wherein he found the King fo much his 
Words. Friend, who but juft before had been his Enemy* He thank'd him for the 
Favour, and putting his whole Dependance on the Words of his Mouth, 
defir'd he would give him the Advice he fpoke of. The King anfwer'd, X 
have contrived a Way, which will fat isfc yon, and the King o/,Tydore mil 
have no Caufe to complain. For the attaining of hot!) tbefe Ends, I 
will keep Council, as is rcqvijite, and do you any Night fieal away the 
Erincefs, the Way youjball heft like, J o it be with Regard to my Refutation,, 
and in all Refpe^s giving fuch outward Tokens, that all Alen may believe it 
was open Violence, and 7io Contrivance, or at leaf known to me. I, on my 
Side, will pre i end to be very Angry, and will complain of the Injury as loudly 
as is requijite to fatisfie the World of my Innocence. For why Jbouli I, 
Ifnlde, wijb for the Felicities of this World, but to make them common to our 
Family ? I will retain the Cares of the Crown, and do you enjoy the Satis^ 
faction the Kingdom affords. Maniraxa could not forbear Weeping for 
Joy, he fell down at his Nephew's Feet and kifs'd them, without difgui- 
¿ing any thing of his Paffion, yet fuppreffing the Joy of his new Hopes, 
the Left he could, he found Means to acquaint the Princefs, and to- appoint 
the Hour, Place, and Confidents for expofing herfelf to be ilolen away. 
Caenal To this Purpofe they pitchM upen a Garden, which looks out upon the 

Maudraxa Sea, adorn'd with its Natural Trees, whence the Ships are feen, and among 
jleals.tle them, on the Day prefixM they fpy'd a Carcoa,whh all the Men that Row'd 
lYniccfs curiouily drefs'd and they and the Soldiers wearing Gariands,plainly ihow'd 
Filóla- ^e Defign of their Voyage, tho* they row'd without the Mufick they ufo 
to have at other Times. Mandraxa and a fmall but brave Number of his 
Friends landed as filently, and they after the manner of Tatefio, and the 
ancient Romans, when they fore'd away the Sabine Women, laid Hold of 
FHola and the Reft, and run them aboard with all poifible Speed, convey- 
ing tiiein to a ¿f ong Place in the Iliand, where having fortify c d himfelf, 

like 
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like a Soldier, Manir ax a devote himfelf to Love, Fame the utter Enemy to 
Secrecy divnlg'd the Fact., and convey'd it over to the King of Tyiore's Ears, 
with the King of Témate^ Complaints. He maguifyM the Aff ront,andevqy 
Man fpoke of it $ according to his own Notion. The King who had con- 
trived it,andby whofe Breath nil the Machines of thatTragedy were mov c d 
affembled the prime Men of his Kingdom, mod of tfycm 'Enemies to the 
deluded Manir ax a ¡ and aik'd their Afliftance and Advice in fo notorious a Xafcf :>'/*:- 
Violence,and pretending extraordinary Concern. They all Voted to a Man, becdefib: 
that it was abfolutejy neceflary to make fuch an Example as. might deter Kivg. 
others from the like. When the Confultation was over, the King dif- 
patch'd Meifengers to his Unkle, intreating him to repair to Court to fíap 
ill Mouths by fair Means, and appeafe the Neighbouring Princes. Caebil 
Manir axa made no difficulty to obey, as well knowing that none of his 
Anions had been contrary to the King's Orders* Only the Princefs ad- 
vis'd the Contrary; for tho € young, as little above 20 years of Age, (he 
was better acquainted with her Brother, and well knew he never kept his 
Faith, particularly with his own Family, and that he could not have any 
Kindnefs for them as being jealous of the Crown. Manir axa made no Ac- 
count of all that, but went to Court, and enter*d the Palace attended by his 
Family, and relyiog on the King's Promifc, but more efpecially on the ie- 
cret Myitery of that Affair, known only to them two, U nkle and Nephew. 
Vihtn he came to kifs the King's Hand, he looking as item as if he had not 
advis'd the ileaiing of the Princefs, faid he knew not what Courfe to take 
upon fo notorious an Affront offer'd to his Crown and Palace, but to ciit 
off his Head. Maniraxa thinking at firft that had been all Counterfeit, 
and according lb what had been agreed between them, when he perceiv'd Hcmurdcv: 
it was barefae'd talfehood, would have fppke loud inDefence of his Innocence: Mandraxa. 
but was not permitted,and the King making a Sign to a Sturdy Black he had 
prepared for that Aftion, he drew his Cymiter, and hew'd him down bar- 
frarouily. The poor Pjrince fell, without being reliey'd by any Man; for 
at that Time his Brothers Caebil Tufa; and Caebil Sufur were not at Ter- 
jiatc^ ths former being Governor, the latter Admiral. Nor did they come 
to Tcrnau \\\ a long Time after, tho* they took Care to proteft the Wid- 
dow Priacefe, who wat left with Child, and afterwards brought forth 
Cachil Jjniia, who dy'd Young. 

The whole Truth of this Matter was foon known, with all its Particu- Xbe King'* 
Jars, andCircumftances; and the Caehiles conferring together, Tuloxz- u n khs 
fohr'd to go over to^he Service of King Philips to which Purpofe, when confpire 
Duartc Peieyra was Commander in Chief at f y dore, he went thither to againft 
treat with him, and with Antony de Matos, who went firft for the fame ; ;/w# 
End to Bacbian ; but fbrafmuch as what was concerted among them, will 
better appear by the Letter Caebil Tvlo fent UomTydore to the Govemour 
Santiago ie Vera, we will here infert it, tranflatad from the Malaye Lan- * 

guage, by the King's Naguatato:, fo they there call the Interpreters* 

CachilTu: 

Cochil Babu, wy Brother, late King of Témate, writ to the King of lo's Letter 
Portugal, to -defire be would do himjujlice, Upon a Man, who viurdc/d to tbe Go* 
bii Father and mine ; vpon receiving which Satisfaction, be would again Pernor of 
deliver tbe Fort ef Teníate "to his Majejly, it being then out of bit Pojffejion. the Philip- 
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Hisprefent Majejty fucceeding in the Throne -of Portugal, anfner'd my Bro- 
thers Letter, by Cachil Naique, his Embifador } but when he returned my 
Brother was dead, which was the Reafon we did not then deliver up the 
Fort , becaufe a Bajlard Son had fucceeded him, being proclaimed King by 
the People of Ternate, with the Afjiftance of the King of Tydore, tho i he 
bad no Right to it. He would not perform what his Father had promised, 
and he wis obliged to ; nor follow the Advice given him by mt % and by my 
Brother Cachi' Mandraxa* the rightful Heir of the Crown ; which war 
that he Jbould deliver up the Fort* as his Father had promised, to the Por- 
tuguefe ; and this, not becaufe he could not defend himfelf againfl them 
and his Majejty ; but exprejly becaufe his Father, and my Brother bad fa 
order* d j for we did not fufpofe it could betaken from us by Force of Arms • 
hut we knew it was his Will to ferve his Majejty, by delivering up the 
Fort to him. He finding we perfijted in this Opinion, refold to murder my 
Brother, and his own Unkle, the true Heir of the Crown, cutting him in 
Pieces, by the Hands of a Slave, when he came upon his Word, and had his 
Security and mine. JPTterefore confidering the Injujtice of my Nephew upon 
this Occafion, and that he will not perform what his Father, my Brother and 
1 promifed to hit Majefty, I am refold from this Time forward, to become 
his Majejty*s[mcere SubjeB andServant. And I do by thefe Ptefents, oblige

Among 
thefe Things he intermixes many more, all of them tending to per f wade 
jthe Expedition oí Témate, to blot out the laft Difgrace, without any Ex- 
pence to the King, through Cachil Tnlo's Contrivance. 

. The GovemoUr receiv'd this Dtfpatch, and he would willingly have T ¡ p 
put it in Execution immediately ; but as it went on flowly, and the Death . Í f r '~ 
of Cachil Titlo happened in the meanwhile,it was requifite tq delay the De- ^ . , 

fign, and attend to the Prefervation of the Philippine Iflands, againft the e * ec " tJ f v £ 
Machinations of the Chinefe: and Japonefes, againft whofe Robberies and * /JClJe J l i u r 
Burnings they are never fecure. Each of thefe Attempts harafstt the Pro- 
vince withthe Expence of Treafure, and Power, fo that there was a ne- 
cellity of breathing to recover both. It was thought the moil" proper Ad- 
vice to joyn from the Philippines and Malaca, with equaí Force, coming 
from both Parts to Arm in the Moluccos, which was the Boundary of 
both Provinces* This took EíTe¿i fome Years after, Captain Andrew Fur- 
tado coming from Malaca, of whofe Adions it will be proper to begin to 
fpeak to give a Reputation to his Perfon. 

Andrew Furtado de Mendoza might have Ennobled his Family, had it Andrew 
not been of antient Quality. He was the Terror of thofe Eaftern Parts, Furtado 
where he ferv'd the King ever iincc the Year 1576, fubduing Barbarous his Attions* 
Nations. In the Year 1 587 he was Governour of the Foit of Rachol, till 
he came to have that of ALilaca* Whilft he, was in the firft, fome Villa- 
ges of Gentiles rofe up againft the Miniilers of the Church, difturbing 
Chriftianity with Warlike Drforders. Fur t a do pacify y d them with Seve- 
rity, and his Authoriry. In' 1 591 Furtado was Commander of the Por- 
rugue/e Soldiery in that Archipelagn^nd was very ear no ft to employ them 
in the Recovery of Témate ; but was hindered by other Wars, which he 
concluded Vidorioully. In Avgujl that fame Year, he was in for m\i tnat 
Eighteen Galeons had put out of Cunnal, Commanded by Cutumaza,aQiH- 
zd by Rajity with a Dciign to Befiege the Fort of Ceylon. This Cutumaza- 
bad the Year before Burnt a Ship cf ours, Sailing for Ch¡na¡ and made

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difmal Havock on the Coaft aiCoromavdel. Fmtado went out in Search 
of the Enemies-Fleet, and by the way relievM the Fort of Ceylon ; and on 
the Coaft of M.ilabbr he met three Ships Bound from Mecca for Cunnal. 
He fought them, and Sunk two, the Sea running fo high, that the Vef-- 
fels which Row'd could not attack them. «The other after a long DiC- 
pute yielded to him. This Vi&ory was a fufticient Revenge for the Burn- 
ing of our Ships. Continual War is maimain'd in thefe Parts, which 
Neighbour upon Malaca ; and that in Ceylon never ceafe;, contrary tó 
the Advice o\ Perfons that are well acquainted with India ; becaufe the 
beft Product of that Illand being the Cinnamon, a Commodity of Ms Du- 
rance than the Mace, Clove and Pepper, they look upon almoft all the ex- 
pence laid upon Ceylon , as good as thrown away. Beiides that the 
greateft Commanders are employ f d in fupprefTing the continual Rebellions 
ofthofemoft inconftant People, without ftretching out, at Jeaft as far as 
the Moheces, by their Abfence encouraging their Tyranny, and giving 
Opportunity to Nations that are our Enemies to fix themfelves in our 
Forts.

HefaibM. moil' fruitful. It lies oppofite to Cape Comoriit, Nobly Inhabited, and cul- 
tivated. In it grow all Plants, known in all other Parts of the World, 
Nutmegs, Pepper, Cinnamon, and the moil Excellent calPd Mofy Ilion 
grows in this Illand. Here is Wild and Garden Fruir, Spavijb Figs, and 
Grapes, and the beft Oranges in all JJia. There are whole Woods of migh- 
ty Palm-Trees. The Variety of Flowers, would take up much Time to 
defcribeit; as alfo of Grain known to us, Wheat, Rice, and Flax, of 
which and their Cotton, they make wonderful Webs. It has all forts of 
Precious Stones, Gold, Silver, Steel, Tin, Iron, and Seed Pearl. Seve- 

Froduc?. «I Chriftaline Rivers, and Fountains moiften it, with delightful and Me* 
dicinal Waters, of Excellent Qualities And among the reft there are 
Springs of Liquid Bitumen, thicker than our Oyl, and fome of pure Bal- 
fam. There are Burning Mountains continually bla2ingj and calling out 
Clods of Brimftone among the Crags of the Hills ; where there are Groves 

Birds- of Tall Trees, on whofe Branches are to be ken all forts of Birds that fif 
in other Parts of the World, and among them our Turkys, Wild Hens, 
and Pidgeons. It abounds in Deer, Wild- Boars, Tygers> Lions, and 

trap. Elephants of fo Noble a Kind, that all others fubmit to them. Thofe % that 
are bred in this Iiland have fuch an Extraordinary Natural Inftinfl, that it

fwear they will bring them back to their own. That they are concerned 
at abufive Words given them. That they pay a fort of Religious Refpect 
to the Sun and Moon. That they remember fuch Things as they conceive j 
and Gellius perfwades us we may believe, that at Night they bewail their 
Servitude with doleful Complaints ; and if any Man happens to" come near 
-in the Height of their Lamentation, they -with fhame fupprefs theiT Si^hs ; 

and 
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and in fhort, they feem feufible of the Iniquity of their Fate. In this 
Country it is their Part to load and unload Ships, the Weight of Com- 
merce, whether Arms, Metals, Provifions, or other Commodities what- 
foever hanging on their Teeth, or lying cm their Neck*. They are more 
willing to carry Arm'd Men on their Backs, in great Caftles built to that 
purpofe. They feive the ChingaLzf, not as they did in Rome at publick opinion 
Shows, tilt in Battel, as they did the Carthaginians, and afterwards the t f )U p af 
Rowans* The People of Ceylon believe their Country is the Terrefliiai ¿^ ^ . 
Paradife. They call the 1 op of a certain Mountain J Jam 9 : Pointy and on Cevloi/ ' 
it, they fay, is to be feen the Print of his Foot, and that there he did Pen- y 
nnance. Upon this Belief, the Jogves, who are penitent Pilgrims, viiit 
that Point, where they affirm there grows a thick Tree, of an indifferent Strange 
Height, with fmall rough Leaves, of a dufty Colour, the Bark Aüi-co- Tree. 
lour'd, which in the Night fhines, and difpells Darknefs. Under Colour 
of this Superfiition, all the Gangs of ilrowling Players or Adors, come Plajers. 
out of this Iiland, and travel throughout .all India, reprefenting their Fa- 
bles, with odd Geftures, and Dancing to little Flat Tabors, Bag-pipes, and 
Rattles of fmall Bells. Abundance of Pearls are found about it. The 
Gold and other Metals are kept untouchM in the Mines, by publick Law, 
and yet notwithftanding this Precaution, they are not free from War and 
OpprefEon.

Fur t a Jo playing both Parts of a 
due: his Commander, anda Soldier, drew up his Forces, enccurag'd them in few 
K s * : Zdom. Words; and both Sides coming to the Charge exercised their Force and 
Fury ; but at Length the Kirig c s Troops were routed, and he ilain entering 
the City, itv which abundance of Brafs Cannon was found, befides' the 
Plunder, which was confiderable.

We 
are informed, that 25 Carcoas would fet out, fo many being Launch'd, and 
they were to Sail after their Lent, which is at the End of this Month of 
July, and tojoyn the Seyrves, and the reft of the Confederates, in order to 
return again before the Fort of Amboyna. If they cQint with fuch a Force y 
I am very fuf pit ions that the Fort will be loft\ becaufe the Enemies ytethod 
is to take in all the Towns that are Subjeft to it% and when this is left 
alone f wanting the Support of its Neighbours, it mujl ofnecejjity Surrender;

Burro, thefe being fummoned vy the Commander to Sail wit b him in the 
Navy, as they had done at other times, did not only re fufe it now, but would, 
not fo much as receive the Mejfage, or fujfer him that carry* d it to Land. 
The Tydores did the fame, for the Commander of Amboyna demanding Ajf- 
JlaiKe of them, they would not go, alledging that their Fort was in as much 
Danger. And the King of Tydore being infornfd of your Lordjbips coming, 
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his Subjects declare before hand, and perhaps at the Infligatinn of their 
ffixg* That they will have no Spaniards hi t befe Parts $ which makes us look 
about \ where they will naife Moors to Dejiroy 11s. Therefore all Delay s 3 in 
this Affair, will be very dangerous*, becaufe we are Inferior to the Moors, 
and mujl of Necefiity Fight them, ¡incc is is for Re 1 7; ion, and Honour, on 
F Marta ^^ which Accounts they are become our mortal Enemies. By this your 
ireffes fcr Lordfhip will underfl and what need we are in of your Succour and Reliefs 
Relief an ^ ma y compute how many are to draw their Swords againjl you,f\nce they 
' * are all our Enemies in general, and have Confpir'd againfl jts> However, it 
will be Difcretionfirft to Diffemblc with the Tydores,that they may not jay 7: 
the Ternates, and by that means rendo the War more :edious and difficult*

can fe I refer it to Jerome de A^evedo, who will give a very good Account. 
But let this he EJtablified at a Maxim , That your Lordflnp has a mighty

For we knowjhat /¿eTernates Jtill drink out of the confecrated 
ces to Re- Chalices, and make ufe of the Patens to Offer, or Receive any thing, as on 
lighn. profane Salvers * y and of the Veflments,and Ornaments of Altars, they make 
Cloaths, and Hangings for their Houfes m The People of Banda, mqfl of them t 
wear Ornaments of the Blood of above 5000 Chriflians, they Treacher ovfly 
Murder'd, at feveral times, in their Ports, as they "went thither to Trade 
with them 1 and in that If and, and part of the Sea, there are Streams of 
Spanilh and Portuguefe Blood running, lour Lordjhip came to fpread the 
Csttholick Faith, and that you may the better conceive what Jerome de Aze- 
vedo will fay to you touching this J fair, I fend you by him a Draught of all 
this Archipelago, as well of the Moluccos, JXtf/Amboyna,. and Danda. In 
it your Lordjhip will fee what a large Kingdom we loofe, when it might be. 
recovered with little Cojl. It only remains, That your Lor dfliip come, with 
all pojfible Expedition, becaufe the great eft Danger is in Delay ; and when 
you are here you will find brave Commanders, who will afjift yon with their 
Good Off- Swords and their Advice. Among them is Sanhco de Valconcelos, who was 
<ers and Commander at Amboyna, has often fought with thefe Infidels, and obtained

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ta's Map. He difpatch'd Gafpar Gomez, a Man of Secrecy and Activity, 
trufting him with the Defign,becaufe he was recommended by feveral grave . 
Fathers of that Order. He save him particular Inductions, with which, Gafpar 
and his own Experience, he wandcr'd r.bsut the Jrcbipelagc, and learnt as Gomez 
much as was convenient. He viíited Témate, TUore, Mindanao, both the f en t as a- 
Javas, and fcarce omitted any Place, as far as the Point ot Malaca, but what Spy, 
he took a View of. 

In the Year i59?,King Philip the 2d beflow'd the Government of Carta- D. ¡Pedro 
gena, in America, upon Den Pedro Bravo dc Jcunna. To take this Employ, de Acuna 
he quitted that he had in the Spanijb Galleys ; he was Captain of the Ad- Governor 
miral Galley, and Vice- Admiral of them all, under the Adelantado, or Lord o/Carta- 
Lieutenant oiCaJlile,\\is Kinfman.' He had ferv'd his Majefly many \ ears gena. 
by Sea and Land, in the Medit err anean. No Action of Note was perform'd 
without him, fince the Expedition of Navarino agzintt the Turks, and the His have 
others that enfu'd in thofe Parts, in Naples, in Portugal, and all thofe that Jtfions. 
occur'd before, till his Majefly was put in Poileflion of that Crown. LafiJy, 
"When he commanded the Spanijb Galleys he fought thofe of the jMbor jvand 
Turks, with the GaJiots, and Brigantines of the Levantina EvgliJJ) Ships, 
and took and funk feveral o: both So* t?. He took a great Number of Slaves in 
Zarlary ; particularly at Zangazon, Benegicar, and Alcazar, He defended 
Cadiz from rhe Invafion, and Rapine of Brake, the Evglifi Admiral, 
•who attempted it with a mighty tleet. This was done by only four Gal- 
leys, but two of which were clean, yet the Bravery of the Commander made 
amends for all. How great an A¿Hon this was, and what Reputation Don 
Pedro gain'd by it, appear'd afterwards, when the EnglijJ) again polTefs'd 
themfelves of Cadiz, at the Time that all the Galleys in Spain were in .the 
Bay, and the Fleet then preparing to fail to the Indies. In each oftheie 
Action.*, molt whereof were victorious, there are many remarkable Particu- 
lars, and they all deferve large Encomiums } but fince they do not belong to 
the Subject of this Hiilorv, it would be blameable to infert them here; 

The King for thefe Reafons confeituted Don Pedro de Jcunna, his Cap- 
tain General,in the Province of Cartagena and Tierra Firme, and Comman- 
der of the Galleys on that Coaft ; which Commiflions had never before been 
united in that Government. He gave him a Galley, and Orders to receive 
the Royal Fifths of the Pearl-Fiihery { at the Iilani Margarita. He fet out 
from the Port of Sanlucar, on the 2.7th of September, in a Pink, with 12 Sol- !HsVoya¿? 
diers, fome Religious Men, and his Servants, the Galley, and another Ship ' . 

following. The Winds fuon.rofe, and the Sea fwelfd, and the VeiTels were 
difpers'd. In one of them there were 20 Soldiers, and 40 Slaves at the Oar, 
this wasfo far drove away, that they faw it no more, till five Days after 
theycametoCVn-//i£<?n<7. The Storm ceas 'd, and Don Pedro arriv'd at Gran 
Canaria, but would not go into the City. He took in two hundred Cask 
of Water. The Governour Don Lewis de la Cueva was not in the liland ; 
but it being known in his Family that: Do» Pedro was come, they fent 
to welcome Turn. The Viiit was follow'd by fome Horfes loaded with A- 
bundanceof Fowl, Game, Sheep, Wine, Pears, and moil ftately Quinces, 
befides Abundance of other Provifions. He fail'd the nee with a favoura- 
ble Wind, which foon turn' J againil him, and tho' he was ar enough off, 
drove back ih-* Snips in Sight of Tenerife. After being tofs'd about for 
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foine Days, there happened fuch a tedious Calm between two Iiland*, as 
made Amends for the Violence of the Storms, and yet he had others after- 
wards as violent as thofe before. Many Days after, when they had loft 
their reckning, they arrived at the Iiland Metalinon % inhabited by unconque- 
red Indians, where they took in Water without Opposition, for the Kelt of 
the Voyage. Thence he had fair Weather to the Ifland Margarita. As 
foon as he landed in the Harbour, Don John Sarmiento de Vil I audi ando, the 
Governour of the Ifland came to meet him, having hourly expeled him 
iince he knew he was to come. The rejoycing, and Entertainment was fuch 
as became Friends, and Friends of that Quality. 
wf/iEnglifh An En g li $ Ship of above four hundred Tun Burthen,with thirty Pieces of

defied he might attack her with his Galley, Don Pedro perfwaded him to 
deiift from that Enterprize, iince it did not belong to him, and it was an un- 
pardonable Fault to attack her, without an equal Force. Don Johnperñüed 
lo long, that he carry'd it againft Doit Pedro l s Opinion. They made to the 
Place where the Ship lay f paffing by dangerous Rocks, and being come in 
Sight of it, percei^d it was iironger* and better provided than they had 
been told. Our Men, in Order to fight, turn'd out all the Women, moil of 
them Wives to thofe that came in the Galleys. Twenty Soldiers came 
from the Iiland Margar it a y by their Governours Order, who being fhip c d 
they appear 4 d by Break of Day in Sight of the Enemy. The Wind theft 
The Ijlan- W°wing f re fh Dan Pedro advifing with the Natives of the Iiland Margarita 
tiers oblige anc * their Governour told them, it was requifite to expeft a Calm, in Of- 
¿on Pedro der to tt*e the Ship, fince the Galley could wait for it under Shelter, with- 
to Fight out ?^y Danger. The Iflanders being provok c d by the Dammage they had 
ben receive, and to flatter Don John &rr*/7e?z/0,anfwer < d, That they had two of 

the Prime Men of that Ship Prifoners in the City, by whofe Account they 
were informed of theDiilrefs Ihe wasin,and that fhe muft furreñder,as foon 
as attacked. This Opinion being bandy'd about with Obilinacy, came to be 
Pfcfitivenefs in Don John. Don Pedro looking upon it as fuch, and concer- 
ned to fee his Friend eagag'd in fuch a Piece of Madnefs, with thofe Hot, 
but unexperienced Men, faid to them, By my long Experience in feveral 
Seas, 1 know it is the word of Conduct to attack a Ship, when ihe has the 
Wind ; but let us fall on ; that the People of the Ifland Margarita may 
uot have it to lay that I deferr'd engaging out of Fear, and not out of Dis- 
cretion. This faid, he order*d his Galley to weigh Anchor. He arm'd 
himfelf, and Don John y and jufl as the Sun appear'd they attack J d the Ship 
The En- with Fury and Violence* The Englijb were not backward • they fpeedi- 
gagement. ly cut the Cables of three Anchors they had out, and leaving them in the 
Sea, fet their Sails. The Wind was fair and foon fillM them* The Men 
tvere brhk and ply'd their Cannon without ceafing* Our Galley did the 
fame, and fir'd five Shot, before it received any Harm* Then (he ran her 
Eeak againft the Poop of the Ship, but could not grapple, nor board. Seme 
Men went down to the Boats which were tow'd by the Ship, and cut the 
ilcpe^ The Ship,. and Galley fell a firing again, without Lntermiilion. 
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Don Pedro received a Mufquet Shot on his Target, which glancing oft broke 
in Pieces a Board of the Stern Lockers, and wounded thofe that were next 
it. A Cannon Ball took off the Head ot one of our Slaves,and fcatter'd his 
Brains in Don Pedro's Face- but another Ball touch'd him nearer, when 
it threw Don John Sarmiento into the Sea, who being funk by the Weight 
of his Armour, was never fee n again. Fourteen Soldiers of the Iiland 
Margarita, and nine Spaniards were kill'd, and many wounded, of ail 
whom Don Pedro took Care, without negle<3ing the other Duties of a Com- 
mander* Some Perfons of Note were alfo kilPd, as Alovfo de Anduxar, a 
Youth about twenty Years of Age, of the Order of Chrift, and Antonio 
Sant ifo, who had been a Captain in Flanders. The Ship holding on her 
Courfe, made thebefl of the fair Wind, and was feen to fly, as if lhe had 
been vi&orious ; tho' ihe threw many dead Bodies over Board, in Sight of 
our Men* Don Pedro return c d to the Iiland Margarita, lamenting the 
Death of his Friend, and his Wifes Widow-Hood, amidil the Tears of 
other Widows, and Fathers left Childlefs. He comforted the affli&ed the 
beft he could, received the King's Boxes of Peals, and went on much 
grievM at the Event, and to fee how little his Precaution had avail l d. 

Don Pedro had a prosperous Paflage thence, to the Iiland Curazao, to Rio 
it la Hacha, and fo in Sight of Cartagena. Being defcry'd from the City Do» Pedro 
the Galleys went out to meet him, whofe Mufick and Guns, with thofe of at Carta- 
the Fort made a Mixture of Harmony and Noife. He enter'd upon the 8 ena# 
Government and immediately took a View o':'the Galleys, Warlike Prepa- 
tions being of the greateft Confequence in thofe Parts. He found them fhat- 
ter'd, and aknoft gone to Ruin, refitted one, and furniih'd another with 
Slaves, and all other NecefTaries. All things were before in fuch Difor- 
der, and Confufion, that it was hard to diííinguiíh betwixt the Galley 
Slaves and the Soldiers, the former going about as free, and gay as the lat- 
ter* He blam c d this Liberty, and order'd the Heads and Beards of the 
Slaves to be ihav'd, and that they fhould be chained. Next he took in 
hand the Divifions, Manners, and civil Government of the City, and there 
was foon a Reformation of Abufes,and publick Crimes, all this he performM 
by his Valo'iT, and Example. He alfo review'd the Horfe and Foot $ re- 
páir'd the Fortifications ¿ attended all Martial Affairs ; had his Gates al- 
ways open to decide Controver/ies, without Difíin¿Hon of Perfons; and 
tho c he had here coniiderable Opportunities offered him, and much Matter 
to difcover his Capacity, and the Greatnefs of his Soul, yet he found in him- 
felf greater Hopes andDefires, above what was prefent, and exciting him 
to advance farther, and to make known to the World that generous Reft- 
leffhers, which was afterwards ferviceable to the Church, by reftoring its 
former Honour, in the remoteft Provinces.

on of Témate, fo that whatsoever he concealed, was divulg'd by uncer- fakes Air* 
tain Authors» However fome advis'd him not to rely on the Chinefci, or 
Sanghjes for the Defence of the Philippines ; becaufe no natural or civil 
Tye had ever gained, or attra&ed their Affe&ion towards them. That he 
ought to remember the freíh Inilance of what they did, when his Prede- 
cesor empk>y c d them, and confequently ihould be watchtul over them. 
That he fending a Supply of Men, Ammunitions and Provifions to the 
Fort and Town of Cagayan, which is on the Coaft of that Iíland of Lu* 
zottj 80 Leagues from the City Manila, and there being then no Ship to 
Fend it in, Iseceffity preffing, he thought he might relieve that Want, by 
making ufc of one of the Chinefe Ships that were then at Anchor in the 
Harbour, and clear € d in Older to return to China. He commanded the 
Supply tobe put aboard her, and the Chine/esto cany, and in the Way, Faljhood of 
to land it where he directed, fince it was no let to their Voyage ; promi- *"* Chi- 
fing to requite and gratify them for that Service. They undertook it with nefes. 
extraordinary Tokens of good Will ; but their Artifice appeared by the 
Event, and fhow'd how Men that are upon the Watch, improve Opportu- 
nities. The Chintfes fet fail, and the fecond Day after> when the Spani~ 
ards were aileep, as believing themfetves fafe among trufly Friends, they 
fell upon them fo unexpe&edly, that they had not Time to ftand upon their 
Guard, but were all murder'd and call into the Sea. They plundered all 
they carry'd, and dividing the Spoil, fail f d for their own Country. They 
only fav € d one unhappy Spatiifo Woman, that went with our Men, and Spanifh 
toolt her along with them. They fpar'd her Life, but after having info- Woman a- 
lently abus'd her, they fet her afliore, in a Sea-Port Town of the firit handon'd 
Part of China they made. She prefently had Recourfe to the Magill rates, in China > * 
whom fhe acquainted with the Viilany thofe Men had committed, and the 
Wrongs they had done her 5 but tho* favourably heard by thofe Judges, 
fte had no .Satisfa&ion for her Wrongs, nor could fhe obtain Juftice* 
However they appointed Officers to carry her up the Country j remitting 
her to other Supream Magiftrates. In this Journey, which was 
raany Leagues, fhe endur'd more than ihe had done before, till fome 
of the Governours taking Compaflion on h^r and her Tears, carry'd her to 
the City of Macao, where the Portuguefes lefide, and fet her at Libeity. 
Thus the whole Matter came to be known, and it wa, at Manila in the 
Mouths of all Men, who now magnify'd it, upon Occafion of the New 
Enterprize. 

In fhort, all the Slaves demanded by the Governour Gomez PeYez, were Chíneles 
raifed with much Trouble and OpprefTion, aud in the fame Manner they p ut ¡ nt ^ 
were put into the Galleys, where they continued fome Time before they tbeGallers* 
-departed, and many of them dy'd, as not being us'd to that fort of Life. ' 

' All thofe Slaves were not fufficient to Man the Galleys, and the .Admiral 
Galley remained without Rowers. This, and the NeceiTity of fini thing 
the Work produe'd a more rigorous Pra&ice than the former. The Go- 
lf ernour ordered that z?o of the Chine fis f who reibrt to the Philippines to

Trade, íhould le taken to Man the Admiral Galley, ard each of them to 
be allow'd two Pieces of Eight a Month, out of the King's Revenue. He 
affur'd them, they íhould not be chained, but at Liberty, and with their 
Arms, to ferve as Soldiers ; and that they íhould only row in the Galleys 
when there was any Calm, and to weather fome Capes. The Cbinefes be- 
ing acquainted by their Cbinefe Governour with this Resolution, poiitively 
rehis'dit, as an intolerable Burden. But our Governour preffing to bring 
about his Defign, the Cbinefe aflembledhis People, to treat about the Af- 
fair, and, contrive how 250 might be chofen out from among them all, 
threatning that he would take every Tenth Man out of their Houfes. 
Thefe Words provoked them to fuch a Degree, that the next Day they 
lhut up the very Windows of their Houfes, and the Traders their Shops, 
and ítopp'd the Provifions which run through their Hands. Our Gover- 
nour feeing this Proceeding, and alledging that they mutiny'd, caus'd 
about 50 of thofe that came next to hand, to be feiz'd, and put. to the 
Oar in the Galley. The others terrify'd by this A&ion, met, and drew 
from among them all, the 250, and becaufe no Man would be ot that 
Number, they divided zocoo Pieces of Eight among thofe that would com- 
ply, and gave every Cbinefe that would go in the Galley 80 Pieces of Eight, 
befides the King c s Pay. By Means of this good Encouragement, there 
was no Want of Cbinefes that lifted themfelves to row, but the 20000 
Pieces of Eight were confum'd among them, or rather among the Officers* 
Thefe 250 Cbinefes were form'd into five Companies, under five Cbinefe 
Chriitian Captains, who pafs'd Mufters and Reviews, with Pikes and 
Catanes, which differ little from Cymiters, and exprefs'd Joy and Sa- 
tisfaction. 

, Whilft thefe Things were in Agitation,. Brother Gafpar Gomez came 
V. Gafpar to Manila, full of Intelligence, whereof he gave the Governour an Ac- 
Gomez count, at feveral private Conferences. He faid, the King of Témateos Af- 
hivjrs /»• fairs were in no ill Pofture ; tho' fomewhat weakened, by not agreeing 
tell&ence* w -"hthe Prime Men of his Kingdom ; and that many of them threatned, -. 
6 % they would Rebel, on Account of his Tyranny, and becaufe he rais'd in- 
tolerable Taxes. That then, neither the Javanefes, nor the La j carine s, 
nor the Moors of Mecca frequented Témate, as they had done at the Time 
when Captain Morones aniv'd there, under the Government of Santiago 
de Vera. He gave very particular Information concerning the two Forts 
ofTalangame. That the King of Témate had then abbut 3000 common 
Strength of Soldiers, 1000 Mufquetiers, and a great Number from his other King- 
Ternate. ¿ ums- That they fought with Darts, Campila?ies r or Cymiters, and 
Shields; and others had Coats of Mail, and Head-Pieces they got from 
the Portvgnefe s, in exchange for Spice. That they had Abundance of 
Ammunition, all of their own making, of the Materials the javanefcs 
brought to barter for Clove. That the Principal Place was the City 7>> r 
nate, where the King and all his Court refide, and therefore it is belt fe- 
cur'd, and from thence all others arefupply'd, fupported, and encouraged. 
How to le He advis'd that our Men fnould aífault it before Break of Day ; becaufe all 
attack'*/ attacks made upon thofe People in the Morning Watch had been fuccefs- 
ful. That, if our Fleet came unexpected, it would certainly iucceed ; but 
that the faid King had his Spies fpread abroad in almoft all thofe Iflands > 
4 • .. as 
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as far as thole oí Canela, Sanavgan and Mindanao. That a good Number 
of Brafs Saker*, and other great Guns might be brought in the Careóos % 
from the Fort oí Jmboyna, and the Kings of Si an, zndTydorc. That the 
People of Amboyna would fend them upon Command, thefe of Sian and 
Tydore, upon very fmall Intreaty ; becaufe beiides their owning the Crown 
of Spain i they are Enemies to Témate. That the necefifary Preparation for 
finishing the War, even in cafe the King of Tydore ihould fail, and it might 
befufpeded he would not willingly fee his Enemy utterly deitroy'd, con- 
fided in Artillery and Shipping, which was ready, and above 1200 Sol- 
diers well arm'd, with their Coats of Mail end Hcad-Pieces, till they 
went over to the Ifland of Banda % to put in the neceifrry Garrifon there. 
That there fhouid be a Number of Light Veflels to take the Enemy flying ; ^f^yf* 
for by that Means the War would be quite concluded in aihortTime, and f c ' s °f 
without Blood ihed. That even the Malecortent Tem'ates deelai'd, and£ 00 "tft. 
publiflvd as much, and own'd, that if a confiderable Number of Fighting 
Men ihould come into their Country, they would all come in and fubmit 
without itriking Stroke. Hence he inferr'd, that there were conceal'd 
Chriftians in the Molueco Iflands. That the Conqucft of the whole Ifland 
of Banda, was very advantageous and profitable, and not hazardous, and 
that the Neighbourhood of Amboyna, which was ours, would be of great 
Confequence for maintaining it/ He further affirmed, That the Por tugue- 
fes very much facilitated the Enterprize, and magnifyM the great Benefit 
it would be to his Majefty ; and that F. Antony Marta, of whom the Go- 
vernour had fo great a Conceit, was of the fame Opinion. Brother Gaf- 
par Gomez added fo many Circumftances to thefe particular Accounts, that 
he wholly inflam'd the Governour's Heart. 

At this Time, Landara^ King oiCamboxa, fent the Govemour an Em- ^ ; w f 
bafly by two Spanijb Commanders, attended by many of his Subjeds, with Cainkoxa 
fuch Splendor as the Occafion of it required. That barbarous King thought fends Sna- 
fit his EmbaiTadors ihould not be natural born Subje&s, becaufe of the Oc niardsEm- 
cafion his People had given him to fufpeft their Fidelity. He choie them bajTador's " 
of Different Conditions, to the End that fuch Variety, the Diverfity of In- to the Go- 
clinations, and Oppofition, might produce the better EfFe¿L The one of V c rnonr 
them -was a Piriuguefe, his Name James Velofo, the other a Spa?iiard, 
Bias Rnyz de Fernán Gonzalez. They brought Gomez Perez a Magnificent T7 . v 
Prefent, a great Quantity of Ivory, Benjamin, China Witt, Pie:es of f cu ' Frc ~ 
Silk and Cotton, and an Elephant of a generous Temper, as afterwards J ent% 
appeared by Experience. They delivered their Embaify, the Purport -,. „ 
whereof was, todefire Succour againft the King oí Stan, who was march- d2/í 'J e¿ ? °f 
ing againft him otCamboxa, with a numerous Army; offering in Return \ jC ^ r ~ 
for his Affiftance to become fubjeft to Spain, and embrace Chriftianity. M* 
That the King concluded, that lb bra\?e and gallant a Gentleman as Gomez 
Perez, would not on Account of any other Diverfion refuie to perform an 
Ad ion, which muft redound fo much to the Glory of God, and the Ad- 
vantage of the Crown of Spain. The Go vernour receiv'd the Prefent, 
making a Return with another of fome European Curiofities ; and by way 
of Anfwer, thank'd that King for the Confidence he had feem'd to place The J 7 i~ 
in him; but that, for the Prefent, he could not poifibly afford the Succours, fwer* 
mi divert thofe Forces, which he was getting ready, topqnifh the King

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of Témate, and recover that Kingdom, and the ¿elt cf the Moluccos^ 
which had Rebelled, fo much to the Difhonour of the Spanijb Nation, 
That his Highnefs ihould place his Confidence in the Good neis of Gcd, 
2nd perfevere in the Defign of ferving him in his Holy and True Religi- 
on, and asfoonasthe Expedition oí Témate was over, he would convert 
his Forces to the Relief of Camhoxa. The EmbaiTadors were difmifs'd 
with thefe Hopes, which the Governours Son, Don Lewis de las Marinas,. 
afterwards made gocd 5" and to give them entire Satisfaction, and juflify 
the Delay, it was found neceiTary to make Publick the true Defign of 
that Fleet, which till then had been kept fecret. 

The Governour, in fine, refolvM to fet forward, and endeavour c d ta 
Mighty ^ take along with him all the Men he could get. All were lifted that could 
Preparati-be prevailed upon either by Force or Intreaties. The Proprietors and 
ons againfi Soldiers were extravagantly expenfive, upon the Ships, Provifions, and 
Ternate. Gallantry 5 and the Philipines^ being well furniih'd with all Things, they- 
did more than had been imagined, or could be in the Governour's Power. 
He fent his Son Don Lewis, with all the Soldiers that were in Pay, to the 
Ifland of Zebu, where the Fleet was to rendevous, and there he continued 
fix Months, waiting for new Orders. Gomez Perez ftay'd at Manila, or- 
dering Matters of great Monnent Two Days before his Departure, being 
invited by, andfupping in the Houfe of Peter de Rojas % his Lieutenant,, 
P JW where' diverting himfelf with Gaming, and much Pleafure, he grew 
f*n¥° n foiaerry, contrary to his Cuftom, and the Harihnefs of his Temper, 
ofi!i<.uc- that many interpreted it as a good Omen of his Succefs. He faid in 
g€ J s + Difcourfe, that F. Vincent y of the Order of St. Francis, had toJd 

him, the Enterprize could not fucceed, becaufe the Army was made up of 
Men that were carry'd away by Force, and particularly the marry'd Men 
were fo. He departed Manila on the 17th of Ottoler, with fix Royal Gal- 
leys, one Galleon, one fmall Veffel caird a Foift, one little Frigot, and 
federal other Frigots, Carcoas,. and Bireyes, which are another Sort of 
TieFJtet Veflel* of the Natives; all which, being part the King?, and part be- 
ftitout. longing to Subje&s, who offer 'd to ferve him with their Lives and For- 
tunes, amounted to an hundred. There were a Thoufand Spaniards well 
arm'd ; above four hundred Mufquetiers of the Territory of Manila ; a 
thoufand more of thofe they call Vifaias, Men arm'd with Lances, Shields, 
|v p Bows and Arrows, and above four hundred Chine fes, of thofe that dwelt 

v* force. ¿ n thelfland, befides a good Number of thofe that came to Trade taken/ 
into Pay j but many more CompeliM than Voluntiers. The Galleys car- 
tj*d Abundance of Provifions for the Army, over which he appointed his 
Son Don Lewis Perez, his Lieutenant, and fent him before,as has been faid,. 
withOrders to make for the Ifland oí Zebu. He embark'd himfeif aboard 
the Admiral-Galley, which had twenty eight Benches for the Men to 
row, and was mann'd with die ztfChinefes for the Oar. Eighty Spani- 
ards were put aboard it 5 they touch'd at Cabite, fail'd thence on the 19th, 
and with them feme VeiTels, in which there were private Perfons, who 
fQlÍQwHí at their own Expence, coailing the Ifland of Manila as far as 
BtiinjuK They parted, becauie the VeiTels kept in Sight of Land, and the 
Governour put out to Sea.

Other contrary Winds ftarted up, which again cbihuded their Voyage, 
and to weather fome Points of Land, it was neceflary to ply the Oars, and 
to vex the Crew, with the ufual Severity and Puniihment commonly in- 
fli&ed aboard the Galleys. They thought this hard, and contrary to 
what the Cover nour had ailur'd them, which Was, that they ihouJd be 
kindly treated ; but neither the Lafli, nor the Threats, nor the ilemming 
of the Currents, with the Vigour and Sweat of their Bodies, feem'd fo 
intollerable, and injurious to them, as to hear the angry and ilern Go- The Go- 
vernour himfelf bid them row manfully, for if they did not, he would vernour 
put them in Chains, and cut off their Hair, This to the Chine fes is an threatens 
Affront that deferves Death, for they place their Honour in their Hair, them. 
which they cherfth and preferve very fair, and value themfelves upon it, 
as the Ladies in Europe üs'd to do, all their Delight and Reputation being 
in keeping it curiouily comb'd. Hereupon they refolv'd to mutiny, to The Chi- 
prevent fuch an Affront and Contempt. The next Night, which was the n&s rebel 
25th of OSohr 9 being appointed for the Execution, when the tir'd Spani- ahdkiUtbe 
ards laid themfelves down upon the Benches, and other convenient Places Spaniards, 
in the Veflel, the Chinefes did fo too, but cunningly dividing themfelves, 
every one lay down by a Spaniard,, pretending to be afleep. In the dead 
of the laft Watch, which they thought the propereit and fafeil Time, 
feeing the Spam ards found afleep, the Chine fes , upon hearing of a fhrili 
Whittle, which was the Signal agreed upon between them, flarted up all 
. together, and every Man wi:h wonderful Celerity put on a white Veil, or 
Shirt, that they might know one another in the Height of their Fury, and 
the Darknefs of the Night, and fo diílinguiíh where to make the Slaugh- 
ter, tho* for the more Security, they alfo lighted abundance of Wax-

ard - r fo proceeding in their Fury, and killing all thofe that flept. Above 
¿operfons had imbark'd in the Admiral-Galley, fome of them being the 
Governour's Servants, and other old Soldiers, who fuffer'd Inconvenient 
cies to oblige and divert him. They had play'd all the Night, and being 
tir'd, and the Heat very violent r they lay naked, fome on the Gang- Way 
in the middle of the Galiey, others on the Benches, and the greateft Fa- 
vourites, who had more Room allowed them, in the Poop, and to that 
Purpofe the Governour retired into the Cabin. The Chine fes continued 
the Execution, on thofe who flept, without any Miihuft, which was 
done fo expeditioully, that when ;6me of thofe who ilept in the Poop 
awak'd, the other Spaniards were all kill'd. The Watch heard nothing of

"ilians being then bolted to a Bench in the Galley, during 15 Days their 
Captivity lafied, were fed with a fmall Proportion of Rice,boil ( d in Water, 
without Salt, continually looking upon the Blood of their Companions that - 
had been fpilr, wherewith all the Deck was Stain'd. They ihed Abundance 
of Tears on it, befides thofe they hourly let fall with the Apprehenfion of 
Death, thofe Cbinefes, like faithlefs falfe Men, defigning to take away 
their Lives, in fome ftrange manner. They weigh'd, and failed between 
the Iilands of Mindanao and Luban, towards China, and Coaiting along 
Manila towards Cagayan, fome contrary Winds happening to blow, and 
Calms fucceeding, they were much concern'd, fearing, that if the News of 
their Treachery reached the Philippines, they would fend after and over- xhe Chi- 
take them. This Dread made them have recourfe to their Gods, and call ne f es 7 - ; ~ 
upon them, offering feveral forts of Sacrifices, Perfumes, and Prayers, which vo ^ e t j* c 
the Devil often anfwer'd in formal Words, by the Mouths of fuch as were q q ¿ s 
PofTeíTed, whom he Enter'd to that Purpofe, for there never wanted two 
or three ftich, ail the time thofe Chriftians were in the Galley. What they 
faw was, that when leaft they thought of it, and on a fudden, the Perfon 
poíTeíTed began to quake, from Head to Foot. The others feeing him in that 
Condition, (aid, Some God was coming to Speak to them. Then coming up 
to him, with Tokens. of Refpeft, they unty'd, and fpread abroad his Hair ; $ ome °f

Dancing to the Noife of fbrne Drum, or Bell, they beat or rung. They put fefi'd* 
a Cymiter, or Spear into his Hand, and as he danc c d he brandiih'd it over 
all their Heads, with no fmall danger of hurting them, which they were 
not the leait apprehenCve of j alledging, that their God, tho' he did fo, 
would never hurt them, without they were guilty of feme Sin againft him. 

Before the Devil had poffefs'd any in the Galley, the Cbinefes were con- 
certing to murder the Chriilians, believing tliey were the Occaiion, why Chriñians 
God did not give them a fair Wind for their Voyage ; but that watchful preferv'd 
fovereign Providence,without whofe Direéiion the leail Accident does not by Means 
happen, making life of the Devil himfelf as an Inftrument, prevented it of she De- 
by Means of thofe very Perfons who offended it. The Perfon poíTefs'd v ¡¡ m 
ask'd tor Ink and Paper, which being prefently brought him, he made cer- 
tain Charafters and confus'd Scrawls, which being expounded by the 
others in the Galley, they found fignify'd, that thofe two Men were harm- 
lefs, therefore they fhould not kill them, which was no fmall Incourage- 
ment to the Prifoners. However this lafled not long, for fome others who 
were pofTefs'd after the firft, tormented them cruelly, efpecially one of them, 
who was the maddeft. Hetold the Cbinefes, that if he ihould happen to 
hurt thofe Men, as he biandifhM the Weapon he had in his Hand over ' 
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them, making EUays, as if he cut and ibih'd, then they mu ft kill them im- 
mediately ; becaule it would be a certain Sign, that their Gods requir'd u, 
and that their being in the Ship was the Occafion, why they gave them not a 
fair Gale. All the Men in the Galley affembled, to behold that Specta- 
cle, ?nd the Perfon pofiefs'd having for a confiderable Space walk'd about 
the Gang-Way, with extravagant Geftures, went then to the Place where 
the Religious Man and his Companion were \ there growing helliihly 111- 
tag'd, he commanded all the reft to Hand afide, and being left with only 
the two Priioners, began to make hideous Faces and Grimaces at them, 
Honed ivhen "etting upon the Table in the mid Part of the Galley, he thence 
fraRices th?e w ^ ¡s C y m iter at t hem, with fuch Fury, that it ftuck in the Deck, be- 
upon tic tWPen t^ejr p eeT .

that the others could fcarce draw it out from the Planks. This done, he bid 
them give him a Partefan.with which he hack'd, hew'd , and thur ft, in fuch. 
frightful and dangerous Manner, that the Cbinefes themfelves were afto- 
nifh'd. He kept them above an hour in that Dread and Affliction, without 
daring to ftir,or beg for Mercy ; believing it would not avail thcm¿ut that 
on the contrary, whatfoever they could fay might be prejudicial. Thus hs, 
ving phe'd all their Hopes,and Confidence on that fovereien Lord, who even 
when he delays does not tail to give Afllflance, they call'd upon him, and 
offer 'd themfthres up to. him in fervent Prayers ; particularly the Religious 
Man, repeating fome Pfalms and Verfes, which his former Devotion exci- 
ted by the preft'nt Danger, brought into his Mind , and were fuitable to 
«hat Occafion, and fuch like Exigencies 5 by which, as he afterwards faid, 
Jhe receive great Comfort, and Addition of Courage.

The Spaniads that efcap'd, went to carry the News to Manila, where Spaniards 
fomegiiev'd^nd others, who hated the Governour for his Severity, rejoy- thatefcapd 
ced; but that ill Will íoon vaniih'd, and all generally lamented him; came to 
more efpecialiy when fome of the Bodies were found and brought in* A- Manila* 
mong them were thofc of the Enfign, John Diaz Guerrero, an old Soldier, 
and Governour of Cehu^ of the Enfign Fennhfa, Proprietor of Vila ;

Stock, at the Place cAVáCbordenuco. This River, tor fix Months runs 
backward. The Reafon of it is the Extent and Plainnefs of the Country it 
runs along. The Southern Breezes choak up the Bar with Sand. The 
Currents thus dammed up, fweU and rife together, after much Struggling 
one a-ainft the other. The Bar looks to the South-ward, both Waters 
at firft Form a deep Bay, and finding no free PaiTage out, but being drove 
bv the mighty Violence of the Winds, are fore'd to fubmit and bend their 
Courfe thl wrong Way, till a more favourable Seafon refiores them to their 
natural Courfe. We feefome fuch like Effect in S}ain,vh*ctheTagut falls 
into the Sea of Portugal, and the Guadalquivir into that of ! Jndaluzia, 
oppos'd by the fuperior Force of the Sea Waves, and of the Winds. 

About this Time, in the remoteft Part of this Country, beyond im- A 
penetrable Woods, not far from the Kingdom of the Laos, was ¿jfcover d Cit Dl r cQ . 
a Citv. of above fix thoufand Houfes, now call d Jngon. The Stru- v ¿,¿ 
¿lures', and Streets, all of maffy Marble Stones, artificial wrought, and as 
entire as if they had been modern Works. The Wall itrong, with a 
Scaro' or Slope within, in fuch Manner, that they can go up to the Bat- J ts Mag- 
tlements every where. Thofe Battlements all differ one from another, re- nificence. 
orefenting fundry Creatures, one reprefents the Head of an Elephant, ano- 
ther of a Lion, a third of a Tiger, and fo proceed in continual Variety. 
The Ditch which is alfo of hew'd Stones, is capable of receiving Ships. 
Over it is a magnificent Bridge, the Arches of it being fupported by flone 
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""* Giants ot a prodigious riti.,ht. Ire Ai.ueuucts. tt.o' dry, ihow nolefs 

Grandeur. There are Remains cf Gardens, and delightful Place?, where 
the Aquedu&s terminate. On one Side or' the Town is a Lake above 
thirty Leagues in Compafs. There are Epirapln,Infciiption>,ar;d Characlers 
not underftood. Many Buildings are more l'umptuous than the reí!, mol] of 
them of Alabafter, and Jafper Stone. In all this City, when fit ñ dil'cover- 
led by the Natives, they found no Ptople, nor Beafts, nor any Irving Crea- 
tures, ercept fuch as Nature produces out of the Breaches of Ruins. I own 
I was unwilling to write this, and that I have look'd upon it as an imagi- 
nary City of Plato's jt/Iantis&nd of that his Common- V- ealth ; but there is 
no wonderful Thing, or Accident, that is not iubjecT to much Doubt. It 
is now Inhabited, and our Religious Men, of the Order of Sr. Jugnjlin and 
St. Dominick, v/ho have Preach'd in thofe Parts, do teflify the Truth of it. 
A P*rfon of Reputation tor his Learning, conjetures it was the Work of 
the Emperor Traían; but tho' he extended the Empire more than his Pre- 
deceflbrs, I have net ever Read that he reached as far as Camboxa. Were 
the Hiftories of the Chinefeszs well known as ours, they would inform .us, 
why they abandon'd fo great a Part of the World ; they would explain the 
Infcriptions on the Buildings, and all the reft that is unknown to the Na- 
tives themfelves. I know not what to fay of fo Beautiful a City's being 
buried in Oblivion, or not known. It is rather a Subject of Admiration 
than Reflection.

He might have performed fome great Exploit, 
but finding hi¿ Strength too fmall for fuch an Enterprize, and that now Af- 
fairs had taken another Turn, and were in a different Pofiure, he thought 
fit to be gone. Moil of thofe great Men oppos'd it, promifing him the 
Crown, as being well afFe&ed to the Sp^niaids, and a foreign Government. The great 
Hence came the idle Report, that Gallinato was King of Camboxa, which Men offer- 
was beliqvd by many in Spain, and acled on the Stage with Applaufe, and him the ¥ 
good Liking.

ButGallinato, whofe- judgment, 
and Valour, had been try d in the greateft Dangers of thofe Eaftern Parts, 
and many Years before- in Flanders, would not fufFer himfelf to be eaiily The deposed 
led away by popular AfFe¿lion, and honourably rcje&ing that Opportunity, King's Son 
faiPd towards Manila. He took in fome RetYefhment in Cochinchina* Blafe reflor\i 
Ruiz and James Vellofo had landed there before, and went alone by Land 
to the Kingdom of the Laos, which lies Weil of Cochinchina, to feck out 
the depos'd King Lángara, and rellore him to his Throne.

They inform'd them, that the Enemies, 
tices ny, ^ t . were fotQ thofe oiBuyahen, had retir'd into the Fort they had 
i B 'V there. Stephen Rodriguez hearing the News, and having made m :ch of 

/ «rjuet. thofe p rinces ou 3er'd the Fleet to weigh Anchor, and continue the Purfuit, 
tour Leagues fatther, ftiil along the Kivef,~to Buyahev. Being come thi- 
thcr,he landed his Men on & Mark's Day: which was done by the Col. John 
tie Xara, but without any Order, becaufe having had no Engagement at 
Mindanao, they thought they ihould have little to do there 5 as if thrs, or 
any other Pretence ought tc be an Excufe for not obferving Martial Dilci- 
•rline Stephen Rodriguez would land to rectify that Diiorder by his Prefence. 
He went out in fucti Armour of Pioof, that a Shot of a fmall Drake would 
fcarce pierce it. Only his Head unarm'd, but cover'd with a Cap and 
Feathery black carrying his Helmet,and five Soldiers well arm'd attending 
•him. He had fcarce march'd fifty Paces, before an Indian, whofc Name

He'was as good as his Word, for Stephen Rodriguez dropt down of the 
Wound, and dy'd three Days after, without anf weiring one Word to the 
Queftions that were made him, tho< he did it by Signs. 1 he -five Spani- 
ards, feeing their Commander lb fuddenly wounded, that the Slayer,appear-

dred Men. They failing up the River of Mindanao, deiign'd to pals on as far 
zsBuyahen^ but met with great Difficulties at the Reaches j becaufe at 
one of them they were threatned by the Spaniards chief Fort, the Galleys, 
and other Vefifels j and the other was a narrow Channel, with a Point run- 
ning out into it, on which wasere&ed a Baftion, defended by forty Men, 
From thence our Men had artificially laid a flrong wooden Bridge over 
to the other Side of the River, clofeto which a Galliot ply'd up and 
down. 

The Terna tes feeing both Sides fo well Guarded, refolv'd to fortify 
themfelves at the Mouth of the River. They accordingly ereded a fmail ^bcy hiild 
Fort, and put themfelves into it, with an equal Number of Mindanao Sol- a ^ 0Y \ on 
diers. The News hereof mov'd the General Ronquillo to diilodge themj'^ River. 
and in Order to it, came down with the Galleys and other VeiTels, and 140 
Men well appointed. He landed with 116, and the Captains Ruy Gomez 
Arellano, Garcia Guerrero, Chtijlopher Villagra, and Alonfo de Palvia, fa- 
cing the Enemy, at about eighty Paces Diftance, on the Bank of the River¿ 
TihtTernaies ztúMindanaos had leveli'd all the Front of their Fort, and de 
fignedly left a Spot of Buihes and Brambles on one Side, where 500 Téma- 
te* lay in Ambuih,the reft being in the Fort. Both their Parties percei- 
ving how few of our Men came to attack them, were alham'd to be ihut up 
within Fortifications, and lye in Ambufh, and accordingly making Show 
of haughty Threats, came out and met the Spaniards.

~riy?Jiy the lame Time Don Trancifco difpatch'd the Galeón S. Philip fox New Spain, 
Jer ' m with Advice of rhofe Reports. Thefe two Ships, viz. that Alder ete went 
in, and the S.Philip, were together in Japan, which the Natives' were jea- 
lous of. Mderete got full Information of the Strength and Defigns of the 
Japonefes, and his Induflry was of Ufe, for the taking of right Meafures 
in Manila, and to prevent their fearing without Caufe. He brought back 
another noble Preient to the Governour ; and both Sides flood upon their 
Guard, to be ready upon all Occafions.

His InfUudHons, and the Myfleries of 
State, whereof he was fo great a Mailer, and which he communicated to 
his Son till the lait Ga f p, produce the Peace which attended his moil hap- 
py Succeffion, which was his Due by Natural Right, the Law of Nations, 
and his own innate Virtues; the general Submiflion of his Subje&s, and 
the Fidelity of the Armies that ferv'd in the Northern Provinces in Italy, 
Jlfrick, Jfn, the Indies, and in Garrifons, were a Curb to other Nati- 
ons.

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Sún encompaíTes and continually difplays his Light over it, yet it obe \i 
without any Commotion, or rather with Pride, as if it knew and were itn- 
fibleofthe new Hand that took up the Reins of Government; Excellent 
Princes have feldom fail'd to employ extraordinary Minifiers about their 
Perfons, to manage and fuftain the Burden their Fortune lays upon their 
Shoulders; fo Alexander theGrear had Hcphejlion ; the two Scipios, the 
two Lelij ; Jugvjlus Cafar $ Marcus Jgrippa ; the Frinces of the Auguii 
Houfe of Juftria 9 other Perfons of fingular Virtue 5 for all moral Willlan, 
and Experience it felt teaches us 9 that the Difficulties of weighty Affairs 
are nor to be duly manag'd, and furmounted, by any but Perfons of a more 
than ordinary Capacity ; becaufe Nature has not left any of its Works de- 
íli'Ute oí a proportionable Miniilry. And coufidering, that it is of great 
Importance to the publick Welfare, to contrive, that what is neceffary for 
the Ufe and Commerce of Mankind may appear eminent in Dignity, for the 
lirengthning t>f the common Advantage with Authority: The King, T fay,

him to all the nobleftof the Grandees of Spain&U Men own him endow'd 
with the neceiTary Virtues, that belong toa Perfon in fo great a Poft; 
which ftine through that pleafing Gravity of his Countenance, with 
a ftay'd Gayity that teftifies his Capacity, and provokes. Refpeft at tbc 
fame Time that it gains Affe&ions. He conftituted him the firil: of his 
Council of State, and all the Orders for Peace and War began to run through 
his Hands. AU the Opinions of Councels, which he found feal'd, for

This was the Poilure of thofe Affairs till Providence difposM the Means for 
bringing it about, that a Matter which was difficult on fo many feve- 
tal Accounts, might fall into the Hands of a Sovereign, who being wellaf- 
fetfed, might with fpecial Zeal bring it to Perfedion. 

No Body now difturb f d the King of Ternate. The Englijb fettled on his 
Lands, and Trade enrich'd the Sovereign and the Subjefts.

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TH E Governour Don Francis Tello, to attend other Neighbour- Tc llo wr- 
ing Provinces, where greater Commotions were threatned, ¡ e ^ 5 t j^ 
tuinM his Arms that Way ; fending fome inconfiderable Part, MqJucco^ 
atfeveral Times to the Moheceos ; for he never went ferioufly 
about recovering thoíe Iilands, either becaufe he apprehended, 
or had Intelligence of Dangers threatned by the haughty Jap one fes, Mínda- 
naos and Chivcfes, or that he would not tread in the Track of thofe who 
Tuin'd themfelves in the Expeditions againít Témate. Yet our Men 
fought that Nation in other Parts ; tor being the moll Warlike, and averfe 
to the very Name of Spa?iiards f it never letpafs any Opportunity of doing 
them Harm. 

. We have already mentionM the firft coming of the Englijb into thofe 
Seas, and the Care that was taken to obliterate the Example fet by their 
Voyage, by fortifying the Streights of Magellan. It could not be effeded, 
nor did ouc Fleet fucceed in punifhing, as was intended, thofe who had , 

the Boldnefs to attempt that unthougtit-of PaflTage. . Since then, the Hoi- 7 ut V} 
landers and Zealanders, fupported by Rebellion and Difobedience, have f ^ 
fail'd into India,pcffefs'd themfelves of ilrong Holds, and erefted Fa&ories, 1 UCC03, 
tranfporting the Drugs,Precious Stones and Silks oiJJia ; and what is worfe, 
poiTefling themfelves of feveral Places, and rending the Spanijb Monarchy. 
They have made feveral Voyages. What Ifland have they not pry'd into ? 
What Barbarous Nation have they not enccurag'd to Rebellion and

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Tyranny j efpecially fince Maurice of NaJJ'au is poffek'd of thofe Provin- 
ce?, by the Title of Governour. 
Philip- ^ e Philiff 2116 Wands were now appointed for the Place of Arms» con- 

pines fiWd Bering the great Delays Experience had Ihown there were towards Re- 
witb Chi- covering of the Molucca Iflands. In the mean while, notwithitanding that 
nefes ^ on F*' iinc * s T € M° was warn 'd, bow pernicious Inhabitants he was like to 

have in the Sanglcyes^ or Chinefes, by whom the Iflands of his Province 
began to be much peopled and fill 'd, yet he allowed them greater Liberty 
than was convenient ; and the Municipal Laws which provided againft 
thisDiibrder being forgotten or contemn'd, in a very ihort Time there 
were additional Towns of Chinefes, Chíncheos, and other fuch like Mon- 
gers, who were no better than Pyrates, or Incendiaries in that Country t 
which ought to have taken fufficient Warning by, and been well provided 
on Account of pail Accidents, to Fnut up all Paflages againil fuch Enemy 
Nations, Don Francifco excus'd their Refort, alledging, That they im- 
ported Abundance of Proviiions and Merchandife, which is what ufuaJiy 
enriches all Places \ That no Men have fuch a confummate Mechanick Ge- 
nius as they ; That they are more aifiduous and conflant at the Works 
and Buildings than the Natives of the Philippines. He faid, That all 
the Jealoufy generally conceiv'd of them vanilhes, if the Governour ad- 
miniilers Juftice impartially, and permits no private Cabals. All thefe 
.are, or appeared to be frivolous Reafons, without any Force ; and the 
admitting of fuch an Inundation of thofe People, prov'd very dangerous, as 
may be leen in the Sequel of this Work, by what happen'd to the 
Governour Gomez Perez. It was a particular Providence of Heaven, 
that other Nations did not go about to League with this, or the Dutch, 
who have fo flfongiy fix'd themfelves in the Jr chip el ago ; for they might, 
^without much Difficulty, have given us more Trouble than has been oc- 
.cafion'd by the Rebellion of the Kings of the Molucca ; to whofe Coun- 
try, and all others in India, great Fleets of Dutch refcrt, ever Unce the 
Year 1 58 J, whereof Dutch Writers give an Accounr, and lay down in 
Guts, even the Imallefl Plants they produce. 

• It does not belong to us to give an Account of the EwgUfa Dutch, or 
.other Nations of India zt\á JJia, or their Expeditions and Voyages j but 
tonly fuch as relate to the Conqueft of Témate and the Molucca liland? , or 
may have fome Dependance on this Subjeél 5 but be it known, once for all, 
that every Year, fome Northern Fleets appeared, coming either thro* 
New Streights, flill unknown to our Difcoverers, or thofe before frequen- 
ted and laid. down. But before we enter upon this Relation, it feems re- 
quifite to fay fomething of Holland, the Head of the Neighbouring Iiland?, 
«as that which is become moil outrageous in India % and moil covets the 
£ ccoinit °J Moluccas. The Province of Holland is almofl on all Sides eiicompaft'd 
Jiolland. j^ t j ie Sea, and the Ports of the Maefe and Rhine, for about 60 Leagues in 
Compafc. Within it are contain'd 29 wall'd Towns, whofe Names and 
Situation does not belong to us to fpeak of, nor of thofe of Zealand, or 
the other Provinces iubjeft to them. The Curious may read Lambert \ 
Hortgnfw, zn&Montejortius. The Natives are defcended from the Anci- 
ent CVi/f/; and forafmuch as £rtf/;//itf of Rotterdam, which is in Holland, 
deicrites it in his Chiliadcs } we will abridge what he there delivers at 
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large, out of Affection to his Country, The Learned, iay he, agree, and 
it is a probable Conjecture, that the Ifland Tacit 11s mentions, lyin^ «rom Tacitus 
the Rhine to.theOce;<n, is that we calí Upland 5 which 1 am oblig'd to l.-zo.' 
Honour, as owing my ñríí Breath to it; and would to God we could ho- 
nour it as it deierves. Martial charges it with being rude, or unpolifhed ; 
and Lucan with Cruelty. Either thefe Things do not belong to us, but to 
our Ancefíors, or we may value our felves upon them both. Wh-u Nation 
is now known, whole firft Fathers were not more uncouth than their 
Poilerity ? Or when was Rome more highly commended, than when its 
People knew no other Arts but Tillage and Warfare ? Erafmus fpends 
Time in proving, that it is the Nature of Holland t not to reliih Martial's 
Wit; and that this is not the lifted of Rudenefs, but a Gravity worthy 
Imitation. Then he makes an Exclamation, laying, Wculd to God ail 
Chriftians had Dutch Ears ! And that if Hill any one lhall contend, the 
Nation is in the Wrong, in having iiopp'd theirs to all Poetical De- 
lights and Allurements, and arm'd it felf againit them ; the Dutch valu'd 
themfelves upon being comprehended in that Reflection, which did not 
difpleafe the Ancient Sabines, the Perfe¿t Lacedemonians, and the Severe 
Catos. L7/¿:rtwcall c dthe Batavi, that is the Dutch, Cruel, as Virgil did 
the Romans, Vehement, Erafmus adds, That the Cufloms of thefe Na- Erafmus 
tions are Familiar, inclining to Meeknefs and Benignity, and not to Fierce- of the 
nefs ; becaufe Nature endow'd them with a fincere Difpoiition, free from Maimers 
Fraud and Double-Dealing, and did not make them fubjed to extraordinary of ilollah- 
Vices, except the Love of Pleafure, and Excefs in Entertainments. This derm- 
is caused by the Multitude of Beauties, which are Incentives, by the fe- 
veral Sea-Ports on the Ocean, the Mouths of the two Rivers, Rhine and. 
Maefe ; the perpetual Felicity of the Soil, watered by other Navigable 
Rivers ; and the Fiih and Foul in the Ponds and W oods. No Province of 
fo fmall a Cornpafs, contains fo many Cities of a confjderable Magnitude, 
and fo Populous, excellently governed ; fo" full of Commodities, Arts and 
Trade. It abounds in Men indifferently learn'd. Erafmus himielf, in 
Conclufion, owns that none of them arrives to fingular Erudition. This 
Account, which in all that is natural muff be own'd not to exceed, affords 
Arguments to condemn and convince the Author of it, and the ^ ation it 
fel£ All that Part of the World where Religion and Politenefs flomiib, 
is acquainted with the Diversity of Opinions all thole Nations efpoufe, 
of Pro t eft ants, Puritans,. Calvinifts, thefe the moil Numerous ; Huguenots, 
Lutherans, and all other Sorts, too long to enumerate, and not to our 
Purpofe. Since Erafmus jconfeiles that his Country does not produce 
3ny^ Perfons of eminent Learning, why do they take upon them to 
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the true Church? It is true, as Erafmus fays, that they are of a kind Tern- t,)Cm * 
per, but Teuacious of whatfoever they once efpoufe ¿ the fame moves us 
to pity them the more, for the Difficulty of dealing with Pofitiveneft in 
Minds that are not given to change. Let no Man believe but that under 
that feeming Meeknefs in Behaviour, the higUeit Degree of Pride iics

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couch'd. What greater Pride than to feoff at the moil ancient Church ? 
«¿Spanilh ^ t j ts Apoflolical Traditions ? At her universal AgreMnent ? At the Mi- 
• j1ut})or racks God has wrought, to approve the Catholick Dcchine? And what 
cnnvot f or ~'TLnor can be more inexcufable, than to follow the New Opinions oí un- 
^f^n- learned and vicious Men, fuch as the Arch-Hereticks wtrt ; and to Jive 
Refections, andera Neceffity of not laying down their feditious Arms only to defend 
Impiety grounded en Ignorance, and the Extravagancies of their Paifions ? 
WhatHouicis therein thofe Cities which Erafmus extols, wherein all 
the Inhabitants profefs and follow the fame Way of fpiritual Salvation ? 
When the Father i^ a Calvinijl, the Mother is often z Huguenot, the Son 
•a Lutheran, the Servant a Hvfjite, and the Daughter a Protcflant. All 
the Family is divided, or rather every particular Performs Soul is fo, and 
at beft doubts of all. Wherein does this differ from Atheifm ? It is poE- 
tive Athcifm. This Divlfion, unworthy of wild Beafts, is the Occafian, 
and a Sort of Mathematical Neceifity, that thefe People cannot be united 
among themfelves in true Peace. For thofe Things are the fame to one 
See the another, that they are toa Third; fothat almoft all thefe having diffe- 
latter part rent Notions, as to God, they cannot of Neceffity be united among them- 
of the Pre- felves, as differing in themoft effential Part, which is the having an uni- 
face. form Notion of God in Religion. Let no Man believe, that becaufe they 

are not at War among themfelves, it is Love that is the Occafion of it. 
TheGround of their falfe Tranquility is to be calPd a Ceifation, and nrt 
Peace. Thefe are the People who have unhing'd Loyalty and the Chiifli- 
an Religion, before fettled in the Iilands, and remoteft Parts of Jfa, 
making Excurfions from their own Country, as far as China, their raging 
Avarice being grounded on the Advice given them by the Queen of 
England^ and on Malice, becaufe KingPhHip the lid had lhut up the other 
Ports of his Kingdoms againit them ; fo to endeavour to reduce them to 
to the Truth and Submiflion, by taking from them the ^Advantages of 
Trade. 

The firft Dutch Fleet that came to the Molucca Iilandr, after the Englijh, 
Dutch firjl in the Year 1598, fhall be here fpoken of. Some prime Men, for the 
fail to the Sake of their Country, as they faid, and to gain Reputation, met in Hol- 
Moluccos. /¿Wand Zealand, and fitted out fix Ships and two Brigantines, to fail into 
India. The firft Ship they calhd the Maurice, the Admiral in her being 
Jacob Cornelius Neck, born at Roterdam, and the Mafier. Goiiáertjansk ; 
the fecond was the Amjlerdam, and in her the Vice- Admiral Vibrant Bar- 
" kik± the other Ships were the Holland, the Zealand, the Guelder, and the 
Utrecht ; The bigger Brigantine the Friezland, and the fmaller the Oz/cr- 
if el. They carry 'd 160 Soldiers, befides Mariners, and faild from Roter- 
dam ovitiitinh of March. Off from Sluys, on the 4th of April, they had 
Tuch a dread iu! Storm, as might have difcourag'd them from Proceeding, 
and the Slip the Holland was almoft d i fabled ; but itill they were drove 
-M Dutch on by the V* eather to xhtTescel, and thence to Debenter, and in Conclu- 
hiptized. "fion they got into the Ocean. They met another Ship returning to the 
* Low Countries, which prefented them with tcooo Oranges, and having 
Barrels difbibuted them among the Men, they made a general Rejoycing, for the 
vwjl be a baptizing of 25 Men, aboard the Ship the Guelder, on the 10th ot May. 
MJl«ke. On the nth they anchor'd at Barrels, and on the 15th at the Ifland 
- Madera, 
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Made» a, and again on the 17th at the Canaries, Gomera, and Palma, paf- 
iing by thofe óf Sal and Santiago, which are thofe ot Cabo Ver de , they 
furlM all their Sails, and drove in a Storm, in 29 Degrees Latitude. On 
the linio;' June they took a Sea Tortoife -which weigh'd 14; Pounds* On 
the 15th of the fame Month, Gerrit Jans, either ptovok'd by Wine or it 
woríe Spirit, caft himfeir into the Sea, irom the higheft Part of the grea- 
. ter Brigantine. The next Day, aboard the Shiy Guelder, in which the 
new baptifed Men were, they (aw a large flying-Fifh, which clapping too 
its Wing?, fell into the laid Ship ; but they faw the fame Scut of Fiihes 
fall upon > heir Veffels at other Times. On the Eighth they crofs'd the 
Line, vnd began todiftribute a Pot of Wine to every iix Men ; but on the 
z$thof the fame Month, lor !oy of having pafs'd the Ridges of Rocks 
before Brazil, which run to the Southward in 18 Degrees of South Lati- 
tude, they ailow'd three Pots to every feven Men. Such a thick Fog fell 
that they loft Sight of the fmaller Brigantine 5 the ZeaLvid toon found her 
again, and difcoverM many Cranes Handing on the Tops of the Reeds, or 
Canes, that grew out Tall and of an equal Height above the Water. On 
the Z4th of Jnly, they came to an Anchor at the Cape of Good Hope, 
whence ihey failM again on the 1 5th of Jugvft with Stormy Weather, all 
the eight Vefiefe together, the Sea there boiling up as a Pot does upon r 
the Fire. This Motion, like boiling, was feen for about a Muiket Shot in lhc * ea 
Length, and the Breadth of a Ship, and all this Space was cover'd thick J cenis t0 
with Weeds, which they pafs'd over by main Force, without any Dan- boU U P* 
ger. 

On the 24th they reach'd the Ifland of Madagascar, or of S. Laurence, Madagaf- 
and faw abundance of Whale.-. Here the plentiful Diihibution of Wine can 6 
ceas'd, anú it began tobe given out more fparin^ly, to lament by this Ab- * ~ "' 
flinence, the Death pi John Power, a fkiltul Sailor. On the 27th they 
pafrd Cape S. Sehafiian, and on the 30th Cape S. Julian. On the 4th 
of September, it was debated whether they fhould make for the Ifland of 
Banda, or put into the Bay of Anton GilL They came to no Refóution 
at that Time, tho' they afterwards arriv'd feparatety at Banda, and at fe- 
veral Times, On the 17th they difcoverM, at a great Dillar.ce, the Illand of 
Cerne, by others callM the IJle of Swans, which is high and mountainous, 
and for Joy of the Water they expeded to take in there, they gave every 
Man three Cups of Wine. Before that, the Vice-Admiral went aCore 
with five Men, in another little Ifland, and taking a View of it, found a 
K oble Spacious Harbour, well land-Iock'd, into which a Rivulet of f reih They land 
Water fell. They put in and refitted their íhatter'd VeKds, finding 1^ i n a fÍ¡ ta i¡ 
Fathom Water, They had not Landed in four Months, and theiefore in Ifland. 
Tharikfgiving, and becaufe it was then Fair Time in Holland, they made 
a Sort of Chajpel, on the Bodies of Trees, and covering it with Leaves, 
preached there twice a Day, in Honour of the Fair. They eat Abundance 
of Fowl, which they could almoft take with their Hand's, and drank 
Wine more plentifully. A Native of Madagafcar, who came along with 
them, and had been taken in a former Voyage, was, by the Inftrudion 
of thofe Sermons, ir.ade a Chriftian, and baptized, taking the Name of 
Laurence. They found no Inhabitants in the Ifland though it was De- 
lightful» / ' . m \ 

- Y Oa 
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On the 28th and 29th, they obferv'd they weie upon a very Chriitalline 
Clear Wa- Water, without any ether Tokens of their being near Land, and thole 
ter in tie fame Days at .Noon, they had the Sun in the Zenith, directly over their 
Sea. Head?, which had happen'd to them at other Times. Here a Storm fepa- 

rated the Ships 5 the Maurice, which was Admiral, by them in Latin 
calAi Pretoria, the Holland and the Gverifcl, tho* they endeavour'd to 
Cemc make Java, were drove by Strefs of Weather to Banda ; and the other 
Jjland. five to the Iíland Cerne, or of Swans, leaving fix other fmalJer on the Right 
Hand, They entered the Port Math ten Fathom Water, between two Moun- 
tains, which contraft the Mouth of it. The Situation of it is in 21 De-. 
grees of South Latitude, and is five Leagues in Compafs. The Port is 
Spacious enough to contain jo Ships, and ihelter'd againft all Winds» 
They were fo well pleas'd with the Iíland, that they chang'd its ancient 
Name of Cerne, or of Swans, for that of Maurice, in Honour of Count 
Maurice oiKiJfau, Baflard Son to the Prince o$ Orange, fo well known in 
our Day*. Difcoverers were fent about it, and return'd without finding 
j*. * any humane Track, nor Signs of any Habitation. They had a doubtful 
Tame Ends Proor hereof in the Birds and Beafts ; for they ran into their Hands and 
end Keajts. a ü^h te ¿ on t heir Heads, as they might have done on the Branches of 
Trees, or had they been bred Tame ; which Boldnefs proceeded either fj *om 
their having never feen Men, or being grown very familiar with them* 
Strange Among» he reft, there are Bats, which have Heads as big, and like Apes, 
Bats. and thefe ileep confiderable Numbers of them together, and hanging on 

the Trees, with their Legs and Wings extended. The Air and Sou are 
fo healthy and fit to be inhabited, that as foon as the Sick were landed, 
they recovered. ^ The Land is high and mountainous, full of Woods, and 
not being inhabited, there are no Trails or Paths through them. There 
Ebony is an infinite Quantity of Ebony Trees, as black as Pitch, and as fmooth 
as Ivory ; the Trunk* being covered with a rough Bark, preferve the Body 
/ JWid. There are other Plants, whofe Trunks are Red, and others Pale as 

Wax; delicious Coco-Kuts, vaft Numbers of Palm- Trees, and fome of 
them of fuch Sort, that one of their Leaves covers all a Man's Body, and 
deter,d:> it againft the Rain. They fpreid their Nets, and among the other 
Monftr Multitude of Fifties, tcok a Thornback fo large, that it afforded two Meals 
T/t>rnb*™k * ( r a ^ f ^ e ^' en * n Ships, They faw LandTortoifes, fo big, that one 
• of them walk'd with four Soldiers fitting on its Back ; and ten of them 
Tortoifcs. din*d upon the Shell of another, as if it had been a round Table. In a ve- 
ry ihort Time ¡hey kili'd Abundance of Turtle-Doves, and another Soit of 
white Birds, bigger than our Swans, but as round as a Ball, and have on- 
TeiiQuins Jy * v '0 or three curl c d Feathers in the Tail. There were fo many blew 

* Parrots, that they might have loaded their Ships with them.. TndianCxows y 
twice a> bi¿ as the European, of three feveral colouid F» athers.

frax found ^ f U ppj y t h e pi ace f t j ]e Utrecht, which with tne other two, had directed 
C**\ Co.ife for Madagafcar. They again took a View of their Maurice, 

t/ ? ffland, and towards the Inland Pa? t of it, tho* there were no Si, ns of any 
KLaract- hui^nne Habitation, fend about rhree hundred Pounds weight of Wax, on 

• ifrhich there were plain Greek Letters and Characters. They alfo faw Oar?, 
Nets a and Pieces of Timber, being the Wreck of Ships» The Vice- Admiral, 

- '* providing 
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providing a fmooth ftjuare Board, carv'd on it the Arms of Hdland^ Ze*~ 
Land, and Amjlerdam, ard mil'd it on the Top or a Tiee, as a Memorial 
of his being tbeie, and giving the Name of M AURIC E to the iiland, 
with this Infcription, which being in S$amjh, denotes their Hatred to the 
Ancient Faith oí our Nation, and btim couciAl in one Line over their ■* rrrts, 
was, THE REFORM' D CHRISTIANS. Then they plow 'd up u 
-large Field, and fow'd it with Wheat, and other European Grain ; turning 
lofs fome Hens, to fee what Improvement they ihcu Id iind anuher Tiu*e» 
They again, for fome Days, viilted the Hills and Plains, and found no 
Track of Man* 

Whilll theferefrelh'dthemfelves at the Iiland Cerne , or of Swans, being 
fourteen Days, the other three Ships arriv'd at S.Mary's, a barren Iiland, S. Mary 
tho* fome Orange and Lemon Trees grow in it, as alfo Sugar Caner, and Ifon^ 
there are Hen>:. About it, and in Sight of Land, there are monftrous 
Whales. They landed, but net without Oppofition from the Natives, with Strange 
whom they fought, and took their King ; but he was eafily ranfom'd, a Ranjom 
Cow and a Calf being given them in Exchange for him. They faw the foraKivg. 
-•Manner of the Whale Fifhery, which is very cafy there. The Indians 
¡make up clofe to them in their Canoes, and ííick them with a Harping- 
Iron they dart, being ty'd to Ropes made of the Baiks of Trees* They 
iior'd their Ship with their Flefh and Oil, and fome Oranges, and 
went over to the Bay of Anton Gil, where the Madagascar Indian f 
would not flay, as he had deiired before, being now .well affe&ed to the 
Habit and Drunkennefs of his Companions. They were tofsM back- 
wards and forwards for five Days, between certain Iflands, défíitute of 
•Provifions, and uniafe, by Reaion they were in War among them- 
ieives. 

- They fet forward with a fair Gale towards Java % and on the 26th of 
Deccmfor, 1598, arriv'd at Banda, which is eight Leagues from Am- Banda 
boina. This Iiland is ihap'd like a Horfe-ihooe, and lies in four Degrees of IJimJ. 
South Latitude. It is moit fruitful, with little or no Improvement, in 
JVutmegs, and their precious Mace ; as alfo Provifions and Medicines 
for Men, beyond all other Parts of the known WorJcf. It is divided into 
three Parts, each of them three Leagues in Compafs. The Capital City 
is called Ñera. As foon as they arriv'd, they contra&ed Friend fhip with 
the Wanders 5 tho' a foreign Ship, to (ecure the Trade to herfeli-, gave 
them to underfiand, that the Dutch were certain Pirates who fled the Year 
before, and had Jain conctaPd at Sea, to come sgain and rob the iiland, 
and therefore they did not fully credit them. This Notion was icclc'd by 
Trading Portuguefts, and others fettled there ; bur the Dutch fending cheir 
Jbdol, that is the Indian Interpreter, with fome Soldiers, and Gift s to 
pre<em the King, according to the Cuflom of .Merchants th2t .come into 
hisCountry, they before him dear'dthat Imputation, ¿nd defended their rf _ 
Innocence* The King was aft Infant, and governed bv his ( ef bates, that P^ t* 2 ^ 
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and Count Maurice^ with their Seals hanging to them in Form. All was 
accepted, and they lay down flat on the Ground to receive and read the 
Letters, with profound Reverence. The King promised to anlwer them, 
as he did, and immediately gave leave to Trade ; whereupon tne Dutch 
built Fa¿tcries in the Iiland. They then expos ci in pubhck Shops great 
Store of Arms, Silks, Linnen and Cloth ; as did the Natives their Spice, 
China Waie, and Pearls, and other Commodities tie Neighbouring Wan- 
ders and Chinefes bring hither to barter, and fell to one another. Five 
Ml their Weeks after, the. other three Ships arrriv'd, and the People of the City 
Ships meet £ ear j n g t ^ e Difcharges of the Cannon, and feeing the Auncients fpread 
ogam. abroad, for Joy of the Ship¿ meeting again, came down to the Port, and 
encompafs'd the Ships in Boats, offering them Plenty of Fowl, Eggs, Co- 
co Nuts, Bananas, Sugar-Canes, and Cakes made of Rice-Flower. This 
dainty Feeding continued every Day, and they gave them a Weeks Pro- 
vision for a Butch Man for one Pewter Spoon. However they rais'd the 
Price of Pepper ; but they pay'd for all with Pins and Needles, Knives, 
Spoons, Looking-GlaiTes, and little Tabors ; and with thofe fame Com- 
modities, they purchased more valuable Goods at Sumatra, as alio Provifi- 
ons ; when four of thefe tight Ships return'd Homewards, the others 
failing for Tervate and the Moluccas. 

The greatefl Quantity, and beft Commodity they took in here, was of 
TJ N t ^ ace * Nutmegs grow alfo in Témate and the adjacent Iiland-, but ¡hey 
je T u ~ are few and weak ; but in Banda there is a plentiful Crop, and they have 
meg iree. muc ] l mo re Virtue. Nature has cioatli'd its Mountains ,and Plains, with 
Woods and Groves of thefe Plants. They are like the European Pear- 
Trees, and their Fruit refembles Pairs, or rather in Round nets uie Melo- 
cotones. When the Nutmegs blofom, they fpread a cordial Fragrancy ; 
by degrees they lofe their Native Green, which is original in all Vegeta- 
bles; and then fucceeds a Blew, intermix'd wirh Grey, Cherry-Colour, 
and a pale Gold Colour, as we fee in the Rainbow, tho' not in that regu- 
lar Divifion, but in Spots like the Jafpar Stone. Infinite Numbers of 
Parrots, and other Birds of \ r arious Plumage, moil delightful to behold, 
come to fit upon the Branches, attraded by the fweet Odour. The Nuts, 
when dry, caft off the Shell it grows covered with, and is the Mace, with- 
q : j r in which is a white Kernel, not fo iharp in Taite as the Nut, and when 
Y °* dry is converted into its S.ibflance. Of this Mace, which is hot and dry 
¿ u> ieg. ^ t ^ fecond Degree^ and within the third, the Bandefes make a moil 
precious Oil to cure all Diilempers in the Nerves, and Aches caus'd by 
cold* Of thefe Nuts they choofe the freflieft, weightieft, fatteft, juidtéft, 
v . mf and without any Hole, With them they cure, or correft flinking Breath, 

vntues cf c j ear t heEyes, comfort the Stomach, Liver, and Spleen, and digeit Meat. 
Autmeg. They are a Remedy againft many other Diilempers, and ferve to, add 
outward Luftre to the Face. The Bandefes call the Mace of their Aror 
xnatick Nuts, Buna Pala. It was not known to the Greeks nor to Pliny f 
according to Jverrois ; tho* Serapion, whether the true, or the fuppoiiti- 
ous, when he defcribes it, alledges Gallen* s Authority. It is true the 
Chrifabolans he treated of, agree well enough with the ¡Nutmegs in 
Colour and Shape. ,

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The JavanefeSjCbhicfes, and Natives of the Moluccas reioit to tae City .. j 
Jifera, to barter for this precious Fruit, and load their Ships with it ; and ^ ' >._ 
this is the Trade of that People, as i< that of Clove to Témate, Tydore, **:*-^ * 
and the other Ahinceos. The Merchants arriving in this Iiiand, many of ^ ^\ 4 
them contribute to make up a Sum, wherewith they purchafe a Woman, to 
drefs their Meat, and attend them. The Dutch did io from this firft Time. 
When tr.ejr go away ihe is left free, till they return the next Year ; fo that 
her Slavery commences with the Return of her Mailers, and their Abfence 
gives it án Intermiflion. Some of the natives areldolaters ; but the great 
terPart Mahometans, and fo fup.ritnious, that the very Soldiers do not 
jhouik the Guard, till they have pray'd in the Mofques, fo loud, that all Religion of 
the Neighbourhood can hear them. Nor inuft any Man go into them Handa* 
without waihing his Feet, in grea Veile-s of Water, provided at the Door, 
by the pubiick. Their Prayers coníilt in thefe Wovd% Eflagfer AS ¿ah 
Ep¿fer Anal^Af^iv'dAi'lahe.Afgrc'd ANahe,La lHahelnU A'Hah % 
Mil. amed refid At I ah 2. Wiien they utter ihele laH Words, tñey ílroke 
their Faces w.Lh their Hands, a Ceremony denoting much Deration. The 
Words in Fvglifi) are; Pardon O God, Pardon O God- I proiirate my felf to 
God. Iproltiate rny -«elf tóGod.There is no otherGod !)pt God,and Mahomet " 
his Meiferger : by tlx-ie Words, There is ho other Gcd but G d,theyde:)y 
the cneñVbíe My fiery o! the moír bitiTed Trinity, Then they proceed to 
feveral Biafphemief. They fa 7 other Prayers, at which they icarce move * 
their Lips 5 when they, do this they Hand three and three upon a Mat, .lif- 
ting up their Eyes '-o. Heaven thre^ their Heads 
to the Ground. Thz Dutch Author, who gives this Account, does not 
rnenticnany other Religion in this Iiiand, nor in any of the others their 
Fleets touch'd at ; ¿ho' it is fo well known, that the Catholick Faith of our 
Lord Jefus Ch) ijl has been preach'd many Years before, throughout them 
all, with the'G'ory ol Martyrdom ; but thofe People conceal it, to what 
Intent is well known. 

. Tne Banaefes affemble in the Streets, and pubiick Places,where they feafi Feajiing in 
themielves.. It in irequent am n^ them to eat in the Temples and Woods, Banda* 
anhundrtdina Parcel; efpecially when they confult together about the 
pubiick Weal; or any Danger. There are ftv^n Cities in the Iiiand, which 
.are Enemies to one another. Nera is averfe to the Lamhcthans, Combers 
and Vexerant, and maintains F.riendihip with the Inhabitants of Lontoor-, 
•which is oh the other Side of the Iiiand, and thofe of tv/o ether little Ci- 
ties call'd Poletuija and Poelvay. Wheii they are to fight,they always repair E ?m j¿ y a „ 
firft to Nera, to concert ^ Affairs^ Banda provides their Entertainments on* mov? their- 
the Ground, in the Streets. The Diihes are made of the Trunks and Qiñs* 
Leaves of Banana*, and other PJants. Every one has a Piece of Sagu 
brought hhri on them, and j PUtéoi! Rice boil'd in the Eroth ofFleih. 
This they devour, carrying it to. their Mouths with both Hand s 7 and eat 
it with ;ucha Reliih, as if they had ¿foveas Brains drefs'd fet before them - 
fo the Dutch Relation of. : Palu¿ami* and Hugo expreíTes it. Whilft the 
Meat iafls, till the Multitude, are fatisfy'd, the nobles by two and two, 
take up their Cy mite r$ arid Shields, and fight to the found of Bdls 9 and 
the Clattering of their» Bafóiis/ When weary of this Exercife, they deli- 
ver the.

The People of this City affronted at this Prefump- 
ti on, made the fir ft War upon them; which is as bloodily yrofecuted, a* 
if their Religion, or Honour, depended on it. They attack one another I y 
Day and Night in their Territories, and by Sea in their Cm coas. 

BandaTdr * n tne ^ e the y ^° not * ^^ e us > ^ U P ^ e ^ eams °* r ' le boards with Pitch 
and Tar, but with Shells of Indian Nuts, which they call Clappos. They 
pound thole Shells and Rhinds, till they become like a Bitumen/ or 'Mais, 
wherein there remain certain Threads, which refemble Hemp, with this 
they knit their Seams, and fill up the Crannyes and cover them in iuch 
Sort that it refifts the .Force of the Water. They carry two, and fonie- 
times four Pieces of Cannon, The Men ufe fmall Fire-locks, Bucklers, and 
TheirWea- Jarge Cy miters, which they call Badang* and Lances of a more folid Wood 
pons. than our Box. They exercife all thefe Weapons from their Child- huod, as 

they do in cafting a fort of Hooks with fliarp Points and Edges, which they 
dart at the Enemies Bodies,and then draw back the Lines they are made fait 
to* Their Heads they arm with Helmets; and on their Crefts wear Birds 
of Paradife, both for Ornament, and a fuperilitious Defence. They have 
Bread: and Back Pieces, and calPd them as we did Corfelets. When they 
are to fight at Sea, as foon as the War-like Inflruments begin to found, the 
Soldiers fail a leaping, and flapping on the Benches, which run round the 
Oars like Caracas from Stem to Stern. The Slaves ply the Oars, which are like 
Shovels* wooden Shovels, make the VeíTel fly by main Force, and ferve to lade out 
the Water, when there is Occaiion. They are fb revengeful, that having 
Cruelty of ■'^ CC! * * n thofe Days vanquiffrdon Land by the Lahtans % many of them be- 
Baadefts. * n § kilPdand wounded, thofe of Nera affemblcd the next Day in five C/ir- 
coas, and attacking the little Ifland Bayjer^ the Natives wheieof had ailifled 
the Lahetans they flew all they found, without fparing any but a few 
Women,whom they carry *d Captives to Nera ¡with the Heads of their Ene- 
mies before them on Spears; and for four Days, to the Amazement of Fop- 
*eigners,and particularly the Dutch,thty ihow'd their Cy miters embrewM in 
Gore, about the Streets. Nay, a Soldier among them, in the Sight oi 
Burial of Abundance, took a Fancy to try his Cy miter, he carry *d naked, and with it 
Enemies c * Gve down one of the Captive Women, from the Shoulder to the Brean. 
Heads * They fhew'd themfelves Merciful in burying thofe Heads, aflembling 
together in the Houfe of the Shabander^ that is the Governor, in the Pre- 
fence of all the People, which ufes to meet to fee fuch Spe&acles, every 
Soldier, as a Teflimony of his Valour, laid all the Heads he had cut off on 
Their Fu- * a very large Stone, under a Tree: They wrapp'd them up in Cotton Cloths, 
rierais. a «d carrying them in Difhes bury'd them in a Grove, with much Smoke 
*o£ Frankincenfe, whereof they have great Plenty. Had thofe dead Perfons 
been Natii r es, their Kindred and Friends would have come immediately 
•to lament with laud Cries, as they ufe to do, over their Graves, which they 
dig 'ike us, wrap up the Bodies in Shrouds of white Cotton, and carry them 
to be bury'd xm their Shoulders. They are great Obfervers, that the Fu- 
nerals of Men fhould go before thofe of Women ; place Lamps over the 
Graves of all,and by their Light prny for them. They cry out furiouiiy, cal- 
ling the Dead, as if they hep'd they iliould come to Life at their Call; 
artf perceiving they do not rife again, the Kindred and Friends meet about 

the 
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the 1119ft fpleráid Enterta ; nmeut they are alie to provide. Being ask'd by 
the Dutch, what it was they ask'd of God in the Piayers they nmtter'd over 
the Graves, they aniwer'd. We fray that the Dead may vot rife again. 
So that the Want of the true Light of Faith, docs not hinder them from 
feeing, how much Mankind iuffers from the in ft Moment of his Lite, till 
the laft ; but it is rather to be concluded, that they look upon it as a Mif- 
fortune to have been born. They were much amaz'd to hear, that the 
Butch did not ufe the fame Ceremony towards their dead. 

They play at Foot-Ball, which is made of SpaviJJ; Reeds. They that Foot-Ball 
Play make a Ring one ftanding in the Center, who tofles the Ball to thofe 
about hini, and they with a Kick throw it fo high that it is almoft out of 
Sight» If any one miffes it, they hifs, and hoot, to ihame him for his r y / 
Unskilfiilnefs. Men live in this Iiland longer than in any other Parts of • ^ ? v & 
the World. The Dutch faw fevera!, who exceed 150 Years of Age. ™ mnüa - 
They live upon the Produft of their Country ; and tho' there is continual 
War, yet the greater Number livts Idle ; and it is very remarkable that 
thofe People, who are fo much addi&ed to Sloath, ihould be fuch Enemies 
to Quietnefs. A ufelefs Life docs not deferve much Age ; and that which jfr omcn j-n 
is dedicated to Idlenefs feldom. attains to it. The Women Plow and Till ¿j je r \ 
the Land, and follow other manly Profeftions. They feldom, go abroad 
with Men ; they have all the Charge of Houíhold Affairs, and their greateit 
Employment within Doors, is ufually uncaiing and drying of Nutmegs. 

The Dutch having loaded with Spice, Purcelane, and fome Rubies, and Dutch de- 
fettled Factories, and Amity, faiTd from Banda, on the 14th of July, with pan fyom 
great firing of Cannon. They flood towards the Ifland Noefelau, the Na- Banda. 
. tives whereof are Anthropophagi, fo the Greeks call Man-Eaters. They pro- 
ceeded towards that oiAmboyna, whofe Weftern Point they difcover'd, yet 
did. not touch at it then, but went on to the greater Java, notwithftanding Come to 
their Admiral was at Jmhoyna.

fent two Boats thither to Difcover, and know whither they might be allowed 
to take in Provifion?. Thofe who returned with the Anfwer, brought a- p 
loug with them a Portnguefe^ho, at the Perfwafion of the Native5, had re- P° rtu £ 7I Jte 
noune'd the Faith otjefw Chrift, as was known, and call'd among them by ^ €ne S n ^ 
the name of the Renegado, as a proper Appellative, and not difhonourable. 
This Man inform'd the Admiral, That if he would ftay there three or four 
Months, he might enrich his Ships to his Hearts Content. They fent by 
him to alk the King's Leave, with fome Prefents of Copper, Glafs, and Silk. Prefents to 
The next day Merchants came down to the Harbour, with Abundance of and from 
Commodities; and from the King, in Return for their infignificant Pre- the K\n?. 
fent, they brought the Dutch . 19 great Sacks of Rice. The Trade being ^ 

fettled, they went up to the City, where they faw feveral Horfemen, well 
Arm n d,Horfes well Accouter'd, on which they value themfelves very much. 
Shops well ftor'd, and a free Trade fot all Nations. The Vice-Admiral 
went to kifs the King's Hand, who received him Gracioully ; promis'd to 
go Aboard the Ships in Pe.fbn, and performed it, having firft order'd them 
tobe (how'd all his Royal Apartments, even to his Womens private Lod- 
gings; his Elephants^ an infinite number of Birds in Cages, and his Sta- 
bles full of excellent Horfes, and many of them. Th*n the Prince came 
Aboare the Ships, and after him the King. The Cannon faluted them both, 
and they admir'd, and were pleased with the Noiie, Tulwn 
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Tuhan is the King of Java's Court, the íhongeít of all the Cities in that 
Tuban Ca- ifl an d, encompai's'd with a high Wall, divided by feveral Cates with 
pital of Towers on them, contains ftately Structures, and Squares appointed tor the 
Java. publiwk Re ; oit of Traders, the King is ertraordinary rich, and in a few 

hours can gather a great Number of Hoife and Foor. His Palace is truly- 
Royal, his Family confifts of the intime Nobility, and he is very powerful 
at Sea. They call their Ships juncks ; which being loaded with Pepper, 
and other Product or the Country, as Silks and Cloth?, the Manufactures 
Trade of of his People, are fent to Balim ; where bartering them for Cloaths, the/ 
that City, tranfport thofe to other Kingdoms, as thofe of Banda, the Moluccos, and 
Philippines. Whence, and from other Mauds, having improv'd their Com- 
modities, they bring Maitick, Nutmegs, Cloves, and other Spice. All the 
Habit, Country abounds in Cattle, which graze all Day in the Woods, and are 
bous'd at Night. Their Habit is the fame as at Banda, and covers their 
Bodies from the W afte downwards, the reft upwards remaining naked, 
They all wear Daggers, call'd Crifes, and the Nobles itately long Veils, the 
Fullnefs whereof waves in the Air magnificently. None of them goes 
abroad attended by left than ten or twelve Servants, one of which always 
carries for his Matter a little Baiket full of the Leaves of a certain Plant 
they call Bet tit, which they chew with green Nuts, and a little Lime. 
This Compofition they call Ledon ; in chewing, it yields a Juice, which 
they fwaliow, and then fpit out the green Subftance, after the Virtue has 
The Kings been extracted in their Mouths. 

Drefs. They were fo overjoy'd at the coming of the Dutch, that the next Day 

they invited them to fee their Diverfions. The King was prefent a Horfe- 
Back, clad in feveral Sorts of rich Silks, but all Girt about him. To his 
Belt bung a Cymiter, in a Scabard adorn'd with precious Stones ; the Hilt 
of beaten Gold, with a Devils Head form'd on it. ( On his Turbant he had 
abundance of Feathers. All the Nobility follow 'd'hirp, Drefs'd much after 
the fame manner, mounted on ilately prancing Horfes,but fmalier than ours, 
with rich Furnitures of Spanif» Leather, fludded, and plated withhold, and 
Figures of Serpents ; and in fome of the Bridles they had Stones, fo white 
that they look'd like Alabafler. Sometimes they ran itreight forwards, 
and fometimes in a Ring, calling their Darts. When the Sport was over, 
Commerce they attended the King, by whofe Orders they carry'd aboard the Ships, 
fettled be- and to the Dutch Men's Lodgings, a great quantity of Rice, Sheep, Goats, 
tween the Hens, Eggs, Fiih, and Fruit, as Coco-Nuts, Mangos, Lemons, and delicious 
Dutch and Bananas. Then they fell to treating of Trade, and Amity, and thought 
Javaneies. every Thing cheap except the Pepper, for they not liking the Commodities 
the Dutch offef d in Exchange for it, lifting up their Hands cry'd, Lima, 
which, in their Tongue, fignifies five Pieces of Eight. So much they de- 
manded for a Meafure of theirs. They were well receiv'd in all Rcfpecls, 
except in Relation to admitting of their Sett. , ., , 

They had delivered Letters to the King from Count Maurice, which he

Sidago, they anchor'd between Java and Madura j founded the Depth, and

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they vifited Madura, landing on the Eait-fide ; but remov'dprefentiy to the 
City Jrosbay, on the Weft, and afterwards thence to Jot a, to get Guide?, 
or Pilots to conduct them to the reft of the ¿lolucccs. They fent to Com- 
pliment the King of Madura, who presently alter the Audience, iem the 
Vice- Admiral a Sheep, with which went the Renegado, who had brought 
him a Dagger, they call Criz, from. the King of Tub an 9 richly adorn 'd with 
Gold and precious Stones, and the King's Head engrav'd on the Pommel, 
They found a German fettled in the Country, rich in Spice, and underfiood 
by him, that at Jrosbay they had ieiz'd 40 of their Companions. The Wand Madura 
of Madura, mxt to Java y inclines to the Northward. Thty wear the fame Defcnbcd. 
Habit as in the other ; butaie fharper Witted. It is moil fruitful in Rice, 
but loth in Reaping and Plowing, the Peafants and BufFalos are mir'd up to - 
the Knees, the continual Inundations keeping the Ground fo wet. Few 
Ships come to it, by reafon of its inaccesible Shoales. They have the fame 
common ufe of Weapons, Elephants, Horfes, Spears, Campilanes, or Cymi- 
ters, and Shields. The Crizes, or Daggers, worn by the King's Guards are 
of Silver. The City Jrosbay is Populous, and well WalTd. The Holianers Aroibaf 
main Defign in coming to it, was, as has been faid, to take in Pilots, and City. 
other Neceflaries to proceed 10 the Molucco Ifiands; to which Purpofe, and 
to avoid the Shoals lying betwixt Java and Madura, they divided their 
Ships* The Vice- Admiral, with the Guelder and Zealand, pafs'd the Cha- 
neis of Madura, in order to joyn, at Jorta, the Junks that fail for Témate^ 
and thence to the other Molucco Iflands. 

The Admiral Sticht Utrecht, running along the length of Madura, .came n 
toan Anchor before Jrosbay. He fent out a Number of his Mtn in the ¿ ^ ta f 
Boat, to bring Rice, and other Provifions from Shore. No fooner were k l? ll > y e 
they landed, then fúz'á, difarm'd, ftripp'd, and carry'd before the King. *! 7l £ °t 
Thofe ftaying long, another Boat was fent with 'only three Men, and the Madu i*3« 
fame befell them. The Prifoners intreated the King to give leave, that thofe 
three, or any others, might go to give the Admiral an Account. He granted 
it, but upon Condition, That as foon as they had delivered the MeíTage,they ' 

íhould return to prifon. They gave Notice of their Misfortune, and the 
Admiral tent away a Boat to carry immediate Advice to his Countrymen 
at the City Jorta, writing feveral Letters to procure the Prifoners Liberty, 
The Vice- Admiral came with his Ships, and joyn'd thofe at Jrosbay. The 
King demanded the two biggeft Brafs Guns aboard the Admiral, many His De- 
Pieces of Silk, and one thouiand Pieces of tight for the Ranfom of the r,iavM fcr 
Prifoners. The Admiral anfwer d, That the Cannon was not his own>but their Ran* 
belonged to all his Nation, and therefore he defir'd him to moderate the /cm. 
Ranfom, and turn it into Money, or take it out in fuch Commodities as he 
brought. Six Days were fpent in Treating, and the Delay made the Con- 
clufion more Difficult; and therefore the Admiral believing, that his Men 
were kept Prifoners in their own Boats, or near the Sea, without any con- 
fiderable Guard, he ordered all his Men to lard at once, and to Refcue them 
by Force, An hundred and fifty Dutchmen attempted it, but faw a great Attempt to

have their other Boats draw nearer, that fo the Seamen and Officers might 
come to Fight, according to the appointed Order. More Men came out of 
the City, at another Gate, to cnclofe them unawares in the Port. "I he 
Dutch faw into the Policy, and were fenfible of the Danger, and therefore 
fent two other Boats to guard the Port, This Precaution was the iaving 
of their Lives ; but they could not efcape a Shower of Arrows, wherewith 
the Arosbayans thought to fubdue theirt, not fo much by their Force, and 
the Harm receiv'd, as by keeping the Enemy in PJay, that fo they might 
fpend their Powder, and be obliged to retire to their Ships. Nor would 
they have been fafe there, for now the Wind and Sea threatned them, and 
JDutch De- thirty fix Men belonging to the Admiral, and thirteen to the Zealand were 
feated. Drowned, and the Boats cail away. Some few efcap'd, whom they did not 
kill,, at the Requeft of the Renegado o\ Tuban, but they were made Pri o- 
ners. Thefe kneeling down, to move Compaflion, with their difmal Looks, 
and Tears, the Conquerors laid a Handful of Earth on their Heads, a Cere- 
Ceremony niony they ufe towards the vanquiíh'd, whofe Lives they grant. Perhaps 
in giving they themfelves know not the Reafon, and Original of this Cuilom. Five 
Quarter, and Twenty were loft in this Encounter, fifteen of the Admirals, one of 
John MartSy and nine of the Ze aland. The Prifoners were carry 'd to a 
Country Cottage; three Men dangerouily wounded, one Trumpeter, and a 
Herald put into Chains, the others only their Hands bound. The reft were 
carry'd far from thefe, and put into a deep Cellar, The HeraM being 
brought into the King's Presence, he afcM him, whether he would flay in 
his Country, promifing, among other Favours^ that he would marry him to 
two of his own Wives. The Dutchman anfwer'd, returning Thanks, but 
with Freedom in his Looks, That with his good leave he had rather re- 
turn to his Companions. He was therefore carry'd, with the. Trumpeter, 
about the City, and at his going out at the Gate faw all the Prifoners, be- 
ing fifty one, who were conducing, under a Guard, to another ifland. 
ft if overs In fine, the agreement was concluded, and the King difcharg'd them for 
Jianfovfd. 2000 Florines. So they returned ta their Ships, except two, who hid them- 
felves, taking a liking to that barbarous Way of living. The Govemour 
Jacob Marts Dy'd^his Body was caft into the Sea,and the reft failing to the 
Northward, direfted their Courfe for the Ifland of Cehbes. They pafs'd 
Dutch 2>£T- by Combay y fix Leagues from it, and beyond that of Ronton, and efcap'd the 
faru Ridges of itocks of Cebejfa^ which are not mark'd down, nor taken Notice 

of in Maps. There fell mighty Rains, and they fteerM North Eaft for the 
Iiland of Amioyna^ and in fight of Boova. A Boy dy'd aboard the'Zcaland $ 
another falling o fV a Yard, into the Sea, held a Rope's End in his Mouth, 
that his Arms might be at Liberty to fwim, and cuitted it not, till he had 
Help, and was fav'd. The next Day they lay by r and their Preacher 
made a long Spi. itual Difcourfe upon the Sacraments,to celebrate the foleno- 
flity of Bapti/ing two Boys, whom he had already Catechis'd. On the firft 
of March ¿\oí far from Biau, to the Eaft ward ofBoora, they faw three other 
fmaller HLnds, call'd Atypoti^ Maniba, and Gita y which are not far from 
f;o7he to Amboyna.

The Fort is fmall, and at the Mouth of iu they were received by three

twiiled Ends; thefe they dart fo dexterouily, that they will hit the loiall- ^ QMm 
eft Mark at a great Diftance. They alfo ufe Cymiters and Shields, and now 
Muikets. They make great Maffes of Sugar, Rice, and Almonds, like our 
Sugar-Loaves, and value themfelves upon being able Sealnen. Their Car- 
coas are like great Dragons, did thefe fwiih with their Bodies extended on Carean?, 
the Water, and lifting up their two Ends of Head and Tail, which are gilt f 
and well Carv'd, and ferve for Prow and Poop. At both of them hang Stan- 
dards of feveral Sorts of Silk, and Colours, which are born up by the Wind, 
when they do not reach to the Water, The Admiral of Amboyna came 
with three of thefe Veffels full ofarm'd Men, to fee the Dutch , with a 
Noife of Kittle-Drums, and Brafs Bafons hanging on the Mufitian's Lett- M v r¡ c : l% 
Shoulder, and ftriking them with the Right-Hand, as they do the Tabors J * 
in Spain. They fang their fet Airs, underftood by none but the Native 
Amboynefes, tho* attentively liiten'd to by the Dutch, for their Strangenefs. 
Tile Slaves alfo fang to the Noife of their Oars. They fir c d the threS 
Guns every Carcoa carry'd, being 3 Salute, in Honour of their Guefts ; who 
relying on that Reception, dropt their Anchors, poftingmany Seminéis, 
i>ecauíé they obferv'd the Natives had done the fame in all Parts, and there 
were conftant Fires in many Places, 

The Jmboynefe Admiral afk c d them, What they came for, and who they 
were, and having heard their Anfwer, gave them leave to go aihore, and Dutch per* 
^xpofe their Commodities, allowing them free Commerce, contrary t . his mitted to 
Majefty's Prohibition, which us'd to be mote punctually ohfeiv'd in this Trade at 
Ifland. The Dutch Vice- Admiral went afhore, where he was well recei- Amboyna.

the Cannon. They had private Conferences with him, and other Noblemen 
of the Mohtccos, who attended him. They ere&ed Factories in fevcral 
Parts of Jmboyna, and agreed that the two Ships, Guelder and Zealand^ 
ihould Sail for Banda, whilft the other two lay two Months to load and 
reft at Jmboyna. We (ball mention hereafter what befel thefe in Teníate ,let

They faiPd with a fair Wind, but one of them ftuck in the 'Flats of Ceru, 
Fo that ibe could fcarce be got off. Below Jealau, they met a Fortuguefe Ship 
at Naefau, the Inhabitants of which Place eat Mans Fleíh. They pafs'd 
on merrilj by Poelfetton, two Leagues ihort of Banda, on that Side. It is 
defert, and uninhabited, infamous, for ftronger Reafons, than the Greeks 
alledge againft the Jcroceraunian Rocks, There are Cryes, Whittles, and 
Roarings heard in it at all Times, and dreadful Apparitions are feen, with 
Fires afcending through the Air ; and long Experience has fho \vn, that it 
is inhabited by Devils. Therefore Sailors, when they pafs in Sight of it, 
which feldom happens without Storms, make all the Sail they can to get 
far off, from the very Wind that blows on it. The Dutch chief Pilot know- 
ing fo much, furioufly took fuch faft hold of the Helm, that all the reft 
could not put htm from it ; He drew it to him violently, thinking that 
Force drove on the Ship ; his Face grew fiery, and his Breaft not being 
able to contain his Wind, he breath'd faft, and groan'd, till being paft the 
liland, the grew merry, and whiftling loud, fcofPd at the Devil, becauie he 
could not caft away the Ship ; yet foon after he was in Diforder again, 
and dropt the Helm ; they recovered him, and made all fail to go forward. 
They arriv'd at Banda, near the River, on the fifteenth of the Mouth. Se- 
veral Bandefe Boats came out, offering their Spice» * The Dutch landed, 
carrying with them fundry Commodities, which they exposed in Shops. 
A rich Turk, who was in Efteem, entertained them. They built Houfes on 
the Iiland,and a few Days after hear'd Kews of their Admiral,by fome Chi* 
r.efe Ships, that came from Jmboyna 5 and were inform'd, that the Portu- 
guefes were already at War with the Natives, for entertaining and allow- 
ing them Fadories. 

On the fourth of July, having fettled Trade at Banda, they fail'd thence 
towards Noefelau, along the Channels of Zeru, without regarding their Ad- 
miral, who was promoting, nnd fomenting the War at Jmboyna. They 
fail'd in Sight of Bouton, which is in five Degrees of South Latitude, and 
of thelfland Cobayna. On the twelfth they pafs ( d the Coafl oí Celebes, 
and on the feventeenth, by that of Madura, and again difcover'd Jrosbay, 
where the Misfortune we havefpoken of befel them. They tan along the 
Coaft o'r Javajuiá in the Evening came to Jacatra, where they caft Anchor, 
fent to vifit the King, and their Ccn.pliment was return'd by him with a 
Prefent of Rice, Fowl, and Coco-Nuts, and a Buffalo for the Vice- Admi- 
ra!. The Zeahnders, who had been left at Banda in their Houfes and 
Factories, in the Cities of Montelongo, and Soleparvo, by Letters of the iirft 
of Jttgvjl, acquainted them, how the new Friendfhip was eftabliih'd. From 
this Time the Dutch began,without any Opp .iltion,to poffefs themfelves of 
the Provinces belonging to the Crown of Spain in Jfia. 

They took Leave of that King, and rewrn'd to Banda, with the Natives 
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of which Place they had now contracted tuch Familiarity, rhat i'oüie ¡Ships 
belonging to Bandefe Merchants, which they met by the Way,piefented 
them with a confiderable Quantity of P rcelane. At their Arrival theGover- 
nour cíame out to meet them, with 400 Men, inviting them to take fome 
Refreíhment afhore, which they refused, but made prefents to each other, 
and drank out great VeiTels of Wine made of Rice, which is a powerful 
•and ftrong Licuor. Continuing their Voyage on the tenth of September, 
towards the South Weft, they thought they were under theTropick of Ca- 
pricorn. On the thirtieth, they were in 28 Degrees,with the Wind at Weft, 
fome what Northerly, and ran thirty Leagues beyond Cape S. Roman, after 
they had been tofs'd among many Iflands, in thirty two Degrees and a half 
South, Next they difcover'd Cape Plocmera, o f the Southern Ethiopia, or 
Land of the Cafres. A Storm difpers'd the Ships, but they met again when 
it ceas'd, at Cape Jnquillos. On the feventh of Septembe r they arrived at 
the Ifland*?. Helena ; the Mafrerwent aihore, kill'd many wild Beaftsjand £ Helena 
furniih'd the Ships with Fruit, there being Plenty of both. The Sick Hand. 
recover c d there ; They went into the iblitary Church, and on the firft of 
jT/7iwtf;7,i6oo,they fail'd thence, and being come into five Degrees of North 
Latitude, on the 'I hirtieth of the fame Month, obferv'd an Eclypfe. Then 
they began to difcover the North Pole,which had been out of their Sight fo 




dam, where they unladed that fpicy Wealth, the like, for Quality and >. ew- 
nefs, had never yet been brought to Lisbon \ at leaft Hugo's Relations tell

Whilft thefe two Ships, Zealand and Guelder, were failing Home, the The other 
other two, Amjlerdavi and Vtretcht, being almoft naturalized at Ambo f ni, Dutch 
departed thence tor Témate, on the eigth oí March, 1599. in the Company Ships de- 
of three Junks, full ofjavanefe Soldiers, well arm'd, and hir'd to attack a part the 
Fort, that was defended by Portu^uefes. Before their Departute, fome Moluccos; 
of them went afhore, and among other Game, took Abundance of green Pi- 
geon.% as big as our Ducks. They loaded with Clove, becaufe it is fold in Green I i- 
that Ifland for thirty five Royals a Bar, which is there t$o Pcunds. g eon h 
They were inform c d, that the Dutch, who had been left at Banda, would 
fooncome to joyn them. The Portuguefes attacking a Fort with ill Sue- 
cefs, the Dutch, who were before agreed with the Prince of Ternatearrn'd, 
and mix'd with his Men. This was the firft Time they ever fought with 
the Subjefts of Spain, inthofe Parts ; and the Dutch Author, who gives an 
Account of this A&ion, fays, the Hlanders looked upon it as a Prodigv. 

Having fettled Commerce at Amboyna, they fail'd away for the Illands ~ , 
of Témate, taking for their Guide, a Captain, who pretended to them, ' J c 
that he was Brother to the King of an Ifland 5 and to magnify his Grand- lcrnat • 
Father, boafted he had kept feventy lawful Wives, befides Concubines ;

The King oi Témate, whole deep known Sagacity is fucb, that he irufts

view the to the Place, where the Dutch lay at Anchor. He drew near and in- 
¿I *,/ ' clos'd the Ships, call'd to the Admiral, and aik l d him, who he way, 
*' whence his Ships, and other Particulars. Thefe Queil ions and Anfwers 
held fome Hours, by Means of the Xaguatato's who interpreted the 
Difcourfe. The Admiral intreated the King that he would pleafe to come 
aboard his Ship. He excus'd himfelf, fir it aliedging, that be did not like 
thofe Ladders they ibow«d him to go up to them, thy* they had purpofely 
cover'd them with fine Cloth; and afterwards, that the Sun was letting, 
and it was Time for him to repair to his Devotion?. Haying made this 
godly Excufe, he fail'd towards the City, the Air relbunding with 
rhe Noife of his Brafs Bafons, FJat Tabors, Guns, Shouts, and Perfxan 

Songs. 
The 29th he drew near to the new Comers again, with 25 Carcoas ; in 
lie re- which he had 100 Erafs Guns for his Defence, and firing them all at once, 
turns* to the clattering of Bells, made ihow of his Warlike Preparation. The 
Confufion of it being over, tho* they fang Verfes, as they do to denote 
Peace, in the Malay Tongue, io they call the Language of Malaca, 
whence it was convey'd to the Moluccas \ yet the Dutch made ready their 
great Guns, Mufkets, and half Pikes. They plac'd fome arm'd Men out 
of Sight in every Ship, as alfo where they might be taken Notice of, 
ihowing, or at leaft not concealing their Jealoufy, that fo no fudderi Sur- 
prize might find them unprovided. The King's Car coa drew near alone, 
and thofe who were in it fpoke to the Dutch Admiral, by Means of the 
. • • , Naguatato, without (bowing themfelves. 

The King was fatisfy'd with only talking to them, and withdrew ; after 
Noon he return'd with only two, Carcoas, one of which tow'd a Boat after 
Talks with her. Being come up to the Dutch, he began to talk to the Vice- Admiral ; 
the Dutch, enquir'd after their Guns» and order'd the other Carcoa to Hand further 
off, and the Captain going too far, the Boat, either accidentally, or by De- 
iign, broke loofe from the Stern, and was over-fet by the W aves ; the King 
then defired die Admiral to fire at it with a Ball, that he might fee whether 
they could hit or fink it. They hr'd immediately, the King being well 
pleas'd to fee that the Shot had ftav'd the Boat in Pieces. The Admiral 
laying hold of this Opportunity, took Care, whilft they were commending 
the Shot, which ferv'd to difguife the Threat, to let him know that he 
could with as much Eafe fink the Carcoas, This Tryal fatisfy'd the 
King, who foon after gave leave for that Nation, to Trade in his Domi- 
■'Give: them nions and barter Cloves, Spice, precious Stones, and Pearls, all which 
teave to ¡ s there to be found, by reafon of the Refort of the Japonefe, Camboxa and 
Trade. Chincfe Ships. Of thefe lait they then faw fome all made of Wood a'one, 
even to their Anchors, and the Sails of Cane. They came to an Anchor 
at Témate, where the firft Thing they did, was burying of Repiart Rcy~ 
nails, a Dutch Soldier, fcarce worthy of that Bqryal, Idolaters and Ma- 
hometans reforting to the Funeral. The King the next Day fent a Cituoa

On thé fecond oí June FmbaiTadcr^ went aihore, who carry 'd the King a* 
Prefent, which he accepted of, and treated them courteoufly. They 
return'd, full of Admiration of the infinite Quantity of Cloves, and the 
wonderful Woods of them ; and bringing the News, that the Ternates 
would fcon come to view and buy the Dutch Commodities. 

The next Day they came in great Numbers, Sangiacks, Cachiles, and 
Commons, Barbarian Ladies, and all Sorts of Women, with Variety of Concourfe 
Attendance. The Shores were cover'd with fundry Sorts of People 5 dir- n f Pfple 
feringin Habit, Colour, and great Diverfity of Feathers 5 among them t0 f ' je 
many naked, and of various Countenances, for all flowk'd out, as if it had Dutch* 
been fome publick FeiUval. Tho 1 they admir'd the Wealth of the Ships, 
yet they rais'd the Price of the Bars of Clove fo high, that they cou d not 
come toaiiy Agreement, becaufe that was to be their main Loading. They 
went aihore on the 10th and nth, to fee whether they abated any Thing 
of the Price, and to fome other Purpofes, which do not concern us, tho' 
rhey might be fome Ornament, but fhall be left in the Originals where they 
were writ. They could not conclude any Tiling with the King, or his 
Subje#s, becaufe they were celebrating a Feftival, and the Dutch were 
prefent at the Show*. 

•*' A Sort of Combatants, like the Roman Pugilet, and Gladiators, tho' ,, 
differing in fome Refpe&s, fought in a large fpaciou* Square. Thefe Tet- J!fj^\ 
nates did not move from one Place to another, nor hurt one another, but *~

They 
walked about the City, with all this State and Plunder, till they came to 
the Kiiig's Palace ; there the Captives were facrifie'd, and the Por tugue fe 
Lady fold for a Slave/ a rare Piece of Mercy, and purchased by her 1 ears. 
The King of Ternate honour'd the Chief of the Tydores, fmiiing and lo- 
vingly encouraging him, as Kinfman to a King. The Youth exciifing him- 
fdfj and pleading Innocence, to gain the Victor's Favour, he returii'd a 
favourable Anfwer, and bid him wafhhimfelf.

Name was Henry Jans. Thefe laid the Ground for the fecond Enmity, 

with the firft Rebells of that Nation, who corfpir'd with the Tcrnatcs, and 

were afterwards the Occafion of other Fleets and Succours coming into 

thofe Parts, againft their Natural Sovereign. 

Thefe Men being left at Temare, and having receivM Intelligence that 
the Brigán ines were returning from the Ifland of Banda, the Ships fail'd 
from Témate 3 on the 19th of Avgujt, paffing by the líkná Maca, among y 1 ^ 1 
•the other Moluccos, and that of Oba, to the Northward. Then in two Dc- ™P art 
grees and a half Latitude, they difcover'd fo many Iilands, that they could legate. 
hot count them ; others they faw, not fet down in the Maps, and learnt 
their Name* trom fome Sailors. Among them was that of Banquore, and 
its Neighbour Sabobe, whofe King refutes in that of Mi tar a, and has 
50 more within a very fmali Compafs. He furniih'd them with Provifi- 
ons, and gave Notice of Dangerous Ridges of Rocks; to avoid which, 
they.feturn'd the fame Way they came, in Sight of Amboyna and Celebes. 
X)n the tjth of November, they were informed at Jaqnetra, that the Vice- 
Admif al was already gone from Banda ; and had there a great Quantity 
t)f Rictj brought but juft before by Chine fe VefTels. 

On the 17th they came to Banda, where at Montelongo,zn& Solefarvo^ 
they found the two .Zealand Ships, which having traded about eight ~ 
Months with little Profit, defign'd to return. On the i$th of January ^ ; * ° 
ttfoo* the Admiral made the Governour oí Banda fome European ^refenrs, i5anüa# 
and among them a fmall Boat, all covered with fine Scarlet. All the Mer- 
chants met and fet fail for Holland, on the 2,1th of the fame Month, and 
taifd all February, with flormy Winds, and lofs of fome of their Men, till 
the Weather mended on the third of March. On the 15 th of April, in 
the Latitude of 34 Degrees anda half, they found tjiemfelves iomewhat 
above to Leagues from the Cape of Good Hope. On the I6th of May, At the 
they reach'd fhe Iiiand of St. Helena, where, at fome Diiiance, they difco- Cape of 
ver'd other Ships. Seme Men landed, and adriuVd its fi range Fertility Coed 
among thofe Mountains. They faw another Ifland, whofe bare Rocks, Hope* ; 
without Trees or Grafs, look as if they were made of Coals ; and among 
them are Abundance of monftrous wild Boars, yet nothing could be feen & Helena. 
to grow, or any living Creatures they could feed upon. There were alfo 
large Tortoifes, fome of them weiring 400 Weight, On the lail of Tiefart 
May tbey made for \\\zTexel, and thtnez to jiwjterdain, where they were tywd* 
receiv'd with f>ublick Rejoycing ; and they again prepar'd to return to 
jndia, and continuing their Trade with thofe barbarous King.-, who are 
Mailers of the Spice, Metals, precious Stones, Pearls, and other foreign 
Wealth, have at length converted the Friendihip they kindly cifer'd at 
firft, into Slavery, and Subjeélion to the Tyranny of Holland and Zealand. 
And in the Year r6oo, with more Expedition, they failed into G?mj£j, and 
to S+G¿orge de la Mina, with only two Ships, the firit Time, and ran 
through the fame Ports and Iflands, throughout our Seas in Safety. They 
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took particular Accounts of all Things, whether Natural, or Political, 
relating to that vaft extended Country of Afa, which is almoft oppofite to 
Nova 'Europe, and under other Stars, and another Pole. The fame Year, being 

Zembla. j n fearch of the North-PaJ/age, in 80 Degrees of Latitude, they difcover'd 
Nova Zembla, where they found nothing büt monilrous white and grey 
Bears, which did not run, but rather took little Notice of the Noife of 
Cannon, and devour'd Men ; there were alfo white Crows, no lefs un- 
daunted ; and in ihort, moil of that Part of the World was defart, . and 
they found not the Paitage they expefted into the South-Sea. Yet they 
now failU all thofe Southern Parts, at all Seafons, making a Jeft of the 
Jtlovfons y the Portvguefes to mightily obferve, as if they had them ihut 
up in Skins, like the Fable in Ulyjfes. Perhaps they buy fair and flormy 
Winds, as is faid to be done in Lapland, at fettled Rates, of Witches that 
deal in them.

The King had al- 
feady received Anfwers to thefe Embaffies, and very fpeedily expected an 
EvglijbYlttt, and many Dutch Ships, with whofe Aíliftance he premiad 
himfelf to deilroy Tydore, and thence to ilretch out to the Philippines. 
In the mean while, fome Dutch and EngUJJ) remaiird at his Court, like

other Nations on that Side ; and the Spaniards on tlis, againjl thofe of 
Cambia, Mindanao, Japan, Cochinchina, and China, yet only we of the 
JVJaJuccos, who lie amidjt the Dominion: of one only Monarch, foouldbe left 
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exposed to the utmojl Fury of a Panel of Rebellious IJIands. If the Kvg of 
S pain allows, or rather commands, wefoouldbe relieved by the Wy of the 
Philippine J[lavds, Why is he not obeyed ? What does it avail to carry on a 
cool War ^ againft a hot and watchful Enemy? The Governour anfwer'd 
to every Point, and having entertainM him, and given Hopes of greater 
Supplier,, when he could be fecure againft the mighty Preparations then 
making at Japan, he difmifs'd him, with a confiderable Recruit of Ar- 
tillery and Ammunition, and feme experienced Soldiers.

This made them fend Captain Marcos D'uis de Febra, 
their Jail Embaffador to the Philippines, during the Government of Don 
Francis Tello. He carry M Letters from the King and Ruy Gonzalez, to 
the Governour and Council, which being almoft all of them much of the 
fame Purport, we will here infert one of them, dire&ed to Dodtor Antony 
Morga, one of that Council, writ with the King's own Hand, and in the

Don Pedro would fain have removed all Obflacles that lay in the Way 
to the Enterprize he had in Hand; but was oblig'd to pi; toff for ipme 
Months that which he was moil intent upon, and to difpatch the Affairs Jap one fe 
oiXolo ana Japan. Chiquito, a Japonefe Embaffador, was newly arriv'd Embxjfa* 
at Manila, with a Prefent of the Produd and Manufactures of that Iiland, dor at Ma- 
and orders to treat with the Governour, and fettle Amity and Commerce, n ^ a * 
between the Subjefts of the Emperor of Japan, whofe Name was Day fufa- 
yut f and the Philippines and New-Spain. The Neighbourhood of thole Pro- 
vinces, the Power ot the Japonefe Kings, their natural Difpoiitiori, and 
other Confiderations, which Experience had lhown to be of great Mo- 
ment* made agaiftft refuting of that Commerce ; and yet there were Opi- 
nions to the contrary, for thofe very Reafons. However that barbarous 
Prince having once efpous'd that Affair, it was not tafy to find out an Ex- 
pedient to fettle it, without any Jealoufy or Difguft. Dayfufvna demand- 
ed, that the Spaniards fhould trade to ¿Quanto, a Port in one of his Pro- 
vinces, and that fuch Friendihip might be eftabliih'd, that the Japonefes 
might go over to New-Spain.

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whenfoever the faid haughty barbarous Prince has attempted to arm againft 
Manila, he has ÍHU been obftrufted by this Want. They faid, that to 
fend him Ship-Wright?, and Men to build him Ships after the SpaniJJj 
«Manner, would be no other than arming him againft the Spaniards them- 
felves; and that their Voyages would be deílruíhve to the Philippines and 
New-Spain ; for that the making the J.ipo7iefes capable of Trading far off, 
was not only inconvenient, but unfafe. The Governour Don Pedro de 
Jcunna ferioufly weighing all thefe Reafons, order'd the FmbaíTador 
Chiquiro to be magnificently entertain'd, made him fome Prefems for his 
King and for himfelf, and fent a Ship with another moderate Prefent, left 
it íhould be interpreted to proceed from Fear, if it had been too coniidera- 
ble. This Ship lail'd with Dayfufama and his EmbaiTador, both of them 
loaded with Commodities to barter. Don Pedro's Letters contain'd many 
Compliments, and Thanks for the good Will he fhow'd towards eííabliíh- 
ing more folid Friendíhip ; but that, tho c he had ample Commiffion for 
all Things relating to the Government of the Philippine Iilandj, yet he 
could not fati^fy that Part of his Embaffy, which concem'd the furniihing 
of him with Sailors and Workmen to build Spanijb Siiips, without acquain- 
ting the Viceroy of New-Spain, nor could the Y r iceroy do it, without 
ípecial Orders from the King of Spain. That he promis'd to write to them 
about it, for promoting the Accompliihment of his reafonable Demands ; 
but that he muft confider, it would be above three Years before they had 
an Anfwer, becaufe of the great Length, and many Accidents of fuch 
Voyages. It was order'd that the aforelaid K Jerome íhould himfelf deli- 
ver thefe Letters, to Dayfufama. The Fryar himfelf had a private Letter 
fent him with a Reproof for what he had done, and Initruaions how to 
mend it ; and that he íhould iignify to the Japonefe Monarch, how highly 
inftrucli- th e Governour valu'd the Inclination he ihow'd to fettle Peace and Com- 
ons to F. nierce with the Spaniards, and his Kindnefs to them ; and at the fame Time 
Jerome/ pérfwade him to continue that good Correfpondence, which the Gover- 
nour would inviolably obferve 5 but that he íhould endeavour to divert the 
King's Thoughts from fuch Deiigns, and never go about to facilitate the 
Execution of them ; becaufe, tho* perhaps the Emperor then reigning enter- 
tain^ no finifter Meaning, nor had any farther Thought than promoting a 
lineere Friendíhip, yet that might be very prejudicial in the Days of a 
inore mifchievous Succeflbr ; who might make an ill Ufe of his Skill in 
Navigation, and improve it againft the Perfons that taught it him. The 
Governour promise he would foon fend another Ship with Commodities 
to barter ; and he might put the King in Hopes it would carry over fome 
Spanijb Ship-Carpenters to build Ships after their Manner. That he 
íhould defjre Dayfufama to wait with Patience, and confider how hei- 
itoufly he would be offended himfelf, if any of his Governours íhould pre- 
fume to make any new Settlements in Trade without his Privity or Order, 
faponefe Chiquiro retum'd for Japan with this Anfwer; but when he was off the 
EmbafTa- Head of the Ifhnd Formofa, fuch a dreadful Storm overtook him, that he 
dor caff was fwallotf *d up, and neither Men, Goods, nor Arms fav'd ; and this hap- 
away pen'd in f° remote a Place, that it was not known till many Days after.

Don Pedro the Gover- * r. a ' rliS 
jvur took the neceiTary Meafures, that fo favourable an Indulgence might „*'* / 
not be loft, and that not only barefoot Francifcans, but alfo Religious Men 'p.'* A .> 
of other Orders íhould go over thither. They made ufe of the Japonefe '*** 
Captains and Ships, newly come to Manila with Meal.. The Dominicans W^ 1 * 1 * 
fent over to the Kingdom of Zazuma four Fryars^and F. Francis de Morales, 
Prior oí Manila for their Superior, faying the King of that Province fent 
for them, being the only one, who had not yet fubmirted to Day fu/ama. 
The Order of*?. Augujlin fent two Religious Men, and F. James de Guevara f 
Prior alfo of Manila for their Superior, and thefe went to the Kingdom of 
Fir ando. Thofe of the Order of «9. Francis, fent F. Auguftin Rodriguez % 
who had been Witnefs to the Martyrdom of his Companions in Japa?i, 
to Nangafaqui) for him to go thence with a Lay-Brother to Miaco, and 
bearF. Jerome of Jeftis Company. Many perf waded Don Pedro, not to 
fend away thefe Religious Men j but tho 1 thofe Perfwaiions were well 
grounded, and fome Difficulties occur'd againft their Departure, he reiblv'd 
to difinifs them. The Zeal of true Glory overcomes all Ofpofition. 
Thefe Religious Men found no Signs of thofe Defires that had been iigni- 
fy'd to them in the Provinces they went to. Very few Japonefes were 
converted, and there was k(s Dilpofition to advance, becaufe the King.% 
and Tonos* which are Princes had no Aifedion for our Religion, nor were 
any Way difgufled with their Idols* They only afpir'd to fettle Com- 
merce, and to trade with the Spaniards, for their private Intereih 

Don Pedro fent the Ship he had promised to Japan, well flor'd with Another 
Cannon, and calTd it S. James the Lefs. The Captain, Officers, and ^¡p t0 r a _ 
Sailors were all Men of Experience ; and ihe was laden with Commo- pan# 
dities to barter, Red-AVood, DeerV-Skins, raw Silk, and feveral other 
Sorts. The Govenoúr ordered them to difpofe of what they carry 'd at 
the Port of £¿iian o, and to furnifn the Religious Men they found there, 
and then return with the Produce and Dayfufama { s Leave. Thus P10- 
vifion was made for all the A ffairs of Japan, according to the prafent 
Exigences. The Ship-Wrack of the Embaifador Chiqviro was known, 
and by the good Management of F. Jerome , Day fit fama was acquainted 
with the Anfwer he carry'd, and refted fatisfy'd j fo that the preaching 
of the Goipel went on in his Dominions. 

I)on Pedro's Thoughts were aH bent upon Recovering of the Molucca Furtadov 
Iilands, and his other Bufinefs did not make him negleél that Enterprise. Letter :* 
Andrew Flirt ado de Mendoza, Admiral of thofe Seas for the Crown of Don Pedro 
Portugal had writ him Word, that he had Orders from his Majefiy to re- concerning 
pair to Sernate ; but that he did not expeft the Viceroy would fet him the Expe- 
out, as was requifite for that Expedition. Don Pedro anfxtfer'd him, to dition, 
his Content, with Aílurance, that he lhould be fupported. . Thefe Letters 
came to the Hands of the Portuguefe Admiral at Malaca, when he was 
i?ady to fet out. He prefently anfwer'd both thofe of the 22d of Septem- 
ber, and the 2zd of December, ilgnifying how acceptable they were to him. 
Bccaufe, fays he, J love your Lordfbip entirely, tho' I have never fcen you , 
on Account of your being a brave Commander, and fo zealous for ¿is Ma- 
jcjlfs Service ; not to mention other Reafons for which I am yours. I was 
much troubled for the Lofs of the Ship, and the ill Fortune of she other, for 
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the want you will find of i he Return you expend by them: But it is to be 
fuppos'd, that the Viceroy of New-Spain, feeing how long thofe Ships were 
*jmg% would impute it to fame very considerable Can fes, and therefore wi'l 
JJiftyou Powerfully, for nothing lefs can be expeSed from fitch a Viceroy 
who, i am told, n a very worthy Gentleman. 1 am experimentally fenfible of 
what your Lcrdfhip writes to me ; for after being in thofe Parts five ¡ears 
"it bout receiving any Succours from India, when I expeSed thefe Dif order] 
fpould end, and confiderable Supplies would be fent me, the Viceroy 'fumifrd 
me fo poorly, as will appear to your Lordfoip by the Lift nfwhat he fends 
and thence you may infer, how his Majefty is ferv'd in thofe Parts, that 
your Lordpip may acquaint him with it, and we may joyntlyfo order it, tha " 
all this may not be overthrown in one Hour. 

Then he complains, That they have not fent him his Majefty «s Letter 
nor the Archbifhop of Goa had not receive his : and fays, lie had rather 
More cf te gt How in Old Caftile, than a Witnefi to the ill Difbofition of what ü 
the Letter, committed to his Charge: And proceeding, fays thus, Tour Lordjhip tells me 
That arfoon as I draw near the Moluccos, you will do me the favour to have 
in rcadinefs for vie 300 Soldiers, with Captain Gallinato, and another Cap* 
tain, and two Galleys, four Brigantines, and all the Carcoas that Jball be 
requifite. Iknow not what his Majefty appoints for me ; but, for the Sins 
of thefe Dóimnions, Time has put Things into fuch a Poftme, that I muft be 
forced to repair to the Moluccos, as well to recover what is Loft, as tofave 
what is Gained, which cannot be done, nnlefs both Powers, from hence and 
thence, be United. Twelve Dutch Ships anchored this Tear at the Bar of Goa • 
They took the Viceroy fo unprovided, that they lay at Anchor a Month at the 
find Bar, without any Attempt made to remove them. They made great fía- 
voek amongft the Merchants Ships on the Coaft of India, without any Oopo- 
Jition. They came from the other Sea, by the Back of Sumatra, to the 
Streight o/Sunda. Seven of them arrived at Amboyna, the others beivr 
Bafeuefs of then parted from them. Wlten they entered ever the Bar, the Governourfcnt 
a Portu- two Men, to afk, whether Don Emanuel was aboard. The Ships hearing of 
gukGoze- it, went and Anchored under the Fort. Then the Governor Jent three 
u'sur. or four other Men, who made the Agreement for the fitrrendering of the 

fort. When it wat figtfd the Dutch drew near ; the Gates were opened to 
them, and they admitted without ftanding one Mujket Shot, or firing a Cannon. 
They took an Oath of Fidelity to Prince Maurice, and the Governor after 
committing the Treafon, commanded a Black of his own to pit him hito Irons, 
faying, The People of the Town had done it. Since that he came hither, 
¡tndjkulks about the Mountains, and I am very earneft to take him, that I 
xay make an Example of him. I have already fecund fame of the Marry 1 A 
Men that came hither, being fully cenvinád that the Governor and they are 
Enemies and Tray tors. When the Dutch were pcfefs'd of the Fort, they put 
wore Cannon into it, with a Garrifon of 140 Men % and Frovifions for two 
tears. I have alfo received Intelligence, That they fent five Ships agahft 
Tydore, and I am very jealous of that Place, becaufe of the Divifions then-, 
. wherefore I immediately fent away two Galiots, well Man^Arui'd, and Pro- 
vided, God grant they find that Fort in the King's PofieJJion. Thus, if his 
Majefty well fend hither the Galeons he writes of, and command: me tofcrve 
bint in thefe Southern Parts, I muft ofneceffity go over that way ; for finca

Atnboyna is in the Pojfejjion of the Dutch, we may conclude Tydore trill foon 
fellow. If they extend their Dominion, from that Port, which God avert, 
they will thence put an End to the Affairs of the Moljucco?, and 0/ China, 
and with the AJJiJlance of the Texnates viufi of nccejjity hifejt thofe Parts a- 
bout Manila - , and therefore we are all obliged, as Chrijlians, and his Ma- 
jefly's SubjeSs, toOppofe fuch a mighty Misfortune. And f nee the Lot has 
fallen between your LordfI;ip,and this Soldier of yours, we fcem to be in fome 
vita fur c both of us under anObligation tojpare no Pains for the Recovering 
of thofe Parts of the Molucca Jjlands. 'For my part I will labour for the Suc- 
ctfsy tbo* I were to lofe ten Lives, if Ihadfo many. But becaufe IJball not 
have an Opportunity to fend your Lordjbip Intelligence, till a Tear hence, I 
vow intreat youto have what Sddiersyou can in Readinefs, and the great eft 
Number of Natives, that we may not fall JJjort when the work is half done \ 
and bt forced, for want of tlem t to put our f elves into the Hands, and expect 
the AJJiflanct of Tray tors. The fame I beg, ¿v to ProviJ¡ons$ for there arc 
none where I am at prefent. But fince Captain Gallinato h<u feen alt, 
And knows what is Necejfary in thofe Parts, whereof he has before now given 
your Lordjbip ample Information, it will, be needlefs to repeat it in this, be- 
ing your Lordjbip tells me in yours, you do me the Favour to appoint him 
for my Companion-, and he is fo able a Commander, that when your Lordjl.np 
orders him to prepare for this Expedition, he will take with him all he thinks 
Jrnper for it. Thai* his Majejty Jbould fend fever a I Gal eons, and many Men, 
I ¡ball not bt able to do any thing with them in thofe Parts, becaufe the main 
Thing there , is to have Vejfels that Row, and Men that have Served, whereof 
I am very destitute. From India none can come, tho* the Viceroy were never 
fo willing to furnijh me. However , confiding in your Lordfinps Worth, and 
in what you have fgnify'd to me by Letter, I will undertake this Expedition^ 
believing I Jball find all Things in fuch Readine fs, that they 'will fet out 
from thence the Moment your Lordjbip receives Advice from me. I am told 
your Lordjbip expedís a Gentleman in thofe Parts, who comes to Conquer 
Camboxa. If he happens to come, I mtifi put your Lordjbip in Mind, that 
the b?Jl Conquejl is that of the Moluccos, where his Majejly's Forts will be 
rcjtor'd, and there tht faid Gentleman may Jbtw his Valour, and merit a 
canfiderablt Reward from the King» Before the Dutch came to Atnboyna, 
two Engliih Ships pajfed by that IJland, which fent a Letter to the Governor 
of the Fort, to acquaint him, that the Dutch were coming after them, with 
a Defgn to poffefs themfelves of the faid Fort, and therefore they advifed 
him to behave himfelf well, becaufe the Dutch they fpoke of, were a poor 
faint-hearted People, That, if they hadOccafion for Powder, Ball, and all 
other Nccejfaries, they were ready to fupply him, becaufe they were then at 
Peace with Spain, and the Confiable o/Caiüle was already fent into England, * 
by his Majejly, to Ratify it : And the P$Jt-MaJler-General was Embajfador 
in Ordinary. This' Intelligence leaves the Rebels no pretence to any Excuft\ 
Fur f ado's Letter .goes on, to other Particulars, recommending Religious 
Men, and Commanders and he concludes with Abundance of Compliments, 
and Courteous Expreffions. 

Don Pedro having receiv'd thefe Letters, ordered and haften c d all necef- 
fary Preparations, with the utmoft Diligence, preillngthe Bufinefsin <pain^ 
*nd with the Viceroy at Mexico^ and thought all Delays tedious; but the 
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Approbation of his Advice, and the Supplies to put it in Execution, being 
to come from a Center lb remote,and where there lay an Obligation of bein^ 
no lefs attentive to all Parts of the Circumference, the Expedition could 
Brother not poffibly be brought about iboner. Brother Gafpar Gomez, whofe In- 
Gafpar telligence in this Affair, was always very material, had presently Intima- 
Gomez *' lon or w ^ at had been refolv'd on, by Letters from Don Pedro; and he was 
forwards f° diligent in promoting it, that to advance this Caufe, he crofs'd the 
the Exf'e- greatefl Oceans as readily, as if they had been the Narrow-Sea?, which 
dition P art th °k Wands • having folicited the Viceroy at Mexico, and then the 

Counfellors, and Miniiters of State in Spain. His Arguments and Mo- 
tives were the fame we have feveral Times mention'd in this Work. Di- 
viding the Wealth of the South into three fixt Kinds, precious Stone?, and 
Pearls, Metals, and Spice, and Drugs ; all which were dift ributed amon¿ 
Enemies, EngUJb and Dutch. Th3t the King had no Spice left, but only that 
oFTydore, which muft be loft, unlefs fpeedily and powerfully fupported, 
and the lame Forces wouM recover Témate, Banda, Amhoyna, and what 
had been held in Celebes, Batochina, and the Places wrefted by the Tyrants 
of Sumatra. A Jl this the Jefuit made out by Demonftration, for he groun- 
ded uot the leaft Information upon any thing lefs than Experience. 
Succeed* in He was heard in the Council of the Indies, and the Council of State for 
bisKegoci- tlle Crown of Portugal, and difpatch'd for the Philippines, by the way or 
ationf New-Spain. By the other Way, the King order'd,that the Captain Gene- 
ral Furtado, taking with him the neceflary Fleet from Goa, ihould fail for 
the Moluccosy by fpecial CommiiTion, by Virtue whereof he afterward fent 
to aik Afliftance at the Philippine Iilands, as we have feen, and fuch Sup- 
plies were to be furnííh'd on both Sides, as being united, might fecure the 
Conqueft of the Moluccos. However the Event muft of Necefiity be tedi- 
ous, the Dutch being already poiTefs'd of all the King's Forts in the Archi- 
pelago ; and their numerous Fleets of all the Ports, Fairs, and Trade, with 
Factories conveniently fettled for their Intercourse between India and their 
own Country. We fhall not enter upon the Account of thofe Affair?, be- 
<iaufe no more of them than have been already mention'd, as yet related to 
' the Moluccos. Much Time, and many Precautions were requifite, tor thefe 
two Commanders to joyn, amidft fo many Obftacles *. They fent frequent 
Advice backward and forward, and neither Part was idle in the mean 
while. 
Furtado At length, notwithftanding all DIfficuIties,Fwr/^o fail'd from Goa with 

Sails fromti* Galeons, eighteen Galiots, and one Galley, with the King's Orders, and 
Goa. in his Name thofe of the Viceroy Arias dc Saldania, to fight the Dutch, and 

any other Enemy, and to proceed to Suvda, to chaftize that King, and the 
Rebels in Java. He was directed to place Garrifons there, and having 
Di fabled fettled the Affairs oí India, to proceed to the Moluccos. They went our 
by Storm:, with good Hearts to undertake that Work, but were hinder'd by Storms 
and Tempos. In the Gulph oí Ceylon, he loft the Galley, and feventeen 
•Galiots that were under the Conduft of Francis de «Sew//*, and Andrew JRciz t 
and in them the greateft Strength he hud to compafs his Deflgns. He was 
thre£ whole Years without any Succours to proceed on his Enterprise. At 
Malaca he recruited the beft he could ; and in December, iiSoi, Steering his 
Courfe for SurJa t reiving on the Succours he expefled f'roin the King of 
' * ■ ralhufom 
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Falimbam, in Java, fuppos'd to be our Friend and Confederate; but he was 
deceived, for that Infidel was fo far iron» ef^oufing our Party, that he had 
• taken up with the King or Sunda, whom he intended and afterwards actu- ¿ails for 
ally did fuccour with ^occo Men. This cud not difrnay * urtado but he Sunda . 
faik on towards Sunda, referring the Punifhment of the Ki^ at Pah mb am 
to another Time: There, on the Bar, he dircover'd leven Dutch Ships, 
which he purfu'd, tho' to little puTpofe, they being excellent Sailers. How- 
ever the Galeón Commanded by Thomas de Sou/a Aroncbes, fought live ot 
them, killing many Dutch, without Icfing one Man ■ but her Rigging was 
torn, and ihe could not beard the Enemy, who fled, drawing our Snips af- 
ter them in fuch manner, that Fur t ado could not pofiibly recover the Bar, 
tho* he anchor«d in a Road, from whence he might have return d to the 

This was a fpecial Providence, for the Enemy did not feem difpos'd to Arrives at 
Hand, and they had aheady been upon both Bars; and therefore reflecting Amboyna. 
on the Tears, and Groans of the Commanders, and Chriihans at Amboyna, 
he directed his Couife towards thofe Iflands, where he arriv'd on the 10th 
cf February without being detained by fome Victories he gam dm his 
Way. The Natives and thofé in the Fort were alarm'd, believing they had 
been Enemies, but the Admiral giving a Signal, they knew the Chrifuan 
Fleet.

Furtado fir ft apply 'd himfelf to repair the Fort, and refit ;the 
Ships. He alfo built four Ships, two Galiots, and twelve Canoas. 1 hen 
lie let out, without Icfing Time, to make War on the Itos, and other Towns Subdues- 
that had rebell'd again!! the Fort, fending Jofefh Pinto, with 200 For hi- thc ¡lo ¿ 
£uefes by Land. The Fleet fail'd round thc «land, and lay a Month in the 
Bay call'd Baeaeio, Texeyra, Commander in Chief of the Fort, went ue- 
fore, with a 'good Number of Careoas, to reduce fome rebellious Towns, 
efpecially thofe which are on the Mountains call'd Gunos, where there are 
excellent fweet Waters, and large Woods ofOrange Trees. Thefe Towns m GufíQs 
acknowledge their Fault, and came to make their Submiffion. Seven or , ¿ wj .^ 
Eight of the principal Men came from each Town, Every Town brought 
a Flag, and three large valuable Bafons of bright Metal, and 111 them a 
little Earth, with Branches of Clove-Trees in BlolTom, in Token that they 
delivered up the Land, with the vr.oft precious ot its Product. Some brought 
Goats, and Hens, and fuch Fruit as their Country afforded to denote the

and the Fort there eretfed by ¿he Dutch, retiring with all their Families 
to the higheft and moft impregnable Part of the Country calTd Nao and 
Bemnao, being two Rocks, one above another, like the Round-Tops in a 
Ship one over the other ; whence the Shore appears near at Kand tho f 
Nzojlrovg half a League diflant, by Reafon of the Windings of the Ways, Nao 
flace, is all encompafs'd with upright Rocks, with pleafant Planes below. 

whither There are three Ways to get up to it, but all of them fo difficult, that 
the Rebels the very Lizards can fcarce climb it. On thefe three Panes they threw up 
fed. double Trenches,with firong Ramparts,and a good Number of Brafs Sakers, 

and Demy- Falconets to fecure them. At each of them was a confideralle 
Number of Men, with their Colours flying, and all Sorts of ofrenfive and 
defenfive Arms, wherewith the Dutch have fumifh'd thofe Southern 
Seas, The greateft Danger threatned was fiom a great Number of mighty 
Stones, or Pieces of Rocks, which being roul'd down from fuch a Height 
can bear down and dellroy an Army. All the Enemy's Power was now 
Flcafant re duc*d to this fingle Place, and the Town (landing on the firft of the 
Country of two R°cks, being built on a larg;e round Spot it forms, like an Euro- 
Nao' and f ea7i City with good large Hcuies, after their Manner. All the Country 
Eemnao. about beautify l d with Clove Trees, like our Olive Trees, but with greater 
Heads. Among which there ran up Branches of the Male and Female 
Trees, and underneath all Sorts of thorny Plants, Orange, Lemmon, Citron 
and ?amboa Trees, with fix, or eight Spring?, each of them gufmng out 
curious Streams of Water. All the Mountain look c d like a delicious 
pleafure Houfe and Garden. On the Top of it appear'd the Town of 
fiemnao, which fignifyes, the Son of Kio, exceeding the other in Num- 
ber of Houfes, and Extern of Woods*

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The General came to this Place on Palm-Sunday ; oider'd a Trench to be 
caftup,andTentstobepitch'd,fora Defence againft the Sun, and the furtado 
Rain, which fometimes tails unexpected. He commanded an Enemy Am- encamps at 
hoinefe, that had fallen into his Hands, attended by fome Chriihans, to go Bemnao. 
enquire into the Defigns of the People of to,a*d to guide the Way. 
When they were come within hearing, and had dehver'd their AJeilage, 
the Infidels anfwer'd, That they were the King of Ternate's Subjects, and Haughty 
own'd none hut him. That they would trade with the Dutch, and all other j u j wer f 
Nations they thought fit. That they would alfo fell Clove to the Spaniards ; the Itos. 
but that the King of Spain had a very long Neck. Having Teturn'd 
this Anfwer, they began to fire the Cannon. Our Men were forc'd to 
put up the Affront, and pafs by their Fury ; but the General regarding nei- 
ther order'd a Captain, on Monday, to view the Situation of the Place; be- 
caufe his Soldiers had gone up diforderly to their Trenches, and Leen re- 
pulid with Shot, and throwing of Stones, which made them retire down 
the Mountain with many wounded. The next Night he fent zoo Men, 
to poffefs themfelves of a Mount that overlook'd the Enemies Trenches. 
They did fo, and as foon as the Day appear'd, our Muíketiers pour'd m p ortugue „ 
their Vclleys of Shot, firing at the fame Time with two Drakes, they had f e . s p-^;,. 
carry'd up with a Defign to call up another Trench, and thus they Ground. 
put the Enemy to Rout. The Trench was thrown up, and v the next is ight 
they remov'd the Drakes to it, drawing nearer, to make the greate r Slaugh- 
ter Gonzalo Vaz de CafteUo-Br anca commanded at this Pafs. The Men 
here that Night talk'd with the befieg'd, and aflur'd them, they would 
take their Fort the next Night, as they actually did. ^ 

On Wednesday Morning the General ordered the Drums to beat to 
Arms, tc go up himfelf to the Hill where his Men were, leaving Tt ajano * bey at- 
Ruiz ¿e Cajlelio-Sranco below, with 50 Men, to guard the Camp; but «tack t be 
without any Defign of attacking the Fort that Day; but only to order the yermes 
Men and affign them their Poits. Whilfl he was concerting this Affair ™*. 
with his Officers, Go nzalo Vaz came to them with a dangerous Shot in 
one of the Calves of his Legs, and five other Wounds running Blood. 
The Soldiers were incens'd, at the Sight of him, and fignify'd they would 
fallón. It was given out, where the General was, that the Victorious 
Enemy was falling upon our Drakes, and Pofts ; and he improving Neceífi- 
ty cry'd out, with a loud Voice, Santiago, that is, S. James, the .Cry gi- 
ven by the Spaniards when they fall on. The Soldiers were fo encourage 
by this Cry, that they immediately gave the Affault, with much Fury and 
Alacrity, climbing thofe fmooth Rocks, upon their Hands and Feet : The 
Barbarians Drums and Bag-Pipes rattled in their Ears, and the Noife of 
their Cannon and fmall Shot eccho'd among all the Rocks. The Enemy 
threw Stones, which wounded, and knock'd down our Men, and many 
tumbled, without being able to help themfelves : Some fingle Stones car- 
ry'd two or three Men down the Side of a Hill, till they ftoppM at fome 
Tree. A Captain was ftunn'd with a Pebble, tho* he receiv'd it on a Steel 
Buckler ; but he Toon recover'd, and was feen qpon the Enemies Works. 
The Cries and Shouts rent the Air. Many tumbling down fore'd out the 
ftarp Pointed Stakes that were drove into the Ground ; and presently after,as 
if they had flown, were leen Fighting abo»e. Thofe who were left to guard 
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j _ the Camp, look'd on with Emulation. Among them a Religious Man of 

The Fort t j le Order of S. Dominick, fell on his Knees to fay the Litany, all the Men. 
taken. anfwering, and God heard him, for before it was ended, they faw our Co- 
Jours difplay'd above, and the Enemies caft down, the Fort and Works be- 
ing Demolifh'd. 

A brave Chriftian, who carry 'd the foremoft of our Colours, was laid 
hold of by znJmboynefejtt he,tho' fhot thro' the Body with a Muiket-Ball, , 
whereof he foon after Dy'd, defended them bravely. However,- notwith- 
flandinghis Refiftance, and that his Captain came to his Succour, the Infi- 
del carry *d off a Part of the Staftj which was recover'd when the -Victory was 
Amboy- gain'd. The Jmboynefes, feeing their Works taken, and their Colours 
nefes a- dragg'd about, withdrew to the upper-Part, leaving only three Men behind 
landon them, who dy'd Fighting.with honourable Obftinacy. They did not fortifie 
their bieh- themfelves in that Place, but abandoning their Town and Goods, and Hip- 
e a p or * ping down Precipices,and upright Heights with Ropes, made their Efcapes ; . 
and though they burnt fome of their Goods, yet many of value reimin'd.\ 
The General gave Order for curing of the wounded Men, which were 
above zoo, befides thofe run through by the ihaip Stakes piich'd.all about ■■ 
the Field. 
Tit Towns The gaining of this Victory did fo difcourageall the Wanders, that they- 
fubmit. ' wfus'd to take up Arms, or hazard an Engagement. Nine Towns ful- 
nutted at once, the next day, and the Territory about did the fame. The- 
General came down Victorious, and erected Arbours in thofe Delightful 
Woods, with an Altar, on which Mafs was fung on Eafter-Day, and all- 
the Office of the Church, with much Solemnity, in Thankfgiving, affign- 
ing the Sovereignty to that Lord, who grants, or takes away Victory, ac- 
cording to his fecret- Judgements. The Dutch Fort was raz'd, where, in ■ 
Butch feveral Places, were to be feen Efcutcheons, with the Arms of Count Mau- 
fort. ratfd r ¡ €St jfe /King of /ro-came and fubmitted himfelf; his- Name, whilft an 
Idolater, was Talere % afterwards Don Melchior % for he was a Renegado 
Chriflian, and fled at the taking of Rofatelo. He deliver'd himfelf up, as 
. alfo a famous Caziz he brought with him, who was a Man of much Re- 
putation among them. 
To-this Viftory Furtado refolv'd to add thofe he expecled at Ver anula y 
Veranula a large City, and Neighbouring Ifland. He fai I'd from Jmboyfia with all 
City de- the Fleet, and arrived at Veranula¡> and the. City of the fame Name, which 
fcrfrd. is populous, and its Territory the moil fruitful in Clove of any in thofe 
Parts. Iris built along the fhore on a high and upright Rock, which look'd 
like a Wall,uwith Towers, and Stories. The Houfes are high Roof'd, 
with Galleriss. . There isa Moíque that has three liles, with a (lately 
Room to read the Alcoran in. Within the City was the Dutch Fort, 
conveniently feated, built of Stone, round, and cover'd. Beyond that was 
alfo another Stone Fort,- with feveral falliant Angles, Ravelins, and Cue- 
ntes. This belong'd to the King of Teníate, who was Tyrant of that 
Part of Ver anula. As foon as our Fleet anchoi'd before the City, the Prime 
Men of it came to acquaint the General, That they were willing to fubmit,. 
but knew not how to do it, for Fear of the Terna tes ¡ and therefore deíir'd 
. he would let them afTemble their Council, and they would return the next 
Day with their Anfwer.. Furtado granted iheir Requeft, fending two -Jm- 

pojnefa 
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boynefes of Note along with them. They returned no Anfwer, but fled, Peop ¡ e e 
net daring to ftand the Fury of thofe who came Victorious. They fir'd a y C i anula 
Gun for a Signal of what they were doing, and the Geneial being aflur'd - 
of their Flight, order c d the Men to land and plunder the City. The In-"- 
habitants had before fecur'd the beft of their Effefts, and yet in fome 
Houfes they found above the value of jocco Crowns, and in others Je'fs, 
befides many Goods of value-, abundance of Brafs Drakes and Muficets ; 
China Ware, and Silks 5 Dutch GlaiTes, and great Store of Royal-Cloves. Veranil!* 
After plundering the City, they fet fire to ir, and it burnt for fome Days, f hinder* d 
The Dutch and Témate fe Forts were raz'd. The General wasinform'd by and burnt. 
fome Prifoners, that the People of Ver anula, had expeded mighty Succours 
againft him from the Dutch Ships that were feen ; and that there were 
aboard 100 Men to Garrifon Vir anula, and 100 more for the Fort he had 
demolida at Ito. Some of our Men purfu'd the Temateszs far as Lacidc- 
cavetto, a Town where they imbark'd on many Veflels, for theit own 
Ifland. 

After this, the City Mámala fent to make its Submiflion, and many Mámala 
others follow'd its Example. Fur t ado having concluded this Affair, re- City ¡ub- 
folv'd to return to Amboyna % and being upon his Departure, Francis de m ¡ ís with 
Soufa Teve came to him, with ten Portugueses , who had been, not long be- others. 
fore, taken by the Dutch Ships. He had met at Banda the five Ships Fur- 
tado found at Sun da, and here gave him fome important Intelligence, fliow- 
ing how much he would find the Seas, in his Way to the Moluccas, in- 
fefted by thofe Northern Sailers* The Commander in Chief of the Dutch 
made very much of Francis de Soufa, difmifling him with Arms and Pro- 
viiions for his Voyage, but at the Price of 500 Crowns, paid for him and 
hft Companions, by fome Heathen Towns in the Ifland; to whom Fur tado, 
without any Delay, made good the whole Sum. The: Dutch General writ 
very civilly to Furtado, defiring he would ufe his Men well, as he would 
do by the Spaniards he met with. Furtado return'd an Anfwer, no lcfs 
Courteous, and fent him a Dutch Youth, who had been Prifoner at 
Témate. 

Having redne'd thefe Ift*nis,Furtado appointed a Day for the Governors The con- 
of them to come and fwear Fealty to our King, that he might fave Time, quer'd 
and follow the Courfe of his Vi&ories. They came with much State, znáfubmit, 
Submiffion; and to fecure their future Behaviour, and their new promis'd and give 
Fidelity, delive^d to the General a confiderable Number of Youths, being Hojtages* 
the Sons of the Prime Men, as Hoftages. Peace, and the general Pardon, 
were celebrated with Rejoycings. The Preaching of the Gofpel was again 
exercised with entire Liberty, and many Idolaters, and Mahometans were 
converted. Other Provinces came to acknowledge the Conqueror ; with- 
out expefting the Chance of War. Furtado at Amboyna prepaid for the 
Expedition againft the Moluccos. 

Thofe who fled to Témate, gave an Account of the Lofs of the King of 
Towns and Forts that King had been poflefs'd of at Amboyna; and Terna te'/ 
that the General Furtado openly declared he was making Prepara- Prefarat i- 
tions againft thofe ' Wands, and grew ftronger upon his Succefs. The ons. 
King flighted not this Intelligence, but immediately ftrengthened his 
Fleet, and his Forts, and call'd in the Javanefes and Mindanao*, to be in

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readinefs upon any Attack. Amidft th? Noife of War, and his Treaties 

with the Dutch for maintaining of it, he found Leafure to feek his Satis- 

faftionj concluding a Match with his Queen Ceiicaya, who followed him 

in all his Troubles, even xvhen he lafl fled from his Kingdom. She was very 

Young, and fo Beautiful, that all the Indian Kings courted her for their 

Wife, and fent to demand her of the Sangiack of Motiel, her Father 5 who 

gave her to him of Témate^ as the greateft, moil potent, and refpefled. 

His Mar~ The Time for the Nuptials being come, when the Bride was brought to 

riage. Ternate $ attended by her Father, Kindred, Brothers-in-law, and many 

Troops of arm'd Men, ihe was received with the Noife of Cannon, Muiick, 

and other Inftruments us'd in their Feflivals and Solemnities. Thefe 

S^ueen Ce- Jailed many Days, with Profufion 5 but the moil pleafing Obje#, was the 

Jicaya'* Prefence otCelicaya, her extradiordinary Grace, which drew the Eyes, and 

great Affeflions of all Men, tempera with a Sort of Affability, which encou- 

Mcauty. rag'd all that conversed with her. This Quality very often gave Occafi- 

en to fufpeft her Ffuiband's Reputation, and were not this Hiitory confined 

to fuch Things as really relate to the Conqueft, it might afford us a large 

Field to treat of the Gentlenefs of her Difpofition, her Love Intrigues, 

and uncontroulable Power over the Affe&ions, even of thole who were 

moil wrong'd j which are fpoken of at large in feveral Difcourfes and 

Relations. 

The Exigencies of the Time, and neceility oblig'd the General Furtado 
Furtado to p re f s f or t h e g UCC ours, which were providing for him in the Philippine 
fends for IiI anc j S- Amhoyna is 200 Leagues from the riearcit of them, and that 200 
Succours to j^ore from Manila, h« fent thither F. JÍndrew Pereyra, a Jefuit, and Cap- 
the Phi- taj - n j nt0Vi y Brito Fogaza, in May i6oz. They arrive at Cebu on the 
jjppine 2^ Q f j u iy % faird thence for Manila on the 6th of Juguft, and came to 
IJIands. t ] lat £j t y on ^ ^ f September. Don Pedro de Acunna was well pleas'd 
to fee them, alking particularly concerning all the Proceedings of the Ge- 
neral Furt año 1 wherein he was very curious, or rather generouily emulous, 
and he having in his Letters referr c d himfelf to their Relation,they gave it 
him at large, and performM the Duty of their EmbaiTy, each according to 
his Profeflion. Don Pedro did not delay their Bufinefs; but call'd a Coun- 
* T cilof War, wherein it was refolv'd, that the Succours he defied ftould be 
fent Furtado, tho* they were forced to comply with the Difficulties the 
Country then labour'd under. Upon this Determination he fent away to 
Succours tIle Provinces of the Pintados, ordering Capt. John Xuarez GaIIinato,who 
ient from c °mmanded there, to furnifh all Things neceflary for the Enterprise; and 
the Phi- tIlat k e > wit ^ tile bcft di ^ cl P^ n<d infantry, ihould leave Cebu, and repair to 
liooines to the Town of Arevalo, the place appointed for the Fleet to rendezvouz. 
Fuitado GaUinato did fo, and fent a Ship to Oton, to take in as much as it could of 
the Succours. It arrive at Oton on the 28th of O&ober ; and that fame Day 
• Don Pedro fet out from Manila for the Pintados, in Order to haflen the 
fitting out of the Fleet by his Prefence, tho' it was then almoft ready at 
Oton % where he arriv'd on the 13th of November^ and he was of fuch a 
mettled Temper, that never regarding the Expeditions oiXolo and Minda- 
nao, or that the Natives of thofe Iilands were fpread about in Troops 
among thofe of the Pintados^ robbing and murdering his Majeily's 
Subjefts, he gather'd the Supplies, and.ileliver'd them to John Xuarez 

GaUinato, 
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Qallinato, appointing him General, and Commander in Chief for this Ex- 

■^A^ón as the General Fur t ado had lent away for Succours to Manila, 
after chaftifing and garrilbning of Vevamili and Jmboyna,he let laU ror 
the Molucca muds, with five Galeons, four Galliots, and izCarcoas, 
carrying his Victorious Men ; but in thofe Seas Ditaftcrs are to irequenr, Furtado 
that neither the Joy of their late Succefles, nor the Refreihment receive Jalls hy 
after their Viaories. appear'd in their Countenances. lie arnvd at ler- Témate to 
«ate with this Fleet, on the ioth of Juguft ; but be only look'd on that Tydore . 
Iiland, and proceeded to Tydore ■: There he vie w'd the Fort, encouragd 
the Soldiers in it, and made ufe of that King's Per fon and Interesas Pru- 
dence directed : for that Prince, tho' he labours by Words to convince us 
of his Friendihip and Fidelity, does not confirm it by his Adtions 5 but 
rather leaves us dubious, when he molt endeavours to perl wade. 

Arf*fe Jett the Galeonsat Tydore, and with the other Veil els that row d, 
went fix Leagues thence, to the Iiland of Machan, then bubjeft to .the ¡j™ * 
King of Tenate, but fo weary of that Vaffalage, that as foon as our fleet W™ g> 
appear'd, the Govcrnours flock'd down to the Port, attended by the Na- 
tives, with their Wives and Children, and fuch Gifts as came next to ruriaao - 
Hand, as alfo fome Colours, which they laid at Fur t ado s I jet, fubmit- 
tine themfelves, and delivering up their Country. The Men landed in 
peaceable Manner, amidft the ufual Noife of Bagpipes and Batons 5 and 
the Portuguefes having in vain fought after fome Dutch Men, whochofe 
rather tofecure themfelves by Flight, than to truft to the General s good 
Nature, were inform'd that they were gone over to Témate. A view ha- Dutch fy, 
vine been taken of the Iiland, Furtado erefted a Fort with all pofllble Ex- ioTernate. 
sedition, in the moft convenient Place. When finr/h d according to the 
Rules of Fortification, he put into it a Captain with 50 Men whom he 
left well avm'd and provided, and with them a light Veffel, cali d * Gali- 
zabra. Then he returned himfelf, with the Reft of the i leet, to Tydore, 
where he joyn'd all his Ships, repaired them, and fet out for Témate 
to the Port of Talangame, where he anchor*, and lay from the End 
of Oaober to the middle of February, when the Succours from Manila 
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Some accufe him of lying full very long without attempting any thing- 
faying, he let ilipthe Opportunities, without cutting off the Enemies Pro- 
vifions, or ravaging their Country, when he might have fubdu d them by 
that Means alone, without firing a Shot. However, when we have be- 
fore us the Anions of fuch great Commanders, it is ; fafer to judge they 
had fome lufficient unknown Reafon for what they did, than to attribute 
it to their Fault. Moft certain it is, That being inforir »d of a Jleet of the 
Enemies of u Carcoas, which was not far from the Iiland Machan, he 
Joft no Time, but putting 172, Portuguefes, of the chofen Men of hisHeer, 
into 18 Carcoas, under an able Commander, he lent them to find out the ■ 

Infidels. But tho« the Soldiers were fo haughty,that every ™™**™°*% £/lX 
fight fix Carcoas, yet every Officer was for commanding all the Reft, and ™/¥ ia 
thus Want of Difcipline fnatch'd the Vitoy out of die» Hands The \'™g> 
Enemy pafs'd by,<aud they look'd on, without firing a Gun. The Barba- theirlni*. 
rian Fleet, obferving their Diforder, flood about nimbly, and pouring in a 
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Volley upon \X\tPortuguefes, took a Carcoa, with fourteen Men in it, whom 
they flew, in Sight of their Companions, and it was good Fortune that 
they did not ioilow their Stroke* This occaiion'd the General's creeling 
the Fort at Machian ; whilit the King of Tonate ftrengthen'd his, with 
the Afliilance of 10 Hollanders, making good Ufe of the Leifure of eight 
Months given him by Furtado. He then call up Works, and provided En- 
gines, as he did afterwards in the Sight of our Camp. 

When the Fleet was all afTembled at the Philippine Iilands, the Ammu- 
ThcSue- nition and Provifions were delivered to Gallinato, bv the Judges and King's 
tours fent Attorney of the Sovereign Court, bein¿ ioco Bufhels of clean Rice, $co 
by Don Bullocks for Flefh ; zoo Jars of Wine ; 80 Quintals, or hundred Weight of 
Pedro de Nails, Hooks, Hinges,and oiher Iron Work 5 40 of Powder ; joo llocos 
Acunna. Blankets; 700 Yards of Spanijb Woollen Cloth ; 100 Needles for Sails ; 
30 Jars of Oil ; and for the Complement of Men, 200 Soldiers, 165 ot 
Chem heavy Harquebufiers,and the other, 3 5 light Mufquetiers ; 22 Seamen ; 
fome Pilots ; one Mailer ; three Gunners of S. Pot end ana, and 20 Grum- 
mets. The whole Expence hereof amounting to 22260 Pieces of Eight 
a Month. The Governour and Sovereign Court having done thus much, 
they requir'd F. Andrew Pereyra, and Captain Btito, to go with that Supply, 
which was then it\ readinefs, under Gallinato, with the Colours, and Cap- 
tains Chrifiopher Villagra, and John Fernandes de Torres. The Company 
belonging to Captain Don Thomas Bravo, the Goyernour's Nephew, and 
Son to his Brother Don Garcia, (laid behind, but the Captain went him- 
felf, and ferv'd honourably in the Expedition. The Foot embark'd on the 
Ship & Potenciana, aud the Frigats S. Antony, S. Sebajlian, S. Bonaven- 
ture, and & Francis. They fet fail from the Port of Tloilo, on the 20th of 
January, 1605, and arriv'd at that of Caldera, in Mindanao, on the 2$th ; 
where receiving fome Intelligence of the Enemy, they «continue rill the 
28th. Thenthey faild to wards the Moluccos, and on the 7th of February 
S. Antony defcry'd thelfland of Siao, and ihe next Morning, by Break of Day, that 
Frigatcafi ofToalan, ^four Leagues rrom it. There theFrigat S. Antony was caft 
away. away, on aShoalofthatlfland, which Jifcompos*d all the Squadron, G<:/- 
¡inato took Care to fave the Men. He fent Captain Viuagra, who brought 
them off, with the Arms and Guns i the reft was fivallowed by the 
Sea. 

They held on their Voyage, and on the r;th of February difcover'd the 

Ifland of Témate. On the 14th they arrived at Tydore, where they were 

r ... informM of the coming of Andrew Fur t a dx>^ and therefore itay'd but a 

V M° * ort ^ ime to refrefll tbemfelves, being earneil to joyn him.

.iurtado. Jh e j;] eets fainted one another in friendly Manner, and the Generals did 

the like, giving one another an Account of their Strength, Tranfacflions, 

and all other Particulars till that Time. The Difcourfe falling out of one 

Thing into another, came to conteiling ; for Gallina to affirm'd, That the 

Enemies Provifions ought to have been cut off, by ordering our Care oas to 

fail round the Iiland, which was in great Want of them, and could be 

-relieved by the Opportunity he had given. Furtado alledg'd other Reafons 

¿to defend hiaifelf. It was thought convenient before they landed, to take 
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a View oí the Enemies Foi t, to which Purpofe, the Captains, Chrijlophcr 
Villagra, and Gonzalo Sequeyra were appointed to make up to it in a Oir- 
coa, with a white Flag, as it were to fpeak with the King, and prcpole 
Peace and Conditions. 

Thofe two Officers drew near, theEnemy met them, and undemanding 
what they came about, fent to acquaint the King, He anfwer'd he could j> ypQ q^_ 
not give them Audience that Day, but they might return the next. They ta ¡ ns r ent 
returning accordingly, the Inhabitants of the City came out to meet them, tQ íff ¿ ^ 
and among them Cachil Sugui, Cachil Gogo, and Cachil guípate, the ^ „¿Xer- 
King's Uncles, who went back to tell him, that thofe Captains were ¿¿ 
come by his Highnefs's Command. This Menage was brought him at 
Nine a Clock in the Morning, and tho' he was clofeby the City, the An- 
fwer came not till four in the A f terne on, and was, That unlefs Fur t ado , 
or Gallinato came, he would not fpeak with any other ; but that the Cap- 
tains that were come might treat with his Officers, and he would (land by, 
and ratify what they fbould conclude. The Spaniards having receive 
tills Anfwer, and their Defign being to view the Fort, Captain Villagra v illagra 
fet his Refolution, and pretending Tome Occafion, went into the Thicket, views 
whence he cblerv'd ai] that could befeen on that Side, more nicely than Fort. 
could have been expefted in fo ihort a Time, They returned to the Fleet, 
and gave the General an Account of all they knew. 

In fine, they landed, and then again Gallinato intrcated Furtado, to 
fend out the light VeRels a cruifing, to cut off the Enemies Supplies ; and The Force* 
thofe which went out upon his Requeft, fped fo well, that they met a l * VI ** 
plentiful and ftrong Reinforcement of Men and Provifions, in two Junks 
and a large Chi amp an y which they took, killing and taking the Men, who 
wereNumerous and wellarm'd. They continued to round the Iiland, en- 
courage by this firft Succefs, and by that Means cut off all Succours. The, 
Enemy began to want, ficken and dye. They fed on Herbs, and other flight 
Djret ; and many, but particularly Women, not being able to endure Hun- Famine at 
ger, fled confidently, thoVcompell'd by Neceffity, to our Camp 5 and the Teníate. 
reft would have done the fame if they could. 

On the 27th of February , Fnriado took a Review of his Men on the Chrifiians ¡ 
Enemies Shore, where our Ships were at Anchor. Gallinato faid, he wes reviewed. 
much troubled to fee it, becaule in his Opinion, jthey were not fit even to 
make that Show, moil of them being Boys^ fick of the. Diflemper they call 
¿trier, tinikillfulat their B'ire-arms, and very few of them had Muflcets, 
but only little FowJing-Pieces ; fo that all feem'd to forebode ill Succefs. 
The whole Number of them was 420 Soldiers, divided "into four Compa- 
nies. The next Day, the Spanijh Infantry of the Philippine Iflands pafs'd 
Mufter, in the fame Place, before Ftirtado and his Officers. Don Thomas 
Jed them in Armour, and with a Pike in his Hand, with ; all 'the Mufque- 
tiersin the Van. After him the other Companies in Order,, according to 
Seniority* They all fonn'd three Bodies, being Men of Experience, well 
equipp'd, orderly, and of fuch Valour as foon after appeared. . 

A Council was held, about landing, on the firftof March, where the Confuí > 
General declar'd by Word of Mouth, . faying he never did it in Writings about 
That he had Jain fo long, almoft idle, wholly depending on the Succour landing* 
that was come, and that iince Don Pedro de Acunna had fent it fo com- 

pleat, 
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pleat, it was not reafonable to lofeTime. Gallinato anfwer'd, reprefenting 
the Greatnefs of the Enterprise, and that they had provided no NeceiTaries 
to begin the Work, hinting at fome Home Particulars, which were iigni- 
fy'd to him by the Portuguefe Commanders. The Vores being taken, it 
was finally refolv'd to land, becaufe all Things were in readinefs ; per- 
haps they conceited that the Enemies Power was imaginary, and that they 
would fubmit at the Sight of our Army. Gallinato "was always of the 
Gallinato contrary Opinion 9 becaufe that Weaknefs he was an Eye-witneis to, could 
againft it. not deceive him j and therefore that nothing might be wanting on his 
Part, tho' he was under Command, but much refpefted, he writ a Role of 
the Things neceflary for the Defign in Hand, fetting down in it even the 
Hand-Spikes for moving of the Artillery, which had not been provided 
in all that Time. By which may be feen, faid Gallinato^ how great a De- 
fed there had been in the Reft. When the Council broke up, Furtado 
told Gallinato, he had order'd, that as foon as they landed, zoo Por* 
tuguefes ihould mount the Guard, with one Company of Spaniards. Galli- 
gato begg'd he would give him leave to lead the Van, faying, he would 
notgo as Chier, but only an a Soldier, as being proud of ferving under 
him. This he requeued very ear neftly; but Furtado, who knew how to 
value fuch Requefts, anfwer'd, That if he went he muft accept of his 
He legs to Company, Gallinato reply 'd, That he ihould take the Poft due to his Per- 
lead the f O0j f ince it was of fuch Conference, and do him the Favour to grant 
Van and him the Van. He would not grant it at that Time, but the next Day, he 
obtains it. and his Admiral fpoke to him, faying, He aflign'd him the Van, by the 
Advice of his Admiral, and therefore defired he would be content it might 
confiftofthe Number of Men he had appointed. Gallinato accepted the 
Command, and valu'd it as was due. They landed on the ;d of March, 
and as they were drawing up, Furtado would needs place two of his Co- 
lours, and one of the Spanijh in the Van, with 500 Men ; the other three 
in the Rear j and the Royal Standard, and himfelf to be in the main Bo- 
dy ; Gallinato was of Opinion, that all the Colours ihould march with the 
*,> main Body, but the General followed his own Way. 

They inove ¡ n this Order they began to move towards the Enemy, Captain Don 
Í 7* f Thomas marching by Gallinato, who afterwards, in a Leiter to Don Pedro, 

tlx&nemy. jv^ He this Day, and upon other Occafions, gave good Proofs that he 
ivas the Son of fuch a Father, and th efe grey Hairs of mine were fuffciently 
honoured with the Jffflance of fuch a Hand, and 1 was well defended and 
fecure. The Enemy being above 700, kept in a ftrong and fafe Poft, the 
Shore on which our Men march'd, being little or nothing, by Reafon it 
was High-Water, and that on the Land Side there was a very high Bank, 
and above it a rifing and clofe Zacatal, which could not be broke through, 
Zacatal is a Field overgiown with fuch deep Grafs or Weeds, that many 
^ t Men, and much Cattle may be hid among them. Thefe are much thicker 
™ at ; . than the Fields of Sedge, or Sheer-Grafs in' Spain. They call it Zacatal, 
what it is. fron) the Word zacate^ Tignifying that Sort of Grafs or Weed, which 
grows up almóft as thick as a Reed* Along this narrow Slip of Shore, 
which was full of Rocks, and uneven, only three Men co\i\á march a- 
breaft, he that was next the Sea, being partly in the Water* The Enemy 
was poffefsM of this clofe Pafs, and a great Tree cut down for that Pur- 

pofe, 
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jofe, and lying acrufs the Place, ferv'd them infiead of a Trench. Behind 

it, and upon the Bank, between it, and the Zacatal, appeared all their Men, Po/lure cf 

with Muikets, Fire- Locks, Camfilanes, or Cymhcr*, Bacacacs, or burnt the Ter- 

Staves, Darts, Hand Granádoes, and Stones which did not do us the leait nates. 

Harm. They had alio five Drakes in this Port, wherewith, upon fome 

ihort Attacks, they kilFd five Spaniards $ and afterward?, as the Anion 

grew hotter, wounded ten Portuguefes y in fuch Sort that they dy'd in a few 

Days* Gallinato owns he was this Day in Danger of !u:ing his Hcn;;ur ; 

becaufe the Colours, and all the Kelt was in the utmoil Peril. 

The Enemy fought in Safety, and did our Men fo much Harm, that Oallinaro 
the firil Charge Gallinato gave, the Témate s fell en fo furiouily, as to r ^v///fX 
drive us from the Ground we had gain'd. Gallinato look'd behind him to fee * * J *"* 
the Colours he had brought with him in the Van, with the 3co Men, and 
found them at his Back very thinly Guarded. Thus the fecond Time the 
Shout was given to fall on, and he again obliged to retire, becaufe he had 
fewer Men every time,and the lait they were fcarce twenty. At length iha- 
ming thofe that lagg'd, and as it were infpiring new' Vigour into them, he Qains the 
fell on fo fiercely, that he gain'd the Poll, and the five Drakes. The 7b- p a n 
vates loft all, or moil of their beit Men. Gallinato follow 'd the Chace till 
he difcover'd the Fort, then he halted, and ordered our Camp to be Intren- 
ched. The work was begun, and the Enemy obftructed it twice, fending 
out Parties to prevent planting the Gabions, and divert the Workmen ; but 
they retir'd both times with lofs. When the Trench was finiihed, Galli- 
nato fent to the General to come to it. He came and took up his Quarters, Spaniards 
with all his Men, bringing the Royal Standard, and all the Colours, Intrench* 

The next Day he judg'd it convenient to carry the Lodgment forward. 
Gallinato undertook it, and with his Men finiih'd the Trench, within Tenches 
zoo Paces of the Enemies Fort. There they continued fome Days; and can/don 
it being Gallinato 9 s Part only to obey, he fometimes gave his Opinion, and nearer .to 
always did what he was commanded» He did fo, when the Genera! told the Fort, 
them it would be convenient to carry on a Trench farther, to plant the 
Cannon. On the Ninth of the fame Month, before the Fort had been 
well viewed, he went to open the Trench, with his own Men, and roo 
Vortuguefes y a little above 100 Paces from the Walls, which being lb near 
they all foon perceiv'd the danger of the Undertaking. It was the 
worfe for the Confufion and Noife in filling the Gabions. The next Day 
the Cannon was brought thither, being four Gun?, two thirteen, and tv/o 
iixteen founders. Thefe fix teen Pounders, which the Vor tugue fe Soldi- 
ers call Camels, are ihort Pieces, unfit for Battery 5 befides that the Bul- g tone g u ¡^ 
Jets were made of Stone, and broke as Toon as they touch'd the Wall ; be- ' ¡ t 7 r¿~ 
ing only fit to fire at the Houfes. Gallinato feeing this, told the General r Q ¿L tCm§ 
that iince before they landed he faid, he had Cannon, he ihould order it * 
to be brought on, and planted in Battery, no;v he faw how ineffectual \ 
that they had prov'd. He anfwer'd, that there was all he had, having 
left the beft in fome Places he recover'd the foregoing Year ; and could 
not bring any more fuch, by Reafon of the ilormy Weather. 

This being aiounted, the Battery began 5 but being fo improper for this The Ext- 
Purpofe, it was canonading the Air ; for the Enemy overlooked, and was viics 
itrengthen'd by a Stone Cavalier, which is that of Our Lady, next the Strength, 

D d Sea, * , 
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Sea. Under it was a Ravelin, with leven heavy Pieces of Cannon 
which did, and threatned greater Harm to our Camp. The Cavalier 
was all Rampard, four Fathom high, and a Fathom and a half broad • all 
which had been perform c d, and rais'd with Efpauls, by the Contrivance 
of the Dutch, who forwarded it, ever fince they traded with that Tyrant. 
On the Land Side ran the Curtin of the Wall, as far as the Stone Bull - 
wark, call'd Cachil Tub, fortify'd outwards with Mafly Timbers, on 
which there were three large Guns, and two on the Wall from thisBuLU 
wark to that of our Lady. All thefe Works look'd towards that Part 
where our Men had taken up their Quarters. Thefe Forts had alfo'a great 
Number of Falconets, and Drakes; and the Cavalier that was batter c d be- 
ing the flrongeft Part, where there was more Noife than Efieft, the General 
orderM the Battery to ceafe. 
They Sally. On Sunday the fifteenth, between four and five in the Evening, the Ene- 
my fally'd out of their Fort, with molt of their Men to attack, and gain 
the Trench, where our Cannon was planted. They afTau'ted it in three 
Places, dividing their Men, next the Mountain in Front, and towards 
the Shore. From the Mountain ward came above 800 Témate s y with 
Campilanes, or Cymiters, in the Van of them almoft as many Javanefes 
with Pikes 25 Spans long, all in clofe Order. The Leader of them was a 
Amuxa, gallant Youth, call'd Cachil } Amuxa, the King c s Coufin German, and Son, 
the King's to Cachil Tub. Four hundred attack c d in Front, and many more next the 
Nephew Sea, each Body under its own Commander ;• who all fell on together 
teadsthem. with fuch Vigour, that had not they who defended it been in great Rea- 
dinefs, the Enemy could not mifs of being Mailer of it. The Captains 
Pinto and Villagra commanded in it, who defended it bravely, but Ema- 
vuel Andres, Sergeant to Villagra, Alonfo Roldan, a Corporal, and another 
Portuguefe, who behav c d himfelf gallantly, dy<d fighting, being all run 
He is Be- through with Pikes. The Advantage loon appear'd on the Spanijh Side 
feated. which the Enemy perceiving, they turifd their Backs, leaving the Com- 
manders their King had the greateft Value for, dead in the Field, and reti- 
red to the Fort. This Succefs gave Occafion to draw another Trench nearer 
.,.- the Fprt, to batter the Ravelin, whence they did us Harm, with feven 
'Pieces, notwithihnding our Work, which was carry'd on by the Captains 
Villagra, and Sebaftian Suarez. On Thurfday the Trench was almoft fi- 
niih'd, and being near, madethem founeafy, that the Befieged began to 
batter it, with all their Cannon, but ineffe&ually, becaufe the Gabions 
andRampart on the Infide, could bear much more. However, by this they 
perceiv'd the Power and Strength of the Enemy, and the Difficulty of 
the Undertaking. 
Council of On the twenty fir it of March the General came to the Trench; and 
Par held, calling together the Captains, Gallinato, Villagra, Antony Andrea, John 
Fernandez de Torres, Gonzalo de Sequcyra, Sebaftian Suarez de Alter- 
gueria, Stephen Texeira, Gajpar Pacheco, the Admiral Thomas dz Son fa 
Ronches^ Lewis de Melo Samp ayo, Jacoms de Morales, Don L^pe de Al- 
mejda, Ruy Gonzalez, Trajan Rodriguez Caftelbranco, Antony de Brit Fc-. 
gaza, John Pinto de AIoraes,and Don Thomas Bravo, and taking oür a Mifial/ 
jn the firil Place defir'd them to take an Oath upon the holy Evangeliftc* 
that they would, not fpeak of, nor any othenvife reveal, what he ihoujei 

there- 
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there propofe to them, and what ihould be refolv l d upon it, till efFeft- 
cd. They all fwore, and then he propose the Matter thus, 

J have called you together , Gentlemen, to acquaint you with the Condi- Furta'V* 
tionl am in at Prefent, and this Siege Las brought vie to. It is two Speech r* 
Tears fince I came from Goa, and during my Voyage, have [pent a great thcCc-'x* 
££uantity of Ammunition, upon fever al Occajions ; fo that when we Ian- c ll 
ded the other Day we had only ten Pipes of Ponder, and 29 Barrels fent 
me from Manila. Since I landed, fo much has been confined, as is vifible, 
in Ski¡ mifoes, and Battery, that I have now much lefs than half that Quan- 
tity . The Dead, Wounded and Sick, of our Foot, now wanting in the Camp y 
are i}o; and the reft, as daily Experience flows, fall Sick very fajl of th- 
Diftewper call'd Berber. Our Provifions, tho J we took the Rice the Frigates 
¡sought from Manila, are fo fiort*, that they can not lajl beyond the be- 
ginning of June. The Ships and other Vefels of the Fleet, in the Opinion 
of the Pilots, run a great Hazard, where they now lie at Anchor ; becaufe, 
when this Moon is out, there can be no Safety for it, by reafon of the hirh 
Winds and Storms, ttnlefs they remove to another Place , and there is no other 
hut Tydore. We fee how refolute, and well fortify d the Enemy is, fince 
all our Battery has produced fo little EffeB, and if they receive any Dam^ 
mage, it is f o on made up by the Multitude ofPcotle. The Friendjhip the 
King of Tydore promis d for advancing of his Majefty % s Service, has prov'd 
fo fulfe, that he has perform' d nothing of what was concerted with him 
tho J fo reafonable, and beneficial to himfelf^ having <nly been free in Words 
hut his Aclions have not yet been feen. I have had fujficient Tryal of him. 
He has no other Defign, but to deceive, and amufe us, that our Men maybe 
dcftroy i d by Degrees, andfoTime may confume us if the Enemy cannot. When I 
pefs'd him to do fomething, to JJjow at this Time that he was a Friend, 
and his Myefty's Subjett, he anfwer"d % he would; but that we muft furnifi) 
Provifions for all his Men, becanfe he had none. They demand Powder and 
Ball, for every trivial Undertaking, that fo they may confume the little we 
have left\ and when there is any Work to be done, there are no Men for 
it. Of the few Amboyne fes 1 brought with me, for this Purpofe, their La- 
hour being great, fome are return y d home, others gone to the Enemy. Thofe 
that remain are not fttjfficient , and moft of v h -+ has been hitherto done is 
owi?ig to the Infantry 5 which is fo harrafs\i, that it can do no Service. The 
Enemy, expeñs Dutch Ships, and knows they are now at Banda, / have 
Intelligence that they have fent for them, and if they come they will be a 
great Obftacle to our Defigns. Confidering what I have difcours^d of, J defire 
you,Gentlemen, and every one of you, ftill under the Obligation of the Oath 
to give me your Opinions, that according to them I may refolve what to do 
infurfuance of the great Duty incumbent on me. 

Upon theRequeft of the Captains, the General Furtado gave in thefe 
Propofals in writing, tho* he oppos'dit at firft. In ihort they were written] 
as were the Opinions of the Councellors, among whom the greater Part^ 
even of the Portuguefes oppos'd the General ; and tbo' I ought to give iomc 
Account of their Votes, becaufe they had all different Views, yet, in 
Regard that moft of them aflented to Gallinato's Opinion, it will fuftice to 
fct down his Anfwer. 

John Xuarez Gallinato, Commander of the Provinces of thl Pintados, and

how inejfeBual that hitherto /pent has been \ confidering, at the fame Time, 
that a great ¿Quantity is to be refet v'd, to fight five Dutch Galeons we ex- 
fe&\ which , ij f they come , part of our Fleet muft of necefjity go out and 
ingage. For, if this be not done they will put Succours into the Place, which 
tho* never fo inconfidcrable, as but of ico Mufkets, would be very prejudi- 
cial to us ; befides that, it will be a great Difreputation, not to meet them 
out at Sea. ' 

As to the Mens fickning, being kilPd and wounded, we fay y thofe are M[[** 
fortunes always attending War ; and that we are fcnfille how f aft the Ar- 
my grows weak, for which Reafon^ it will be necefary to be the more expe- 
ditious in the Work we have in Hand'^ yet fo that neither too much Pre- 




id 

thus the necejfary Diftribution may be made in Time ; for otherwife we 
.fiallfaüfijort, when we leajl expedí ;7j and Hunger will do us more Harm 
than the Enemy. 

To the Danger of the Ships threatned by the Pilots, and their Advice to 
go over to Tydore, we anfoer. That if the Fleet quits the Station where 
it is, it will be a manifeft Detriment to the Army, which is fupply'd from 
it with all it Wants, and mujl want, every Thing upon its Al fence. Be fides, 
that if the Enemy fee it once gone, they will take frefi; Courage • and if the 
Dutch come and find the Harbour empty, it is plain they will pofjefs them- 
felves of it. Again, if the Fleet makes off, mufl not a conjidcrahlc Number 
of tie Soldiers go for its Security? Now how can it be proper to divide 
cur Forces^ efpecially confidering they are fo fmall, and the Men fo ficklyl 
Befides that here is no Place to lay, up the Provifions,for the Waters 'de- 
fir oy them by Day and Night. Whilft aboard the Fleet, the Soldiers have 
it daily brought f reft) and wholcfome. Farther, the Pilots, and Natives of 
Ty dore, fay the Ships are fafe in the Harbour till after the Middle of 
April. 

We have had Tryal of the Enemies Power, and believe they have Men, Am- 
munition, and Cannon tofpare, confidering our Condition ; and the Comman- 
ders, and Defer ters from them confirm it. But neither can it be deny'd, 
that the vety firft Day we ingag'd as we have been told by Pr if oners, and 
wounded Men, 1000 of the bef Men they had in Ternate came out to flop 
cur 'Paffagc with five Pieces of Cannon, and fo pojled, that only two of our 
Men could come up a Breaft to charge them*, and yet they with all theft 
Odds, were beaten of with the Lofs of many Men, as appeared by the dead 
Bodies, fcatter\i along the Shore, where they alfo loft their Artillery. The 
fame Day we faw them filly upqn the Fort of Santiago^ where Captain 
ViUagra commanded, and tho % our Men were furpriz\i, yet they rcpuWd 
them ana ¡Uw the Flower of their Commanders^ fo that they were certain- 
ty 
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¿y much weakned ; and Jlreightned by Hunger erad Sickncfs. And the? 
with the Help of the Dutch, and their own Hardinefs they repair tie 
Breaches, and fortify themfelves with Artillery, Means may be found to fur- 
viouvt thefe Difficulties, for if there were nene, it would be no ll r ar we cue 
htgeg^d in. 

We are fenfible of the King of Tydore^ Want ofF.uth ; but what dif- 
creet Commander has not made the beft of fitch Accidents, and winked at 
¿ijloyal, and urifteady Perfons till a more favourable Opportunity ; Bejidcs, 
before we landed, Notice was taken cf this Princes lndiffcrency , and that 
bis Defign is toprotraft the War, rather in Hatred to Teníate, than out 
of any hove to our Nation. We our f elves will make amends for the Want 
of Labourers^ we will be both Soldiers and Pioniers, as v;e have hitherto 
been ; for the Sword and the Spade are equally honourable info jujt a 
War^ and we again offer our felves, and our Soldiers, to perform whatfo- 
ever pall be for the Service of God and the King. 

Itis therefore our Opinion, that the Ga leans remove immediately ; that 
two of them Anchor between our Ladies Cavalier, and S. Paul, and batter 
the infidc of the Cavalier, and the other two, the Houfe of S. PauJ, the 
Fort % and the Town. Then of NeceJJity the Defendants within mujl fly, fine e 
the Defence of the Stone Parapet, is but a meer Show, except only where it 
¡oaks upon the open Country. As foon as the Galeons begin to batter, we 
will a/fo batter the ..Ravelin before /¿¿Cavalier, where the feven Pieces 
of Cannon are, which will certainly be rui?i 6 din two Hours, becaufe our Fort 
ofS. Chriftopher commands them, and theThichiefs is not above a Fathom': 
To conclude, My Lord, the. Want cf Provifions, and of Health, the coming of 
the Dutch, the Refnlution of the Befieged, of all other Difficulties will be 
furmmnted by Celerity. We are ready to perforin all Things on our Part ; 
it belongs to your Lordfoip to makeTry'al of our Promife. It will not be rea- 
Jonable immediately to abandon the ' f mall Remains of Chrifiianity in the 
Aioluccos, and the Hopes of regaining what has been lofi , in vain 
endeavour** d for fo many Tears, at the F.xpence of fo many Millions of Mo- 
ney, fo many Lives, a?idthe Honour o/furopean Nations, by turning our Backs 
upon fo holy an Undertaking.

He an- an( j <o U eai 
fwer'd, He would do well to confider what was expedient for his own f T^ ore 
Dominions, without Detriment to his Majeily's Service. The lame Day a t Vari- 
the Sangiack of Nita, in the Kingdom of Bachian, came to Tydore. He anr€ ^ 
was a ChrifUan, and laying hold of the Opportunity of ferving his Ma- 
jelly in the lait Expedition, vifited the Queen of Tydore, a beautiful 
young Lady, Daughter to the King of Bachian, who liv\i dilcontented. 
becaufe the King her Husband was more fond of another ancient Woman, 
and not fo well born.. The Sangiack had Commiííion and Strength to 
Heal her away, and condud her to her Father, fince neither Complaints, 
Intreaties, nor any other Methods had been of Force to reclaim the King. 
On the 4th of May, came a Sifter of the King's, on the fame Pretence of 
vifiting her Neice, and reconciling her to the King. The Sargiack and ¿^ -, 
fhe having concerted thofe Affairs, the young Queen going abroad with /// ? / (?;/ ^, rá - v 
them toan Entertainment, and all Things being provided, they embark'd, " * u * 
and fail'd away towards Bachian. The King of Tydore was enrag'd, out 
of Patience, and apprehenfiveof a new War ; tho* afterwards this Diffe- 
rence was amicably ad jutted, by the Interpofition of Cachil Malua , a 
principal Perfon of Bachian. 

On the 22d of May News was brought to Tydore, that the Kinglet 
Ternate, had fitted out 50 Carcoas in his Harbour, and expefted the Dutch 
Ships. He, at the fame Time, made Rejoycings, in a triumphant Man- 
ner for the Departure of the Spaniards. It was rcquifite to leave fomeMen Fot : ¡f 
and Provifions in the Fort of Tydore, which being done, Gallinato, who Tydore 
had before writ by an Advice-^Boat, to the General and Covernour of the fupph'd. 
Philippine filands, left the Moluccas, and failed himfelf that Way» This 
was the Event of that fo long intended and threatned Undertaking, which 
Ihavedelivcr'd impartially, having fearch'd after, and even^uefs'd at fome 
£x*cufes to jufiify the Eehaviour of fo great a Commander as Andrew Fur- 
tado- ? enquiring of thofe very Officers who were prefent at the Attack.-, 
and in the Councils. Neither Ly them, nor by the General's own Me- h¡pan*¿- 
tnorials and Papers, can be found or made out any more than what ap- lUy i ¿¿¿.

It is no Merit of the OfF-fpring to be descended from Noble, 01 
Vlebcyan Families; but fuch was the Vivacity of this great Man's Spiri.% 
and Judgment, that had he been born Mean, he might by his own natura! 
This ivas P ar ts have made his Fortune, No Man can fay he wanted publick or prL 
writ when vate Accompliihmeiit. In* him appears a fettled Magnanimity; with a 
he was li- courteous ¡Sincerity ; yet tempered with that Juftice we extol in thefevere 
ving. Aufterenefs of fome of the Ancients. Theie Virtues are interwoven with 

Religion, a Zeal for its Propagation, and the univerfal Agreement, which 
is the Product of publick Tranquility. Thus he ferv'd his King, with 
Care and Solicitude ; without Intermiííion, or feeking himfelf and his Ad- 
vantage.

To which alfobelong'd Johnde Ybarra, Knight of the Order 
ofCalatrava, and Commendary of Moratalaz, and Piter de Lcdefma, the 
King's Secretaries. In the Places of the Licenciates, Molhia de Medrano, 
and Gonzalo de Aponte, whom his Majefty afterwards employ 'd in his 
Royal Council ofCaflile, and in thofe of fome who dy'd f his Majefty, at 
fev«ral Times put in the Licenciates, Lewis de Salcedo, Gudiel, and Don 
Francis deTexada y de Mendoza, Doflor Bernard de Olmedilla, and John 
He Ibarra, Sec. All thefe amidft that Multitude ot Rufinefs they dexte- 
rouily diipatch'd, laid ail their main Defigns, for the refloring his Majefly's 
Monarchy to its Fulnefs,. in thofe utmoit Limits of it ; a Projed: fuicabk 
to the Genius of the new Prefident. He enquiring into the general and

The Brother at 
rJL^j * feveral tedious Audiences, eave the Preiident full Information of all that 

concerned 
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concern'd the Moluccolüands, their Wealth, the great Treafure Spain has 
expended in Attempts to recover them, ro reftore persecuted Chriftianity, 
where ir had been fo much receiv'd ; and what Conference it was, that 
this fnouidbe done by Way of the Philippine Iflands. The Earl undertook 
that Caufe, as fuch ought to be fupported, and confulted about it with the 
Council, with the Duke of Lervia, and moil particularly with the King's 
Confeffor. He never defifted, till it was brought r> bear, and in fuch a 
Forward nefs, that it might be eft*e#ua!ly difpatch'd. The Members of the 
fupream Council, with the fame Zeal, and confldeung the repeated Dis- 
appointments of this Enterprise, forwarded the Expedition, and all ci- 
thern agreed that Don Pedro de Acwxna ihould undertake it in Perfon. This 
favourable Dilpofition of theirs, was fully confirm'd, by the News brought 
a Y^ar after, of the ill Succefs of the united Forces of India under Furtado^ 
and thofe of the Philippine Iflands, under Gallinaio. It was writ by Don 
Pedro de Jcunna, defvribing.it to the Life, with Duplicates for his Ma- 
jéíly, arid the prime Miniflers, and though he left much to Brother Gaf* 
par Gomez, he was very particular himfelf. 

He complained that they had let flip fuch an Opportunity^ Recovering 
Témale, and chaftifing the Dutch^ who refort thither to the Trade of 
Glove, Mace, and other Spice, and Drugs. He reprefented the Danger the D on p c „ 
Philippine Iflands were in, after that Neighbouring Tyrant's Viftory ; and dio de Ac- 
that having more particularly weigh'd the Circumftances of that Affair, C unnaV 
btiides the Neceflity of regaining the Reputation loft there, he found that letter cox- 
whatfoever has been yet faid, was fhort. For not to mention the principal cernhtg 
End, which was the Propagation of the Faith, but only with Regard to the Enter- 
the King's Revenue, he fhow'd, That Témate being reduced it would be prize en 
eafie to ilrbdue the Iflands of Banda, which^are above thirty, lying about Ternatc, 
a hundred Leagues from the Moluccas, full of valuable Mace, and pofTeís'd 
by an unwar-Jike People, would add that Income to Sp ain¡ and take it from 
the Dutch, who carry all away, with little or no Oppofition. He promis'd 
the fame as to the Iflands Papuas, which are many, not far diilant from 
Témate, fome of them Subjefts to that King, and yeilding him a confider- 
able Quantity of Gold, Amber, and other valuable Tribute* Then he ex- 
tended to the Great Batochina,ot Gi/0/0, defcribing its Fertility, and how 
that Tyrannical King epprefs'dit. Thofe of Celebes 45 Leagues from Tet- 
nate, where he had firong Garrifons. The Greater and LeflTer Javas, 
whole Kings would again fubmit to Spain, as foon as the Moluccas were 
brought under. Heearnefily recommended Secrefie and Expedition. To 
evince the Neceflity of both, befides the ufuai Reafons, he urg c d that as 
foon as thofe Rebels and the Dutch hear of any War-like Preparations, 
they fpare neither Coil, nor Labour, to make all neceffary Provifion ; and 
that they never fail by the Coaibs of India without ruining, and plundering 
them. He affirm'd, that the General Furtado was no way to blame for ha- 
ving abandon'd that Enterprize ; for as it plainly appear'd, and Captain 
Gallinato declar c d he hid always behav'd himfelf like a brave Gentleman, 
and difcreet Commander $but that befides the Want of Provifionsand Am- 
munition, he could not relie upon his own Men ; and that if the Succours 
fent him from Manila had been more coniiderable, he would have hazard- 
ed all with only them. He faid, the King of Tydore had fent him great 

E c Complaints 
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Co.nplaints againit the General Furtado, and that it was a common faying 
with him. That before he came to the Moluccos the King of Tydore Slept, 
and he ot Témate Watch'd; but now the Cafe was altead, and the con- 
trary might be faid. Yet he believ'd lie was not heartily fony for the Dis- 
appointment. The fanr»e he urg'd in Relation to the Kings of Bachian and 
Sian. He concluded, offering to undertake that Affair in Perfon, provided 
he might be furnifh'd with what was necetfary, that he might net be Di- 
. firefs'd as his Predeceflors had been. Then he went on, by Way of Anfwer 
to the Objeftions, or Accufations of the Spanijl) Commanders, who bein^ 
us'd to the Wars in Europe, defpis'd all other Enemies, who made War 
without all thofe Engines, and Fire-Arms us c d in Flanders, France, and 
England. He fays, none of thofe Eaftern Provinces wanted any of the in- 
ventions we have in Europe ; and that befides the great Numbers they 
have, and the Dexterity in ufing them of the Japone[es y Cbinefes,Mindanaos r 
and Moluccos, they are no lefs expert at their Bows, and Arrows; efpecial- 
Jy the Javanefes, who conquer when they fly, and that they are not defli- 
tute of fuch Stratagems, that the Spaniards have need of all their Valour 
againft them, and their numerous Armies. He owns the Molucco Iilands 
can not fland in Competition, with the flrong and populous Cities taken in 
our Parts, but that nevertheless, fo many Chriflian Churches as have been 
polluted in them ; the baniihing of our Religion ; the Perfection of its 
Alinifters; the continual Tyrannical Praflkes; and Alliance of thofe Peo- 
ple, with the Dutch, hisMajeflies laft Rebels, ought not to be caft into 
Oblivion. And that, were there no ether Motive but this, the King ought 
*o retrieve his Honour, which is concern'd for the ioisof fo many of his 
Fleets, and Commanders. It is very remarkable, that tho' in thefe Letters 
he gave an Account of the Pofture of Affairs, either as to Peace, or War, of 
fo many feveralKings,among whofe Territories the Spanijl) Arms appear,not 
without Glory 5 yet he infills not fo much on any Point, as that of Témate \ 
which was grown Old by above thirty Years flanding, to the Difcredit of 
our Nation. From all this may be inferid, how neceifary it is always, in 
Affairs of great Difficulty, to bend the entire Underftanding to them, and 
to be in Love with the Defignconceiv'd, that fo the Event may anfwer the 
£xpeflation. He at the fame Time fent long Reflexions, and Projetfs of 
the Count de Monterey, then Viceroy of Peru, relating to the Execution of 
that Affair, wherein it plainly appeat'd, by the Confonancy of the Reafons, 
and the Opinions of Men well acquainted with thofe Parts, that the Expe- 
dition was of greater Concern and Importance, than dl the Arguments 
made ufe of upon the like Occaiions do ever amount to. 
Lewdvefs . Thus was Témate bandy'd in the Councils of Spain, whilft at home it 
vftbeKivg abounded in Trade, yet flood upon its Guard, and particularly the King> 
p/Ternate whofe Profperity gave him Occafion to indulge his Inclinations,, of 
tindCzohil Cruelty towards the Chriftians, and private Satisfaction to himfelf. He 
Amuxa. gave himfelf up to the Love oiCelicaya, yet being divided among fo many 
Women, it liad not the ufual Power over him, but allow'd of other Diver- 
fions, Cachil Amuxa, the braveft of his Commanders, and his Couiin Ger- 
man, was newly Marry'd to a Daughter of the King of Mindanao, a Angu- 
lar Be3ury, not of the Jfiatick Sort, but of the Spanijb or Italian. The 
King, who was us c d to obferve no Rules, courted her as a Gallant, and as 
? King, perfiftirg, and preferring her 5 and was foon admitted by the In- 
dian 
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tiian Lady. Her Huiband, tho' their Privacy tor a wh/.e conceaJ'd his 
Wrong; at length, by the King's contriving to keep him abroad, and the 
Interpoiition of Time, which revenís all Secrets, found out who it was 
dehTd his Bed. What could the unfortunate Man do ? He durft net kill 
his Wife, for the i.ove he bore her, and for Fear of the King's Difpleafure. 
He refolv'd to be ieveog'df as if it had been in a Money Concern. In or- 
der to it, he dilíeaibled the bell he could, and whenfoever he had an Op- 
portunity to talk to Queen Celicaya, either feign'd, or profefs'd Love, nil 
he had inculcated it as he defir'd. He bore with the Difdain and 1 hreats 
which are the V. eapons Nature beftow'd on that Sex; and Perfeverance 
prevail'd, for Cclicaya rewarded CachWs Love. This Intrigue continue 
a confiderable Time, till the Ki«g found it out, and both Rivals took .No- Amuxa 
ticeofit. Tho* the King more deeply refemed the ReprifaJ his Kin finan Cu kolas' 
had made, to bé réveng'd ; yet they did not fall out on that Accont, nor the King 
forbear converting together. They preferv*d Peace and Friendíhip in their in Rc- 
Houfes ; and the King flood fo much in need of Cachi I Jwuxa, for his venge. 
Wars, which in thofe Parts are no lei's frequent, than Peace, the ipeciai 
Blefling of Heaven, is among us, that he 4urft not declare agaiaft him 
and what is rnore, not fo much as dirpJeafe.

greater Calamaties. A Fire broke out at Manila in April % which con- Manila. 
fum'd the belt Part, and above half the City, without being able to linre 
the Goods, whicli had been landed from the Ships newly arnVd from 
New Spain, and laid up in the fafeft Part of the Houfes, whereof 27c of 
Timber and Stone were burnt, as alfo the Monaitery of S. Dominick, 
Houfe and Church, the Royal Holpital of the Spaniards, and the Maga- 
zines, no Building that lay betwixt them efcaping. Fourteen Spaniards 
were burnt, and among them, the licencíate Sanz, a Canon of the Cathe- 
dral, with fome Indians and Blacks. The Lofs was valu'd at a Million. 
It feem VI to be an Omen of what was to follow, which agreed with the 
Signs feen in the Sky,

At one in SarHeyes 
the Morning, a Party of about icoo Sanglcyes march f d out of a Fort, ivith faüey J 
Catanas, or Cymiters, Halbards, and other Weapons advance, as alfo with 
long Staves, harden'd at the Fire at the Points; which they ufe inftead of 
Pikes, and are no lefs ferviceable. Thefe are very frequent among them 
in their Country, andaré made of a folid Son of Wood, call'd Mangle. 
They fell upon the Farm, or Pleafure Houfe of Captain Stephen de Marque 
na f not far from thehr Parian, and murder c d him, his Wife, Children, Ser- 
vants, and Slaves.

Thence 
they drew towards the Town of Tondo, which is divided into Quarters. 
They fell upon that ofjgiiiapo, and fet Fire to it, after murdering zo Per- 
ibns. Among the Reft they burnt a Lady of Quality, and a Boy, giving ¿, c 
great Shouts, and boa ft i ng that from thence forward, the Indians ihould elHr , *" 
pay Tribute to them, and the Caft illas periíh. 

News being brought on Saturday Moming,that the Sangleyes were going 
to enter the Town, and that the Natives had withdrawn themfelves in their 
Veflete toward Manila, in Order to get in, or lye under the Shelter of its 
Walls in the River, the Govemour difpos'd the Regular Troops, and thofe 
of the City Militia about the Walls, viewing the Gates, and all weak Pla- 
ces. He fent Captain Cafpar Perez with his regular Company to Tondo, Captain 
and order c d him to obey Don Lewis de las Marinhas, and to carry no Co- Perez fent 
lours. As foon as he came, the 20 Men fent the Night before, joyn'd him, t0 Tondo. 
and Don Lewis thinking that too fmall a Force, fent to defire Succours, 
The Govemour knowing he was in the right, fent the Captain Don Thomas 
BrnvG) his own Nephew, 14 Years of Age, who ferv'd at Témate in the 
Expedition of Andrew Furtodo. He went over to the Town ofTondo^ with Captain 
another Company of the regular Forces, fome Voluntiers, and feven of the Thomas" 
£overnour c s Servants, leaving the Colours in the City. After him he fent Bravo Sue- 
Captain Peter de Arcea, an old Low-Country. Soldier; Don Lewis fent cours *' w - 
Word again, that the Chinefes were marching towards Tondo, that they 
were Numerous, and he fear'd they would burn the Town, and a ftately 
Church of the Attgvftinians. The Govemour fent him 60 Men more, moft 
of them a'rm'd with Pikes, and Halbards, the firft having been Muiketiers. 
Thefe were commanded by Don John de PennajaM he deliver ( d them to Don 
Lewis ^ When this Company came, there had been an Ingagement at Tondo y 
wherein Don Lewis flew abundance of Satigleyes&ná obliged the reft to retire ; 
preventing their burning the Town, which began totake Fire,and the Houfes 
at the Entrance of it were confumM. Don Lewis would have purfu'd the Ene- 
my, 
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rw » my, who retir'd to their Fort^ and Don Thomas Bravo ?,nJeavcurd to dift 
, 7?'/ S iwade him, faying, The Men were all fatigad, and that as foon as o::t of 
1 cptus a. t jj e -^ own they would meet with nothing but Bogs and Brjir.hles; and fince 
the Governor's Orders extended no farther than to keep the Enemy oft from 
thence, and fave the burning of the Church and Houfes, and that had been 
done, they ought to fend him Advice of it, before they proceeded, being on- 
ly the River parted them, and in the mean while the Soldiers would refreih 
therofelves, and they might hear more of the Enemies Deiign. Captain 
Alcega faid the fame, but Don Lewis being bent upon it, and offended to be 
DonLewis contradicted, afk'd him, What Hen had cackled in his Ear? And bid them

F. Far fan i an Jugujlinian, earneftly perfwaded Don Lewis, falling on his 
Knees, to do as they defh'd him, and not to go any farther, yet he could 
not be prevailed on j but having orderM theCaptains,Grf//\7>- Petsz,and Veter 
de Arceo, to fecure lome Polis with a few f Men, he broke out furioufiy, and 
turfues began to march, being followed by the Men, in Purfuit of the Enemy ; who 
the Ijiemy ^ ac * already gained the Road, and they overtook them near the Fort, be- 
'cjrainft tween the Bogs and the Fordable Shoals. When they came to the Fort, 
Mike* t ^ le Country open'd a Jittrle more. He ft they began to fall upon the Enemies 
Hesr,and they perceiving how few theSpaniards were,as not beingabove i jc, 
drew up in a Body with two Points, like a Half Moon, and lay in Ambulfe 
among the Grafs. The main Body of our Men march c d towards the Fort, 
and then thofe who lay in Ambuih riftng. enclosed our Men, and fell upon 
them fo furicufly with iharp Stakes, Cymiters, and other Weapons, that 
they cut them in Pieces. Head-Pieces of Proof were found batter'd with a 
- Stake. A Mufketier, who ferv'd Don Lewis, reported, that a Company of

They left theEnfign Frail- 
cis de Rebolledo flun'd, for Dead, and when the Enemy drew off, he made 
a Shift to get up and efcape, \frkh his Head cruelly cyt, and was cur'd in 
the City, where he told many Particulars of that mifcrable Slaughter, about 
50 more efcar'd, and among them F. Farfan, who all got off by being in 
the Rear, and light of Foot. Don Lewis was kill'd there by the fame Peo- 
ple that had '(lain his Father, and with him the General Aicega, DonTbo- 
vías Bravo, Captain Cebrian de Madrid) and only one of all the Governor's 
Servants furviv'd.

About 50 of the others were fe- 
cund, who had their Hair ihorn, and were mix'd among the Chriflian Sw- 
gleys. Thefe gave Information, that they liad burnt Monaileries of Reli- 
gious People in feveral Places. Some Clergy-Men, with abundance cf 
Women and Children, feem'd themfeives in the Church of S. Francis del Chrijlians 
Monte,, and fome Companies of Sangleyes coming to befiege them, they defend 
went up into a Belfry, where having fixt a Sheet on a Staff; they difplay'd themfehes 
it li>e Colours, the People appearing at the Windows, the Women and inaBelfry* 
Children ringing the Bells, rating the Enemy, and bidding them come on. 
Our Men often tiring twoMullcets, which was all they had, theSangleyes

He kill ? d many of their 
Men at the Mouth of a River that falls into the Sea, about the Fort czlVd 
Narotas ; look'd for the Clergy-men they were faid to have kilfd in their 
Houfes ; and fent away to & Francis del monte, a Party of 500 Japonefes, 
with three Spaniards, and two Francifcan Fryers, to gather the Remains 
of that Slaughter. In his Way, he pafs'd by the Enemy's Fort, with a • 
Deiign to do them fome Harm, if he could, and found they had abandon'd 
ir, retiring to the Parian, to joyn the reft and befiege the City, being 
puff 'd up with their late Vidory. This bappen'd on Monday th¿ 6th. The Japonefes 
'Japonefes fearch'd the Fort, where they found about l<lo fick and wounded kill zoo 
Cbinefes, whom they ilew, and iaving abundance of Proviiions, burnt Chincfer, 
the tort with all their Warlike Preparations, -which could not be fervice- and hum 
able 3gainft the firil Owners. They went up to the Monailery, and re- their Fort, 
túrn'd thence the fame Day to the City.

the publick Faith, and the Governour having engaged for their Safety, in 
cafe they were quiet, and intermeddled net in the Rebellion. For this 
Reafon lome Councils of War were held among the Commanders, at which 
the Counfellors, and the Archbilhop, were alio prcfent ; and confiderinjf, 
that the Rebels -carneftly applying to thoíe in the Parian,' to fide with 
them, it was poifible they might be perverted, and in cafe they did not re- 
volt, thofeMutiniers would kill them, it was refolv'd, That the Anhayes 
Merchants fnould be perfwaded to retire with their Eftefts into the Mona- 
flery of £. Augvftin, which is a ft rong Houfe within Manila. TI e Gover- 
nour having himfelf in Perfon acquainted them herewith, as alfo by lbme 
of the CounfeJJors and their Friends, yet they were irreiolute j and tho c 
fome of them committed the keeping of their Goods to others, they ftay 4 d 
themfelves to be Spectators of the .Event. The laft Care taken of them, 
was Don Pedro's going in Perfon to the Parian that fame Day ; and about 
an Hour after, many of the Enemies Colours appear'd on the other Side of 
the River, along the Bank of it- They came from the Fort, which was 
a quarter of a League from the City* 

Some of the Sangley es began to fwim over to the Parian % and others came 
inEoats and Floats provided for that Purpofe. Their Paflage could not be 
obftruded, becaufe the Galiots and Car coas belonging to the Navy were 
then ankmg the Pintados, to defend thofe Iilands ; ^Intelligence having been 
brought, that a Fleet of Mindanaos and Ternatcs was coming to invade 
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them. The Rebels enter'd the Parian with great Cries-, bringing the 
Heads of the Spaniards they had kill'd on S. Francis's Day, run through 
the Noftrils. The Governour obferving their Refolution, order'd the Cap- 
tains, Gafpar Perez, and Peter de Arceo, who were at Tondo % to come over 
to the City with their Companies, The Enemy being return'd to the Pat- 
rian, with thatdifmal Spectacle of the Heads, began to perfwade the An- 
hayes, who had not yet declared, but not being able to prevail, and finding 
them pofitive on the. contrary, and that they blam*d what they had done, 
they fell upon and butcher c d above 200 of them. Then they plundered 
Part of their Silks, which made them Cloaths of feveral Colours. They 
alfo hangM other Merchants, and fome, being about 80 in Number, hang'd 
themfelves, to prevent falling into their Hands, which is veiy frequent 
in theat Country. One of thefe was the Sangley General himfelf, caJJ'd, 
Hontay. F. John Pobre, formerly a Captain, fjnee a Francifcan Fryer, and 
at this Time compell'd by Neceffity to take up Arms again, reported, That 
the mutinous Sangleyes, having perfwaded the Anhayes to follow their Ex- 
ample, they appointed Chican, a rich Sangley, and Mailer of the Spanijh 
Tongue, toanfwer for them. He, before he would fpeak his Mind, told 
them it would be proper to fet up a Gallows, and the Heads of the Spani- 
ards on it, that being in View, they might all take Courage to fight man- 
fully. Theyapprov'd of his Counfel, and the Gallows being fet up, he 
went up himfelf to range the Heads, and taking out a Rope he had carry ( d 
upimfeen, put it about his own Neck, and hang'd himfelf in the Sight of 
them all. 

The fame Day Captain Peter de Brlto, being with his Company in the 
Cathedral, \viiichhad been aflign'd him the Night before, for his Pott, and 
cbferving that a certain Houfe was Hot uncover'd, contrary to the Proda-

Parts fo well, that they cut them all off, and recover'd Part of their Booty.

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The Fort the S.mgleyes had rais'd at S. iWs was of Palm-Trees, 
whence they made Excuriions to fight, reap the Rice, and ravage the Coun- 
try. They thought it convenient to divide theinfelvcs into two equal

TheGovernour believing the Dellgn of the Savgleyes was to gain Time, 
The Re an<1 perhaps to expect fome Supplies from China, which might be promised 
lets ' bv the Mandarines, before they went away 5 he thought it requih'te to 
tr ,r. t j bring the War to a fpeedy Conclufion, becaufe the Enemy fortiiy'd thera- 
11 ' felves daily, and made Excurfions from their Forts, to fcour the Country, 
and gather in the Rice ; perfwading the Natives to joyn with them ; tho* 
they were fo far from complying, that they kill'd all they could meet with. 
There were feveral other Reafons which prov'd that the greateil Safety 
confifted in Expedition, and therefore abundance of Spaniards and Na- 
tives, by the Governor's Order, were always in Qpett f the ftraggling 
Cbinefes. However it was judg'd expedient to prefs them yet nearer, and 
not allow them Time, as they wiih'd, till the Rice was ripe, iince Hun- 
ger muir prove their greateil Enemy. To this Purpofe it was thought Ex- 
pedient to make ufe of trufty neighbouring People. 
Pampangua is a Province ten Leagues from Manila, beyond the Town of 
Pamoan- Tondo, over the River Paftg, on which the Citizens have convenient fmall 
eua de- VeiTels. The Country is lubje<3 to be overflow'd, by reafon of the many 
feriad Rivers, and becaufe the Natives draw Trenches from them, to water the 
Rice, and other Grain. The whole DifíiicT: is of twelve Leagues, all in- 
habited, and has feven Churches, belonging to the Order of S. Augujlin. 
The .Natives are Brave, Docible and Loyal, receive the Chriflian Faith, 
itnd are fteadraft in it; and richer than thofe of other Parts of the Ifland. 
Captain Ferdinand de Avalos was Alcalde viayor, or chief Governour of 
Pampangua, and the Governour General having acquainted him by Letter 
Service w j t h trje Rebellion of the Sangleyes, requiring him to fend Provifions and 
done ly Arms for the War, and not to leave any Enemies behind, he perform'd both 
the Al- Things, with extraordinary Care. He furnilh'd him with great Store of 
ciyde of jü CCj p a l m -\Vine, and a confiderable Number of Cows and Calves ; and 
Pampan- too k above 400 Sangleyes, who being carry'd to a Creek in the River, 
S 03, bound two and two, and deliver'd to the Japonefes, they flew them all. F\ 

James de Guevara of the Order of S. Augujlin, Prior of Manila, who 
writ this Relation, preach'd to them firil, and only five of them forfook 
their Idolatry, and were baptiz'd. At the fame Time he fent the Gover- 
nour 4000 Rwpanguos, arm'd after their Country Falhion, with Bows, 
Arrows, Half-Pikes, Shields, and long broad Poniards. They came to 
Manila with great Shouts, and as if fure or Victory, fell upon the Enemy, 
•who increase ftill, the more they were deftroy'd. 

This obliged the Governour, notwithftauding fome Oppofition, to fend a 
Number ot Spaniards } zná Japonefes, with a ftrohg Party of the Pampangua

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Indians, well arm'd and provided, under the Command of the Captain and 
Major Jzcueta,a brave ar.d vigilant Commander, well acquainted with the 
Country, ordering him to draw near the Enemy ; yet not to engage, becaufe Major Az- 
they were a deipe rate barbarous People in their tirft Onfet?, but to alarm cuela f cvt 
them Day, and Night, en every Side, obftructing' their Excursions, that fo again ft the 
they might want Povifions, and coiilequently be oblig'd to d i Hodge, for if chindes. 
he could remove them but twice, he might cut them oil*, as it happen'd ac- 
cordingly. The Major departed Manila t with thefe Orders, by the Way 
of the River. On Munda) the 2cth of 03ober,he came in Sight of the 
Enemy, who was ilill in the Fort at S. Paul's, and there he had fome 
Anions. Having caft up fome Works, for his greater Security, in the 
Quarters he took up, the Enemy's fally'd out of their Fort, and lome of 
thofe who valu'd themfeives on their Bravery advane'd to fight the Spani- 
ards in their Pofts, with as much Boldnefs, as could be expeded from Men 
in Defpair, and quite diftracled. Thus being cut off from Water, ftreight- 
ned, often alarm'd , never fuffer'd to reft, and fuch as ventur'd out cut oft, 
they difmay'd, and diilodg'd in the Night very filently, marching towards 
Batangas, where their other Body was. However their Departure could 
not be conceal'd from the Vigilany of our Men, who march'd after them, 
Martin de Herrera, Captain of the Governours Guard, leading the Van, 
which confined of Spaniards, and the braveft of the Natives. He over- 
took the Enemv, and began to fall fo hard upon their Rear, that they were 
fore'd to face about; and after killing above 800 of them as they pafs'd a 
narrow but deep River, our main Body coming up attack'd the reír three fe- He cuts of 
veral Ways, on an Eminency they had taken, and flew above icoo more ; cue entire 
thofe that efcap'd petiihiug the next Day, fo that only one was taken alive, Body of 
tho* the Governour would have had many fav'd to ferve in the Galleys; but them. 
the Japonefes and Natives are fo bloody, that neither his Orders, nor Ma- 
jor Jzcneia'i. Severity, or the other Commanders could curb them. 

The Men relied that Day,having travel'd above five Leagues over Grounds Offer sthofe 
full of Seüges, and Bogs ; and prepat'd tr> proceed to Batangas, to fight the at Batan- 
other Body of Rebels, carrying fome Fields Pieces. The Major had dif- g as Terms., 
mifs'd the Japonefes, becaufe they, alledging they were not Soldiers in Pay , 
would return to Manila. He had only 50 Soldiers left with him, and found 
the Enemy well fortiiy'd, and furniuYd with Proviiions, as having been 
Mailers of the Country. He fpoke to them in peaceable Manner, as he had 
done before to the other Party, offering good Terms, if they would fubmit 
to the Governour ; butObltinacy had flopped their Ears, and excluded all 
Hopes, fo that they would not admit of any Accommodation. Our Men 
drew near, three fe veral Ways with their fmall Shot, and the Pampangua. 
Indians, who were brave, fupported by the Spaniards, who led and cncoii- 
rag'd them, attack'd the Fort ; but the Defendants behav : d themfeives fo 
bravely, that they caus'd them to retire, with the Lofs of tour or five Pam- 
■panguos kill'd, and fome wounded. Our Men came on again, and the Cap- 
tain of the Guards, who Commanded that Attack, with the Men under his Deft toy: 
Charge, and others that joyn'd him, fell on with fuch Fury, that they en- ihem at;. 
ter'd the Fort, and put them to the Sword. About "600 efcap'd of whom 
they made an End a few Days alter. Some few above a Hundred were fa- 
ved, who were carry'd alive to ferve in the Galleys. Of our Men eight

End of the Thus was that Conflagration fupprcfs'd, which threatned the utter Ruin 

Chinde of the Philippine Iflands, and thus above z$coo Cbinefes perifh'd, few above 

Rdcllioiu 5co being left for the Galleys, and all thoíe liles being reftorM to uwtx- 

" peeled Peace. Some affirm, the Number of the Sangleyes ilain was greater, 

but that the Magiftrates conceal'd it, for fear Notice fhould be taken of 

their Fault in admitting fo many to live in the Country, contary to 

the King's Prohibition ; yet in vain does Subtilty contend with Truth. 

Don Pedro had receiv'd fome Intelligence of his Majeiiiei approving of 
the Enterprize on the Mo haceos • and whilft he expe&ed to fee the Eifed 
of that Refolution, writ ail the Ways he could; as alfo through India, tc 
folicite thofe who were commiilion'd in that Affair. Being delivered of 
/// EffeBs t ' ie Trouble of the Savgleyes, he bent his Mind to provide all NeceiTaries 
of the f° r the Fleet, againft he ihould be commanded to fet out ; but the End of this 
Chinefe War, was the Beginning of other Difficulties at Manila. All Handicrafts 
Rebellion, ceas *d, Works were lay'd afide,and Provifions grew fcarce; which Scarcity 
* made all Things dear ; whereas before there was Abundance, all Things 
laborious being done by the Sangleyes, by Reafon that the Native Indians 
are neither willing, nor induftrious at fuch Affairs. They had quite laid 
afide tilling the Land j breeding of Fowl, and weaving of Blankets, all which 
they formerly us'd to do, in the Time of their Infidelity. The Parian or 
Chinefe Quarter was particularly riiin'd with Fire and Sword. That Place 
usM to be fopJentitul and advantageous, that when Don Pedro came firfi to 
Manila, he writ concerning it to a Kinfman of his in Spain, as follows. 
Wealth of This City is rcmarkeable for Jlately Buildings, which have aftonijh'd me. I 
/¿s Parian. Jhall only mention one Particular, which is the chief eft, That it has a Suburb, 
or Squatter, full of all Sorts of Silks, and Gold, and Mechanick Trades^ and 
•400 Shops full of this Sort, with above 8000 Men generally dealing in them 
and at the Time when Fleets come from China with Merchandize, which is 
at this Seafon there are always above 13 or 14000 Men. They bring extraor- 
dinary Things, fuch as are not in Europe. Don Pedro was alfo afraid that 
•the Slaughter lately made would obflru&the Trade, and that the Ships 
would not come as ufual, with Provifions, from China. But the greater 
and more general Apprehenfion was thatinftead of Merchants, Ships of War 
would come to revenge the Sangleyes. He therefore ient away F. James 
F. Gueva- ¿ e Guevara, Prior of Manila, into Spain, by the Way oi India, with an Ac- 
ra fent count ot what had been done, and of his Fears. The many Accidents that 
through befell him in India, Perfia, Turkey, and Italy, made him fpend three Years 
India to before he came to Court, where he then found other freiher InteJli- 
Spain» gence. 

At the fame Time Don Pedro fent Captain Mark de la Cueva, with fl 
Lewis Gandullo, a" Dominican, to Macao, a City in China, where the Portn-

found all the Country peaceably difposM, notwithilanding that fome San- 
gleyes flying from Manila in Champanes, had given an Account of their 
Commotions. The Coming of thefe Spaniards to Macao was foon known 
3t Chinche o, and prcfently foir.e of the richeft Captains, xvho us c d Manila 
moft, came to vifit them ; their Names were Guanfan, Sinu, znáGuachuan. 
They being fully informed of the Truth of the Fad, took upon them to de- 
liver the Letters Don Pedro fent to the Mandarines, who receiv'd them by 
their Means* The Merchants of Chine beo took Courage to trade in the Phi. Chinefes 
lippinelñands, and fail'd in their own Ships from Macao, with our Mefien- tY *de 
gers, carrying Abundance of Powder, Saltpeter, and Lead, wcrewith the tigain at 
pub\ickMagazi?ies were ftor'd. In May following 1? Chinefe Ships ar- Manila, 
riv'd at Manila, and many more after them, continuing that Trade. 

Don ledro fent the Ships that had brought Supplies from the Ifiands, to goaniib 
New Spain ; The Commodore of them was caft away*, and not a Man nor Ship loji. 
jl P&nk fav'd. He ceas'd not at the fame Time to flore the City with Pro- 
vifions and Ammunition, that he might be at Leafure to undertake the Ex- 
pedition againft the Moluccos. Now arrived. Colonel Jai» de Efquivel, Eíbüivel 
from Mexico, with 6co Soldiers, and Intelligence that farther Proviiion ^¡¿j, ¿ co 
was making in New Spain of Men, Stores, Ammunition, and Money, by the Men at 
King's Order, Ail came in due Seafon to Manila ; and there at that Time Manila 
dy'd the Arch- Eifliop Don Miguel de Benavides, generally lamented by all r rom ^ cXV 
the Country. The Chinefe Ships that came again to trade, brought the Go- Spain. 
vernour the Ap.fwers to his Letters, contained in three others, all to the 
fame Effe¿,from the Tuton, or Tfunto, that is, the Viceroy, the Hay to??, 
and the Vifitor General, of the Province of Chimbeo. Being tranílated by 
the Interpreters, they were found to this Effeft. 

To the Chief Commander of Luzon. Having nmkrjlcod that the Chi- Chinefe 
nefes that went to Trade andTrafick in the Kingdom of Lu¿on, have been Letter to 
kilVdby the Spaniards, I have inquired into tbeCaufe of that Slaughter, and the Go - 
intreatedthe King to do Jnjlice, on thofe who bad been the Occafion of fo vernour: 
much Mi/chief, that the like may be prevented for the future, and the Mer- 
chants enjoy Peace and j^uiet nefs.

The King did 
for Fatf- what I defr d, and accordingly f unified the aforefaid Yanlion, ordering him 
hood* to be fut to Death • and caused Tion^s Head to be exit off, and hung up 

in a Cage. The Chíneles that Dy\i at Luzon were not to blame, and I, and 
fovie others have acquainted the King with fo much ; as alfo with the com- 
ing of two Engliih Ships upon thefe Coajls o/Chincheo, a Thing very dan- 
gerous for China, that the King may refolve what is to he done in two Af^ 
fairs offuch Confequence. We alfe Writ to the King, to order two San- 
gleyes to be punif\?d,for having fiown the Harbour to the Engliih, And 
after having Writ as aforefaid to the King, he anfwer^d, What Aid the 
Englifh Ships come into China for ? Whether they came to Rob ? That they 
fiould be ordered to depart thence immediately to Luzon ; and to tell thofc 
a/Luzon that they foould not give Credit to the wicked and lying Pcrfons 
among the Chinefes; an i that they fhould immediately kill the two San- 
gleyes. As for the rejl we writ to him about , he anfwer'd that we fhjuld 
do our Wills. The Viceroy, the Eunuch and 1, after receiving this Ordtr, 
do now fend thefe our Letters to the Governour of Luzon, that his Lord- 
foip may be acquainted with the Grandeur of the King of China ; for he :¿ 
fo Gieat that he governs all the Sun and Moon fiine on ; as alfo that the 
Governour of Luzon may htow how weU this fo large Kingdom is governed, 
Japonefes whofe King none has dar c d to offend this long Time. And tho y the Japonefes 
cxpelVd have attempiei to difturb Corea, which belongs to the Government of China, 
Corea. ^ that have not fucceeded^ but have been expell'd thence, and Corea has re- 
viairfd very peaceable and quiet, as is well known by Fame to the People 
of Luzon. 

The lajl Tear, when we were inform* d y that fo many Chinefes were [lain 
at Luzon, on the Account of Tioneg'j faljhood, we wet many Mandarines of 
its to agree to propofe to the King, that he would revenge fo great a 
Spaniards ^tiughtcr. We faid, that the Land of Luzon is poor, of no Value, and that 
charged formerly it was the Habitation of none but Devils and Snakes ; and that 
with the f° man y Sangleyes having of late Tears gone to Trade with the Canillas, 
Slaughter : ^ e y tire now grown fo great ^ the faid Sangleyes having laboured fo much 
of the there, building Walls, and Houfes, making Gardens, and other Things very 

ChJnefe?. advantageous to the Cafiillas. Andfmce this isfo, why had not the Caftii- 
Jas confidcr'd thefe Things, nor been grateful for thefe good Turns, but on 
the contrary fo cruelly dtjlroy^d fo many Men ? And tho* we, two or three 
Times, Writ to the King as above, he being Angry for the aforefaid Things, 
anfwer'd us, That it was not convenient to take Revenge, nor make War on 
the People of Luzon, for three Reafons. Firft, Becaufe the Caftillas have 
for many Tears pajl, been Friends to the Chinefes. Secondly, Becaufe it 
could not be known, whether the Victory would fall to the Caftillas, or the 
Chínele.*. Thirdly, and lajlly, Becaufe the People kill'd by the Cartillas 
were bafe, and ungrateful to their Native Country of China, their Parents 
and Kindred, f nee tUy had not returned to China in fo many Tears ; which 
People the King faid he did not much value, for the aforefaid Reafons ; and 
he only ordered the. Viceroy, the Eunuch, crjd me to Write this Letter by the 
Embaffador j that the People of Luzon may know tie King of China has a 

great 
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great Soul is very Patient and Merciful, fince he has not ordered War to be 
vi&de on the Inhabitants of Luzon, And his Jujlice will appear, by his cau~ 
fing the Faljhood 0/Tioncg to be punif/d. And fince the Spaniards are a 
dijcreet People, how can they not be troubled for having kilTdfo many Men\ 
and repent of it, and be kind to the Chinefes that are left. For if the Ca- 
millas bear /¿¿Chinefes good Will, and rejlore the Sangieyes that have re- 
mained of the War 9 and pay the Money that is due, and rejlore the Goods 
taken from the Sangieyes, there will be Amity betwixt this Kingdom, and 
that, andTrading Ships foall go every Xear\ otherwife the King will not give 
Leave for any Ships to trade', but on the contrary will can fe ioco Ships of 
War to be built, with Soldiers, and Kindred of the fain, and with other Na- Manda- 
tions, and Kingdoms that pay Homage to China, and will make War with- rines 
out fpuring any Ver fon, and then the Kingdom of Luzon /ball be given to Threats; 
thofe People that pay Acknowledgement to China. The Vifiior General's Let- 
ter was writ on the 12th of the fecond Month, which, according to our 
Reckning, is March ; the Eunuchs on the i6th,and the Viceroys on the izd 
of the fame Month and Year. 

The Governour ieturn'd an Anfwer to thefe Letters by the fame Mellen- ~, c ^ 
gers, in Terms full of Civility, and Authority. He gave an Account of the J °~ 
Rebellion of the Sangieyes from its firil Rife ; juftifying the Spaniards for Z j T ^° Vr \ 
their natural Defence, and the Puniihment they had inflifled on the Crimi- y^ * 
mis. He tells them, no State can fubiift without puniihing the Wicked, or * . ^ n * 
rewarding the Good ; and therefore he does not repent that Execution, Le- darines * 
caufe it was to fupprefs thofe that would have deilroy'd us. That the Vi- 
fiior ought to coniider what he would do, in Cafe the like had happen'd 
to him in China. That the only Thing which troubled him was, that he 
could not fave fome Savgley Merchants Anhayes, who dy'd among the 
guilty • but that it was not poffible to prevent it, becaufe the feverity of 
War will not allow the killing of fome, and exempting of others j efpecially, 
they not being known by the Soldiers in the Heat of A¿lion. That uiing 
Mercy towards thofe that were taken alive,he condemned them to row in the 
Galleys, the Puniihment fubftituted among<the Caflillas for fuch as deferve 
Death. Yet if it ihould be thought in China that it ought to be moderated, 
they ¿all be fet at Liberty. But Jet it be confider'd, faid Don Pedro ¡that the 
not puniihing of fo heinous an Offence, may be theOccafion of their falling 
into it again , which would exclude all Mercy. The Goods of the Chine- 
fes that were kill'd are fafe laid up, and to (how I had no other Motive, but 
the Execution of Jufiice, I will order them to be immediately deliver c d to 
their Heirs, or to fuch Perfons, as they of Right LeJong to. Nothing but 
Juilice inclines me to any of thefe Thing?. Your faying, that unlefs I re- 
leafe the Prifoners, there will be Leave granted in China to the Kindred of 
the ilain in the Rebellion, to come in Arms to Manila, does not move me in 
the leaf! ; becaufe I take the Chinefes to be fo wife, that they will not go 
upon fuch Undertakings upon a flight Occafion j efpecially, when no Provo- 
cation has been given them on our Side. And in Cafe they ihould be of another 
Mind there, we Spaniards are Men that know how to defend our Right, 
our Religion, and our Territories. Let not the Chinefes think they are 
Lords of the World, as they pretend ; for we Caflillas, who have meafur'd 
every Foot of it, very well know the Lands of the Chinefes^ and therefore 

H h they 
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they ought to underitand, that the King of Spain maintains Wars with 
Kings as powerful as theirs, and checks, and gives them much Trouble. Kor 
is it any Thing new with a , when our Enemies think they have brought 
us under, to be wafting and deiiroying their Lands, and never give over 
till we have caft them out of their Thrones, and wreited their Scepters out 
of their Hands. I ihould be very forry the Commerce ihould be interrup- 
ted ; but at the fame Time, believe the Chine fes are not willing to jof'e it $ 
lince it isfo advantageous to them, for they carry Home our Silver, which 
never waftes, in Exchange for their Commodities, which are ilight Things, 
foon fpoiPd. It was difcreetly done, not to admit the Englifi Ships that 
. appear 'd upon the Coaft, for they are not Spaviards 3 but their Enemies, and 
Pyrates ; for which Reafon they ihould have been puniih'd, had they come 
to Manila. To conclude, for as much as we Spaniards always juftify our 
Proceeding?, and value our felves upon the "Worlds not being able to fay 
i*e Ufurp the Right of others, or make War on our Friends, what is here 
promis'd lhall be performed. And the Chivefes may take Notice, for the 
future, that we never do any Thing out of Fear, or on Account of our En-

For, fays he, this Country is calFd Xincoco, which figniiies 
Dedicated to litíh\ which have been honoured with much Commendation by 
our Fore-Fathers, whofe A&ionsl alone can not reverfe, and therefore it is 
not convenient that your Law be fpread abroad, or preach'd in Japan 5 and 
if your Lordfhip is willing to entertain Amity with me, and thefe King- 
doms, do as I would have you. So fays the Japonefe. Don Pedro anfwer'd and 
appeas'd him, fó that the preaching was continu'd in his Dominions. 
Dutch , This fame Y«ar 1604, the Provinces of Holland and Zealand, according 
Squadron, to their Cuilom', fitted out a Squadron of twelve tall Ships, well equipped* 
with fome fmaller VeiTels, and, as if they had been Lords of the Winds and 
of the Seas, fet Sail tor India, the known Way, arriving profp^rouily, in a 
ihort Time^ at the Cape of Good Hope. All the Captains had tyeen there be- 
fore, and the Pilots valu'd themfelves upon no lefs Experience, The Admiral 
was Stephen Drage. Beginning to vifit their Forts, and Fadories, in Or- 
der to take fome Prizes, as well as Trade, they met with two fmall Ships, 
Ioaden with Ivory, at the Bar of Mozambique. They chas'd rhem, and tho* 
Takes two they fled amain, being purfu'd with 'no lefs Swifrnefs, the Dutch Robbers 
Portugués overtook, and after a fh¿rrp Engagement enter'd them. They burnt the one 
Ships. and manned the other, which was a Reinforcement to profecure their Rob- 

beries. All thofe Kings, and the Commanders of our Forts, receiv c d them 
as Friends. In September, they came to the Bar of Goa ; and lay 1 5 Days 
at ¿ardes, in as much Security as if they had been at Jfmflcrdaw, expelling 
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the India Ships. Thence they fent away a Ship to Cawbaya, to exchange 
the Ivory they had not Jong before robb'd our People of, aéiin* not like Py- 
rates, but Merchants who difpofe of the Wealth they pick up by Trade, and 
fucceeded profpercufly in all their Undertakings. They fent two more Ships 
to Bengula, with other Commodities ; all which return'd indue Time 
confiderably enrich'd. Perceiving that no Power opposed them, they fail- j n j x 
ed down the Coaft of Malabar, trading wherelbever they thought fit, and p o} r :% 
took another Portuguese Veffel, calPd a Foijl, which had n Oars ; and af- 
ter unlading the Booty, they fitted her up their W*y> and took her along 
with them. 

After this they bent their Thoughts upon greater Matters, to which End Zamori 
they lent an Embaffy to the Zamori, which Name imports as much as C&far fignifics 
among us, and he is King of Calicut, a Friend and Confederate with the C;cfar. 
Butch. Having agreed upon an Interview, they fell to Trade, and whiiit 
the reft attended Commerce, and private Gain, the Admiral coftfulted about 
State Affairs, concerting to carry on the War againit the Spaniards, and 
more particularly the Portuguefes. They fettled the Time, and the Forces 
they were to joyn for thatEffeft. Then they diverted themfelves with Feaíí- Joins with 
ing and Treats. Atone of which, by way of Farewel, Zavicri gave Ad- the Dutch. 
miral Drage an Emeraud, thought to be the largeft and beautifulleft in the 
World. They went on, and took fome Prizes on the Coaft of Java, and 
among them a fmall Ship, in which were Don Manuel de Melo, Comman- 
der in Chief of the Moluccos, and his Wife, who wasoblig'd to fight as 
well as her Huiband,and yet they could not efcape Captivity. The nearer 
they drew to Témate, the more confiderable Encounters they had, ior in yy 
Sight of Ambóyna they fell in with a Frigat coming from the Moluccos to ¿¿fó a 
Anchor in that Iiland,which they took, and in her Captain Antony Machado, p ortU o üe r e 
her Commander. They ftay'd at Amboyna, hoping to recover what they . ~ . > 
had loft, either by Treachery, or Force.

Eight Ships and fix Tenders enterM *he Pert, and the Fort was furren- Drage 
der'd to them without much Difficulty, or Opposition. They alfo poiTefsM takes Am- 
themfelves of the Portugueje Colony. Thofe People feeing the Dutch f o boy na* 
ftrong in Men and Cannon, durft not, nor could they well oppofe them. 
Forty Portvguefes took an Oath of Fidelity to the Prince of Or angers Baftard 
Son. They put the Commander in Chiet into Irons, and delivered the Fort 
to the Dutch, alledging, for an Excufe, that they had not Ammunition to de- 
fend themfelves. There was another greater Mifchief, which was, that the 
Natives favour'd the Dutch, as their Deliverers from the Portuguese Yoke ♦ 
and they are well belov'd there, and in all Places where they Trade, becaufe p» fs . , 
of late they have taken this Courfe, not to meddle with their Religion, nor q ° U ^° 
fo much as mention it, unlefs, where any will embrace Chriftianity on their arcoas# 
own Accord. They neither wrong'd nor dilhzrM any Body; and to fhow 
they would always maintain them in that Security, within five Days, they 
fitted out 4c Carcoas, to defend the Natives againft any Enemy* 

The Admiral pick'd out three of the Ships, and went himfelf with them Indians

in Sumatra, to the fame End. For this Reafon the Dutch give out, that 
they come to revenge the Wrong:;,the Port nguc fes and Spaniards have done to 
the Natives, and to reííore them to their Liberty. The Defigns of thefe 
perfidious People were no longer a Secret; for the Admiral Drage re- 
fitted five of his Ships, and fent them to the Moluccas, to take the Fort and 
Kingdom of Tydore, the only one that continued in Subjection to Spaing and 
it was publickly reported, that the King of Teníate would forward the 
Enterprize with his Ships and Men. The Dutch Vice-Admiral faiFd with 
thefe Ships flopping by the Way to make his Advantage, take in the Refrefli- 
ments in their Fa&ories, and lade Pepper, and other Spice. Every Thing 
The Dutch fucceeded as they could wiih, tho' they afpir'd to fome Matters which re- 
jro/perous quir'd a greater Power than they brought. They intended to pafs by the 
Streight of Acapulco, and there to lie in wait for the Ships belonging to the 
Philippines going and coming, becaufe they knew them to be Rich, and 
mi¿ht take them.

Six Pounds of Dutch Anfión, that is, Opium, which, as has been faid, * 7V £ °J 
difturbs the Senfes, and is us'd by thofe People to encourage them to fight ; * ernate 
and fix Barrels of Powder, Ke gave him an Account of Andrew Furt ado's 
unfortunate Voyage, the Obilacies, Storms, and Enemies he had met with, 
fincehis Departure from Témate, till he came to Mala: a. He gave him 
the Title of Moil Serene Prince, and Potent King of the Moluccas, Bandas, 
Jmhoyna, and innumerable other Hands. He congratulated with him for 
the Event of his Arrival at the Moluccas ; promifing he would return to 
Témate with a greater Power, he expe&ed from Holland, and take PoíTefií- 
on of the Forts, to extirpate the common Ene : my, the King of Spain ; and 
encouraged him with thefe Hopes, to hold out till then. He alTur'd him, 
that he Ihould fcour all thofe Seas from the MoIucqos, and extend his Do- 
minions as far as China, without being hindered by the Philippines or Ja~ 
ponejes. To this End, he defired him to renew his Friendfhip with Min- 
danao, and to acquaint the King of thofe Iilands, that he was a Friend to 
tl\t Dutch, fo to give them Admittance to thofe Ports, Freedom of Trade, 
and amicable Entertainment, as was requinte for their Undertakings ; 
this being a Thing moil Expedient, above all other Politick Confederati- 
ons. He added, he might obferve, and be afTur'd, that nothing was fo 
little regarded in Spain, as to contrive that their many Provinces ihould 
prefervafome Sort of Union. That therefore all thofe which are very re- 
mote, and fubjeil to that Crown, ought to take much Notice of the great 
Delays there, in coming to a Refolution, and fending Succours from Spain ; 
becaufe before they believe, or examine the News brought them in order 
to believe them, A flairs h¿ve taken a new Turn, and confequently neither 
the Spanijh Councils, nor their Arms come frafonaWy. That Experience

He delivered all his Letters to the Governour, and imme- 
diate Care was taken to quarter the Officers and Soldiers, and to diftribute 
them fpeedily, fo that all Men might believe there was no other Deiign 
in their coming* but the Security of the Philippine Iflands, threatned by 
the Emperor oi Japan, and the Confpiracies of the Sangleyes. This Re- 
port was induftrioufly fo given out, that it mightily and fpread abroad 
Manage- without the Kingdom, left they might receive any Intelligence, who had 
went of caufe to fear.

Particulars, and each of them made him conclude, that he might with 
Safety be abfent for fome Time from Manila. However the King of Ter* 
itate overjoy'd that he had ihaken off the Spanif?) Yoke, made little Account 
of all that was told him, concerning its Neighbouring Kingdoms, believ- 
ing they would never recover their Ancient Pofiefiions. T\\z Dutch 
Commanders, who were rebuilding the burnt Fort at Tydore, fent him a 
confiderable Number of heavy Brafs Cannon, of Drakes, and Muikets, and 
he hired fome of thelngeniers, that came in thofe Ships, to look to his 
Fortifications, and reCde in them, and in his City. Some accepted of the 
"Habitation, approving of that diforderly, and irreligious Liberty of Life 
allow'd in that Country ; where confidering the frequent Refort of Ships 
from the North, and the many Factories, they reckon<d themfelves as 
good as at Home, fwee they could often meet with their Kindred or

tngvefe-s arrived daily at the Port of Oton, in the Philippine Iilands > and 
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among them Paulde Lima, a Perfon of great Experience, and ftijl General of 
the Artillery attydore, who, bcfides the News of the late Deftruftion, 
brought an Account of the Joy wherewith the Dutch dug up the Guns he 
ejideavour'd to hide, and how much they were increafed in Strength and 
Shipping. He was receive with much Honour, in regard to his (Quality, 
and becaufe he was one of thofe who had loft Lands and Goods, taken 
from him by the King of Témate, and his Information, and Counfel were 
of Ufe for what afterwards happen'd. All Men attended the Warlike 
Preparations, in their feverai Stations, but with equal Zeal ; building 
Ships, and gathering Proviitons, Arms, and Ammunitions ; and Don Pe- 
dro himfelf was fo diligent and vigilant, that he attended the aieaneft 
Employments, giving an Example, and encouraging j fo that it may be 
fgid, he did every Thing, for he ply'd all Hands,

Colonel J^ft de Efquivel brought xz Companies of'Spanifi Foot; four jj )e l¿ v ¿ 
whereof were rais'd in Andaluzia, being his own, and thofe of the Cap- f orceSm 
tains, Paul Garrucho, Peter Sevil, and Luke de Vergara Gaviria. Six came 
from New Spain, under the Captains Don Roderick de Mendoza, Son to Don 
John defiaeza y Cajlilla, and to Donna Maria Je Mendoza, and by her 
Grándfori to the Marquéis de Monte/claros, and therefore, out or Refpeit 
to his Kinfman, the Viceroy of New Spain, he came out of Italy toferve 
his Majefly in the P/;f/;^/w^Iflands; the others were Captain Pafcual de 
Alar con Pacheco, Martin deEfqxiivel, Bernardine Alfonfo, Peter Delgado^ 
and Stephen de Alcazar. Two other Companies commanded by the Cap- 
tains John Guerra de Cervantes, and Cbriftopber de Villagra, belonged to 
the Forces of Manila, and the Province of the Pintados. All which, w ith 
their Officers, make up 14Z J Spaniards. Under the Colonel Don Guillermo, 
and the Captains Don Francis Palaot, Don John Lit, Don Lewis and Au- , g 
jrujlin Lout, *mPampangua, and Tagalo Indians ; befides 620 others of n ¿l¿ s ^ 
the fame Nations, for the Sea and Land Service, and 649 Rowers. AD 
the Men in the Fleet, befides the General's Houfehold and Family, amoun- 
ted to 309$ ;■ with 75 Pieces of Cannon of all Sorts, and all other Perqui- 
sites forSea, Landing, Fight, and Battery. 

Don Pedro fail'd from the Port oflloilc, with all thefe Preparations, on 
the 15th of January, i6c6 i the Weather being unfettled, but he as refo- 
lute as at other Times. He arriv'd at the Iiland Mindanao, then in Enmi- The Fleet 
ty with the Spaniards i and in Confederacy with the Témate s, and came to fails from 
an Anchor in the Port oí Caldera, to water, where the Admiral's Ship, V'loilo. 
in which the Colonel Efquivelwas, began to drag her Anchors, and was Qj¿ era 
fore'd to fet her Sails to get off; but perceiving ihe could not, by fo doing, p 
-weather a Point, lhe fired two Guns, in Token of Diftrefs, at the Time 
when her Rudder fhuck* The Galley si made up to tow her off, and broke . . . ¿ 
feme Ropes to no Purpofe, the Sea and Wind being againit them. Captain £ !' . , « 
Villagra was entrufted to fave the Men and Provifions that were aboaid; ? J * , 
andne, tho* a conftderable Part belonging to the King and private Maw 
was loft, with incredible Induilry fav'd the pnoil of them, and the Goods, 
as alfoallthe Men, Cannon, Powder, Cables, Rigging, and Sails; and 
«hat the People of Mindanao might not reap the Benefit of the Wreck, he 
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iet Fire to the Vciiel, atier taking cut all the iron Work. This Accidcnr 
ivas much lamented, both for its own Confluence, and lecaufe the Men^ 
who are often vainly Supedlitious, put an ill Conflruclion upon it; but 
the General's Wiidom made amends for all. 
They fail From the Port oí Caldera^ the General ordered the Colonel to fail over to

The Fleet flood out to Sea • 
the Galleys coailed along ilowly to take in Water enough to lafl them to 
Ternate^ the Men that had been fav'd from abroad the Admiral being dU 
ftributed among them, and the other VeiTels, fo that their Burden and La- 
Irni k° ur w as increafed. The ableft Pilots in thofe Seas, had Charge of the 
Miftake ^ Galleys, and yet notwithflanding all their Care, and that of the Captains 
fallinwiib an d expert Mariners, they miitook their Courfe, and ieiJ in among the 
Celebes* Iflands of Céleles, otherwife called of Mateo, above 60 Leagues to the 
Leeward of Témate. The Wind was contrary, and the Error was to be 
Arrive at retrieve by rowing. With very much Labour they reach'd Témate on 
Ternate. the 26th of March, being Eajler-D ay. That Day ib joyful to all Man- 
kind, made them forget paft Toils, and convert them into Pleafure and 
Delight. 
Suterfliti- They were informed, that the Day before, an Eclipfe of the Moon 
on of Mo- k ac * been obferv'd at Ternate, with the ufual Concern. No fooner does the 
lúceos as~ ^ ar ^ ne ^ s begin to cover the Body of the Moon, than the People with Sighs 
to Ecipfes anc * Tears begin alfo to lament that Planet's Mourning ; for they believe it 
M # forebodes the Death or Captivity of their King, or of fome eminent Perfon 
or fome Calamity to the Publick. If the Eclipfe paffes over without any 
of thefe Loiles, they Repair to their Mofque in Proceilion, Rank and File. 
Here the foremofl carry large China Diíhes. Thofe are follow'd by others 
with Launces, and Hatchets adyane'd, and Muíkets relied. Next them 
follow three Lamps, carry f d on Men's Shoulders, as common Piitures re- 
present the great Bunch of Grapes carry 'd by the Difcoverers, who went 
to view the Holy Land promise by God to his People. Next comes a 
Boy, in Royal Robes, and behind him another holding an Umbrello,made 
of various Feathers, over the Head of the firft. Then follow the Women 
fet off with Flowers and Palm-Branches, without Order ; and thus they 
celebrate their Thankfgiving, in the Streets and Temples, becaufe the 
Eclipfe pafs'd over without any Detriment. The Dutch told them, That 
Eclipfes were commonly known in their Country, and throughout all En- 
roje ; which thofe People either admir'd or did not believe. 

When cur Galleys came to the Port of Talangame, Don Pedro expected 
to have found the Colonel with the Fleet in it; but only faw a Itately 
5 U . T Dutch Ship, carrying 30 Pieces of Cannon, and 12, Pedreroes. She fought 
Sbij atizr our Ships as they pafs'dby, and then drew to the Shore, and defended her- 
Jangame, fe j f wittl p art f xilt Atillery, that was fitteft for the Purpofe, and being 
guarded by a great Number of Ternate Soldiers, kept clofe in her Fortifi- 
cation. Don Pedro took a View of her, as he pafs'd by in the Galleys, 
tho'ihe made feveral Shot at hinn> and threw iQ Found Balls into the Ad- 
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niiral Galley, where he was. He thought fit nor to (lay, till he heard or 
the Fleet which was then at Tydore, little above two Leagues from that 
Port, as was known bv (bine VclVels or' the Native*, that came up beard and 
board, in failing by that Harbour. The Galleys directed theic Courfe to 
Tydore, led by the Joy of this good News, which eas'd Don Pedro of much 
Care fie was. in, knowing there was a Scarcity of Seamen aboard the Fieet, 
and he fear'd it^might have been drove away elfewhere. Dutch 

Efquh'd found^fbur Dutch Men at Tydore. One of them was the Faflor Mcn at 
whogather'd the Cl>ve for a Company of his Countrymen, that belong'd to 7 y j 0re# 
the Factories oí Témate, Jmboyna, Banda, Sunda, and other Places about 
them ; the other three were Sailers. Heexamin'd all four,and they gave 
an Account of the Strength of that Ship, and her Guns, faying, She was 
loden with Clove; and one of the five that fought the Portugnefes. when 
the Fort of Ternitte "blew up. That they expected another Ship, which came j„ te ¡¡¡^ 
with her from Bantam, and was parted in foul Weather. That the main g ence t i C y 
Drift of the Agreement made between the King of Teníate and the Dutch, p ive ^ 
was their Affiiting him againiljhe Spaniards, and Portvgvejes. That there 
were Orders at Java and Snnda tor the Dutch Ships which pafs'd by to en- 
quire there, whether there were any News from the Moluccot^ and if 
Need were, that they ihould leave their Loding there, and go fuccour the 

King of Témate. .... __, 

Before Don Pedro departed Talangame, he confulted with his Officers, . 

whether it were convenient to attack the Dutch Ship before they went up- J ernace /<j 
on the Enterprize of Témate. Opinions varied, but it was concluded, that f c , • , d 
fince his Majefties Defign was to recover the Mahtccos, and he had order'd »efwetbe 
the Fleej to be provided for that latent, it was not expedient to prefer any "'«en 
other Action. Time is iubjeft to change, and fometimes an Accident over- un F* 
throws the left concerted Deflgns. That great Ship, fo well itor'd with 
Guns, and Mann'd, might have funk fome of ours, by which we ihould have 
loft our Cannon, and Provifrons,or fome other Mifchief, that could not pof- 
fiblybe forefeeh might have happen*d,to the obflructingof the main Defign. 
Befides that the Ternates being their Friends, in Cafe we had mattered the 
Ship, the Men might fly and fave themfelves among their Confederates, and 
thus the Enterprize be rendered more difficult by their AiMance; and it 
was known by Spyes, that the King already had Dutch Gunners, and Soldiers 
of Courage and Conducir. . ' 

The King was not at Tydore when our Fleet came imo his Harbour, be- %> ntt c r 
ing gone to marry a Daughter of the King of Bachian ; and tlio' the Co- Ty d£re 
lonél fent to acquaint him with his Arrival, and to defire he would hallen and rj^ 
his Coming, as fearing Deiays ; yet perceiving the Time ihpt away, he fet Pcdro 
out on the laft of March for Témate, with his Fleet. When they were at meet at 
Sea, they heard the new marryed King's Bagpipes, Batons, Trumpets, and Sea ^ 
KettJe-Drums. He having leceivM the Spaniards Letters, impark d, bring- 
ing the New Queen along with him, and joyn'd them with his Car coas full 
of Mufick. and Garlands of Flowers. They met with extraordinary Joy, 
and the King of Tydore exprefstt it particularly for feeing of Don Pedro de 
Jccunna, with whom he had before frequent Communication by Letters and 
Meffengers. He fhow*d much Concern for the Streights he had been rr- 
ducM to by the King of Tcrnatf, with the Affiftance of the Dutch Don 

Pedro 
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Pedio comforted him, declaring his Majefty's Intention, and how he fed 
ordcrM him to come to his AiTiltance, from the Philippine Illands, whsnio- 
cver he ihould require it. He vifited the Bride, paying her all poflible Ke- 
fpecT ¿ and the King of TyJore, telling him, he would attend the Fleet m Per- 
lón, with his Ships and Men, went away then to his Ifhnd,and the next 
nrj„. inr Morning, at Break of Day, according to his Promife, came into a Day near 
fhpiJrr Témate, where our Fleet had anchor'd. The Rejoycmgs for his coming 
I," did not delay the Confutations, and Orders for the Enterpnze. The Go- 

1 vernour call'd a Council of War, where it was refnlv'd, that all the 

Stren<nh of the Fleet ihould be reduc'd to only three great Ships, to fecure 
the Sea and Land. They were immediately Sufficiently mann'd with Sea- 
Men and Soldiers, under the Command of Bemardine Alfonfo, Antony Car- 
renno de 1'aldes, and Don Gil Sanchez de Carranza, all three Commanders of 
Repute. Other Orders were iilu'd out, and prefently put in Execution by 
the Officers. Of the three above nam'd, two dy'din their Return Home, and 
only Carreno out liv'd it. . 

The For- Don Pedro, and the King of Tydore landed their Men, on the firíc of 
tes land April, at Break of Day 5 but it being difficult, and even dangerous to march 
April the fo near the Water, becaufe there was no more ground on the Shore than for 
firjl-. five Men in Rank ; it was refolv'd to make the Attack with a fmall Num- 

ber, gradually along the Sea Coair, without ingagihg too far; and at the 
fame Time to make Way over the Top of the Mountain, with fome Patn- 
pnnguoy and Tangalo Indian Pioneers,and to fend another Party of Men that 
Way, to give the Enemy a Diverfion, and oblige them to divide their For- 
ces. The King of Témate, whom Experience and Fear had iniirucled in 
v rT the Art of War, perceiving what was aim'd at, to avoid being cut ofT in 
K. of 1 er- tJje Rcar ^ retir < d to }l i s F orr< as f oon as he difcover<d our Army. 1 his was 
rate re- t ,. e Reafon w jjy our Men met with no Opposition, whereas the General Fur- 
tires to bu /3¿ / f oun ¿ f muc h Refinance there, three Years before, at the Seige we 
oU ' have fpoken of, when in gaining that Pafs, he loft fome Portuguefes and 

Spaniards, being aíTifted by Captain Gallinato. 
Gallinato He now put our Men into good Order, leading the Van, and drew up 
inve/ls the within Musket Shot of the Wall. He told Don Ped>o t in. the Prefence of 
j>iJ e ' the King of 2) dore, that fome Soldiers had, by his Command, taken a View 
of the Place, and that confidering the Nature of the Situation, it was requi- 
fite to maintain that Ground till Night, when our Men ihould intrench* 
and bring up the Cannon for Battery. His Advice was approv'd of, and 
put in Execution; and in Regard that the Enemy did fome Harm in the 
main Body, and Wings, with their Cannon and fmall Shot; Don Pedro to 
prevent it, order'd the Men to lye down* It was obfervM that there were 
Sentinels four Eminences cover'd -with wild, and full headed Trees, on which the Éne- 
bn Trees my had tne j r Sentinels, who gave Intelligence how the Spaniards mov'd, 
hatcn off. an d G f whatsoever they order'd, or performed. A Captain went up to make 
himfelf Mailer ot the Trees* and loon brought down the Enemies Sentinels. 
■Gallinato perfected that Work, commanding our Sentinels to get up into 
thofe fame Trees, as was done. The Enemy endeavour«d to remove them, 
with their Cannon and fmall Arms, firing inceflamly 5 but could never dis- 
turb either thofe that were on the Top, among the Boughs, who gave the 
Information, riof the others that flood at the Foot, who receive and carri- 
ed 
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cd it to the Officers. The Enemy was pofíefs'd of a Poit near the Haitian 
of Cacbil Tulo , on the right Hand of the Wall, a little beyond the Trees, 
and the General thinking it neceffary to be gain'd, commanded Captain John 
de Cubas, an old Low-Country Soldier, to attack it with 30 Musketiers, and 
if he thought himfelf too hard fet, to fend Word, and he ihould have a 
good Supply of Pikes, The Captain went on by the Way of the Mountain, 
and the Enemy to prevent him, fent a Body of Men out of the Fort next the 
Sea r whom Captain Villagra charg'd. Whilft they were ingag'd, the 
King of Témate, perceivM that Cubat was marching to gain his Poft, and v . ? 
being fenfible how prejudicial the Lofs of it would bejfally'd out himfeif to j'**? 
fight him, and the Spaniards had enough to do. Cubas gain'd the higheft *»« L "bas 
Ridge ; but fo fatigutd, that he was forc'd to fend for the Supply, of Pikes. {&*'* t/jC 
The Captains Vergara^ Alarcon, and Bon Roderick de Mendoza íupported icrnates * 
him with 40 detatch'd Men ; and before they came up more Ternates and 
Javanefes fally'dcut of the Fort, with whom the Fight was renewed in 
more furious Manner. Another Party oí Infidels was piefently diicover'd 
next the Sea,, for which Reafon, and becaufe, it the Enemy had demanded 
more Succours, his Pods would be forfaken f the King order'd thofe who 
fought with Villagra to retire, and went himfeif with them, and foine others 
to fuftainthe Reft. His coming en like a brave, or rather a defperate jj )C 
Commander, oblig'd Cubas, to ask for another Supply which the Captains p. r t 
VHtegra, and Cervantes carry'd him, and charg'd the Enemy. Cacbil ¿f u ¡>p¿ ~ 
jlmuxa,of whofe Bravery Mention has been made, went up to Captain C>/- 
ha$ after burning the Brims of his Hat, and the Feather in it, with a Mus- 
ket Shot, and they both fought Hand to Hand for a confiderable Time, the 
one with his Sword, and the other with his Campilane, or Cy miter. The 
Sentinels on the Trees cry'd out, giving Notice of the Troops on the Shore, ~* 7, £f c f 
and that they came on towards our Van-Guard, and the Front of if. Cap- Com¿;i7it ' 
tain Villagra was ordered to charge them with a Divifion ofShot,beIonging 
to Captain Cervantes, who commanded all the Haibardiers. Both Parties 
fought with equal Tokens of Courage, xi'hen the Sentinels from the Trees 
gave Notice, that John de Cubas, on the Right, demanded more Succours. 
The Captains Don Roderick de Mendoza, andPafcua I de Jl arcan- vt tin with 
it immediately, drawing out two Divifion s of Muilcetiers. The Sentinels 
cryM out again, that the Enemy, who fought with Captain Villagra were 
retiring towards the Walls, and that John de Cubas demanded another Sup- 
ply of Pikes and Halbards. Captain Cervantes fupported him with 50, and 
Villagra, with the Men he commanded. 

Our Sentinels, to whofe Vigilancy a great Part of this Succefs h owing, T 
gave Notice again, that upon the Approach of our Supplies, the Enemy reti- Ternates 
red in Diforder, and our Men made up to the Wall. The Event of the Bat- } ^íí yc j n 
tel began now to be out of Doubt, and even in that Pofture required Di verfi- Difordcu- 
ty of Conduit. Don Pedro therefore order'd the Colours with the Reft of 
the Pikes to march, leaving one Divifion of Mufquetiers, and the Heavy 
Ha rqucbu fliers in the Rear, to face the Enemy, in Cafe they íhould happen 
to fully out again toward the Sea. The other Captains and Soldiers went 
on fighting, and at the fet Time attack'd the Wall, helping one another to 
climb to the Top. The two firft that got upon it were the Captains John 
de Cubas, and Cervantes, who having receive feme Wounds on it, tumbled 

down 
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down again. The Difficulty of this Enterprize increas'd as the Enemy re- 
newal their Efforts, doing us Harm with their heavy and fmall Cannon, 
Muiket?, fund ry' Sort of Fireworks, Stones, and other Contrivances the 
Dutch furnilh'd them with ; but the Attack was made fo furioufly, that 
the Spaniards gave not the King, nor his Men Leifure enough to get into 
the old Portvguefc Fort, within the Wall j for had they done fo, they might 
have defended theml'elves fome Time, and our Men would have beea 
obliged to batter the Walls with Cannon 5 and tho' the Fort is fmall, and 
built in more unfkiltul Times, it would have coil Trouble. 

The Place v/as taken with little Lofs, for we had but Fifteen Men kill'd 

on our Side, among them was Captain Cervantes, who getting up the fit ft 

The Place upon the Wall, with a Defign to difplay the King's Standard on it, was 

taken , and run into the Eye with a Launce, by a Barbarian, and others coming on, 

Number of they threw him down to the Ground, whereof he dy'd the feventh Day, 

tie Slam, much regretted by all Men. He had before faid publickly, offering to give 

the Charge, Gentlemen, the Bulljball not make his Efcape my Way, unlefs 

it cofi me my Life ; alluding to keeping of him in at the BuU-Feaib. He 

was as good as his Word both ways, fmce he dy'd in Performance of it, 

with his Arms and Legs broken. No Man cf any Mote, either among 

the Spaniards or Indians efcap'd unhurt. Many Ternates and Javanefet 

were flairi, and fome Dutch ihed their Blood, like brave or defperate Men, 

thinking it a Misfortune, as they faid, to owe their Lives to our Cour- 

tefy, or Mercy. . 

It was never expecled that the Succefs, would be in all Points anfwera- 

ble to the Juilice of the Caufe. Don Pedro had deilgn'd to batter the 

Forts, wherein he would have met with mighty Difficulties, becaufe the 

Cannon was very heavy, and hard to be drawn to the proper Pofts for 

Battery ; as alio for that there was not Earth to fill the Gabions, and the 

Cannon .Rockine'fs of the Ground obftru&ed the throwing up of the Trenches, 

found in which would have occafion'd the Lofs of many Men before the Artillery 

#• could be planted. The Spaniards purfu'd their Succefs, and poiTelTmg 

themfelves of the Fort, found in i: 4} large Brafs Guns, abundance of 

¿rakes, and other Arms, beiides Ammunition and Proviftons. 

The Men having enter'd the City, every one fell to plunder, and com- 

Ptifcncrs mit Outrages. Don Pedro had made Proclamation, that all the Enemies 

made ^j^ w j t h¡ n f our Days ihould be made Slaves. The Commanders halted 

Siaies, ne3T the ancicnt Church of S. Paul, which was fortify 'd by the Enemy 

with Ramparts for this Service. Opinions vary'd about what was next to.

Gallinato confulted with Villagra, and they approved of the Method, fet- Vi'Ia;ra 
ingoutin the Carcoas on Saturday in the Afternoon,and on Sunday Morning trujls the 
a League ihbrtof the River, the Sangiack told the Captain, he well knew he Sangiack 
had been Jong from his Country, attending the King, and that his Subjects 
had no certain Account of him, and therefore, they might i hen as they us'd 
to do at other Times, come out to the Mouth of the River with a Fleet, to 
guard the Entrance. That if it ihould fo happen, he muff not be difturb d 
for they ihould all ferve him. The Captain , told him, how much he con- 
fided in him, fince he had fo eafily folJow'd his Advice, and was come to 
his Country almoft Naked; and that whatfoever happened he would not 
miflruit him. Being come near the Mouth of the River, they faw 15 Vef- ^ e a Pf ea ~ 
fels come out, and when in the Sea, they drew up in a half Moon, and made ft* ! J * S 
up to enclofe the Captain's Carcoa. The Sangiack feeing them near at Hand Subjects. 
went foward, and calling out, commanded them to be peaceable. As foon 
as they knew him, they obey'd, drew together their VeíTeís, and 
came to fpeak to him.

They did it with much Refpecr, ad- 
guiy/ind dine, that he was to go to Manila, and therefore he fhould appoint fuch

Then Cachil 
realty. Mo j e Ki of Xydore j Cachil Raxa Laudin, King of Bachian ; Cachil Dint, 
Kingof SírtM,whohad never done it before,but only profefs'd Fnendíbip. Af- 
ter them fwore the Sangiacks and Cachiles, Tulo,Codate,Jmuxa,Rete, Me 9 
Nayo 3tiJpate % Colambaboa, Dexel-es, Pamuza y Babada, Barcat,Sugi, Gngu, 
BoleyfeGulila, Maleyto, Bañaba, all of them Princes, Kinfmen, and Sub- 
jects tothe Molucco King. They promised, not to admit of the Dutch, nor 
any other Nations.to the Trade of Clove, and to prefrrve it entirely for his 
Maiefty 'and his Subjects ; and to be affifling with their Peribns, Forces, 
and Ships, whenfoever they ihould be call'd upon by the Commander of the 
Fortof7cr»4/e f or of the Philippines. It was alfo agi eed, that they fhould 
not any Way obftrucl the Converiion of theGentils that were incline to

They were all fatisfy'd with this Beginning of their new Subjection, be- 
caufe the King of Témate opprefs'd them, as being the moil po ent, and fup- 
ported by the Dutch ; nor had they any Security againit his Tyranny ; efpe- 
cially iince he caus'd the King of Tydcreh Father to be tteacheroufly mur- 
Jnot her der'd, the King of Baehianh in War, and a Kinfmao of his, which they both 
Fort built ftjU relented. Von Pedro orderM another Fort to be ereded at Tydore,and 
at Tydore a Captain with 50 Men to Garrifon it; at the Requeil of the King, by 
whofe Affiftance it was. finifiVd. It was refob/d, that for the prefent, the 
Ter nate third Fart of the Duties the People of Témate us'd to pay , ihould be taken off, 
tas'd of To to make them eaiy, that they might reap fome Benefit of our Vitfory, 
Duties and not be pertwaded it tended to increafe their Oppreifion. The old' Fort 
bein<* froall, and unfit to make any confiderable Defence, it was thought fit 
to build one on a higher Ground» larger, and ftronger.

Don Pedro, the Day before his Departure, gave the laid Governour his 
InftruiUons, which had been maturely weighed, and debated, alter fe- 
veral private Conferences with him, providing for all Accidents that might 
happen. 

All the Prifoners, being the King and Prince of Témate, and 24 Savgiacks » .#■ 
and Cachitos, were put aboard the Admiral Galley ,under the Care of Captain 'J y 
Villagra, with particular Orders to convey them to Manila, This done they \{f?J° 
fet fail. Our Fleet being departed with the Booty, and Prifoners.the Colonel, Aau ia * 
John de Efquivel, apply'd himfelf diligently to the Affairs of his Charge,and 
to haftning on the Fortifications begun in feveral Parts. Whilft the Conque- 
rors fail'd away, on the fourth of May, hi order'd the King of Tydore, with 
his Fleet, and in it fome Spaniards, commanded by the Captains Pafqual de 
Jragon,znd Martin dc Efquivel, to fail for Sabubu, to perfwade the Cachiles, 
Sugui and guipati, to return to the City 5 becaufe by their Examples the 
Citizens and Multitude would do the like, they being fled to the Mountains Xing of 
on Account of the War ; for fo they would quit thole Deferts, be encoura- Tydore 
ged to confide in the Conqueror, and fettle in Peace. The King oí Tydore j- eitt fQ g a _ 
arrived at Sabubu, with his Company ; fent MeiTengers to them, who deli- ' üü ^ u< 
ver«d what they werecommiffion'd with, adding, that if they requir'd Ho- 
mages for their fate coming, they ihould have the Sfanijb Captains that were 
in the Fleet deliver^ to them. The Governours were fo far from giving j J)C Go _ 
E ar to their Meflage, that they fent to conjure them to depart Sabubu. Ef- vmwurs 
quivel was concerned at this miftruftful and rough Behaviour, becaufe the re f Jt r e tl) 
greateft Partof the People of the Iiland were in that ftrongHold, and inG/- c ¿ m J ^ 
¡olo, and that Repulfe in the Prefence of the Natives tjhat were fled, feem'd 
to threaten greater Oppoiition. Whilft he prepared to reduce them, he en- 
deavour'd by fair Means to attraft the Inhabitants of a Town, call'd Tacóme, 
two Leagues from Témate , whither alfo fome of thofe that had fled were re- 
tired. He fent them a confiderable Quantity of Plunder, placM Safeguards 
inTacome and Malayo, to quiet, and defend them againft the Tyderei, their

The King of Tydore, and our Commanders, returning without any E/Feci ~j'? nim 
from Sahubu, they fail'd with the Fleet to Machian, to recover peaceably »"P* ** 
that Part of the Ifland, which the Governour,D<?« Pcdro,took from the King Macniaft. 
of To note, to reftore it to him of Tydore. At the fame Time two Butch 
Ships arriv*d there; one of them was the fame our Fleet found fome Days 
before in the Fort Talangame ; which having been a Witnefs to our Suc- 
cess, rejoyn'd the other, and both of them came together to the Moluccos, by 
Order of the Dutch Commander refiding at Jmboyna, to encourage the King 'y? Dutc.j 
oiTernate toperfift in his Difobedience, and a'ííift him againft our Fleet. iif "t s ' 
Our Men fent the Colonel Advice, who order'd our Galliots to fet out, to 
find, and purine thofe Ships, that fo their Boats might not offer to move far 
from them, and to endeavour to obftruft their trading with "the Natives. 
Tho* the Orders were obey'd, the faid two Ships appear'd before Témate 
the third Day after, andholdiHg on their Courfe, anchor'd at Gilolo, where 
moil of the Natives of the Molucca Ifiands, who were fled, had fortify'd 
thenifelves. Thefe Guefts, according to their Cuilome, call'd togetlier all 
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the Inhabitants, who were difpers'd about in other Towns, and reiolv'd 
to go over to Gilolo and Sabubu. They gather c d all their VeiTels, and 
thought, with them, ard the Dutch Ships, to obftrud: the Ravage our Ga- 
liots made, and to fupport their Friends. This new Rebellion was carry- 
ed on in Sight of the Dutch Ships lying at Anchor before Gilolo^ and they 
fecar'd, and defended them againft our Squadrons. 

The Colonel intreated the King of Ty dore, who was newly rcturn'd from 
Machian, to gather a greater Number of arnn'd Carcoas, that our Infantry 
might be carry'd in them, and the Galiots, to attack Gilolo, and Sab'ubu y 
in Order to fupprefs that Mifchief in its firft Rife, there being other Places 
for our VefTels to put into, befides the Harbour where the Enemies Ships lay 
at Anchor. The King of Tydore ilarted fo many Difficulties, that Ejquhel 
could not prevail upon him. Another more efte&ual Method was found. 
It being certain, that the Fugitives muft bring their Provifions, and parti- 
cularly Rice, from the Province del Moro, and Ifland of Moratay, where 
there is great Plenty; and that we having burnt the Ships of the Moluccos, 
during that War, they would fupply the Want of them from thofe fame 
Places; the Governour therefore refblv'd, that Major I'ergara, and the 
King of Tydore,íhou]á repair thither with no Spaniards, to difappoint their 
Defigns,that fo Neceifity might reduce them to fubmit.

whom there was a Report, that they defired to be Chriftians ; but they ¿ ^ GO j ^ 
fell under the Tyranny of the King of Témate, and fufler'd by his Invafi- ¿ / w jr ot J]i # 
ons and Burnings» Efqziivel fent to acquaint them with the King of Spairfs 
Vi&oriesand Succefs; and exhorted them to come under his Dominion, 
but above all to be united to the Church. He made them Prefents of Eu- 
ropean Commodities, which are as good as Money with them, and ofter'd 
the Protedioñ of the Spaniji) Power, which had pull'd down that Tyrant, 
to whom they were Tributary. He faid, he fent them Ships and Arms, 
and that for the Time to come, they might fafely repair to trade at the 
Moluccos. Thefe Princes were two Brothers, the one King of Bool, the 
other of Totoli. They rejoyc'd at the coming of the Embaflador Chriflo- 
pher Suarez, andhe prefenting them fome Pieces of Velvet, in Token of 
Friertdfhip, they returned other Gifts, and Abundance of Provifions, and 
difmifs'd him, with a Letter to the Governour, Queen Doyigue of Cau- 
ripa % teiUfy*d to Efquivel no Ms Satisfaction, and Inclination to bc'uni- ^s

The Garrifons of the Rebellious Towns were aflauked by the Spaniards, j£j V g f 
and compeird to fubmit. The King of Tydore made Havock on the Coaft Tydore'' * 
oiBatochina, or Gilolo, where he recover'd lor his Majefty, and for him- Anions 
felf, the Towns and Forts that had been taken from him by the King of 
Témate. He plunder'd the great Town of Mira, in Mor at ay, and made 
Captives of many that oppos'd him, who had alio been Chriftians. Among 
the reft he took a Guimala> which lignifies, a Chief, or Head of a Quarter, 
or Ward, whom he again fet at Liberty, at the Requeil of our Men, fend- 
ing him away with two other Guimalas, in the Company of Captain John 
de la Torre. The Iilands in thole Parts were reducing by Degrees, with j„°f r , 
little Oppofition. Thofe of the Meaos, lying to the North-Weft, towards ¿pnlsjub- 
Manila, being among, and full of large Towns, defended themfelves, with du "• 
the Afliftance, and induftry of the Dutch ; but B. Antony Flores,, a Lay- 
Brother, of the Order of S. Avguftin, -who fought agai-nft the Sangleyes 
of Manila, as has been faid above, coining thither with the Galleys, they ' 
fubmitted^' The Enfign *L{rirfs de r-Zuazo arriv'd after the. Buiinefs was 
over, and they being how fuocdsful, and underftanding that the -Dutch

that they labour'd in vain ; but carry'd on the War at Gilolo and Sabuhu, of other 
which made the Témate Governours put up their Complaints, and lay ¡¡lands. 
afide their Deiigns. They writ to the Governour, and he anfwer'd them, 
fending a Copy of the Articles, upon which they ofler'd to repair to Ter- 
nate, in peaceable Manner. Ail our Commanders were difpers'd in feve- 
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ral Places, reducing the Iflands of the Moluccos that had Rebell'd either 
by Force of Arm-, or other Methods; andparticulaily thole belon«»in» tó 
the Sultan of Teniae, which are tew under an hundred : and thus Peace 
began to be eílabliíh'd, which if not Wiih'd 'for, was at leaft Tolerated 
and accepted of with i'uch Appearances as are becoming to make it ho-

<u¿ Mo- WIliJft tlie Molucca Iflands fubmitted by Force to receive. the Yoke th» 
'liceo Governour, DonPeJrode Jcunna, was failing for Manila. Captain Villa- 

ft ifímers gri ! was at a Diibnce from the Fleet » with the King, Prince, and Sawi- 
attempt to f hxhax were Pnfoners, aboard the Admiral Galley. This made tliem 
f J cate r m a üeíJ S n to attempt to make their Efcape to Mindanao, and they had 
t ' fucceeded, if not prevented by the Soldiers that guarded them. Captain 
Villagra either Sufpecled, or had Information of it, and. therefore doubled 
the Guards, and put eight of the moft daring into Chains. Among the 
moil remarkable were Cachil Jmuxa, the Sangiack Rete, and he o? Alafa- 
quia. They all arriv'd at Manila, but their Fetters were taken off before 
they came thither, after they had worn th^m ten Days, with mi.ch Re- 
gret of the King, whom they fatisfy'd with Hopes, and acquainting him 
with fome of the Grounds there were to fufpeft, till the Danger of layinp 
them aíide ceas 'd. The Hazard at Mindanao -was, that thofe-Iilands are 
not Tributary, yet they value themfelves upon entertaining Friend rtiip 
-with the King of Terna te $ and it is moil certain, that had he attempted to 
fly, and fucceeded in it, they would have fupported him there : and VHla- 
gra. had Intelligence given him, that the King either made, or approv'd oí 
the Piopofal ; tho' there was no want of Care and Vigilancy either in 
Don Pedro's Ship, or the Admiral Galley. 

During all this Time we have fpoken of, the News of our Succefs was 
not brought to the Philippine Iflands. This long Silence, and Want of 
Intelligence, became an Argument in thofe Parts, and particularly at Mi-

turn, we will nevertheless fuppreft their Names, fince it is not the Part 
trf an Author,, whofe Duty it is to obferve an exact Neutrality, and not 
to be led any Way by Affection, to confirm that Depofition, which, as vet 
is no better grounded than on Sufpicion. They are all Dead Jong íiñee' 
Talfe Re- and have been tfy'd before that great Tribunal, where the leail thought 
ports a- cannot pafs without being accounted tor. Thefe Men gave out, That Don 
Lroad. Pedro attacking Témate, enter'd it luccefsfuUy ; but that his Men had been 
too intent upon Plunder, the Enemy rallyed, and falling upon the Spa- 
niards, beat them out again, killing moil of them. And that the General 
being afham'd of his ill Conduct, durit not return to Manila, 

This Repoit being t'pread abroad among the Indians, did fo much Harm 
Indians he- that they began to Mutiny, especially in the Provinces of Cantarines, and* 
gin to/Uii- pintados, in fo much that the Fryers who attended their Inilruclion 
tiny. could not deal with them any longer, for they faid, That ftuce the Peoph 

of 
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of the Molucca* were vi&orious, why fhould they be iiiil lubjeft to the 
Spaniards, who did not defend them againtt the Moors, and thefe would 
now plunder them daily with the Affiftance of Témate, and it would be 
worfe for the Future. Nor were they fatisfy'd with mutteiing, but pro- 
ceeded to confer Notes together, and to contrive putting their Proje&s in 
Execution. But all this vamfh'd at the Sight of Truth, and the }sews of 
ir, brought in before the Arrival of the Conquerors, and the Preparations 
they faw made for their Reception, and triumphant Rejoycings. The 
Weather was feafonable, and favour'd them in all Refpefts, and they ar- % - 

riv'd at Manila on the ninth of June, loaded with Honour and Vidory, 
after they had refted in the Port of Cabite, two Leagues diflant. 

The Captives diverted themfelves with our Men, to put off the Eemem- p y }r 07]ers 
branceofpafi Times, whilft rich Garments of ieveral Sorts of Silks were difconfo- 
provided for them at the publick Charge, which is the King's Treafury in ¡' te 
the Philippine Ifiands. They look'd dejectedly, and with Admiration, on 
the Harbour, Wall?, Forts, and Buildings of the City, the Sight whereof 
made them call to Mind the laft Day on which they fell from their boaited 
State of Liberty, Our Commanders dropt fome courteous Words of Com- 
fort in their Difcourfe, telling them, that asfoonas the News could come 
to Spain of -their being reduc c d, and that good Order was taken againtf 
falling again into the former Dangers, the King would order them to be 
reftor'd to their Liberty. All thefe Expreflions were not of Force to fatis^ 
fy thofe Indians, who on the contrary began to complain of the General, 
becaufe they either fufpe&ed, or were told by fome of our Men, that, he 
would not obferve the jafe Conduit, and promife he had made them in the 
King's Name, and oa which they had rcly'd ; and that in Cafe Sultan 
Zayde were continued in the Philippine Iilands, it was certain they would 
fend his Son, Prince Gariolano into Europe, by the Way of New Spain. 
The general being acquainted with thefe melancholiy Refledlions of theirs, 
thought it conc¿rn\i the Reputation of the Chriftian Religion in general, 
and of the Spanijb Nation in particu!ar,to difpell thofe Jealoufies, and there- 
fore he writ to them, and directed the Captain, whe carry c d the Letters, 
toperfwade the King not to conceive the leaft Miftruftof the King c s Word, 
aiid Security he had confided in. This compos'd their Thoughts, and they 
either did, or pretended to take Comfort. 

The Prifoners came with the Forces to the City, which the Fleet faluted 
with its Cannon, and were anfwer'd by the Artillery and fmail Shot from Don Pe- 
the Walls and Forts. The King landed in a Garden the Governojr had droV£«- 
without the Walls, where he repos'd himfelf that Night, and when Lodg- try into 
ings were provided for him, with the greateft State that could be, and an- Manila. 
fwerably for other Prifoners, according to their Qualities, Don Pedro enter 'd 
Manila with the Forces, and Oftentation of Captives and Booty. There 
wanted riot Triumphal Arches, with fuch Infer iptions as are Generally Defcripti* 
fer on them in Honour of Conquerors. The Habit of the Prifoners, in rich on of the 
Mantles, Turbants and Plumes, was not futahle to their F01 tune- as making King of 
their Countenances look more haughty, and reprefenting Arrogancy. That Teníate, 
King was ilrong body'd, and his Limbs weir Knit; his Neck, and great 
Part of his Arms he wore naked ; his Skin being of the Colour of a Cloud, 
father incline to Black than Tav/ny. The Features cf his Face were like 
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an European. His Eyes large, full, and fparkJing, to which they add the 
Fiercenefs of long Eyebrows, thick Beards and Whifkers, and lank Hair. 
He always wore his Campilane, or Cimiter, and Criz, or Dagger ; the Hilts 
of them both refembling the Heads of Snakes gilt. This is affirm'd by 
Officers that attended, and converse with him familiarly,to whom he -was 
obligingly Courteous, and it appears by Relations, and by the Picture drawn 
to the Lif<% tvhich the General fent into Spain for the King. 
Húoycivgs ' The Rejoycings tor the Victory were continued with much Solemnity, 
Y the Indians^ who were the principal Subjeñ of ihem, being preient. The 

King of Témate undemanding that MeiTengers were fending away to Spain 
to carry the News of the Succefs, and Account of the Prifoners, writ a 
ftort Letter to the King, intermixt with Commendations of Den Fedro ds 
Acimna and fome other Spanifb Commanders. He reprefented the change 
of his Condition, with fornewhat of Submifiion, but not Humility, or ra- 
ther Meaunefs; and intreated his Majefty to extend his Royal Good ne fa 
towards the Conquered, for his own Magnanimity's fake, and on Account 
of the perpetual Fidelity, and Vaffalage they had fworn to him. This 
Letter was writ by another Hand, and in Spanijb. When it was given 
him to fign, the King turn'd the upfide down, and Writ his Ñame on the 
white half Page in Ver fian Characters, thinking he had fign'd at the Be- 
ginning, or Top of the Letter, as is praéHs'd by the Princes of thofe Coun- 
tries. The Moluccas being Reduc'd, our Minifters and Preachers went 
over thither, and the Voice of the Gofpel refounded again in the utmoft 
Borders of the Earthu 
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
